ASSASSIN  FROM  PATERSON. 

Humbert's  Slayer  Halls  From  tho 
New  Jersey  City. 

Monza,  July  30.— After  the  shooting  of 
King  Humbert  here  last  night,  as  soon  as 
his  majesty's  attendants  could  realize 
.vhat  had  happened,  he  was  placed  in  his 
carriage  and  driven  as  rapidly  as  possible 
to  the  palace.  He  was,  however,  beyond 
human  aid. 

The  assassin's  name  is  variously  given  as 
Angelo  and  Gaetno  Bressi.  He  was  born 
In  Prato.  No.  10,  1S69,  and  is  a  weaver  by 
trade.  He  comes  from  America,  where  he 
has  resided  at   Paterson.    N.   J.  . 

He  said  he  had  no  accomplices  and  tnat 
he  committed  the  crime  because  of  his 
hatred  of  monarchial  institutions.  He 
reached  Monza.  July  27,  from  Milan,  where 
he  stayed  a  few  days. 

CENSOR  ON  GUARD. 

Details  of  the  Murder  of  Humbert 
Are  Suppressed. 

London,  July  30.— Beyond  the  brief  an- 
nouncement of  the  fact,  nothing  with 
regard  to  the  assassination  of  King 
Humbert  has  been  allowed  out  of  M3nza. 
At  noon  a  Rome  correspondent  tele- 
grapined  that  not  the  slightest  details 
of  the  catastrophe  had  transpired,  while 
up  to  4  o'clock  this  afternoon  London 
and  the  other  capitals  of  Europe  knew 
nothing  beyond  the  bare  fact.

BRODERICK  GjVES  NEWS. 

He  Reads  Dispatches  From  China 
to  the  Commons. 

London,  July  aO.— In  the  house  of 
commons  today,  the  parliamentary 
secretary  for  the  foreign  office,  William 
St.  John  Broderick,  read  the  dispatch 
from  the  British  consul  at  Tien  Tsin 
saying  the  foreign  ministers  at  Pekin 
were  safe  July  22. 

Mr.  Broderick  also  read  a  dispatch 
in  which  the  statement  was  made  that 
a  strong  body  of  troops,  composed  al- 
most entirely  of  Hwangsus,  was  around 
the  legations,  and  that  the  Chinese  were 
forced  to  block  the  river  with  sunken 
craft,  with  a  breach  on  the  left  bank  in 
o'der  to  flood  the  country  to  the  east- 
ward. 

Mr  Broderick  added  that  the  council  of 
admirals  decided.  July  16.  that  the  rail- 
way between  Taku  and  Tien  Tsin  should 
be  "guarded  and  managed  by  the  Ru.s- 
sians.  The  government  had  informed 
Russia  it  acquiesced  as  the  arrangement 
might  be  the  most  convenient,  but  that 
it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the 
line  would  revert  to  its  former  manage- 
ment, i.  e.,  the  British,  on  termination  of 
hostilities. 

Mr.  Broderick  added  that  he  did  not 
yet  know  who  was  to  have  supreme 
command.  British  troops  would  be 
availalile  to  co-oi)eratc  with  the  allies, 
liut  no  arrangement  had  been  made  to 
put  them  under  command  of  foreign 
officers. 

ATTACKED  ONCE  BEFORE. 

King  HumlKrt  1  was  born  at  Turin. 
March  14.  1S44.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of 
King  Victor  Emmanuel  11  of  Italy,  and  of 
Archduchess  Adelaide  of  Austria.  His 
early  millltary  training  was  gained  wltn 
his  father  in  the  war  of  1859,  when  the 
ancient  kingdom  of  the  two  Sicilies  was 
reorganized.  He  also  commanded  a  divi- 
sion in  1S60,  and  covered  the  retreat  of  me 
Italian  army  after  the  battle  of  Tuscozza. 
He  married  his  cousin,  Marghcrita  of  Sa- 
vov.  April  22.  186S.  She  was  the  only 
daughter  of  Prince  Ferdinand  of  Pied- 
mont, duke  of  Genoa.

When  Rome  was  occupied  by  the  Italian 
troops  in  1870,  the  prince  and  prlnce.-?s 
took  up  their  residence  in  that  city.  Hun- 
bert  succeeded  to  the  thinne  on  the  dcaili 
of  his  father  on  Jan.  9,  187S. 

In  the  fall  of  that  year  an  assassin  at- 
tempted his  death,  but  he  escaped  with 
a  slight  wound. 

Humbert  gained  his  reputation  for  brav- 
erv  during  the  cholera  epidemic  of  lSh4, 
when  he  visited  Naples,  and  received  com- 
mendations for  his  generosity  In  the  Inter- 
ests of  the  afflicted. 

The  town  of  Monza  is  situated  on  the 
Lambro,  ten  miles  northeast  of  the  city  of 
Milan,  and  Is  a  favorite  summer  and  au- 
tumn retreat.  It  has  been  customary  for 
manv  years  past  for  the  crown  prince  and 
princess  of  Italy  to  pass  a  portion  oi  tcich 
vear  at  the  royal  palace,  which  Is  close 
by. 

At  one  time  Monza  was  the  royal  resi- 
dence of  the  great  Pheodoris,  and  Is  best 
known  In  history  as  the  capital  of  the  oid 
Lombard  king.s.  Theodolinda  regarded  it 
with  especial  favor,  and  adorned  it  wit  a 
magnificent  buildings.  The  cathedral  there 
contains  interesting  memorials  of  this 
queen,  among  them  the  famous  iron  crown 
so  long  used  for  the  coronation  of  thn 
kings  of  Lombardy. 

The  population  is  estimated  at  18.000, 
and  the  history  of  the  town  itself  is  inti- 
mately   connected   with    that   of   Milan. 


London,  July  30.~The  British  consul 
at  Tien  Tsin  telegraphs  to  the  foreign 
office  today  that  a  letter  from  a  Jap- 
anese colonel  in  Pekin  states  fliat  the 
legations  were  safe  July  22.  There  has 
been  no  firing  on  the  legations  since 
June  17.    The  consul  adds: 

"A  reliable  mess?nger,  who  failed  to 
enter  Pekin,  but  reached  there,  returns, 
statins:  that  there  was  no  firing  on  the 
legations  between  July  15  and  July  19." 

In  view  of  this  evidence,  the  British 
government  is  CDnvinced  that  the  lega- 
tions are  safe. 

Brussels,  Berlin  and  Washington  ad- 
voces  were  regarded  with  a  certain 
amount  of  doubt,  but  once  the  British 
consul  at  Tien  Tsin  officially  confirmed 
them,  all  doubts  v£  nished.  At  this  hour 
(5:30  p.  m.)  the  news  has  not  become 
sufficiently  known  ts  t!he  public  to  cause 
rejoicing,  but  the  feeling  of  relief  and 
gladness  shown  by  officials  who  have 
read  the  dispatches  can  scarcely  be  de- 
scribed. 

In  tho  same  breath  that  they  exoress 
their  delight,  they  say  this  afternoon's 
dispatch  may  be  regarded  as  a  striking 
vindication  of  the  United  States  secre- 
tary of  state.  Col  loSan  Hay.  and  almost 
a  triumph  for  him,  as  relief  from  inter- 
national anxiety.

ALL  DOUBT  REMDVED. 

Letters  Came  By  Private  Missoi- 
gers  to  tho  Allies. 

Washington.       July      30.— The      view 
which  the  Washignton  cabinet  has  taken 
from  the  beginning  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Baron  Von  Ketteler,  the  legation- 
ers  at  Pekin  were  alive  long  after   the 
date    which    was   said   to   have   marked 
their      massacre,  is      being      slowly  but 
surely  confirmed.    The  most  important 
contribution  in  support  of  our  govern- 
ment's position  since  the  receipt    of    the 
Conger    autograph    letter,  representing 
the  foieign  miinsters  to  have  leen  alive 
on  July  24,    came    today    from    United 
States  Ci^nsul  Fowler,  at  Che  Foo.    The 
letter  referred  to  by  the  consul  as  com- 
ing from  the  German  legation  at  Pokin. 
is  supposed  here  to  have  an  autographic 
letter,  and  as  such  absolutely   removed 
fiom  the  possibility  of  fraud.    The  Jap- 
ane.»e  rejiort  is  also  understood  to  have 
come  do^wn  to   the  sea   without  having 
passed  through  Chinese  hands.     It  was 
one  of   the   first   reports  of  the   privat^j 
messenger  sy»tem  inaugurated     'oy    the 
commanders  of  the  allied  forces.  Taken 
in  conjunction,  the  two  reports  submit- 
ted   Ijy    Mr.    Fowler  added   overwhelm- 
ingly to    the     weight     of    testimony  in 
favor  of  existence  of  the  legationers. 

Gen.  Chaffee,  whose  arrival  is  reported 
by  cable  this  morning  from  Che  Foo, 
certainly  has  made  remarkable  time  in 
going  from  Nagasaki  to  Taku  in  two 
davs.  showing  that  the  transport  Grant 
mij.st  have  been  pressed  to  her  utmost.

Washington,  July  30.— The  secretary 
of  state  received  at  midnight  last  night 
a  dispatch  from  Mr.  Fowler,  American 
consul  at  Che  Foo.  dated  July  2S.  noon. 
Mr.  Fowler  says: 

"A  letter  from  the  German  legation 
dated  21st  Instant  received  at  Tien  Tsin. 
German  loss  is  i.en  dead  and  twelve 
wounded.  Chinese  ceased  their  attack 
on  the  12th.  Baron  Von  Ketteler's  body 
said  to  be  safe.  The  Austrian,  Dutch 
and  Spanish  legations  destroyed  and  the 
French  partially. 

"A  letter  from  the  Japanese  legation, 
dated  22nd.  arrived  at  Tien  Tsin  on  25th. 
Ten  battalions  of  Chinese  shelled  tlie 
legations  consecutively  from  June  20 
and  stopped  on  July  17.  but  may  renew. 
The  enemy  are  decreasing.  The  Ger- 
man. Ru.ssian,  American,  British  and 
half  the  Japanese  and  French  legations 
still  defended.  Japanese  say  they  have 
food  for  six  days,  but  little  ammunition. 
The  emperor  and  'impress  are  reported  at 
Pekin."  _ 

New  York,  Julj-  30.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald  from  Che  Foo,  July  27.  says: 
"The  Japanese  consul  at  Tien  Tsin  sent 
a  runner  on  July  15  to  Pekin.  On  the 
19th,  the  runner  left  Pekin,  bringing  a 
cipher  telegram  to  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment.    It  reads: 

"We  are  defending  ourselves  against 
the  Chinese  very  well,  but  now  the  at- 
tack has  stopped.  We  will  keep  up  to 
the  last  of  the  month,  although  it  will 
be  no  easy  task.  The  Japanese 
casualties  are:  Killed — Koslma,  diplo- 
matic attache,  captain  and  one  student, 
and  also  a  few  marines;  wounded,  five 
or  six;  slightly  \/ounded,  very  many." 

The  Che  Foo  consul  says  that  nothing 
was  written  about  the  other  ministers.

Word  From  thii  Seoretary  of  Lega- 
tion at  Pekin. 

Berlin,  July  3).— The  German  consul 
at  Tien  Tsin  has  telegraphed,  under 
date  of  Saturdaj ,  July  28,  to  the  foreign 
office  as  follows: 

"The  German  secretary  of  legation  at 
Pekin,  Herr  Below,  writes,  July  21: 
•Thanks  for  youi  news.  July  19  the  con- 
dition of  Cordef  satisfactory.  The  re- 
maining members  of  the  legation  are  all 
right.  The  detachment  of  the  guards 
lost  ten  killed  and  four  wounded.  The 
houses  of  the  legation,  much  damased 
by  cannon  fire,  are  held  by  the  guard. 
The  atUck  of  tiie  Chinese  troops  on  us 
ceased  July  16.  Speediest  possible  ad- 
vance of  relief  troops  urgently  neces- 
sary. 

"  According  to  trustworthy  report,

eOES  TO  SHANflHAI. 

Rockhill  Will  Mike  That  City  Hit 
Headquarters. 

Chicagro,  July  30,— Special  Commis- 
sioner William  M.  Rockhill.  appointed 
by  the  government  to  ascertain  the  true 
situation  in  China  passed  through  Chi- 
cago (m  his  way  to  the  Orient  yester- 
day. Mrs.  Rockhill  accompanies  her 
hu.sl)and  and  will  remain  in  Shanghai 
while  he  conducts  his  investigations. 
Asked  if  he  would  endeavor  to  reach 
Pekin  to  deal  with  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment direct  he  replied: 

"I  think  not,  unless  circumstances 
warrant  it  and  the  countrv  is  quiet 
enough  to  render  possible  tne  success 
of  such  an  expedition.  I  shall  make 
my  headquarters  at  Shanghai  and  in- 
vestigate conditions  as  far  northward 
as  possible  and  troubled  condKlon  will 
permit.  My  .sole  duty  Is  to  keep  the 
president  and  secretary  of  state  ad- 
vised as  to  the  situation.  Aside  from 
that  I  am  not  empowered  to  do  any- 
thing." 

"\ou  are  not  invested  with  plenipot- 
entiary power  then?" 

"No."  he  answered.  "My  orders  can 
be  summed  up  in  two  words,  'investi- 
gate conditions'  in  case  the  government 
has  further  orders  for  me  they  will  be 
cabled."

It 
is  contigu:)Us  territory,  inhabited  by 
much  the  same  sort  of  iieonle  that  we 
are,  and  who  would  become  good  citi- 
zens: but  I  am  eternally  opposed  to 
holding  Asiatic  territory  10,000  miles 
away,  more  thickly  inhabited  than  any 
state  in  the  Union,  inhabited  b.v  people 
alien  to  us  in  color,  race,  thoueht  and 
habits.  I  would  keep  only  such  places  in 
Asia  as  we  need  for  coaling  and  naval 
stations. 

"We  stand  today  oh  the  money  ques- 
tion precisely  where  we  stood  f  >ur  years 
ago.  Truth  does  not  change  the  false- 
hood in  four  short  years.  Consequently 
at  Kansas  City  we  readopted,  not  merely 
reaffirmed,  but  readopted  the  financial 
plank  of  the  Chicago  platf:>rm  in  all  its 
integrity  and  all  its  force. 

'In  his  speech  before  the  Republican 
National  Clubs'  league  Col.  Roosevelt 
earnestly  enjoins  his  countrymen  to  're- 
member that  expansion  does  not  bring 
war:  il  ultimately  brings  peace.'

NEW  IROB  FINDS. 

Many  Art  Being  Mads  In  the  Dof 
River  Region. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Mich.,  July  ;iO.— The 
Michipicoten  district  continues  to  turn 
out  surprises  in  the  mineral  line.  The 
latest  is  a  new  iron  field  adjacent  to 
Dog  river,  relatively  situated  about 
fifteen  miles  north  of  Lake  Superior  and 
twenty  miles  west  of  the  Michipicoten 
harbor.  For  yeaits  it  has  been  known 
that  this  vicinity  contained  iron  ore, 
the  first  record  being  the  field  notes  of 
the  old  Herrick  survey  line.  This  line 
was  surveyed  in  1864  and  was  made 
by  the  Ontario  government,  with  a  view 
(jf  creating  a  military  and  post  road 
around  Lake  Superior  toward  the  North- 
west territory,  but  nothing  came  of  it. 
and  though  the  work  seemed  a  waste  t>f 
time  and  money,  it  is  now  proving  of 
considerable  value  in  the  explorations 
.going  on. 

Numerous  deposits  of  red  hematite 
have  been  uncovered  this  spring  and  at 
present  the  field  is  fairly  well  covered 
by    prospectors,    including   the  interests

The  guards  were  doubled  both 
days  and  the  authorities  forbade  the 
display  of  Filipino  flags  and  of  pictures 
of  President  McKinley  and  Agulnaldo 
fraternally  framed.

IN  PORTO  RICO. 

Experiment  Stations  Are  to 

Be  Established  By  the 

Government. 

Frsm  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau* 

Washington,  July  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — In  the  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  United  States  deiiartment 
of  agriculture  for  the  present  fiscal  year, 
congress  provided  for  the  inauguratiim 
of  experiment  stations  in  the  islands  of 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico.  In  accordance 
with  this  provision,  the  department  has 
taken  preliminary  steps  to  determine  the 
best  plan  of  oi>eration  in  each  case  and 
the  subjects  which  are  in  most  need  of 
immediate  attention. 

Professor  S.  A.  Knapp,  of  Louisiana, 
has  been  selected  to  investigate  the 
agricultural  conditions  and  possibilities 
of  Porto  Rico,  and  went  to  the  island  in 
June.  He  will  study  the  existing  agri- 
cultural conditions,  the  lines  of  exueri- 
mental  investigations  which  should  be 
undertaken  there,  locations  suitable  f  )r 
stations,  and  lue  ai)proxiniate  expense  ot 
inaugurating  and  maintaining  the  whirls. 
He  will  also  look  into  the  feasibility  of 
undertaking  co-iij)erative  experiment.-^ 
with  the  residents  of  Porto  Rico  and  irne 
best  means  of  reaching  the  people 
through  publi(iiti(Uis,  demonstration  ex- 
lieiimeiits  and  otherwise. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Stubbs,  director  of  the 
Louisiana  experiment  stations,  will  make 
the  preliminary  survey  of  the  condi- 
tions in  the  HawaiijMi  islands.  He  sailed 
for  Hawaii  about  the  middle  of  Jui.v  and 
will  spend  the  monl!;i  of  August  in  th" 
islands.  The  cnnditions  there  dilfer  fi-iin 
thuse  in  Porto  Ri'-n.  as  a  station  for  ex- 
iteiiments  in  sugar  productinn  has  bii-ti 
maintained  by  private  benelieence  f  jr  a 
nuinln'i-  'if  years.  The  lines  in  whiih 
invi  slii;ation  is  most  needed,  the  pos.-ii- 
bility  of  greater  diversification  of  agri- 
eultuns  the  expense  of  the  work  and 
thf  means  of  dissi'minating  informati'ii 
will  be  carefully  iu'iuiied  into.  This  will 
pii  bably  prove  a  profitable  Held  for  in- 
vestiirations  on  the  use  and  eennomv  of 
water  in  irrigation,  since,  according  to 
reliable  reports,  in  no  other  place  is  so 
much  money  expended  fir  pumping 
v.ater  for  irrigation.  Some  pumps  ar^^ 
said  to  be  raising  oO, 000,000  gallons  of

Information  comes  from  Formi.sa  thit 
Taihoku,  the  capital,  and  its  suburb. 
Daitotei,  where  the  tva  business  is  con- 
ducted, are  to  be  connected  with  the  port 
(d"  Tansui  by  railway.  This  is  news  that 
can  be  fully  appreciated  only  by  the 
longsuffering  North  Formosa  resident. 
The  three  places  mentioned  are  all  on  ih" 
Tamsui  river,  the  distance  between  th° 
capital  and  the  port  being  some  eleven 
miles,  and  the  only  coiumunication  has 
been  by  water.  River  travel  for  such  a 
short  distance  does  not  in  itself  seem 
specially  disagreeable;  but  owing  to  the 
wretchedness  of  the  launches  and  the 
shallowness  of  the  river  at  low  tide,  it 
has  obtained  a  meaning  to  local  residents 
wi.iich  can  not  be  calmly  expressed.  With 
the  exception  of  a  Japanese  "side-wheel- 
er" put  on  by  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kwaisha 
and  a  very  comfortable  little  launch  run 
by  the  Douglas  Steamship  company  on 
steamer  day,  the  river  trade  is  cuntrolled 
by  some  six  Chinese  launches  carryln.g 
altogether  about  400  iiassengers  a  da,v. 
All  cla.sses  o£  iiasstnuers  and  all  kind.-? 
of  freight,  including  several  varieties  of 
live  stock,  obtain  easy  entrance  and  re- 
tcive  enual  treatment  aboard  these 
boats.  The  C.'dnese  launches  have  no 
special  hour  for  starting.  Passengers  ar- 
.•■•olitited  by  a  continuous  shrieking  of 
the  whistle,  and  when  a  sufliiient  num- 
ber have  arrived  on  board,  the  little 
boat  gets  under  way.  Drdinarilv  the 
river  trip  is  made  in  an  hour  and  a  half, 
but  frequently  the  little  craft  seats  her- 
.self  securely  on  a  sand  bank,  and  some- 
times thi'-»^  hours  are  required  before 
tEie  tide  has  risen  sutllcienlly  to  float 
he--. 

.\t  th"  nrrt  of  Tamsui  is  the  custom 
h'mse,  but  the  commercial  center  is 
round  about  the  capital  and  its  suburbs. 
Ranka  and  Daitcdei.  Much  incinven- 
ience  is  felt  and  valuable  time  wasted  in 
making  the  necessary  trip  to  Tamsui  to 
pass  goods  through  the  customs,  and 
cornmercial  matters  dependent  upon  fre- 
quent communication  with  the  port  are 
difficult  to  care  f  >r.  The  new  railway 
will  lessen  these  difficulties  greatly. 

The  proposed  line  will  run  from  Tai- 
Hioku  to  Tamst!ii  via  Maruyama,  Shirin, 
Hckut"  and  Kantau.  Maruyama  is  a 
jdcturesque  nark  on  the  Kelung  river, 
much  freoucnted  by  Japanese  merry- 
makers. Hokuto  is  the  scenic  resort  of 
North  Formosa,  and  with  railway  c:)m- 
munication  will  doubtless  grow  greatly 
in  ponularity.  From  this  district  is 
shinned  monthly  some  200  tons  of  sul- 
phur, the  product  of  two  Japanese  ex- 
tracting nlants. 

The  sulphur  spring  district,  as  well  as 
Maruyama.  present  many  attractive  resi- 
dence sites;  and  if  the  train  service  is 
convenient,  it  is  quite  pjssible  that  tne

their  residences  at  one  or  other  of  these 
interesting  places. 

To  ebuin  the  maximum  of  benefit 
from  the  new  road,  the  trains  must  run 
frequently,  and  that  this  may  be  pos- 
sible without  great  expense,  the  cars 
will  be  small  tnd  the  locomotives  light. 
The  gauge  wi  1  be  3  feet  6  Inches,  the 
same  as  the  main  line;  but  only  36- 
pound  rails  will  be  laid.  The  construc- 
tion of  thirteen  bridges  will  be  required, 
but  only  two  r.f  them  are  any  ccmsider- 
able  size.  In  building  ttiis  line,  the  ma- 
terials from  the  old  Chinese  Kelung  and 
Teckcham  lines,  which  have  now  been 
almost  entirelj  replaced,  will  be  utilized. 
There  are  three  or  more  old  25-ton  1  »co- 
motives  in  goi)d  order,  a  sufficiency  of 
rails,  and  n^aily  all  the  required  bridge 
iron  work  now  in  possession  of  the  rail- 
way office;  and  it  is  fortunate  for  the 
local  governm  mt  that  this  serviceable 
material  can  oe  put  to  such  good  ad- 
vantage. Theie  is  no  difficult  engineer- 
ing work  reqidred  in  the  construction 
of  the  road,  the  maximum  grade  being 
but  1  in  100.  and  the  curves  very  slight. 
The  total  length  of  the  new  line  as  sur- 
veved  is  thirteen  miles,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  trains  will  be  running  within 
a  year.  The  cost  of  the  same,  exclusive 
if  the  materials-referred  to  above,  is  es- 
timated at  $12<i,000. 

With  the  railway  now  being  construct- 
ed thi-ough  the  island  to  Takow,  and  the 
line  just  described  running  across  the 
north  of  the  island  from  Kelung  to 
Tamsui,  the  government  will  have  com- 
pleted the  sysiem  of  railways  most  re- 
(luired.  A  line  frtim  the  west  across  the 
miuntains  to  the  cast  coast  would  be  of 
great  political  value,  but  it  is  doubtful 
if  it  would  ever  be  profitable,  consider-

The  oat  market  has  been  weak  with  con- 
siderable li(|uidation.  Crop  reports  are  fa- 
vorable.

The  chief  Influence  in  the  provision  mar- 
ket this  morning  has  been  the  strength  of 
Septemi-er  ribs  getting  to  VJzC  over  the  Oc- 
tober. It  looks  as  though  this  option  were 
pretty  well  over  sold.  There  is  certainly 
nothing  ^o  sell  provisions  on  at  present, 
and  there  are  many  possibilities  for  the 
whole  list  selling  higher  on  all  weak  spots;

He  visited 
none  of  the  sections  reached  by  the 
Northern  Pac  fie,  and  he  said  nothing 
about  them,  therefore.  The  outlook  on 
the  whole  he  found  rather  melancholy, 
though  he  wa^?  not  willing  to  hazard  an 

;-stiinate  of  th'?  yield  of  the  three  North- 
western states,  Minnesota,  North  Da- 
kota and  South  Dakota. 

When  asked  about  his  observations 
this  morning,  he  said:  "In  tho  country 
triliulary  to  tl^e  Great  Northern  railroad 
I  found  crops  good,  bad  and  indifferent, 
with  the  average,  of  course,  leaning 
rather  to  the  bad  end  of  the  scale  than 
to  the  good.  In  some  .sections  two  and 
three  bushels  would  Iw  a  fair  average. 
In  others  the  average  will  be  from  six 
to  eight  hushds  to  the  acre,  and  in  still 
others  the  yield  will  be  from  ten  to  twelve 
1  ushels  to  tho  acre.  This  includes  the 
total  acreage  in  those  localities.  I  do 
not  know  about  the  country  tributary  *io 
Die  Northern  Pacific  railroad. 

"To  make  an  estimate  of  the  total 
number  of  btshels  raised  in  the  three 
Northwestern  states  would  be  a  mere 
guess  on  the  part  of  anyone.  The  gov- 
ernment report  says  86,000.000  bushels, 
and  the  general  estimates,  .so  far  as  I 
have  heard,  run  from  that  figure  up  to 
l.'O.OOO.OOO  bushels. 

"Oats  are  in  as  bad  shape  as  wheat, 
and  in  many  places  the  grain  is  ijolng 
plowed  under.  Flax  is  also  in  bad  shape. 
The  llax  avei'£ge  .seems  to  l)e  about  twice 
that  of  last  year,  but  no  one,  so  far  as  I 
could  learn,  estimates  that  the  yield  of 
llax  will  be  any  giv-ater  than  that  of  last 
year.  Still,  there  are  many  thousaiid.s 
of  acres  of  flax  that  would  yet  l>e  bene- 
fited by  rains,  though  of  course  wheal  is 
beyonci  any  such  help.  Cutting  has 
begun  in  only  a  few  places,  and  it  will 
not  be  general  for  ten  days  yet."

Only  a  short  time  ago 
the  empress  of  Austria,  an  excellent  wo- 
man in  every  way,  of  brilliant  and  kindly 
impulse,  was  killed  by  an  assassin  whiU- 
she  was  taking  an  outing  In  a  Swiss  vil- 
lage. A  few  months  ago  the  prince  of 
Wales,  heir  to  the  British  throne,  was 
shot  at  by  a  would-be  a.ssassin,  and  last 
evening  King  Humbert  of  Italy  fell  a  vic- 
tim to  the  bullet  of  an  anarchist.  It  does 
not  appear  that  King  Humbert  had  done 
anything  to  Incur  the  enmity  of  the  man 
who  t<n)k  his  life— he  is  simply  an  anar- 
chist of  the  worst  t.ype.  King  Humbert 
has  been  a  wise  ruler  and  has  always  been 
regarded  with  affection  by  the  Italian  peo- 
ple and  undoubtedly  there  is  sincere  sor- 
row throughout  Italy  over  the  foul  as- 
-u.snination  of  the  king.  He  died  with  the 
cheers  of  the  people  ringing  in  his  ears. 
The  assassin  was  promptly  arrested  and 
no  doubt  will  be  speedily  given  the  severe 
punishment  that  his  dastArdly  crime  de- 
serves.

The  Standard. Oil  trust  cleared  J4S,- 
000,000  last  year  on  a  capitalization  of 
$110,000,000. 

The  Carnegie  company  estimates  Its 
gain  this  year  at  J42.000,000  on  a  capitil- 
izatlon  of  ?25,000,000. 

Business  is  good  with  the  trusts.  As 
the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  says,  to  pay 
from  40  to  150  per  cent  should  certainly 
l>e  satisfactory  to  the  greediest  mon- 
opolist. 

The  Standard  Oil  trust  employs  3.'.,000 
men,  the  minimum  wage  being  $1.50  a 
day.  At  that  rate  the  laborer  would  net 
$468  a  year.  Thirty-five  thou.sand  men 
would  earn  $16,380,000  a  year.  Mr.  Rock- 
efeller's share  in  the  dividend  is  con- 
siderably more  than  that. 

Yet  Mr.  Rockefeller  says  that  work- 
ingmen  should  be  thrifty.  If  they  would 
only  save  they  might  buy  Standar<l  Oil 
stock  (quoted  at  about  $500)  and  30  be- 
come monopolists  themselves. 

Did  Mr.  Rockefeller  make  his  enor- 
mous fortune  by  saving?  No,  he  got  i 
privilege,  a  franchise,  a  monopoly  from 
the  government.  He  has  a  "cinch" 
which  he  capitalizes  at  $110,000,000,  anu 
is  worth  In  the  market  $500,000,000.  Will 
a  workingman  earning  $468  a  year  ever 
overtake  him  even  by  saving  all  he 
earns? 

These  figures  show  the  power  of  mon- 
oroly.  If  industry  is  to  regain  its  own 
monopoly  must  be  destroyed.

For  more  than  two  years  it  has  been 
charged  by  men  of  the  highest  standin.g 
at  the  national  capital  that  a  secrt-t 
alliance  exists  between  the  present  ad- 
ministration and  the  British  government 
through  which  the  foreign  policy  of  tho 
United  States  has  been,  and  Is,  domi- 
nated by  Great  Britain.

deceive  themselves  as  to  the  facts. 

Nevtheloss,  the  country  at  large  h.as 
been  loath  to  believe  that  a  policy  so 
aiihorrent  to  American  institutions  and 
traditions  could  have  been  foisted  upon 
the  country,  and  the  people  have  hesi- 
tated to  credit  the  evidence  of  ih" 
administration's  own  acts,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  specific  proof.

The  d'-cuments  were  issued  by  tl'< 
"Imperial  South  African  As.sociation.  66 
Victoria  street,  Westminster.  S.  W., 
London."  The  strictest  secrecy  was  en- 
joined upon  all  the  government  em- 
ployes engaged  in  this  nefarbms  work, 
and  they  were  prevented,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, from  knowing  the  character  of 
the  dix-uments  they  were  spreading 
broadcast  over  the  country  at  the  public 
expense.  But  "murder  will  out."  and  an 
accident  revealed  the  plot.  Copies  of 
these  documents,  with  all  the  evidence 
pertaining  to  their  circulation  by  thi^ 
governinent  on  behalf  of  the  British 
crown,  are  now  in  thehand.^  of  promi- 
nent men  in  Washington,  and  the  gov- 
ernment officials  in  charge  of  the  work 
have  made  no  attempt  at  denial  of  the 
facts.

CHICAGO  AURHEP. 

Exolttd  Becaust  Duluth  Is  Citting 
Bulk  of  Grain  Trada. 

Chicago  Times-Herald:  The  hope  of 
Duluth,  zenith  city  of  the  unsalted  seas, 
is  centered  in  the  Washington  street  tun- 
nel in  the  Chicago  river.  If  this  tunnel, 
as  well  as  the  other  rjver  tunnels,  can 
hold  out  for  a  tew  years  longer  Duluth 
may  yet  justity  to  the  world  the  glowing 
prophecies  of  the  famous  Proctor  Knott. 

If  Duluth  is  alive  to  its  opportunities  it 
will  appoint  a  committee  from  its  board 
of  trade  to  come  to  Chicago  at  once  and 
sit  on  the  Washington  stareet  tunnel.  In 
fact,  if  Duluth  is  the  enterprising,  push- 
ing city  she  is  pictured  in  the  booklets 
that  are  scattered  broadcast  by  her  board 
of  trade  she  will  make  arrangements  to 
maintain  a  permanent  lobby  in  Chicago  to 
prevent  by  every  possible  means  the  low- 
ering of  the  river  tunnels. 

The  tunnels  are  driving  the  grain  trade 
of  Chicago  to  Duluth.  This  is  the  testi- 
mony of  J.  G.  Keith  and  other  vesselmen 
who  have  made  a  tour  of  all  the  ports  on 
the  lakes  from  Duluth  to  Buffalo.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  commercial  history 
of  the  great  lakes  the  grain  rates  from 
Duluth  to  Eastern  ports  are  lower  than 
they  are  from  Chicago.  In  former  years 
the  Duluth  rates  have  been  from  V4  cent 
to3  cents  higher  than  the  rates  from  tihs 
port.  Now  there  is  a  difference  of  from  V2 
cent  to  1  cent  against  Chicago,  a  condition 
that  is  directly  due  to  the  obstructions  In 
the  Chicago  river. 

Capt.  J.  G.  Keith,  who  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  over  the  lake  region,  is  re- 
ported as  saying: 

"I  visited  every  port  from  Duluth  to  Buf- 
falo and  found  ve.sselmen  of  the  sapie 
mind— that  they  could  not  afford  to  send 
their  crafts  to  the  south  branch.  Every- 
where agents  congratulated  me  on  -the 
high  rates  from  Chicago  this  season,  think 
ing  that  we  liad  been  successful  in  keep 
Ing  them  up  to  a  very  profitable  figure. 
They  did  not  know  that  the  dangers  of 
the  port  were  principally  responsible  for 
this  condition,  and  that  in  the  end  It  will 
prove  more  detrimental  to  the  business  of 
agents  here  than  many  times  the  money 
apparently  made  out  of  the  advance.  The 
difference  between  Chicago  and  Dulutn 
means  that  a  change  long  foreseen  by 
marine  men  has  come — the  grain  that  is 
going  there  because  we  have  not  improved 
our  river  and  have  made  it  dangerous.  In 
the  spring  I  prophesied  that  the  north 
branch  would  get  rates  from  10  to  20  per 
cent  better  than  the  south  branch,  and  this 
prediction  has  been  verified.  At  all  the 
lake  ports  men  are  saying:  'I'll  send  my 
boats  to  the  north  branch  or  to  South 
Chicago,  but  not  to  the  south  branch;  the 
risk  is  too  great.'  " 

It  Is  true  that  the  vesselmen  comi)laln 
of  the  current  in  the  river  as  well  as  the 
tunnels.  They  blame  the  sanitary  canal 
for  the  increased  current  which  makes 
navigation  more  difficult.  But  if  the  tun- 
nels were  lowered  and  bridge  piers  re- 
moved the  velocity  of  the  current  would 
be  reduced.  The  sanitary  canal  is  here  to 
stay.  It  cost  the  people"  of  (Chicago  $.33,- 
f»00.000.  The  health  of  2,000,000  people  de- 
pends upon  It.  The  current,  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  sanitary  purposes  o^  the 
canal,  must  be  kept  up  to  legal  require- 
ments. Moreover,  the  big  freighters  can- 
not get  over  the  tunnels,  no  matter  how 
sluggish  is  the  current  in  the  river. 

There  is,  therefore,  but  one  source  of 
relief  for  vesselmen  and  for  Chicago.  The 
tunnels  must  be  lowered  and  bridge  piers 
removed.  So  long  as  they  stand  as  ob- 
structions in  the  Chicago  river  they  are 
building  up  not  only  Duluth  but  all  other 
ports  on  the  lakes  at  the  expense  of  Chi- 
caeo.

Fatal    Accident    at    Grand 

Forks-'-Ravages  of 

Hail. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Grand  Forks— Mrs.  James  Elton,  wife 
of  the  treasurer  of  Grand  Forks  county, 
and  her  sister-in-law.  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bird, 
were  fatally  Injured  while  driving  in  the 
city  yesterday.  Their  buggy  was  run 
down  by  a  runaway  dray  team.  The  wag- 
on tongue  of  the  dray  struck  the  buggy 
and  threw  it  twenty  feet  into  the  air,  over- 
turning it.  The  ladies  were  thrown  out 
and  the  dray  horses  fell  on  them,  infiici- 
ing  injuries  on  them  from  which  they  can- 
not recover.  .,^„, 

The  tornado  that  passed  north  of  Hills- 
boro  was  one  of  the  worst  ever  experi- 
enced in  the  Red  River  valley.  The  storm 
passed  a  few  miles  west  of  Mayville  and 
Portland,  near  the  boundary  line  between 
Steele  and  Traill  counties.  and  went 
straight  east  entirely  through  Tradl 
county,  and  across  the  Red  river  into 
Manitoba,  where  it  split,  one  part  going 
east  into  Beltrami  county.  Minn.,  and  th- 
other  veering  south  to  Halsted. 

The  path  of  the  storm  through  Traill 
county  is  five  miles  wide  and  thirty-foii.- 
miles  long,  and  the  loss  is  total,  not  only 
all  of  the  grain,  but  all  garden  vegetables 
are  totally  ruined. 

Three  miles  north  of  Caledonia  the  storm 
struck  the  home  of  Thomas  Iverson,  to- 
tallv  demolishing  it,  and  killing  li,^  7- 
year-old  son.  The  escape  of  the  other 
members  of  the  family  was  fairly  miracu- 
lous, some  of  them  being  carried  forty 
rods  through  the  air  by  the  force  of  the 
wind,   but   without  injury. 

At  Caledonia  the  city  hall  and  Presbyte- 
rian church  were  demolished  and  nearly 
every  building  in  the  city  badly  wrecked. 

Four  miles  north  of  HUlsboro  the  synod 
church  was  completely  destroyed.  The 
damage  to  stock  is  quite  heavy.

a  New   Inter-Exchange 

Telegraph  Company. 

OTHER  BOARDS  ASKED 

To  Meet  In  Chicago  to  Con- 
sider It-Some  Duluth 
Sentiment.

Tomorro*  Is  the  last  day  upon  which 
the  quotations  of  the  Chicago  board  nf 
trade  are  to  be  received  at  Duluth  and 
the  other  markets  of  the  country  from 
the  telegraph  companies,  if  the  Chicago 
board  can  help  itself.  There  is  some 
prospect  that  it  cannot,  for  the  telegraph 
companies  have  brought  the  deadly  in- 
Junrtion  into  play  to  prevent  their  being 
denied  the  quotations.  Of  this  counter 
move  tile  Chicago  Times  Herald  says: 

"A  temporary  injunction  was  secured 
by  the  central  stock  and  grain  exchange, 
which  iissued  from  Judge  Bishuii's  cJurt. 
It  restrained  the  managenieni  uf  the 
board  of  trade  from  preventing  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  company 
from  receiving  onlinuous  quotations 
for  transmission  to  its  subscribers. 
Among  those  most  interested  it  was 
generally  conceded  that  the  telegraph 
company  had  stolen  a  march  on  the  man- 
agers of  itie  board.  Another  long  legal 
wrangle  will  undoubtedly  ensue.  The 
lnjuncti:)n  is  broad  enough  to  prevent 
the  board  'f  trade  directors  from  inter- 
fering in  any  way  with  the  telegraph 
company  gathering  or  disseminating 
market  reports  to  its  subscribers." 

The  right  of  the  Chicago  board  to 
control  its  own  quotations  has  been 
pretty  generally  settled,  however,  and 
it  is  "thought  the  companies  are  rilaying 
for  time.  The  Chicago  board  has  hit 
upon  a  new  plan  to  distribute  its  quota- 
tions. It  is  now  propjsed  to  found  a  new 
telegraph  company  which  will  build 
wires  conne<  ting  all  tht-  principal  mar- 
kets of  the  country,  extending  from  Du- 
luth and  Kansas  City  in  the  T'.'est  to 
New  York  and  Boston  in  the  East.  They 
propose  to  have  a  system  big  enough  lo 
handle  all  of  the  daily  business  of  these 
exi hanges  with  each  other  and  to  re- 
place entirely  the  Western  Union  and 
Postal  Telegraph  companies. 

The  "Inter-Exchange  Telegraph  com- 
pany" is  the  name  proposed  for  the  sys- 
tem, and  it  will  probably  have  a  ca:>ital 
of  |5.CH)i).0W.  The  promoters  believe  n'::t 
onlv  that  the  money  can  easily  be  se- 
cured, but  that  the  investment  will  be  a 
paying  'nt-  from  the  start.  The  plan  has 
in  view  mainly  the  business  l>etween 
the  exchanges,  and  it  is  proposed  trial 
the  members  of  each  exchange  shall 
guarantee  it  their  business.  At  nisht 
the  wires  would  be  available  for  pres.^ 
service.  It  is  a.«serted  that  the  guar- 
anteed business  of  half  the  big  brokerage 
firms  of  the  country  would  make  the 
lines  profitaSIe.  Altogether  firms  oper- 
ating on  the  exchanges  that  can  bt; 
reached  pay  about  $1,000,000  a  year  m 
telegraph  tolls,  while  the  men  at  the  con- 
ference held  in  Chicago  revv^senv^ 
alone  annual  tolls  of  at  least  S300.000. 
Besides,  there  are  a  dozen  brokerage 
houses  that  lease  private  wires  from  the 
p.ictal  and  Western  Union  at  an  average 
yearlv    .utlay  of  $:!0.tMlO  each     ^    ^  ,,  .

mark.t.  I  do  not  know  why  they  ilo 
it  unless  they  want  to  have  the  name  of 
doing  lots  of  business  in  Chicago.  To 
objections  they  answer  that  they  get 
reciprocal  business  from  Chicago.  Well. 
they  send  down  an  order  there  for  50.- 
(100  or  lOO.ttOO  bushels  and  the  Chicago 
fellow  «ends  back  an  order  for  lO.ftOO  or 
riO.OOO  bushels.  That  is  the  kind  of  re- 
ciprocal   business    th»>y    get." 

A  few  davs  ago  a  member  represent- 
ing the  Chicago  board  of  trade  was  here 
sounding  the  members  of  the  Duluth 
board  in  reference  to  the  situation. 
He  did  not  find  the  sentiment  entirely 
with  Chicago.  To  one  grain  man  here 
h<  pie.<*ented  the  case  and  said  that,  of 
t  ourse.  all  Duluth  dealers  would  lie 
anxious  to  see  the  bucket  shops  put  out 
of  bui»ines8. 

"Yes.  but  1  regard  the  Chicago  board 
of  trade  as  the  biggest  bucket  shop  of 
them  all.'"  said  the  Duluth  man.  and  the 
reply  rendered  the  Chiiago  man  almost 
speechless. 

"Why I  W'hat  do  you  mean?"  he  stam- 
mered. 

"Just  what  I  say.  Your  board  is  com- 
posed of  men  who  run  private  wire 
houses,  as  they  are  called.     Some  recent

shakeups  show  that  those  very  same 
firms  do  not  put  all  their  trades  through 
the  Iward  or  at  least  have  not  been 
doing  so.  although  I  am  fully  aware 
that  there  has  been  some  good  disciplin- 
ing. But  all  Chicago  board  wants  is  to 
compel  these  men  now  running  bucket 
shops,  as  they  are  called,  to  take  out 
memlierships  on  the  board.  It  does  not 
make  any  difference  what  kind  of 
business  they  have  been  doing  hereto- 
fore if  they  will  offer  to  buy  a  member- 
shpi  in  the  Chicago  board  they  will  get  it. 
Nou  if  Chicago  is  so  terribly  in  earnest 
in  its  desire  to  do  away  with  bucketshop 
trading  I  will  tell  you  how  to  do  It." 

•Well,  that  is  what  we  want  to  know.' 
said  the  Chicago  man. 

•'Then  furnish  your  continuous  quot- 
ations to  none  but  the  various  boards  of 
trade  of  the  country.  Allow  your  fif- 
teen minute  or  other  quotations,  with 
whatever  limit  you  may  place,  to  go  out 
under  vuur  own  supervision  and  allow 
them  to  go  to  no  man  who  di.splays 
a  blackboard  and  marks  grain  quot- 
ations thereon.  This  will  force  every 
man  who  wants  to  trade  in  grain  in  your 
market  to  have  his  broker  In  Chicago, 
a  member  of  the  board." 

The  Chicago  man  at  once  respopled 
that  they  could  not  do  that,  that  tneir 
private  wire  men  were  some  of  the 
liest  men  on  their  board  and  that  they 
would  not  stand  it. 

The  Duluth  man  simply  laughed  and 
said  that  proved  what  he  had  said. 

The  scheme  to  have  the  inter  ex- 
change telegraph  service  may  possibly 
l»e  favored  by  the  members  of  the  Du- 
luth V)oard  for  it  may  be  that  it  will 
greatly  lessen  the  telegraph  tolls  of  the 
firms  here.  Some  years  ago  the  tele- 
graph companies  would  not  make  any 
better  rate  between  Milwaukee  and 
Chicago  than  25  cents  a  message.  The 
Milwaukee  men  got  together  and  built 
a  line  to  Chicago  and  it  did  not  cost 
very  much  to  do  it  either.  They  made 
the  prices  of  messages  10  cents  and 
figured  out  a  large  profit  at  that  rate. 
The  telegraph  companies  immediately 
cut  the  price  to  5  cents  a  message.  The 
Milwaukee  members  were  loyal,  how- 
ever, and  patronized  their  own  line  at 
10  cents  and  they  made  it  pay  for  years. 
Recently  they  sold  it  out  to  one  of  the 
telegraph  companies  with  the  agree- 
ment that  UH£  rate  should  never  be  more 
than  10  cents  for  mes.sages.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  a  line  between  boards  of  trade 
upon  a  cash  basis  and  with  no  watered 
stock  and  bonds,  might  pay  and  greatly 
reduce  the  expense  of  the  gi"ain  men.

APPOINTEDJSSASSIN. 

Mafian  Desisnatad  to  Kill  Humbert 
Commits  Suicidt. 

New  York.  July  30.— Ten  days  ago, 
an  Italian  in  I'aterson.  N.  J.,  Carbone 
Sperranza.  laid  down  his  life  and  ab- 
solved himself  from  his  pledge  t'->  kill 
King  Humbert,  of  Italy.  He  killed 
(^uisepi  Pessini  and  then  took  his  own 
life.  It  was  said  that  he  held  high 
place  in  the  Mafia.  The  two  men 
quarreled  and  Sperranza  shot  Pessina 
and  blew  out  his  own  brains. 

A  verv  strange  letter  was  found  m 
the  murderer's  pocket.  In  the  letter 
which  Sperrar;za  had  written,  he  set 
forth  that  he  was  cho.«en  by  his  an- 
archist comrade  to  kill  the  king  of 
Italy,  but  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  he 
was  in  this  country  on  the  date  set  for 
the  assassination,  he  could  not  fulfill 
the  obligation. 

"This  is  not  of  my  bidding,  wrote 
Sperranza.  "but  the  good  and  brave 
society  wills  it.  On  February  2.  in  Italy, 
it  was  my  lot  and  my  order  to  kill  the 
king.  My  number  came  out  in  America 
and  I  couM  not  do  it.  They  gave  me 
liberty,  but  ordered  that  the  will  of  the 
society  must    be  obeyed. 

"They  have  said  that  because  I  was  in 
America,  that  I  could  do  nothing,  but 
I  will  show  them  that  I  do  not  talk 
only.  Comparions,  either  renounce  the 
society  or  in  silence  obey  the  oath  of 
blood.*"

IT  IS  SERIOUS. 

Gen.    MacArihur   Wires  In 

Reference  to  Capt.  George 

Gibson's  Wound. 

^his  morning  Thomas  Gibson  received  a 
message  from  H.  B.  Earhart,  of  Chicago, 
announcing  that  Gen.  Mac.Arthur  has  re- 
ixirted  to  the  department  at  Washington 
that  Capt.  George  Gibson,  of  this  city,  of 
the  Thirty-fourth  regiment  of  volunteers, 
now  in  the  Philippines,  was  seriously 
wounded  in  the  face  and  shoulder  at  Mount 
Corona  on  July  22.  This  is  all  the  informa-

"The  labor  question,  or,  perhaps,  more 
precisely  expressed,  the  socialistic  iiues- 
tion.  is  at  the  botum  of  Chlia  s  troubles— 
an  imtiartial  investigation  into  the  causes 
of  the  present  i  niawful  uprisings  will 
show    thai. 

"Three  years  a?o  the  Tien-Tsin-Pekin 
railwav  line  was  oiiened.  For  the  last 
twelve  months  or  longer  il  has  been  in 
active  oi^eration,  while  smailtr  auxiliary 
or  branch  roads  aave  sprung  into  exist- 
ence at  intervals  of  from  thirty  to  forty 
days  all  along.  And  as  the  railway  net 
spread,  and  as  new  connections  by  rail 
are  constantly  made,  the  labor  market  be- 
comes daily  more  demoralized;  taat  is,  op- 
portunities for  work  grow-  less  and  less.

They  had  the  stock,  the 
custom,  the  expedience.  They  were  good 
for  this  business,  and  for  no  other. 

"Then  there  was  the  inn  and  boarding- 
house  keeiiers.  wao  lived  off  the  passing 
crowd— <iepended  Ji>on  It;  the  hoof  smiths, 
wafconmakers,  sadmakers,  saddlers,  feed 
merchants— ever.v  one  of  them  deneiiding 
ution  the  overland  journe.vs  or  the  boat 
tratfic  to  the  seat  of  government.  The  bus, 
carryalls  .-md  liver.vstable  peoide  likewise 
had  what  is  called  "a  good  thing"  in 
traiiS|)ortinir  iiass'Migers.  The  number  of 
officials  alone  who  go  to  Pekin  half  a  dozr-n 
lime;-  or  ofteiier  io  |n'r  .vear  reaclu's  into 
the  thousands,  ard  the  masses  of  candi- 
dates for  gi^vernineni  nositl.ins  gohiK  to 
the  <'a))ital  for  examination  is  len  limes 
greater.

Societv  would  be  doomed  If  it  were  per- 
milied  to  jirevail.  yet  from  the  Boxer's 
slandnoint  its  ph \schological  and  physio- 
logical souniiness  cannot  be  denied.  The 
Boxers  showing  a  tendency  to  revolt,  the 
beggar  society  made  haste  to  join  them, 
vultures  assemblt  wherever  carrif>n  turns 
ui).  The  beggar  :aiciety  is  what  its  name 
implies,  a  union  of  chronic  mendicants, 
idlers,  criiiples  and  invalids.  Its  members 
had  no  grievance  of  their  own,  they  aie 
malcontents  for  revenue  only.  Aiitl  the 
vultures  keiit  on  assembling!  The  broth- 
er hooil  union.s,  c  >rrespondiiig  to  the  Am- 
triean  veteran  societies,  who  had  quar- 
reled with  the  dvnnsiy  likewise  became 
svmuathizers.  rel  crating  the  hue  and  cry 
aifaihst  the  common  jieople's  enemy,  the 
railwavp. 

Thus  the  oriBin  il  dispute  between  wage 
earners  and  moropoly  broadened  into  a 
full-flerteed  pocia!  question  with  a  politi- 
cal lininn.  The  victims  of  the  railwav  sy.-- 
tem  orsanlzeJ  as  "knights  of  labor."  only 
their  self-appointed  leaders,  the  Boxers, 
are  dangerous.  Their  ignorance,  their 
profession  makes  that  self-evident.  Prise 
fighters,  professional  sluggers  and  the  like 
cannot  he  trusted  to  keen  the  baser  n- 
stincts  of  a  mob  :n  sub.icction. 

These    impromptu    "knights    of     labor, 
then,  unfurled  the  flag  of  social  war  upon 
which  was  written  in  large  letters:  "Down 


with  the  Ftireigners,  who  Foisted  the  Rail- 
ways I'lion   I's,"  was  but  a  .step. 

To  sum  up:  Fear  of  starvation  arou.sed 
the  angtr  of  Ihe  Chinese  populace  against 
a  useful  inni.vatiiui;  the  bread  question 
grew  into  a  iwlilieal  grievance,  and  cul- 
minated in  the  hatred  of  foreigners  and 
in  open  revolt  against  the  government, 
for  the  Manchu  dvnasty  is  as  foreign  to 
the  country  in  Chinese  eyes  as  if  it  were 
Prussian  or  .\nglo-Saxon. 

These  are  facts,  precisely  and  honest- 
ly staled:  they  show  conclusively  that  the 
presynt  troubles  were  caused  by  unhappy 
social  conditions  over  which  the  novcrn- 
ini^nt  had  no  control,  and  which  absidutely 
lacked  i)olitical  motive.  That  the  original 
br<  :id.  rioi  or  economical  movenieii'.  devol- 
updl  into  a  iiolitic'al  movement  that  is  no 
reason  why  its  origin  should  be  obscured 
and  its  motive  doubted. 

The  real  why  and  wherefore  of  the  up- 
risins:  is  moreover  madi*  plain  by  the  fac-t 
that  the  rioters  are  not  content  with  at- 
tacking foreigners.  Their  lust  for  ven- 
geance strikes  their  own  countr.vmen  a.s 
Well.  And  here  ano'ther  aspect  of  the  la- 
bor situation  comes  into  view:  The  for- 
eigners, when  hiring  Chinese  labor,  prefer 
to  employ  converts. 

Fjion  these  converts  the  native  out-of- 
works  look  as  traitors  to  the  common 
can.se,  as  "scabs."  and  as  such  they  treat 
them  in  quite  "civilized  fashion."  you 
must  admit,  only  more  summarily.  "  If 
the  riot  continues  for  some  time  I  am 
sure  100(1  "scabs"  will  be  killed  Io  every 
single  foreign  boss. 

After  what.  1  have  said  it  is  scarcely 
worth  while  to  deny  the  oft-r«'pea:ed 
charge  that  the  imperial  court  Is  In  sym- 
pathy with  the  Boxers,  a  surmise  seem- 
inply  autbenticaled  by  the  report  that 
Prince  Don  is  jiresldent  of  one  of  im 
Vnanches  of  the  society.  As  a  matter  of 
fact.  Prince  Don  is  lord  protector  of  the 
beggars'  guild,  an  ornamented  post  held 
by  members  of  the  dvnasty  for  time  im- 
memorial to  signify  the  reigning  familvs 
sympathy  for  the  pixir  and  oiipressed.  1  he 
lord  ikTotectorshii)  is  of  course  purel.\  sen- 
timental, and  So  is  the  consideration 
shown  by  the  court  to  the  misled  out-of- 
works— the  rioters. 

Having  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sit- 
uation, and  appreciating  the  provocation 
these  i)oor  jieople  had  had,  the  court 
couldn't  do  otherwise  thiin  recognize  th" 
uprising  in  its  true  character  as  a  bread 
riot.  Hence  it  tried  to  mediate  and  t.i 
avoid  bloodshed.  II  certainly  never  en- 
tered the  empress'  mind  that  her  humane 
otficps  could  be  interpreted  as  an  attempt 
to  make  trouble  for  the  foreigners,  for  she 
has  done  nothing  but  what  other  govern- 
ments are  In  the  habit  of  doing  when  they 
lind  themselves  confronted  by  similar  trou- 
bles. 

The  governors  of  the  various  staics  'f 
America,  tile  presiclent  of  Fr.mce  and  the 
emi>erors  of  Russia  and  (J.rmany  are  not 
resorting  to  Mausers  or  Gatling  t,'uns  wliile 
their  citizens  or  subjects  stung  to  despir- 
ation  by  hunger,  or  the  threats  of  hun- 
ger, can  be  <tuieie<l  by  peaceful  means. 
Who  will  blame  ihe  empress  of  China  lor 
having  erred  on  the  spur  of  true  moiiui!*' 
benevolence'.' 

Take  the  members  of  the  dynasty,  Ihe 
Manchus  composing  the  ruling  class,  are 
are  not  opposed  to  foreigners.  Tin  >  are 
foreigners  themselves,  differing  almost  as 
much  from  ihe  Mongolian  as  from  the 
Caucasian.  lndf>ed,  many  of  their  traits 
and  habits  are  not  unlike  those  of  the  jteo. 
tdes  of  the  Occident,  for  instance,  their 
eo<lc  of  salut.itlon.  the  intercourse  between 
the  sexes,  etc.  Even  tlndr  alphabet  coni- 
inen<  es  with  an  "A."  That  they  k<i  !> 
aloof  from  the  foreigners  is  true — their 
nrofession  wills  it  so.  Every  alde-bocUed 
Alam  liu  is  a  soldier  .md  forbidden  to  enter 
trade.  Thus  the-  usual  oiq>oriunily  for  in- 
tercourse Is  (doseil.  On  t»ain  of  forfeiting 
bis  rights  he  is  prohibited  even  from  pay- 
in;r  visits  to  the  Chinese  town. 

Elicpiette  forces  u|)on  ihe  court  and  its 
supiiortc'i-s.  the  M.-incdms.  a  c-erlain  reserve 
with  respect  to  foreigners,  but  beiween 
reserve"  and  iiositlve  haired  there  is  a 
wide  nulf.  ISesides.  eti<|uelt4-  is  nol  a 
Chinese  insiitution.  In  Gernian.\'.  in  Kn.— 
sia.  in  Great  Britain,  in  .\uslralla.  even 
In  Washington  its  garriers  are  i.l.ilniy 
visible  betwe.n  ruler  and  Ihe  popie  oii 
the  one  hand,  and  hetwe^'ii  Ihe  army  and 
navy  and  the  jieople  on  the  other. 

GRASSHOPPER'S  ENEMY. 

In  the  course  of  a  few  yc^ars  It  may  be 
that  the  pests  of  grasshoppers  that  de- 
vastate the  crops  In  the  Middle  West 
may  be  destroyed  through  the  agency  of 
another  insert.  This  Insect  is  the  blistei 
beetle,  varieties  of  which  are  found  in 
many  parts  of  the  country.  Formerly  the 
blister  beetle  was  legarded  as  a  plant  pest 
bv  entomologists  betau.se  of  its  destrucllon 
of  beet  plants;  but  il  Is  now  found  that 
the  lively  little  shellback  has  a  great 
fondness  for  grasshoppers  and  destroys 
them    in   large  quantities. 

In  a  recent  report  of  the  entomological 
department  of  the  Michigan  slate  agri- 
cultural college,  Rufus  11.  Peitit  givc«s  the 
results  of  his  obscMwations  of  the  blister 
beetle  that  Is  common  in  that  locality, 
Eplcau  ta  cinerea,  says  the  New  York 
Sun.  In  Michigan  the  beetle  appears  in 
the  latter  half  of  Julv  and  is  numerou.-> 
during  August  and  September.  It  attacks 
the  sugar  beet  and  cats  the  leaves  olten 
causing  severe  damage  to  the  plants.  But 
there  is  a  strong  case  for  the  defense.  Mr. 
Petlit  writes: 

"AI!  this  looks  very  bad;  but  when  wc 
inquire  into  the  early  history  of  the  In- 
sect, we  fin<l  a  very  good  record  whicii 
helps  us  maleriallv  to  forgive  a  part  of 
the  later  depredation.  The  young  blister 
IxM-tlc  of  the  varieties  noticed  here,  jias.si-s 
his  larvae  stage  in  the  egg  pod  of  the 
grasshoppers,  devouring  usually  from 
thirty  to  forty  eggs,  after  which  he  bur- 
rows' a  short"  distance  into  the  ground. 
j>ass«  s  throu.Kli  the  pui>al  stage,  and  comes 
out  readv  to  collect  pay  of  the  farmer. 
All    the   "common    blister    bee-lies    of    this 

le.gion.  except  the  steel  blue  one  (Ml'loej, 
have  this  beneficial  habil.  so  when  we  see; 
a  blister  beetle  eating  our  crops  we  may 
l>e  certain  that  he  represents  from  twenty- 
live  to  forty  grasshoppers  literally  nippeil 
in  the  bud.  " 

In  this  state  the  variety  of  blister  b^et!e 
that  is  common  is  the  golden-rod  beetle, 
Epicauta  pennsvlvanlca.  It  is  very  com- 
mon in  the  fall  about  the  clusters  of  gold- 
en rcjd  and  with  its  tiger  stripes,  looks 
when  in  flight  nol  unlike  the  yellow-.iack- 
et.  Its  tlight  is  far  more  <  lumsy.  however, 
than  that  of  that  iiainful  and  vicious  lit- 
tle hornet  and  It  is  not  iioisonoiis.  What 
damage  it  does  is  iin  onslderable  here- 
abouts, except  to  the  grasshot)pers.  En- 
lomolosists  believe  thai  Ihe  culture  of 
these  insects  in  large  numbers  in  states 
afflicted  by  grasshopp<>r  swarms  would 
decimate  the  grasshopiK-r  armies  before 
they  ever  crawled  out  to  march,  and  it  is 
prejbable  that  the  experiment  will  be 
made  on  a  large  scale  soon.  There  Is  al- 
ways the  chance  of  the  beetle  developjng 
into  a  destructive  pest  Itself,  but  even 
so  it  Is  much  more  easily  controlled  than 
a  grasshoj^per  army  as  It  is  not  as  hardy 
as  the  grasshopper  and  succumbs  reaclil.v 
to  poison.  A  sprav  of  jiaris  green  and  lime 
kills  the  beetle.  Unless  It  appears  in 
great  numbers,  however,  it  Is  unwise  to 
adopt  destructive  methods  as  it  is  a  yerit- 
able  savior  of  general  crops  on  Its  record 
as  a  grasshopper  killer.

The  committee  studied  his  model 
with  the  <haracteii.stically  cold  precision 
of  the  American  expert  and  straightway 
reported  against  its  acceptance  by  the 
park  authorities.  The  members  said 
that  the  model  failed  to  reach  the 
standard  of  artistic  excellence  that  it 
.''hould  have  in  oi-der  to  entitle  it  to  a 
place  m  any  of  the  public  grounds  or 
parks  of  the  city. 

This  blow  crushed  the  sculptor.  It 
came  as  a  bolt  from  a  clear  sky.  Anger 
succeeded  profound  grief.  It  was  all  a 
conspiiiu  y  to  cheat  him  out  of  the 
victories  he  had  won  in  art.  he  declar- 
ed. He  wrote  a  letter  to  the  park  board 
denouncing  the  society  and  the  judg- 
ment of  Us  committee.  They  v/ere  un- 
fa vxrably  flisposed  toward  him  because 
he  was  not  a  member  of  the  society,  he 
said,  and  they  had  come  with  their 
decision  prepaied  beforehand.  There 
was  an  art  trust,  he  said,  with  an  office 
in  Wall  street,  which  controlled  the 
pub'-ir-  ait  of  the  eity.  and  none  could 
lireak  in  save  t'^ose  who  were  favored. 
He  begged  for  ancther  judgment  by  un- 
tiamme!"d  experts,  by  sculptors  who 
were  not  controlled  by  the  trust.  Thi^ 
appeal  fell  upoft  deaf  oars.  The  park 
beard  ref*-rred  his  passionat>='  letter  to 
the  society  .against  whicIT  it  was  directed 
and  nothing  more  was  heard  of  it. 

Then  the  government  of  Venezuela 
refu.sed  to  pay  him  f.)r  his  work.  The  i 
statues  of  Gen,  Sucre  and  Gen.  Paez 
hnd  l)een  sent  to  Caracas,  but  the  statue 
of  liberty  was  still  in  the  fotmdry.Tudini 
was  in  despair.  He  had  nf»  money  and 
he  knew  not  where  to  turn  for  financial 
assistant  .  The  morm.tge  on  his  house 
fell  due  and  the  property  was  sold. 

XVheti  Iho  r»e\\>y  arch  jiidjt-et  t'ok 
form  th"  srulj)tur'  ihr>.  ,v  himself  inl  ' 
the  Work  with  some  of  his  old  time 
ardor.  I'ossiiilv  he  sow  in  it  a  chance 
to  regain  his  place  in  the  artistic  world. 
He  tolled  ceaselessly  ">n  a  «olnssal  figure 
and  so  engrossed  was  he  in  the  wok 
that  he  forgot  to  eat.  On  the  morning 
of  the  eighth  day  of  his  labor  he  .seeiu'^d 
to  be  a  victim  of  gJeat  mental  deprt-s- 
si«m.  It  may  be  that  he  felt  he  could 
not  comidete  the  work  he  had  under- 
taken. Wht  n  he  had  dressed  himself 
he  staggered  into  his  wife's  room  and 
fell  dead  acrosrij  the  biMl.

On  the  brow  of  a  hill  in  Central  park 
opposite  West  Eighty- fourth  street. 
stands  a  pedestal  without  a  stalue.  On 
it  on<e  rested  the  e<|Ueslrian  .«^talue  of 
Gen.  tfimon  Bolivar.  Lit>eralor  of  C.dom- 
bia.  It  IH  not  likely  that  it  will  ever  > 
hold  another.  As  it  stands  now  it  is  a 
monument  to  a  siulptor  who  died  of  a 
broken  heart.  He  wa.s  Giovanni  Turini, 
wh-i  expired  suild-nly  one  morning  in 
.Vujtust  of  last  vear  in  the  miilst  of  his 
labor  on  the  r)<'uey  arch,  .says  the  New 
York   S^un. 

The  .«tal:  '. oiivar  was  cal<-ulatcd 

to  startle  inaii  and  beast  and  for  that 
reason.  prHsunial>ly,  it  was  almost  coni- 
pletely .  hidden  by  foliage.  The  Ven- 
ezuelan government  offered  to  replace  it 
with  one  of  the  same  sul)je<t  that  would 
be  more  in  keeping  with  the  surround- 
ings. The  park  commissio.iers  accepted 
the  offer  without  hesitation.  They  sa\v 
in  it  a  chance  to  get  rid  of  an  objection- 
able monum.ent  without  giving  offen.-e 
to  it-s  donors,  and  so  great  was  their 
aeril  to  do  awav  with  the  statue  that 
they  did  not  wait  to  tear  it  down  until  it 
its  successor  was  completed.  Tuiini 
was  selected  by  Venezuela  m  make  the 
new  monument.  Al  the  same  lime  that 
government  commissioned  him  lo  ex- 
ei one  a  gigantic  stalue  of  liberty  and 
I'txnze  memorials  to  Gen.  Sucre  and 
Gen.  Pat  z.  all  nf  which  were  to  be  erec-t- 
ed  in  the  city  of  Caracas. 

The  sculptor  took  ui>  the  work  with  a".l 
the  enthusiasm  of  his  race.  He  was 
an  Italian  and  he  was  sure  that  both 
fame  and  fortune  were  now  within  his 
grasp.  He  used  up  all  his  ready  money, 
and  when  that  was  gone  he  mortgaged 
hi.s  house.  Finally  the  clay  model  of  tho 
Hoilvar  statue  was  completed  and 
Turini  eagerly  sought  the  judgment  of 
the  committee  of  the  National  Sculpture 
society,  which  acted  as  in  advisory  body 
lo  the  park  board  m  all  matters  per- 
taining to  publif  art.  To  him  there 
could  be  but  one  decision.  The  visit  of 
the  committee  to  his  studio  was  simply 
a  matter  of  farm,  he  thought,  and  the 
arti.sts  who  composed  it  would  not  only 
pass  favorable  judgment  on  the  statue,

an   occassional    bite." 

However,  the  average  citizen  does  mind 
even  an  occassional  bite,  and.  if  he  keep.- 
a  monkey,  the  bite  is  fairly  sure  to  turn 
up.  urless  the  p'Mir  little  beast  is  carrie  1 
off  in  its  aminable  youth  by  bronchitis 
or  pneumonia.  A  large  share  of  llie 
monkeys  brought  into  this  climate  die 
of  lung  trouble;  and  the  greatest  care 
must  be  exercl.sed  in  guarding  tfiem 
against  sudden  changes  of  temperature 
and  protecting  them  during  cold  weath- 
er. The  South  American  ringtail  mon- 
key stands  this  climate  better  than  Ihc 
African  or  Asiatic  monkey  does;  and  h. 
as  a  result,  the  chosen  slave  of  the  hand- 
organ  man.  No  other  monkey  could 
stand  being  dragged  about  the  country, 
in  rain,  cold  and  sleet,  heat  and  cold: 
and  even  the  ringtails  are  likely  to  (\\v 
of  the  exposure.  The  organ-grinder  or- 
dinarily kills  from  five  to  ten  monkeys, 
before  he  finds  one  that  can  stand  tliv 
life:  but  when  that  one  is  found,  not"".- 
but  an  axe  or  dynamite  could  faze  it. 

Another  rea.son  why  the  Siuth  Ameri- 
can monkey  stars  with  hand  organs  is 
that  it  is  tJie  only  one  of  its  race  that 
can  be  trained  well.  It  learns  tricks 
rapidly  and  Is  willing  to  show  them, 
while  the  Asiatic  or  African  monkey 
has  a  propensity  for  stubborn  and  in- 
corrigible sulks.  Then,  t ».  these  ani- 
mals, if  confronted  with  anything  new 
that  startles  or  irrates  them,  may  dmn 
their  veneer  of  civilization  and  slip  back 
into  savage  wildness  and  viciousne.-..=!. 
while  the  ringtail  always  does  credit  to 
his  trading  and  maintains  his  serenity. 
His  virtues  are  his  undoing,  and  he 
loads  the  hardest  life  f)f  any  of  his  tribe. 
The  ringtails  are  brought  directly  I  > 
this  port,  in  vessels  running  betwe»  n 
New  York  and  South  American  i><)rts, 
but  the  imnortation  is  usually  an  irreg 
ular  and  desultory  one.  carried  on  by 
the  captain  and  mates  of  the  boat;*.  If 
they  have  an  opportunity  to  pick  up  ;• 
fiiw  mmkeys  at  a  low  price,  they  brine: 
them  on  the  home  voyage  and  sell  them 
to  the  dealers;  but  they  seldom  briiifi- 
manv  of  the  animals,  at  one  time.  By 
the  time  the  boat  reaches  this  oort.  t'.ie 
monkeys  have  been  handled  by  the  sail- 
ors until  they  are  comoaratively  tame 
and  reconciled  to  captivity. 

Tre  African  and  Asiatic  monkeys  are 
even  tamer  w'hen  they  reach  here:  fir 
they  have  passed  through  many  hands 
and  have  been  longer  on  the  way.  They 
are  usually  bought  for  the  American 
trade,  in  Hamburg,  Clermany,  and  comn 
over  in  consignments  in  from  fifty  ti- 
two  hundred,  in  charge  of  a  buyer  who 
looks  out  for  their  health  and  comfort. 
Many  of  them  reach  Hamburg,  in  I'.ie 
same  way  the  ringtails  reach  New  York, 
through  the  captains  and  mates  of  trad- 
ing vessels,  who  import  them  as  a  pri- 
vate speculation.  The  Germans,  how- 
ever, also  carry  on  a  definite  and  sys- 
tematic trade  in  monkeys,  and  men 
are  sent  to  Asia  and  Africa,  every  year. 
to  collect  the  animals.  Some  of  the  deal- 
ers have  arrangements  with  the  natives 
by  which  the  monkeys  are  captured  and 
held  for  them,  and  the  buyer  makes  only 
a  comparatively  short  trip,  to  inspect 
the  animals  and  take  them  to  Germany. 
One  snecies  of  monkey,  the  African 
mandrill,  has  won  immunity  from  cap- 
tivity by  consistent  and  incorrigible 
viciousness  and  intractability.  Th  »u.-- 
ands  of  the  tribe  fought,  bled  and  died 
in  the  cause,  and.  like  the  old  guard, 
they  died  but  never  surrendered.  There 
should  be  a  monument  to  those  mandrills 
who  made  way  for  liberty  in  Wllkelried 
style,  and  showing  the  big  grasping  bab- 
oons and  the  frightened  chimpanzees  and 
the  smaller  Asiatic  hordes  that  the  tail- 
less invaders  might  capture  their  bodie.^ 
l>ut  couldn't  subdue  their  priud  snlrit. 
Now.  as  a  result  of  ancestral  heroism, 
innumerable  mandrills  are  sportively 
swinging  by  their  tails  in  African  for- 
ests, serenely  sure  that  they  will  not  be 
,  aisturbed. 

I     "They're  a  bad  lot.  the  mandrills.     It 
don't   pay   to    bother   with    them,"    say 


the   dealers;    but    the    Banderlogs   know 
that  the  mandrills  are  heroes. 

The  baboons  and  chimpanzees  are  fer- 
ocious and  hard  to  handle,  but  bring  go,jd 
prices,  and  there  is  always  a  demand 
for  them.  The  opening  of  new  zoologi- 
cal gardens  throughout  the  I'niteJ 
States  has  increased  the  trade  in  mon- 
keys, but  the  American  circus  has  al- 
wavs  offset  the  greater  number  of  zo<v 
in  Europe  and  has  made  this  country 
a  good  money  market.  The  clown  anil 
the  monkeys  are  the  two  indispensable 
circus  adjum  ts.  The  rest  of  "^lie  oullil 
may  be  thin  spread  and  unsatisfactorr. 
but  if  the  monkey  and  the  clowns  are  iti 
good  working  order,  the  children  at  leas', 
will  get  their  money's  worth.  So  the 
manager  of  even  the  smallest  travel- 
ling circus  keeps  his  minkey  cages  full, 
and.  as  the  exposure  kills  off  the  ani- 
mals rapidly,  he  has  to  be  constantly  r?- 
plenishing  the  stock.  It  is  hard  on  the 
monkeys  but  the  making  of  the  deal- 
ers. 

"I've  seen  a  good  many  things  in  the 
course  of  my  life."  said  a  well-known 
circus  man  to  a  Sun  reporter,  "but  I'll 
swear  a  sick  monkey  is  the  mist  pathet- 
ic think  I  ever  ran  up  against.  I'll  stand 
bv  while  any  other  brute  in  the  men- 
agerie dies,  but  I  can't  stand  a  sicV. 
monkey,  and  they  needn't  come  for  me  if 
anything  is  wrong  in  the  monkey  cag  •. 
I'd  rather  see  a  man  suffer  any  day.  savt 
for  the  rational  moral  aspect  of  th' 
thing.  The  monkeys  die  off  of  lung 
trouble  all  the  time,  and  they  suffer  s'V 
and  are  so  oager  to  be  cured,  and  .s<. 
anxious  to  do  what  is  best  for  them. 
They  think  you  can  cure  them,  and  if 
you  do.  they're  so  grateful,  and  if  yoi: 
don't  they're  so  patient.  I  can't  stand 
it.  and  what'll  get  on  a  circus  man's 
nerves  and  sympathies  will  kill  an  ordi- 
nary man.  I  know  a  fellow  that  buy:- 
mmkeys  ovt  r  in  Asia  and  he  feels  .1 
good  deal  f.io  way  I  do  about  it — say's 
he'd  as  soon  run  a  slave  ship.  The  na- 
tives catch  the  little  beasts  in  nets  yoi: 
know.  Sorrtetimes  they  s<iak  rice  in 
liquor  and  put  where  the  monkevs  wil; 
eat  It.  The  brutes  get  a  glorious  ja.t; 
and  its  ea.-.y  to  hanclle  them,  but  thi.- 
fellow  I  was  speaking  about  says  he  al- 
ways feels  as  if  he'd  been  a  party  t'^ 
giving  som'?body  knockout  dro!>s  in  a 
B<^wery  dive.  Of  course  he  was  joking. 
but  he  was  a  bit  in  earnest  too,  and 
he  told  me  that  when  a  monkey  wa.- 
getting  over  a  jag  In  a  cage  he  was 
ashamed  to  look  the  poor  little  beast  in 
t;-.e  face.  He  says  he's  going  in  for  ti- 
gers or  elephants  or  something  that  isn't 
so  human." 

The  sDiing  and  early  summer  are  the 
seasons  when  the  monkey  trade  is  bri.«'' 
for  then  the  circuses  are  starting  oui 
on  the  road  and  the  zoos  have  m>re 
cage  room.  The  New  York  im!>orters 
of  wild  animals  have  for  the  past  two 
months  been  receiving  regular  and  large 
consignments  of  monkeys  and  have 
thousands  of  them  in  stock.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  they  will  soon  be  passed  on 
to  better  quarters,  for  life  in  the  tiny 
cages,  stored  away  in  stuffy  store  rooms, 
is  enough  to  discourage  even  a  mandril!, 
and  move  a  more  hardened  mtrtal  than 
the  old  circus  man  to  pity. 


Georgetown,  Ky.,  July  30. — In  the  trial 
of  Caleb  Powers,  charged  with  beiiig 
an  accessory  before  the  act  to  the  mur- 
der of  William  Goebel.  which  was  re- 
sumed today,  the  defense  opened  its  side 
of  the  case  with  a  motion  for  oeremn- 
tory  instructions  for  a  verdict  of  ac- 
quittal. The  motion  was  submitted 
without  argument  and  was  promptly 
overruled  by  the  court. 

Attorney  Faulkner  stated  the  case  for 
the  defense.  He  said  the  defense  will 
show  that  the  contests  over  the  state 
offices  were  not  tried  on  judicial  lines 
but  on  a  partisan  basis,  and  that  politics 
was  responsible  for  the  present  prosecu- 
tions. He  intimated  that  the  prosecution 
knows  the  identity  of  the  assassin  but 
has  concealed  him. 

It  will  be  admitted,  he  said,  that 
Caleb  Powers  and  Charles  Fihley  or- 
ganized and  brought  to  Frankfort  the 
crowd  of  mountain  men  who  arrived 
there  Jan.  25,  but  that  this  was  only  to 
jietition  the  legislature  and  not  to  in- 
timidate that  body.  He  declared  they 
were  not  bad  men,  and  charged  the 
Democrats  with  having  large  bodies  of 
men  in  Frankfort  to  back  up  the  con- 
testants. 

He  said  Powers  had  in  his  pocket  at 
the  time  of  the  killing  the  key.s  to  his 
office,  which  the  pro.<ecution  alleged  had 
been  given  to  Youtsey,  Berry  Howard, 
Jim  Howard.  Green  Golden  or  Dick 
Combs,  and  that  Jim  Howard  was  nut 
on  the  capital  grounds  until  after  the 
killing.  It  would  be  proved,  he  claimed, 
that  Weaver,  one  of  the  main  witnesses 
for  the  prosecution,  was  never  in  Frank- 
fort until  yesterday:  that  Finley  Ander- 
son and  Robert  Noakes  testitied  for 
money,  and  W.  H.  Cult<m.  in  the  hope  of 
obtaining  immunity  from  prosecution, 
and  that  Wharton  Golden's  evidence  will 
also  Ih-  successfully  contradicted. 

The  defendant,  Caleb  Powers,  took  the 
witness  stand.  He  declared  that  he 
never  knew  Jim  Howard,  Harland 
Whittaker  or  Richard  Coomby.  three 
of  the  defendants,  prior  to  the  assassin- 
action.  He  had  only  known  Youtsey 
since  Jan.   1. 

li  regard  to  the  bringing  of  the 
mountaineers  of  Frankfort,  the  witness 
said: 

"There  were  three  crowds  of  men 
brought  to  Frankfort  and  I  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  organization  of 
each.  The  purpose  was  to  show  the 
interest  of  these  people  in  the  matters 
at  issue  at  that  time  and  not  to  in- 
timidate either  the  state  election  board 
or  the  legislature.  I  instructed  the  men 
to  do  no  acts  of  violence,  and  so  far 
as  I  know  none  was  committee  by  them." 
Powers  continued:  "The  last  crowd 
of  men  were  brought  for  a  double  pur- 
pose. We  expected  to  use .  them  as 
witnesses  before  the  contest  board  and 
also  to  show  by  their  presence  the  in- 
terest they  felt  in  the  contests.  We  also 
had  heard  rumors  that  we  were  to  be 
forcilily  ejected  from  the  offices.  These 
rumors,  I  based  on  newspaper  reports 
and   we  intended  to  resist  virdence." 

Mr.  Bradley,  of  sounsel  for  the  pro- 
secution, objected  to  this  statement  and 
asked  that  it  be  excluded  on  the  ground 
that  the  newspaper  reports  could  not 
be  given  in  evidence.  The  court  ruled 
that  it  was  incomp<nent  for  the  witness 
to  detail  newspaper  reports  or  tell  of 
apprehensicms  which  he  l)ased  on  com- 
mon rumor. 

Continuing,  the  witness  said  he  had  re- 
ctived  information  that  Mr.  Hill,  the  con- 
testant for  secretary  of  state,  would  not 
wait  until  the  contests  were  settled  in 
court,  but  would  undertake  to  take  for<-i- 
able  possession  as  soon  as  the  contest 
iMiard   acted. 

"If  that  sort  of  thing."  .«aid  he.  "had 
been  attempted,  we  intended  to  hold  the 
offices. 

"I  had  a  conference  with  Governor  Tay- 
lor and  he  advised  the  Ininging  of  a  large 
body  of  men  to  show  (hi^ir  interest  in  polit- 
ical affairs.  He  also  advised  that  they  ho 
brought  armed,  and  promised  to  pay  the 
rxpi  pscs.    1  acted  on  this. 

"The  plans  were  kept  a  sceri  t,"  he  said, 
"to  prevent  dro|)piiig  us  through  a  Itridge 
or  derailing  our  train,  f  told  those  in  the 
conference  the  utmost  secrec.v  must  be  oh. 
served  in  getting  thim  before  the  news  got 
out." 


yet  to  see  him  casually  you  would  swear  i 
that  he  was  as  demure  a  little  fellow  a.s ' 
one  could  find  in  a  year's  travel.  That  was 
the  side  he  turned  to  the  public— not  in 
hypocrisy,  but  because  he  had  a  horror  of 
making  a  show  of  himself  to  strangers. 
The  truth  Is,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  exact- 
ly how  to  describe  him  without  doing  him 
a  rank  injustice.  He  was  a  man  who  lived 
on  excitement,  and  was  always  ready  for 
an  adventure,  no  matter  how  extravagant, 
yet  he  was  far  from  being  the  headlong 
profligate  that  so  many  have  pictured.  He 
•was  always  a  gentleman  and  had  about 
him  a  vein  of  innate  refinement  that  turned 
instinctively  from  anything  that  was 
merely  gross  and  vicious.  There  was  some- 
thing pathetic  about  his  feverish  gaiety, 
and,  looking  back  at  those  months  in  tlie 
sweating,  faction-torn  Cuban  capital.  I  am 
inclined  to  believe  that  he  had  private  ad- 
vices as  to  his  condition;  knew  that  he  was 
doomed,  and  had  made  uji  his  mind  to  eat. 
drink  and  l>e  merry  against  the  night  that 
was  closing  In. 

"I  suppose  I  was  as  close  to  Crane  as 
anybody,"  continued  the  ex-correspondent, 
"and  the  thing  about  him  that  I  recall 
most  vividly  was  his  astonishing  influence 
over  the  Cubans.  No  newspaper  man  in 
Havana  was  half  so  popular  with  the  rev- 
olutionary element.  You  see.  he  had  al- 
ways advocated  the  Culian  cause  arid  lie- 
fore  the  war,  had  been  shipwrecked  while 
on  a  rtlibustering  expeflition  carrying  arms 
to  Gomez.  Those  things  were  rememl>ered, 
and  the  natives  fairly  worshipped  him, 
overdoing  it  grotesquely,  as  they  overdo 
everything,  and  regarding  him  as  one  shin- 
ing exception  among  the  American  pigs. 
Crane  used  to  chuckle  in  his  sleeve  at  their 
adulation,  but  it  stood  him  in  good  stead, 
for  those  were  squally  times.  In  that  con- 
nection I  recall  a  dramatic  little  episode 
that  occurred  one  evening  at  the  American 
cafe.  Crane  and  myself  and  a  Cuban  lieu- 
tenant colonel  in  citizen's  clothes  went  in 
to  kill  time  and  took  seats  at  one  of  the 
small  tables.  We  had  hardly  seated  our- 
selves when  we  were  joined  by  a  Spanish 
captain  of  my  acquaintance,  whom  I  could 
not  well  avoid  presenting  to  the  otliers. 
The  Cuban  was  a  fiery  patriot,  but  in  mulsi 
he  did  not  present  a  military  ajipearance. 
and  I  suppose  the  captain  took  him  for  a 
Havana  business  man.  At  all  events  he 
soon  launched  into  a  tirade  against  the 
'army  of  liberty."  The  American  cafe  was 
then  a  favorite  resort  for  Spanish  officers 
and  such  talk  was  common  enough,  but  1 
saw  the  Cuban's  eyes  blaze  and  his  right 
hand  start  for  his  pistol  A  bloody  riot  had 
taken  place  at  the  Hotel  Ingleterra  only 
the  night  l>efore  and  things  were  still,  so 
to  speak,  on  the  hair  trigger.  A  fight  in 
the  cafe,  in  which  were  dozens  of  women, 
would  probably  have  precipitated  a  general 
outbreak,  with  wholesale  killing.  Cran<' 
came  to  the  rescue.  Addressing  the  Cuban 
in  French,  which  the  cajJtain  didn't  under- 
stand, he  bade  him  peremptorily  to  be 
quiet.  'This  man  is  our  guest,"  he  said,  'anu 
1  forbid  you  to  notice  his  remarks."  To  my 
surprise  the  native  obeyed,  but  it  was  hard 
work  and  he  writhed  and  ground  his  teeth 
while  Crane  and  I  did  our  l>est  to  steer  the 
Spaniard  to  other  topics.  It  was  one  of 
the  most  exciting  quarter  hours  I  ever 
l)Ut  in  in  my  life,  and  I  am  certain  that  no 
American  except  Crane  could  possibly  have 
held  the  halt-crazy  patriot  in  leash.  The 
young  novelist's  untimely  death  was 
mourned  in  many  ((uartcrs.  but  certainly 
nowhere  more  sincerely  than  among  hi: 
mercurial  Cuban  friends.""

VARIABLE  THMPKRATCRE. 

The  eastern  and  western  shores  of  the 
Atlantic  ocean  afford  a  very  strikin.g  il- 
lustration of  the  variations  of  temperatun- 
from  the  line  which  theoretically  shoull 
prevail.  On  the  American  continent  the 
effects  of  isolation  and  radiation  have  free 
play,  and  as  a  result  great  diversities  »  f 
climate  are  experienced  within  a  com- 
parativelv  short  length  of  country;  places 
only  >a  few  humlred  miles  apart  exhlbit- 
mg  great  differences  between  their  mean 
annual  temperatures. 

No  such  diversity  exists  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  Atlantic,  there  being  only  about 
one-half  the  variety  of  mean  annual  tem- 
peratures in  an  equal  line  of  coast  line 
that  exists  on  the  opposite  sides  of  tiie 
ocean.  The  Otdf  stream  is  responsible 
for  the  stability  of  the  climate  of  the 
British  Isles,  but  there  are  other  instances 
where  an  ocean  reduces  the  temperature 
gradients,  says  the  Newcastle  (Bug.) 
Chronicle.  Were  the  globe  one  level  sur- 
face of  land,  each  locality  would  have 
a  mean  annual  temperature  in  accordance 
with  its  latitude,  the  decrease  of  tempera- 
ture from  the  equator  to  the  poles  being 
more  rapid  than  under  existing  conditions. 

Not  only  does  the  heat  equator  not  in- 
clude with  the  geographical  equator,  but 
the  heat  equator  changes  Its  position  and 
migrates  from  one  place  to  another. 

OLD  CASE.

Snakes  of  various  kinds  have  been  un- 
pleasantly numerous  in  this  vicinity 
Ihus  far  this  summer,  and  the  recent 
warm  weather  has  made  them  lively. 
Quite  a  number  of  harmless  specimen? 
and  a  few  copperheads  have  been  killed 
in  the  roadways,  on  lawns  and  in  ga.- 
dens,  but  the  first  case  of  house  iuvasion 
o.vurred  on  Monday  night  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  John  McGinn,  in  Glenham,  says 
a  Fishkill  Landing,  N.  Y.,  special  to  the 
New  York  Sun.  The  McGinns  have  a 
uog  that  is  very  much  addicted  to  chas- 
ing and  killing  snakes.  Early  on  Mon- 
day evening  this  animal  was  heard  mak- 
ing a  great  fuss  at  the  side  of  the  houso. 

Mrs.  McGinn's  eld- 
est daughter,  who  is  employed  in  the 
Duchess  hat  factory,  went  to  the  pla'e 
and  saw  the  dog  pawing  and  barking  a' 
the  foot  of  the  lattice,  and  occasionally 
Icapinjv  upward.  At  the  time  she  .sup- 
posed that  the  dog  was  after  a  bird,  but 
subsequently  she  had  occasion  to  change 
her  views. 

Going  to  her  room  aJmut  10  o'clock 
she  struck  a  light  and  immediately 
heard  a  soft,  hissing  nois'^,  which  seemed 
ti>  come  from  midair.  Puzzled  and 
somewhat  alarmed  she  loked  al!  aroun-l 
the  room  without  sc'cing  anything  un- 
usual till  slie  came  to  the  window.  There 
she  observed  something  waving  gen'il> 
to  and  fro  from  a  brass  curtain  pole.

She  finished  the  job  with  the  other  shoe. 
Then  she  picked  up  the  l>ody  with  her 
curling  irons  and  tos.=ed  it  out  into  the 
yard,  where  the  dog  was  still  waiting. 
The  animal  flung  himself  upon  it,  bark- 
ing at  it  and  worrying  it.

Sunbonnets  were  hen  an<i  had  been  '" 
use  for  scores  of  years,  especially  the  old- 
fashioned  Quaker  gingham  bonnet.  Laeli 
community  furnisfed  its  own  suppl.N- 
everv  woman  made  her  own  bonnet. 

It  had  not  occurr-d  to  anyone  that  there 
would   be   profit    in    making    them    by    the 
Sn    or  hundreds   of  dozens      But   tha 
thought   come   to  Jlrs.    M.    L.   Roberts,   of 
West    Indianapolis,   says    the    Indianapolis 

^A^s^unbonnet  that  Mrs.  Roberts  made  for 
her«elf  attracted  the  attention  of  a  neigh- 
bor. It  \*-as  not  elaborate  It  w^^  s»>n- 
nly  made,  but  natty,  and  the  tas  mess  of 
it  added  practically  nothing  to  the  cost 
Would  Mrs.  Robeits  make  one  for  her? 
She  would.  She  did.  That  started  the 
trouble  There  we-e  other  neighbors  anri 
friends  Bonnets  bad  to  be  made  by  the 
dozen.  Perhaps  other  women  in  the  city 
would  be  glad  to  get  such  bonnets?  The 
large  retail  stores  were  visited  and  trial 
orders  were  obtained.  These  orders  were 
soon  duplicated.  I'erhaps  there  would  be 
a  sale  of  them  In  Chicago,  in  Louisville 
and  St.  Louis?    There  wa.s. 

Once  thev  were  sampled  there  was  too 
much  of  a"  demani  for  them.  Three  or 
four  days  after  there  had  been  a  shipment 
of  100  dozen  would  come  the  order,  "Ship 
another  100  dozen  at  once."  Mrs.  Rob- 
erts had  converted  sitting  room,  dining 
room,  bedroom  into  sewing  rooms,  but 
the  facilities  were  overtaxed.  Part  of  the 
large  barn  was  remodelled  and  fitted  up 
with  sewing  machines,  cutting  tables,  etc.. 
hut  there  was  no  catching  up  with  orders. 
The  large  customers  seeing  that  the  de- 
mand could  not  bf  supplied  In  this  way, 
started  to  manufacture  their  own  sunbon- 
nets. Sunbonnets  were  not  patented,  and 
there  was  nothing  to  prohibit  anybody 
from  making  even  Mrs.  Roberts'  pattern 
of  them. 

As  one  large  facory  after  another  was 
started  with  unlimited  capital  behind  it. 
Mrs.  Roberts  saw  that  Is  was  useless  to 
try  to  compete  in  t  le  making  of  the  popu- 


lar cheap  bonnet,  and  immediately  set  to- 
work  to  manufacture  the  better  and  more 
expensive  kinds  and  began  the  making  of 
sun  hats.  Competition  was  headed  off 
this  time  by  the  securing  of  a  patent  In  a  , 
simpie  device  which  enabled  the  hat  and 
bonnet  to  be  taken  apart  to  be  washed 
and  be  easily  put  together  again  and  ap- 
pear as  new. 

BOERS'  GOOD  SCORE. 

Beats  Other  Old  World  Peoplet* 
Afalnst  the  English. 

Since  the  Conquest.  England  has  fought, 
no  fewer  than  4ti7  important  engagements, 
of  which  217,  or  nearly  one-half,  have  beoiv 
with  the  French. 

It  is  interesting  fco  work  out  the  per- 
centages of  battles  won  and  lost  with  eaciv 
of  our  principal  adversaries,  but  at  the< 
same  time  It  is  unpleasant  to  find  that 
the  Boers  easily  top  the  list  with  the  lar- 
gest proportion  of  victories;  in  fact,  lill 
within  the  last  three  months  the  Boers 
have  been  our  only  opponents  to  win  m-ir« 
decisive  battles  than  they  have  lo.st. 
Quite  recently,  however,  the  magnificent 
British  army,  now  fighting  In  South  Af- 
rica has  redressed  this  adverse  balance. 
and  the  proportion  (jf  Boer  victories  o  .w 
stands  well  below  the  half-way  mark, 
says  the  London  Royal. 

Here  are  the  exact  figures  for  the  si.\. 
nations  wiilch  have  made  the  bravest. 
show  against   British  arms:

It  Is  rather  curious  to  notice  that  tlm 
least  civilized  nations  have  as  a  rule, 
fought  with  the  greatest  success  against, 
the  British  army,  which  fact  rather  teni»si 
to  emphasize  the  assertion  so  frequent l.v 
made  during  the  present  war.  thnt  we  are,, 
as  a  nali<jii,  slow  to  ailapt  ourselves  to- 
any  novel  or  unrecognized  style  of  war- 
fare. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  the  world  will 
show  how  widespread  have  been  our  lieids 
of  battle.  In  various  parts  of  South  Am- 
erica, in  the  West  Indies,  In  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  on  the  high  seas,  all 
over  Southern  and  Western  Europe  (espe- 
cially in  France  and  Spain),  in  divers  parts 
of  Africa,  in  Southern  Asia,  China  ami 
right  away  to  Now  Zealand,  we  have  c.fi- 
ried   our  arms. 

France  and  Spain  tie  for  the  doubtful' 
honor  of  providing  our  most  frequenti.v 
used  battle  grounds.  In  France  and 
around  her  coasts  we  have  fought  seven- 
ty big  fights,  and  exactly  the  same  num- 
ber in  and  around  Spain.  India  coiius. 
next,  as  the  scene  of  thirty-two  b:itt'.  5; 
then  North  America  with  twenty-sev«  I'l. 
tiie  West  Indi.s  with  twenty-four  anil  the 
Soudan  with  fifteen. 

It  is  inieresting.  in  view  of  our  present 
naval  supremacy,  to  note  that  we  liave 
not  fought  a  battle  on  the  sea  since  the 
time  of  Nelson,  though  out  of  a  total  of 
4t;7  battles  over  W  per  cent  have  beeu 
naval  engagements.  The  exact  figures  aro 
as  follows:  Land,  2<"1;  sea.  IHI;  land  ami 
sea   simultaneous!)-.    12;   total,   4f">7. 

lOaeh  eimagemeiu  has  cost  us  200  lives 
on  the  average,  thus  (Including  our  civil 
wars,  ami  bringing  the  total  number  of 
important  battles  to  600).  we  have  a  loss, 
of  Hie.  calculated  bv  multiplying  Ckhi  iu- 
2«HJ.  I.  e.,  12<l.()tH).  To  this  total  must  be  ad- 
ded at  least  as  many  more  for  minor  en- 
gagements, sickness,  etc..  making  a  gr.iud 
total  of  240.<KM1. 

These  figures.  It  must  be  explained,  in- 
clude oniy  the  killed:  no  allowance  is 
made  for  those  who  have  been  woun<l<'l 
in  the  battles.  The  total,  therefore,  is 
perhaps  not  as  large  lis  might  be  exi>ee;- 
ed.  but  it  would  hardly  be  fair  to  Include 
the  wounded  for  it  musi  be  remembered 
that  though  In  an  average  eiigaKement 
there  are  nearly  ten  times  as  many 
wounded  as  there  are  killed,  the  great,  r 
proportion  of  the  wounded  eventually  re- 
cover. 

Tile  tiKure.s.  too,  are  suflicU'nily  appaling 
without  any  special  efforts  being  made  to 
increase  them.  Nearly  250,000  men  sacri- 
ficed to  the  demon  war!

Distribution  of  the  Rifunding  Two's

Washington.  July  ai.— The  .«etrelary  of 
the  treasury  today  b«'gan  sending  out

London,  July  31,  6:30  p.  m.— A  special 
dispatch  from  Tien  Tsin  today  says:  "A 
Pekin  message,  dated  July  21,  reports 
that  the  first  outside  news  reached  there 
July  18.  The  failure  of  the  relief  expe- 
dition made  the  siege  far  more  perilous. 


"On  June  19,  Tsung  Li 
Yamen  broke  off  relations. 
June  20,  China  declared  war. 


"Baron  Van  Ketteler  and  Francis 
James,  an  English  professor,  were  mur- 
dered. Over  400  non-coniiiatants  occu- 
pitHl  the  British  legation.  I  understand 
converts  are  holding  the  North  cath- 
edral. A  thousand  refugees  occupied 
the  palace  of  Prince  Lu.  A  truce  l>egan 
July  17,  after  twenty-six  days  of  fierce 
assault.  One  night  the  shelling  was 
uinterrupted  for  six  hours." 

Four  attempts  were  made  to  fire  the 
British  legation.  Two  attacks  resulted 
in  the  ruin  of  the  Han  Lin  college  (t'he 
Chinese  national  college).  The  cowardice 
of  the  Chinese  prevented  a  successful 
rushing.

July  31.— The  brevity  of  the 
news  from  Pekin,  leaving  so  much  of 
importance  unexplained,  gives  plenty  of 
scope  for  .specula tion.  but  there  is  no 
further  talk  of  memorial  services  at 
St.  Paul's  for  massacred  diplomatists. 
There  is  nothing  to  show  why  the  at- 
tacks on  the  legations  ceased  July  16, 
nor  the  state  of  the  supplies,  except  a 
Japanese  message  which  mentions  the 
end  of  the  month  (today)  as  the  limit 
of  resistance,  nor  is  there  any  ex- 
planation as  to  why  ministers  have  not 
been  allowe<l  to  get  through  to  the 
coast,  probably,  the  Chinese  contention 
will  be  thiJt  the  government  has  not 
been  able  to  entirely  gain  the  upper 
hand  of  the  imperial  troops  who  re- 
belled. The  latest  news  seems  to  de- 
monstrate that  Gen.  Yung  Lu  and  the 
moderates,  if  unable  to  quite  suppress

MESSAGE  FROM  CHAFFEE. 

Transport  Discharging  Slowly  Owing 
to  Poor  Facilities. 

Washington.  July  ol.— The  war  depart- 
ment has  received  the  following  from  Gen. 
Chaffee :

Will  see  Daggett  tomorrow;  reported  in 
Taku  bay.  Intention  to  make  forward 
movement  tomorrow  towards  Pekin;  de- 
tails are  Hot  known  here.  Arrive  Tein 
Tsin  too  late  tomorrow  to  cable  from 
there.  Message  from  Tien  Tsin  must  leave 
Tongu  Ku  tj  in  the  morning  to  catch  dis- 
patch boat  at  anchorage  for  Che  Foo  at  4 
in  the  afternoon.  Soon  as  possible  will  get 
definite  Information  as  regards  conditions 
and  iiurposes  at  Tien  Tsin.  Will  cable  my 
view's.  CHAFFEE." 

CONDITION  OF  LE6ATI0NS. 

Four  of  Them  Said  to  Be  Totally 
Destroyed. 

Paris,  July  31. — According  to  dis- 
patches received  at  the  foreign  office  ti- 
day.  the  Austrian,  Spanish,  Italian  and 
Holland  legations  at  Pekin  have  been 
destroyed,  and  the  French  legation  has 
been  partially  wrecked.  The  attacks 
on  the  legations  ceased  some  days  aga 
The  emperor  and  empre.ss  are  living  in 
Pekin. 


New  York,  July  31. -It  can  be  stated 
on  the  best  authorit>  that  the  French 
police  are  in  possession  of  importan 
f.icts  conctrning  the  antecedents  and  *«- 
sociates  of  Brezzi,  the  murderer  of  King 
Humbert,  and  that  :hey  are  in  com- 
munication with  the  Italian  police  on  the 
subject,  says  a  cable  to  the  Times  from 
Paris.  While  Italian  anarchist  leaders, 
who  have  found  refuge  in  Paris,  declare 
publicly  that  there  is  no  plot  behind  the 
assassination,  the  inforination  in  the 
hands  of  the  police  thows  exactly  the 
reverse  to  be  tnie. 

One  of  the  chiefs  of  the  political  police, 
in  an  interview  last  night,  declared  that 
after  the  Milan  troubles  of  1898,  Italian 
political  refugees  poured  into  France, 
snd  that  many  who  suffered  terms  of 
hard  labor  then  are  now  coming  out  of 
prison  and  finding  heir  way  abroad. 
These  groups  of  political  refugees  who 
would  have  grievan(  es  against  Hum- 
bert are  veritable  hitbeds  of  intrigue 
against  the  Italian  monarchy.  Bressi 
passed  some  time  in  Paris  and  has  cer- 
tainly been  brought  in  contact  with  the 
revolutionary  Italiar  party  there,  and 
went  from  Paris  to  several  other  Euro- 
pean capitals. 

The  object  of  Bressi's  stay  in  America 
is  declared  to  have  b.^en  to  collect  funds 
for  the  anarchist  cause  among  Italian 
workmen  in  the  United  States,  who  have 
more  money  than  their  compatriots  at 
their  home. 

In  an  interview  lust  night.  Amiluar 
Caprinana,  the  great  Italian  revolution- 
arv  leader,  said  that  he  was  glad  to  hear 
ofthe  king's  death,  .ind  considered  the 
killing  an  admirable  act.  This  statement 
from  such  a  source  if  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance, and  shows  that  the  act  had  po- 
litical significance. 

LOTS  DRAWN  IN  PARIS. 

Asserted  That  Humbert's  Assassin 
Was  Choson  There. 

Rome,  July  31.— The  Tribuna  says  the 
assassination  of  King  Humbert  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  the  result  of  a  plot. 
A  non-militant  anarchist  recently  de- 
clared, so  the  Tribuna  asserts,  that  a 
meeting  had  been  held  in  Paris  at  which 
lots  were  drawn,  and  several  persons 
were  selected  to  kill  the  king. 

The  papers  annoui  ce  that  King  Victor 
Emanuel  III  will  reach  Brindisa  today, 
and  V.  ill  go  directly  10  Monsea. 

Resides  Bressi,  flv-  persons  have  beei: 
taken  into  custody  at   Mcnza. 

ALL  EUROPEJHUDDERS. 

Humbsrt's  Murder  Brings  a  Gen- 
eral Cry  of  Horror. 


Italian  Ministry  Addreues  the  Nation 
For  the  King. 

Rome,  July  31.— In  the  absence  of  the 
new  king,  the  ministry  has  Issued  in  his 
name  a  manifesto  to  the  nation  as  follows: 

"King  Victor  Emanuel  III,  In  ascending 
the  throne,  has  to  perform  the  painful 
duty  of  announcing  to  the  country  the 
awful  calamltv  which  has  cut  short  the 
valuable  life  of  King  Humbert.  The  na- 
tion, wounded  in  its  sincere  affection  for 
the  august  dead.  In  a  sincere  feeling  of 
devotion  and  adhesion  to  the  dynasty, 
while  execrating  the  cruel  <rlme,  will  be 
plunged  into  profound  grief  for  the  ven- 
erated memory  of  a  good,  brave  and 
magnanimous  king,  the  pride  of  his  people 
and  the  worthy  perpetrator  of  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  house  of  Savoy,  by  rallying 
with  unshakable  loyalty  around  his  au- 
gust successor.  Italians  will  prove  by 
their  deeds  that  their  Institutions  do  not 

die."  ,  ,  „        , 

The  king  Is  cxpe<-ted  to  arrive  at  Rcggl 
dl  Calabria  tomorrow.  He  received  the 
first  news  of  the  assassination  of  his 
father  by  semaphore. 


BRESSrS  COMPANION. 

A  Toung  Man  Was  With   Him  at 
Monza. 

Rome,  July  :51.— The  police  are  pushing 
Inquiries  in  all  directions,  but  the  Infor- 
mation with  regard  to  the  a.ssassin,  Bres- 
si. is  not  yet  very  definite.  It  appears 
that  when  he  was  searching  for  lodgings 
on  Frldav  at  Monza  he  was  accompanied 
bv  a  voung  man,  whom  the  police  are  now 
.seeking.  The  pistol  the  assassin  used  waa 
a  new  and  superior  weapon  marked  "Mub- 
sachusetls." 

Evervthing  goes  to  show  that  the  crime 
was  long  premeditated,  and  the  police  are 
now  being  charged  with  want  of  foresight. 
If  appears  that  the  cordons  formed  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  king  at  the  fete  ground 
were  withdrawn  prior  to  his  departure. 
As  the  king  was  leaving  a  sort  of  .scuftle 
occurred,  probably  prearranged  to  distract 
the  attention  of  the  carbineers.  The  king 
was  so  pleased  with  his  welcome  at  Monza 
and  felt  so  safe  that  he  turned  to  his  aide 
and  said:  "Id  like  to  return  afoot,"  but 
he  was  dissuaded. 


BATTLE  ON. 


Shanghai.  July  31.— The  Japanese  have 
news  that  10,000  Chinese  are  attacking 
New  Chwang,  with  4000  Russians  oppos- 
ing them. 

The  Japanese  minister  has  forwarded 
a  letter  to  Tien  Tsin  stating  that  the 
casualties  at  the  Japanese  legation  in 
Pekin  were  Capt.  Ando.  Attache  J I  ma 
and  five  marines  killed,  and  Secretary 
N.arhara  wounded. 


London,  July  31.— The  entire  European 
press  utters  a  cry  of  indignation  and 
horror  at  the  Monza  crime  and  expresses 
s>  mpalhy  for  Italy  and  Queen  Mar- 
gherlta. The  difllculty  of  dealing  with 
such  insensate  anarchist  outrages  is  em- 
phasized in  many  cuarters.  The  Daily 
Chronicle  observes: 

"The  dagger  that  killed  Carnot  was  no 
protest  against  "monarchial  institu- 
tions," and  Bressi,  who  had  been  in 
America,  might  have  just  as  good  a 
motive  f^r  taking  President  McXinley's 
life  as  he  had  for  shooting  Humbert." 

Curiously  enough  it  seems  that  there 
had  been  "forewarnings  of  the  tragedy. 
The  Berliner  Ta?eblatt  reminds  its 
readers  of  its  news  from  Gratz,  on  June 
IS,  when  an  Italian  received  a  letter 
from  his  son  sayirg  that  the  lot  had 
fallen  on  the  lattei  to  assassinate  the 
king  of  Italy,  and  adding  that  four  other 
princes  were  doomed. 

At  Vienna  it  is  isserted  that  Bressi 
stayed  at  Budapes";  two  years  ago,  at 
which  time  he  had  plenty  of  money,  and 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  police, 
who  suspected  him  if  being  an  anarchist 
or  of  having  anarchist  proclivities.  Sud- 
denly, on  news  of  he  assassination  of 
Empress  Elizabeth  of  Austria  he  dis- 
appeared. 

Many  arrests  of  Italian  suspects  have 
occurred  recently  at  Ischl.  the  summer 
residence  of  the  At:strian  emperor. 

KILLING  IS  ^IDORSED. 

Anarchists  at  Ptitersoii  Meet  and 
Approve  Humbert's  Murder. 

New  York,  July  33.- There  was  a  meet- 
ing of  anarchists  in  Paterson,  N.  J., 
last  night,  at  which  the  killing  of  King 
Humbert  was  endorsed.  A  reporter  who 
sought  admittance  was  welcomed,  as  it 
was  believed  that  these  anarchists  want- 
ed the  whole  world  to  know  their  senti- 
ments. 

The  principal  speaker  at  the  meeting 
was  Ernest  Crevill.i,  21  years  of  age.  In 
'.he  course  of  an  mpassioned  address, 
he    said: 

"We  are  members  of  the  group  of 
anarchists  to  which  Bressi  belonged.  He 
is  a  mai^yr.  He  has  done  what  we 
would  have  him  do.  Ask  me  do  we 
approve  of  the  killing  of  King  Humbert. 
I  will  answer  the  question  before  you 
ask  it.  Of  course  we  do.  It  was  not 
our  instruction  to  Bressi  to  kill,  liut 
he  has  done  what  he  knew  to  be  right, 
and  we  will  sustain  him  and  give  him 
our  sympathy.  Was  Humbert  ever 
known  to  us'/  No.  Was  he  good  to  the 
poor?  No.  He  was  a  monarch,  and  all 
monarchs.  according  to  our  vows,  must 
die. 

"Let  Nicholas  of  Russia  tremble  and 
let  the  new  king  of  Italy  prepare  for 
death.  They  are  both  inhuman  because 
they  are  monarchs.  They  would  not 
consent  to  take  the  places  on  the  throne 
were  they  not  inhuman.  It  is  a  republic 
that  we  want  and  it  is  a  republic  that 
the  anarchists  in  every  country  will 
have." 

Then  came  an  implied  threat  against 
high  officials  in  this  country  when  the 
young   woman   shouted: 

"They  have  run  us  out  of  Italy,  where 
to  have  stayed  vould  have  been  to 
have      starved.    We  have  come      here. 


ITALIANS  MOURN. 
Lima.  Peru,  July  31,  (Via  Galveston. 
Tex.)— Emblems  of  mourning  have  been 
placed  upon  the  Italian  bank  and  the  busi- 
ness houses  and  residences  of  Italians  here 
In  honor  of  the  memory  of  the  late  Kinj; 
Humbert. 

AFTER  EVIDENCE. 
New  York,  July  31.— A  representative  of 
the  Italian  consulate  went  to  Hoboken  to- 
(lav  to  see  the  woman  who  says  she  is  the 
wife  of  Bressi,  the  assassin  of  King  Hum- 
bert. The  object  of  the  visit  was  to  obtain 
Information  concerning  the  man  for  the 
use  of  the  Italian  authorities  In  prosecut- 
ing the  murderer. 

BRESSI  CYNICAL. 
Monza.  Julv  31.— Bressi  maintains  an  air 
of  the  utmost  synicism.  In  the  course  of 
his  examination  he  declared  himself  lu  be 
a  revolutionary  anarchist  and  saiil  he  was 
ready  to  resume  operations  If  he  were  re- 
leased. 

KING  AT  BRINDISI. 
London.  Julv  31.— A  special  dispatch 
from  Rome  savs  that  Klne  Victor  Em- 
manuel III  arrived  at  Brlndisi  today,  un- 
expectedly. The  dispatch  adds  that  the 
vonn^?  qiieen  fainted  when  she  was  in- 
formed of  the  a.ssasslnatlon  of  King  Hum- 
bert. The  kine  and  oueen  started  for 
Monza  immediately  after  reaching  Brln- 
disi. 


DATE  IS  FIXED. 

Order  Issued  For  Election  to 

tlie  Cuban  Constitulional 

Convention. 

Washington,  July  31.— The  war  depart- 
ment has  issued  an  order  for  a  general 
election  to  be  held  In  Cuba  on  the  third 
Saturday  of  September,  to  elect  delegates 
to  a  convention  to  be  held  In  Havana  on 
the  first  Monday  of  November.  This  con- 
vention Is  to  frame  and  adopt  a  constliu- 
tion  for  the  people  of  Cuba. 


TOWNE  IN  LINCOLN.

Lincoln,  Neb.,  July  31.— Hon.  Charles 
A.  Towne  is  in  Lincoln  and  will  have  a 
conference  with  Mr.  Bryan  some  time 
today.  When  seen  b  ythe  Associated 
Piess  correspondent,  he  said  he  had 
no  statement  to  make  concerning  his 
candidacy  or  his  withdrawal  from  the 
ticket.

As  a  result  of 
the  burning  of  barri>is  where  ambus- 
cades are  atteiopt»d  sonie  of  the  Incali- 
tles  where  the  people  are  most  bitterly 
oppo.-ed  to  us  are  :-cenes  of  devastation. 
There  are  almost  as  many  natives  m 
the  fiild  now  with  rifles  as  there  were 
three  months  ago.  They  are  more 
cunnin.g  and  their  methods  are  more 
treacherous. 

Recently  300  insurgents  attacked  one 
of  our  garrisons,  killing  two  men.  in 
a  town  just  across  the  hay  from  Manilla.

Bloemfontein.  July  31,— lien.  Hunter 
having  received  a  written  unconditional 
surrender  of  all  th«»  P.oers  in  Caledon 
valley,  attended  to  accept  the  surrender. 
«;en.  Prinzlo,  chief  in  command,  at- 
tempted to  repudiate  the  unconditional 
surrender.  (Jen.  Hunter,  however,  re- 
fused any  conditions  except  to  allow  the 
lioers  to  keep  one  riding  horse. 

About  11  o'clock  thi-  troojis  were 
drawn  up  in  two  long  lines  on  the  hills 
and  over  the  valley  and  the'  Boers  rode 
in  between  throwing  down  their  rifles 
togi'ther  with  a  motley  collection  of 
clothing,  blankets  and  gear.  siniilAr  to 
t.aose  found  in  Uen.  Cronjes  laager.  The 
Tiicksburg  commando  was  first  to  lay 
down  arms,  consisting  of  about  ;>T>0  men.

V.  ith  about  l-'iV  Fifteen  hor.ses.  two  guns 
and  r.o  wagrms  were  given  up. 

Gen.  Prinzlo  and  Commandant  <"ii)\\- 
ther  were  received  bv  Cen.  Hunter  at 
his  tent  where  they  were  well  treated 
and  accorded  every  courtesy.  Many  of 
the  Boers  have  gime  through  Xaauw- 
port  and  will  surrendor  to  (Jen.  Xlac- 
Donald.  <~)thers  are  still  arriving  here. 
The  Harrismith  and  Vrede  commandoes 
arc  yet  at  large,  as  well  as  some  Boers 
who  got  (Hit  of  the  valle.v  at  night,  but 
tho  prisoners  say  that  those  outside 
will  surrender  iind  that  it  will  practical- 
ly end  the  Free  Stiito  army.  The  I'.oers 
s.iy  they  wonlil  not  have  surrenderol 
had  they  not  been  surrounderl.  Tlu> 
I>risoners  have  been  placed  in  a  laager 
undor  guard  and  ^\ill  be  kept  there 
until  all  arrive.

Satuiday  and  .-iiind  ly  iie  suffered  sucli 
violent  attacks  of  suffocation  thai  :ir- 
rangements  were  made  for  performing 
ilie  ojicration  of  tracholomy.  Finall.v 
the  duke  died  without  having  suffered 
fc-evere  pain.

Mackinac  liefort  coming  up  here.  He 
does  not  think  t  li?  class  of  travel  is  so 
hetivy  this  season   as  last.

Down  near  the  historic  old  village  of 
Cahoka,  on  the  East  Side,  there  are 
some  old  residents  whose  minds  are  in 
a  state  of  turmoil.  There  are  vague 
rumors  riff  as  to  what  will  happen  if  a 
certain  resident  gets  his  hands  on  cer- 
tain other  residents,  or  their  sons  or 
daughters,  or  even  relatives.  In  fact. 
there  is  as  close  to  a  fued  in  existence 
as  ever  excited  the  people  of  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country,  says  the  St.  Louis 
Republic. 

All  the  trouble  is  over  the  score  or 
more  of  fowls  owned  by  Jacques  Burren. 
The  poultry  is  of  blooded  stock  and  im- 
ported so  Burren  asserts,  from  portions 
of  the  country  where  people  delight  in 
raising  fine  specimens  of  hens  and 
roosters,  especially  the  latter.  Mr. 
Burren  has  the  habit  of  poultry  raising, 
especially  of  the  fighting  variety, 
thoroughly  engrafted,  and  he  has  been 
known  to  go  to  almost  any  length  to 
secure  a  promising  chicken  to  add  to  his 
well -stocked  farm. 

Recently  Mr.  Burren  has  been  In  the 
habit  of  allowing  his  poultry  to  wander 
at  will  over  the  neighborhood.  Some- 
times the  poultry  got  into  the  yards  OC0 
neighbors  and  uprooted  the  beds  of 
garden  vegetables  in  their  search  for 
delicacies.  I  late  women,  and  at  times 
the  heads  of  the  families,  drove  the 
poultiy  away,  but  feaied  to  kill  any  of 
the  members  of  Mr.  Burren's  poultry 
family,  because  of  his  possible  wrath. 
Within  the  last  week  the  depreda- 
tions by  the  "olooded  chickens  has  been 
the  cause  of  much  complaint,  and  a  few- 
days  ago  some  of  the  younger  element 
of  the  neighborhood  got  together  to  de- 
vise ways  and  means  to  compel  Mr. 
Burren  to  pen  his  stock  up,  or  at  least 
to  keep  them  on  his  jiremises.  The 
meeting  was  secret,  and  the  result  of 
the  deliiieratlons  of  the  members  of  the 
conference  was  not  known  until  yester- 
day about  noon.  Th'  n  it  was  that  tho 
chickens  wended  their  way  homeward 
to  partake  of  the  boiled  cornmeal  mush 
and  milk  that  is  always  ready  for  them 
when  the  hands  of  the  clock  pointed  to 
the  hour  of  12. 

Mr.  Burren  was  waiting  in  his  yard 
for  the  return  of  his  poultry.  The  first 
to  return  home  wag  a  large  game  cock. 
Mr.  Burren  was  astonished  at  the  ap- 
pearance of  his  favorite  chicken.  A 
tag  hung  from  its  mouth.  It  vainly 
tried  to  dislodge  it.  and  scratched  and 
clawed  fiercely.  It  was  witn  difficulty 
that  Mr.  Buiren  got  close  enough  to 
grab  the  chicken  and  to  make  a  closer 
examination.  A  card  had  been  at- 
tached with  a  piece  of  string  to  a  kernel 
of  corn.  The  chicken  had  swallowed 
the  corn,  but  could  not  swallow  the  card. 
It  hung  out  of  its  mouth.  An  inscrip- 
tion on  it  read:  "I  am  a  straight  out 
and  out  Democrat  and  dislike  scratch- 
ing." 

A  few  minutes  later  other  chickens 
ixtuined  home.  Half  of  them  carried 
tags  in  their  mouths,  bearing  inscrip- 
tions such  as:  "There  will  be  a  hot 
time  in  the  old  town  tonight."  "Why 
won't  you  keep  us  penned  and  we  won't 
get  into  trouble."  '  I'm  a  fighter,  not 
a  broiler,  "  'I'm  a  jjoor  forager." 

It  took  Mr.  Burren  no  little  while  to 
dislodge  the  corn  from  the  chickens' 
throats,  and  he  expects  to  have  several 
of  the  finest  under  the  soil  as  a  reuslt. 
There  was  blood  in  his  eye  yesterday 
afternoon,  when  he  was  seen  by  a  Re- 
public reporter,  and  .«aid  that  if  he  could 
only  get  a  line  on  the  identity  of  the 
persons  who  fed  his  chickens  tagged 
corn  he  would  get  even  with  them.

.\fternoon  tea  Is  a  far  from  unusual 
thing  now  in  business  ofllces— especially 
among  lawyers  and  literar.v  men.  To  brain 
workers  tea  is  a  sedative  to  over-<'Xcited 
nerves.  ;ind  when  th'-  strain  of  tin-  <lay 
is  over  a  ln)t  cup  of  "Oolong"  or  "English 
P,rejikf;t«t"    isn't    half  bad. 

For  some  tlm<-  it  has  been  tho  habit  of 
a  man  at  ihe  hea.l  of  a  big  newspaper  l<» 
have  his  |)Ot  of  tea  evt  ry  afternoon  at  i 
o'clock.  He  uses  a  pretty  china  tea  serv- 
ice, brags  of  his  si>eclal  blend  of  tea  and 
one  of  the  office  boys  fetches  regularly  a 
fresh  supply  of  cream. 

The  process  of  brewing  this  tea  Is  one  of 
great  ceremony,  and  no  matter  what  hap- 
pens is  never  neglected.  The  small  .lap- 
anned  tea  caddy  is  in  a  silver  h'ddci.  The 
silver  trav  is  covered  with  a  napkin  of 
Mexican  drawn  work.  The  water  is  boili  <1 
in  a  shining  brass  kettle,  and  the  cups  are 
fine  and  delicate  as  egg  shells. 

It  Is  brought  Into  his  office  by  a  colored 
attendant,  whereupon  the  great  man 
measures  out  just  so  many  teaspoonfuKs 
(not  forgetting  one  for  the  pot,)  pours  the 
l>roper  quaiiiitv  of  water  ov«r  the  aro- 
matic leaves  and  allows  them  to  steep 
just  so  m^nv  minutes  by  the  watch.

Contrasted  with  this  idyllic  picture  is 
the  t'^a  drinking  in  a  very  famous  publlsb- 
liig  house.  Here,  as  the  clock  strikes  four. 
the  heads  of  the  departments,  men  and 
women,  congregate  in  one  of  the  rooms, 
readv  for  their  social  half  hour  of  gossip 
and  tea.  The  equipage  here  Is  not  as.,^0- 
gant  as  that  of  the  great  editor's,  but  tlio 
women  present  give  an  agreeable,  hcme- 
llkeness  absent  from  the  solitary  tea 
drinking.

United 
Slates   consul   at    Pretoria,    South    Africa, 
l>ecause  the  latter  refui^ed  to  submit  to  the 
British  censorship  of  his  private  and  offi- 
cial dispatches,  and  published  the  outrage 
in  this  country.    Mr.  Macrum  was  recalled 
and   every  effort   was  made   by  the  state 
department  to  humiliate  and  discredit  Mr. 
Macrum  because  he  Insisted  on  defending 
his    rights    as    an    American    citizen    and 
maintaining  the  Integrity  of  his  Important 
office.     The   sentiment   In   this   country   In 
favor  of  the  construction  and   control   of 
the  Nicaraguan  canal  by  this  government 
is  so  overwhelming  as  to  be  almost  unani- 
mous.   But  this  would  be  Inimical  to  Brlt- 
i.-?h  Interests  and,  by  private  arrangement 
between    Lord    Salisbury    and    Secretary 
Hay.  a  treaty  was  made  reviving  the  de- 
funct Clayton-Bulwer  treaty,  and  thus  in- 
dependent action  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States   was   temporarily  prevented.      Sec- 
retary  Hay,    In   deference    to   Lord   Salis- 
bury's requfst,  offered  the  friendly  offices 
of  this  country  to   mediate  In  the  Trans- 
v.ial  troubles  and  thus  made  it  possible  for 
the  British  foreign  office  to  make  a  puppet 
of  this  government  to  answer  aU  the  pow- 
ers   through    our    state    department,    and 
hold    Europe  at    bay.     The    United    States 
is  now  acting  In  concert  with  Great  Brit- 
ain to  preser\-e  the  latter's  dominance  of 
affairs  in  China.    The  diplomatic  note  sent 
out   by   Secretary  Hay  on  July  3.   stating 
the    objection   of   this   government    to   the 
partition    of   China,    was    intended    to    aid 
Great  Britain  against  Russia,   France  and 
Germany.     Russia    is    now   aware    of    the 
alliance   between    the    United    States   and 
England    and    has    In    consequence    with- 
drawn her  hostility  to  the  British  demand 
that  Japan  sl»all  have  a  free  hand  in  China. 
Russia    is   thus  compelled   to  declare  war 
upon  China  Independently  of  the  powers, 
and    thus    precipitate    a    situation    which 
may   cause   a   world-wide   war,    for   which 
this  administration  will  be  largely  respon- 
sible.   This  administration  is  now  engaged 
in  pulling  England's  chestnuts  out  of  the 
fire   in    China   and    thousands   of   valuable 
liv-.s  and  millions,  of  treasure  are  likely  to 
be  sacrificed  in  the  Orient   because  of  the 
secret    Anglo-American    alliance.

The      definite      an- 
nouncement    in     the 
dispatches    from    the 
Orient    published    in 
The    Herald     yesler- 
d;iy.   that  the  fi>relsn  ministers  and  their 
families    at    Pekin    are    alive   and    out    of 
danger,    was    pleasing    confirmation    of    a 
belief  quite  generally  entertained  for  some 
time  past.   It  seems  strange  fnat   definite 
advices  In  regard  to  the  fate  of  the  lega- 
tioners  could  not  be  obtained  before,  but 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Chinese 
government    itself    has.    according    to    all 
accounts,  been  in  serious  danger  frrim  the 
Insurrection  started  by  the  "Boyers  "  and 
that  the  latter  have  prevented  any  mes- 
sages being  sent  out   from  the  legations. 
For  this  reason  there  was  much  skepticism 
concerning  the  reliability  of  the  imperial 
edicts  and  other  Chinese  stories  that  the 
ministers  were  safe.  These  reports  came 
from    so    many    sources,    however,    durlns 
the  past  week  that  many  people  were  con- 
vinced  they    were   genuine   and    that    the 
cipher    dispatch    from    Minister    Conger, 
obtained  through  the  Chinese  minister  at 
Washington,    was   positive   proof   of   their 
safety  at  a  time  much  later  than  the  dale 
of   the   reported   massacre.    There   will    be 
general  rejoicing  that  the  good  news  has 
been   confirmed,    and    especially    o\'er   the 
statement  that  all  the  women  and  child- 
ren  are  in    the    British   legation   and   are, 
therefore,  perfectly  safe  from  all  harm  at 
present.    The  Chinese  government  appears 
to  have  regained  at  least  partial  control  of 
the  situation   In  Pekin,   and   the  greatest 
danger    is    over.    The    "Bo.xer"    insurrec- 
tion is  apparently  subsiding,  but  this  fact 
should  not  slop  ilie  movement  of  the  al- 
lied force*  for  the  relief  of  tlie  foreigners 
at  Pekin.

DESMKABLE  UEEOUMS. 

The  platform  adopted  by  the  Michi- 
gan Democrats  last  week  contains  sev- 
eral points  of  general  interest,  not  only 
to  the  people  of  Michigan,  but  to  the 
residents  of  other  states  who  suffer  from 
the  same  evils  for  which  remedies  are 
propo.sed  by  this  plaforni.  They  are  of 
such  importance  that,  even  if  the  Dem- 
ocrats should  fail  to  elect  a  legislature  to 
frame  the  necessary  legislation,  it  is 
certain  even  the  Republicans  must  take 
notice  of  them  and  deal  with  the  demand 
of  the  people  for  reform  along  the  lines 
indicated. 

For  Instance,  the  platform  demands 
the        prompt        repeal        of  every 

charter  exempting  corporations 

from  their  fair         burden  of 

taxation.  That  is  a  good,  sound  prin- 
i.iple.  No  special  privileges  to  anyone, 
but  equal  rights,  equal  privileges  and 
equal  burdens  and  responsibilities  to  all, 
and  no  class  distinction.  The  platform 
further  demands  a  tax  upon  existing 
franchises  of  a  semi-public  character 
ctmmensurate  to  their  earning  power. 
That  is  in  accordance  with  the  universal 
sentiment  in  late  years. 

In  another  paragraph  the  regulation 
of  property  taxes  is  demanded  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  prevent  the  shifting  of  the 
burden  to  the  shoulders  of  the  poor. 
The  assessment  of  the  workingman's 
home  at  full  value  in  order  that  but  a 
nominal  valuation  may  be  put  upon 
vacant  lots  is  not  countenanced  by  the 
Michigan  Democracy,  and  for  that  m.it- 
ter  should  be  frownetl  down  wherever  in 
vogue.  The  vacant  lot  held  for  specula- 
tive purposes  should  bear  its  fair  burden 
and  in  that  way  help  to  lessen  the  taxes 
en  improved  property. 

Another  demand  made  is  of  general 
importance.  It  is  that  municipalities 
shall  be  prevented  from  granting  fran- 
chises hereafter  except  upon  the  direct 
vole  of  the  people  in  the  territory  affect- 
ed. Such  a  law  will  do  away  with  the 
corrupting  of  municipal  governments  by 
interested  corporations,  as  any  grant 
made  by  a  council  will  be  void  unless 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  people. 

These  r:-iorms  are  needed,  not  in 
Michigan  alone,  but  wherever  the  evils 
complained  of  exist,  and  they  are  of  such 
importance  as  to  call  for  general  con- 
sideration throughout  the  country.  They 
are  points  upon  which  there  should  not 
be  any  serious  divisiim  of  public  senti- 
ment, nor  should  it  Ije  found  necessary 
to  make  them  political  issues.  Unfor- 
tunately, however,  there  is  not  much 
prospect  that  in  Michigan  the  Republi- 
can party  leaders  will  permit  the  enact- 
ment of  laws  to  bring  about  these  rfv- 
forms.  The  Republicans  have  lieen  in 
the  majority  in  the  legislature  for  years, 
but  they  have  done  nothing  to  inaugu- 
rate these  needed  reforms,  because  they 
have  acted  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  interested  corporations  and 
those  who  are  benefited  by  the  present 
system  of  special  privileges'  to  the  few 
at  the  expense  of  the  mtiry.

Pebbles  on  the  beach  caused  some 
throbI>ins  debate  in  laFt  night's  council 
meeting.  A  large  numl>er  of  Park  Point 
eitisens  presented  a  vigorous  written 
protest  against  contractors  taking  any 
gravel  from  Minnesota  point.  Recently 
the  council  granted  permission  to  the 
Butler-Ryan  company  to  lay  a  narrow- 
gauge  track  down  the  pofnt  for  half  a 
miif  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
i;ravel  for  use  on  the  new  north  pier 
of  the  government  ship  canal.  The 
Park  pointers  objected,  saying  that  the 
removal  of  any  quantity  of  gravel  would 
cause  a  washing  away  of  the  point  and 
endanger  propt;rty.  Alderman  Neff. 
look  up  the  fight  for  the  point  people 
and  after  a  warm  discussion  succee<ied 
in  having  an  ordinance  amended  so  that 
no  person  could  remove  the  gravel  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  board  of  public 
works,  prohibiting  the  board  from 
granting  such  permission,  unless  it  was 
found,  after  a  careful  investigation,  that 
it  would  not  endanger  the  adjacent 
property  or  mar  the  natural  beauty  of 
Minnesota  Point. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Maj.  Clinton 
B  Sears,  government  engineer,  in  which 
he  said  the  removel  .f  the  gravel  as 
Intended  by  the  Butler-Ryan  people 
would  not  endanger  the  point  as  a 
natural  breakwater,  as  the  excavations 
would  immediately  fill  from  dredige 
duminngs  from  the  harbor.

Last  spring  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
road bougtit  several  pieces  of  the  very 
finest  dock  property  in  Duluth.     It  took 
the  piece  at  the  end  of  the  Seventh  ave- 
nue dock  where  the  tug  office  and  the 
old  Duluth  Roller  mill  property  are,  and 
also    the    Miller  property   on    the   Fifth 
avenue  slip.    The  purpose  for  which  the 
road  desired  these  was  a  matter  of  much 
speculation  at  the  time,  but  was  never 
answered  any  more  than  by  the  predic- 
tion that  it  was  simply  to  get  hold  of 
property    that    in    time    would   be    very 
valuable.      Shortly   afterward    the    road 
purchased  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  oroi)- 
erty,    and    through    that   deal    acquired, 
with  what  it  already  had.  about  all  the 
dock  property  in   the  heart  of  the  city 
of  Duluth   worth    having.     The   returns 
made  by  the  city  assessor  show  that  this 
railroad  now  owns  an  enormous  amount 
of  the  finest    property    in   the   city.     It 
includes  about  all  between  a  point  con- 
siderably east  of  the  canal  and  Sevenfh 
avenue   west,   except   a   few   pieces  that 
are  owned  by  other  interests,  and  also 
takes  in  a  great  amount  of  the  east  side 
of  Rice's  Point. 

It  was  hinted  here  at  the  time  the 
recent  purchases  were  made  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  that  they  were  made 
for  the  Milwaukee  road.  The  announce- 
ment that  t^ie  Northern  Pacific  and  the 
Milwaukee  have  made  a  traffic  agree- 
ment has  revived  the  report,  and  it  is 
quite  generally  credited.  It  is  also  re- 
ported that  the  improvement  of  the 
property  will  soon  follow,  and  that  ter- 
minal facilities  for  the  Milwaukee  road 
will  be  built  thereon. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  lime 
of  the  sale  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  rail- 
road to  the  Northern  Pacific  the  onini«m 
of  some  railioad  men  was  voiced  in  The 
Herald   to  the  effect  that   the  deal   was 
made    with    an    understanding    between 
t^e  Northern  I'.uific  and  the  Milwaukee 
system,  although  the  Milwauke^■  had  no 
name  in  it.  and  as  far  as  could  be  seen 
had  been  outwitted  by  the  other  road  in 
the  negotiations.    The  reasoning  of  theSf 
railroad    men    was   that    the    Burlingtofi. 
Rock  Island  and  (dher  systems  furnishf  I 
almost  as  mu<  h  business  to  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  as  the  Milwaukee,  and  that  if 
the  latter  bought  the  railroad  it  would  be 
nlacing  it  in  the  hands  of  a  ctimpetitcr 
t  )   those  systems,   and   they   would   givo 
tCieir  business  t"»  another   non-competi- 
tive  Duluth  line,  the  Eastern  Minnesota. 
By  having  the  Northern  Pacific  make  the 
punhase  it  left  the  road  still  an  indepen- 
dent   line  so    far   as   those  other   roa.ls. 
which  feed  much  business  to  it.  are  con- 
cerned.    It   was  predicted  then   that  the 
deal  wou'd  be  found  to  include  a  traffic 
arrangement  under  which  the  Milwauivee 
would  get  such  entrance  to  the  head  of 
the  lakes  as  it  desired.     The  announct— 
ment   of  the   traffic   arrangement    made 
within  a  few  days  is  a  stmng  confirma- 
tion of  this  view.    Another  feature  which 
give?  it    strength   is   li^at  ev-r  since  the 
purchase  all  talk  of  the  Milwaukee  build- 
ing a  line  to  t*ie  head  of  the  lak'S  has 
cea.sed.     The  njad   had  previous  to  that 
time,    however,    been    surveying    a    linv 
and  had  thf  work  about  (omijleted. 

Just  how  far  that  trafllc  arrangement 
will  extend  is  the  piint  upon  which  in- 
formation is  awaited  with  much  interest 
now.  Will  it  mean  that  the  Milwaukee 
will  run  passenger  trains  in  here  from 
Cr.iicago?  is  a  question  very  generally 
asked.  If  the  traffic  arrangement  con- 
templates any  passenger  service,  that  is 
very  likely  to  be  just  what  is  contem- 
plated, according  to  men  who  ought  to 
know  the  situation.  One  of  these  re- 
marked yesterday  that  he  would  not  be 
surprised  to  see  the  Milwaukee  road  give 
the  Omaha  road  competition  on  Chicago 
business  from  Dulutli.  To  do  this  the 
train  would  have  to  leave  Duluth  the 
same  hour  as  the  Omaha  and  get  into 
Chicago  as  early.  This  could  be  done. 
Some  might  think  that  there  would  be  a 
war  over  the  time  between  the  places, 
but  that  i'  no  more  likely  than  tbat 
there  should  be  a  war  over  the  time  to 
the  T^vin  Cities.  There  would  in  all 
probability  be  a  time  agreement. 

Another  man  who  has  seen  much  of 
rallro.id  business  ventures  the  predic- 
tion that  while  the  traffic  arrangement 
mav  stand  for  some  time,  it  will  eventu- 
allv  be  broken,  and  then  the  Milwaukee 
will  build  to  the  head  of  the  lakes.  There 
never  was  a  traffic  arrangement  that 
was  satisfactory  for  any  great  length  of 
time,  said  this  man.  The  Northern  Pa- 
cific will  except  the  Milwaukee  from 
doing  local  business,  and  there  will 
probably  be  endless  controversies  over 
this  before  they  have  been  going  on  very 
lone.  They  always

Hatter  Interesting  to  This 

County  Brouglit  Before 

tlie  Slate  Auditor. 

A  new  question  in  taxation  has  been 
raised  in  a  controversy  between  St. 
Louis  and  Carlton  counties  over  the  as- 
sessment of  property  belonging  to  the 
Mitchell  &  McClure  Lumber  company. 
of  Duluth.  There  was  a  hearing  in  St. 
Paul  yesterday  in  the  state  auditor's 
office  on  the  matter,  and  it  was  con- 
tinued for  further  information.  The 
main  offices  and  lumber  mills  of  the 
company  are  located  in  Duluth,  but 
they  own  pine  lands  and  a  logging  road, 
fully  equipped,  in  Carlton  county.  The 
property  was  assessed  in  both  counties 
this  year,  .so  the  company  protested. 

The  state  auditor  has  l>een  called  upon 
to  decide  which  county  is  entitled  to  the 
taxes  and  a  hearing  was  held  at  the 
capital  yesterday.  Carlton  county  was 
represented  by  County  Attorney  H.  H. 
Hawkins  and  Frank  Kelly,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  county  commission- 
ers. County  Auditor  Halden  and  M.  H. 
Stanford,  attorney  for  the  Mitchell  & 
McClure  company,  repre.sented  St.  Louis 
county. 

At  the  outset  Carlton  county  yielded 
its  claims  to  the  as.sessment  upon  all 
personal  property  save  the  railroad  and 
its  equipment,  consisting  of  four  loco- 
motives and  cars,  admitting  that  the 
other  property  was  j.roperly  assessed 
in  St.  Louis  county,  where  the  main  of- 
fices are  located.  It  contended,  how- 
ever, that  as  the  railroad  was  practical- 
ly all  in  Carlton  county  and  might  be 
considered  as  permanently  located  there, 
the  taxes  uiion  it  should  be  paid  to  that 
county. 

St.  Louis  county  contended  that  the 
load  was  simply  used  lo  transport  logs 
to  the  St.  Louis  river,  where  they  were 
floated  down  to  the  mills  at  Duluth, 
and  was  therefore  no  more  of  a  fixture 
in  Carlton  county  than  the  horses  and 
wagons  and  sleigh.'*  fonnerly  used.  In 
support  of  the  contention  that  these 
should  pav  taxes  in  St.  Loui.s  county, 
the  old  N.  P.  Clark  c:ise  was  cited.  In 
that  case  it  was  held  that  the  property 
should  be  assessed  in  the  county  where 
the  main  property  was  located.  That 
case  does  not  apply  in  this  instance, 
however,  as  it  was  chiefly  the  logs  that 
were  in  controversy.  TTie  use  of 
logging  roads  in  this  state  is  so  new 
that  there  are  no  decisions  on  record, 
nor  any  opinions  from  the  officers  of 
the  attornev  general  or  state  auditor 
covering  the  point  at  issue  in  this  con- 
troversy. The  decision  will  be  the  more 
important  because  logging  railroads  are 
now  coming  into  use  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  old  fashioned  methods  of  trans- 
portation of  logs  .-o  the  streams  and 
the  same  issue  will  probably  arise  many 
times  until  it  is  dt^ided  in  the  courts. 
Deputy  Auditor  Iverson.  before  whom 
the  hearing  took  itlacu.  called  for  ad- 
ditional facts  before  rendering  a  de- 
cision. 

It  is  not  unlikely  th*t  the  matter  will 
be  appealed  to  the  courts,  whichever 
side  wins  in  the  auditor's  office. 


Senator  Weiiington!of  Mary- 
land In  the  Democratic 
Party  to  Stay.

Washington,  July  31.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— An  Eastern  newspaper  recalls 
the  fact  that  just  a  little  over  two  years 
ago  Assistant  Naval  Constructor  Hob- 
son  thrilled  the  country  by  his  daring 
deed  in  running  an  old  collier  under  the 
guns  of  Morro  Castle  and  sinking  her  in- 
side the  narrow  month  of  the  channel 
leading  to  the  city  of  Santiago. 

Well  inside  were  four  big  ships  of  Ad- 
miral Cevera,  and  it  was  Hobson's  pur- 
pose so  to  lay  the  Merrimac  that  she 
might  block  the  channel  and  prevent  the 
squadron's  escape  seaward.  Ever  since 
that  night  the  great  collier  has  lain 
nearly  across  the  channel,  and  several 
bumps  have  been  given  her  by  merchant 
ships  bound  in  and  out  of  the  port.  She 
has  been  a  menace  to  navisation,  but 
no  action  has  been  taken  to  remove  the 
last  vestige  of  the  ship.  Now  the  old 
Merrimac  is  to  be  destroyed  by  the  mili- 
tary authorities  in  charge,  and  what 
is  left  of  her  will  probably  float  out  to 
sea  on  the  tides  of  the  South  Cuban 
shore  or  be  scattered  along  the  ocean's 
bottom. 

The  means  to  be  employed  in  dismem- 
bering her  will  be  torpedoes  or  dynamite, 
it  makes  little  difference,  so  she  is  re- 
moved as  a  danger  to  ships  entering  the 
port,  and  the  military  men  can  act  as 
they  please. 

When  the  finishing  work  is  to  be  done 
has  not  been  determined,  but  it  may 
come  at  any  time.  Hobson  returns  to 
Washington  next  month,  and  the  date 
of  the  Meriimac's  final  removal  may  be 
left  until  then,  but  military  men  are 
more  practical  than  sentimental  when 
dynamite  is  to  be  used,  and  they  may  not 
delay  matters. 

The  wreck  of  the  Alfonso  II.  one  time 
a  Spanish  cruiser,  also  now  in  Santiago 
harbor,  is  also  lo  be  blown  to  pieces  by 
the  same  authorities.  The  necessary 
authority  has  been  given  by  the  war  de- 
partment, and  while  none  has  been  ask<'d 
for  the  Merrimac.  it  is  said  none  will  be 
necessary,  and  the  authorities  may  ad 
when  they  elect.

He  said  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  members  of  the  bar,  above 
all  others,  to  maintain  and  uphold  the 
law;  that  the  supreme  law  of  the  land 
was'  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  undermining  of  the  or- 
ganic law  meant  either  anarchy  or  des- 
potism. "The  fathers  of  the  republic 
brought  forth  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence in  order  tf)  secure  inalienable 
rights,  and  the  same  spirit  that  actuatea 
them  should  dominate  every  citizen  to- 
day and  fill  the  breast  of  every  lover  of 
liberty,  whether  he  be  a  denizen  of  Cuba, 
Porto  Rico  or  the  Philippine  islands. 
Others  may  be  willing  to  yield  to  the 
commercial  spirit  of  the  age  and  over- 
ride the  constitution  for  some  temporary 
material  advantage,  but  for  himself  he 
would  not  support  any  policy  which  de- 
nied to  others  in  these  distant  islands 
the  .same  rights  for  which  the  fathers 
bled  and  died.

Not  the  least  ol'  the  many  souvenirs 
prized  by  Rear  Admiral  Phillip  Hich- 
born,  chief  constructor  of  the  United 
States  navy,  is  a  card  accompanying  a 
floral  design  w  hid  greeted  his  recent  re- 
turn from  a  tour  of  inspection  in  the 
yards  of  the  Pacific  coast.  There  is  noth- 
ing extraordinarj  in  this  card,  other 
than  tfte  sentimert  it  expresses  and  the 
memories  of  forty  years  of  a  very  active 
life  it  revives.  To  the  left  on  the  card 
is  a  map  of  the  Western  hemisphere, 
with  the  courses  of  two  trips  delineated, 
both  memorable  .o  Mr.  Hichborn— one. 
Boston  to  San  Frtncisco,  I860:  the  other. 
Washington  to  San  Francisco,  1900. 

Rear  Admiral  Hichborn  was  born  on 
March  4.  1839— an!  here  occurs  to  mind 
a  striking  coincidence;  the  4th  of  March 
saw  the  beginning  of  his  career,  and  the 
4th  of  March,  19(d,  may  probably  con- 
clude his  official  life  by  his  being  placed 
on  the  retired  list  of  the  navy  by  virtue 
of  age  limit.  Mr.  Hichborn  may  truly 
be  styled  as  a  "self-made"  man.  Be- 
ginning as  an  apprentice  l>iy,  he  has  at- 
tained the  honor  and  rank  of  rear  ad- 
miral and  chief  constructor  of  the  United 
States  navy.  In  :.8o5  he  graduated  from 
the  Boston  high  school  and  shortly  af- 
terward became  indentured  as  ship- 
wright apnrentico  under  the  care  of  the 
late  Melvin  Simmons.  United  States 
navy,  then  mas.er  iSiipwright  of  the 
Boston  navy  yarJ. 

At  the  close  of  five  yeais'  apprentice- 
ship, two  of  whi^h  were  spent  in  theo- 
retical training,  he  received  a  first-claf-s 
certificate  from  the  navy  department. 
From  this  time,  being  free,  began  the 
hard  knocks  and  the  accompanying  ex- 
perience that  have  fitted  him  for  the 
duties  of  the  chief  of  construction  de- 
partment of  the  navy. 

In  1860  he  shin:»ed  as  carpenter  of  the 
clipper  ship  Dashing  Wave,  bound  from 
Boston  to  San  Francisco,  and  after  a 
severe  and  temjiestuous  voyage  of  14:5 
days,  arrived  at  the  Golden  Gate,  Mr. 
Hichborn  was  employed  for  a  few- 
months  bv  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
companv.  after  .vhich  he  secured  work 
as  shipwright  and  draughtsman  under 
the  government  it  the  Mare  Island  navy 
yard.  In  the  short  space  of  two  years 
he  secured  the  position  of  master  ship- 
wright, a  very  responsible  position  for  a 
young  man,  he  hen  being  but  23  years 
of  age.  involving  the  direction  of  a  large 
number  of  men  i  nd  the  complete  control 
of  the  construciion  department  in  the 
absence  of  the  naval  constructor.  In 
1S64  he  was  tendered  the  appointment  of 
assistant  naval  constructor,  United 
States  navy,  but  declined  the  honor,  as 
the  salary  was  much  less  than  that  he 
was  then  receiving.  After  eight  years 
spent  in  California  he  secured  leave  of 
absence  and  ca  ne  home  to  Boston  by 
way  of  Panama,  returning  to  California 
after  a  brief  interval,  where  he  stood  an 
examination  for  the  position  of  assistant 
naval  constructc  r,  securing  his  appoint- 
ment as  such  April  23,  1870,  and  was 
soon  after  ordered  to  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
where  he  remaired  five  years. 

In  1874  he  passed  a  oompelitive  exam- 
ination and  received  his  commission  as 
naval  constriictor  in  April,  1875.  In  the 
latter  part  of  -Jii:;  year  he  was  ordered  to 
the  League  Island  navy  yard,  Philadel- 
nhia,  and  to  his  zeal  the  early  improve- 
ments of  this  yard  are  due.  In  1876, 
while  at  League  Island,  Mr.  Hichborn 
took  a  prominert  part  in  the  centennial 
celebration,  and  while  at  the  navy  yard, 
in  connection  with  other  work,  fitted  out 
the  old  frigate  Constitution  to  carry  f 
goods  to  the  Paris  exposition.  In  1880  he  '■ 
was  made  a  menber  of  the  first  advisory 
board  and  was  i.  member  of  the  board  of 
inspection  and  .'urvey  from  1883  to  1889. 
The  marked  ability  of  Mr.  Hichborn 
caused  his  selection  by  the  secretary  of 
the  navy.  Mr.  Chandler,  in  1884,.  for 
special  duty  abroad  to  make  a  tour  of 
the  navy  yards  of  Europe.  His  report 
of  this  duty  was  so  complete  as  to  sui;- 
prise  the  European  countries,  and  it 
virtually  became  a  text  book  for  the 
naval  constructors  in  the  building  of  the 
earlv  ships  of  our  steel  navy.  On  the 
completion  of  tills  duty  he  was  assigned 
as  naval  constructor  at  the  "Washington 
navy  yard.  anC  also  duty  at  the  navy 
deriartment  as  assistant  chief  of  the 
bureau  of  construction  and  repair,  and 
was  eventually  appointed  as  chief  con- 
structor. United  States  navy,  July  12. 
1893,  with  the  relative  rank  of  commo- 
dore, which,  under  the  personnel  bill, 
was  raised  to  tliat  of  rear  admiral. 

In  May  of  this  year  Mr.  Hichborn 
was  ordered  to  inspect  the  yards  of  the 
Pacic  coast;  to  return,  as  it  were,  after 
the  lapse  of  thirty  years,  t  othe  scene  of 
his  entrance  into  the  navy.  Is  it  to  be 
wondered,  therefore,  that  so  insignificant 
a  card,  recallir.g  the  incidents  of  forty 
years  ago.  should  be  prized?  Thirty 
veara'  senarati  m  from  the  Pacific  coast 
had  not  dimmed  the  memory  of  the  man 
in  the  hearts  c  f  his  old  associates,  and 
his  last  trip  V/est  was  one  continuous 
ovation  from  beginning  to  end. 
Vallejo.  the  scene  of  his  early  Califor- 
nia life,  he  was  welcomed  and  feasted 
bv  his  Masonic  brethren,  and  there  met 
the  master,  no'v  a  man  of  85  years,  who 
first  initiated  him  into  the  mysteries  of 
Free  Masonry  In  the  room  of  this 
lodge  (Naval.  No.  87.  of  Vallejo)  Mr. 
Hichborn  again  stood  in  the  "East, 
where  he  had  nresided  as  worshipful 
master  thirty  years  before.  Again,  at 
the  navy  yard,  the  rear  admiral  s  salute 
cfficially  welcoming  him  to  that  place 
was  lost  on  the  ears  of  old  friends  and 
workmen  who  served  with  him  l«ing  ago 
in  the  heartv  handshake  and  kind  words 
of  their  nresent  chief.  The  trip  to  San 
Francisco  was  made  in  a  special  car  as 
tho  guest  of  Henry  T.  Scott,  president  of 
the  Union  Iron  works.  ,„„.„„„

TiK-  tiuaiil  of  t'tiualizaticii  took  lip  ih-,* 
matlor  uf  a!«!'e»!sins  the  iron  mines  t)f 
the  county  this  morning,  and  when  at; 
adjournment  was  taken  at  l-:30  o'cloek 
ronsideraltle  p;i»grei«s  had  l^een  made,  for 
:\  basis  til  work  upon  had  l>etn  reac-hed 
in  the  shape  of  a  relative  valuation  of 
all  the  iron  properties  in  the  county 
agreed  upon  by  the  representatives  of 
the  leading  companies  in  the  field.  This 
list  was  submitted  to  the  board,  with 
the  request  that  any  ihanares  in  the  val- 
uation of  the  iron  properties  of  the 
tiniiiiy  ]tf  made  h  n-izontally.  based  on  a 
percentage  of  the  values  submitted.  The 
values  of  the  shipping  mmes  are  based 
on  their  estimated  output  annually  for 
the  next  two  years,  and  assessed  at  50 
ctnts  per  ton.  This  the  iron  niir.e  own- 
ers considered  the  most  equitable  melh- 
oft  3t  the  present  thne. 

Now  the  I'oard  has  t'l  consider  what 
percentavr  *  of  a  raise  there  shall  be,  foi 
there  will  be  a  raise  in  the  valuation  of 
the  iron  propt-rties,  and  prol.abl>  one  of 
seme  magnitude.  In  aecovd  with  ih-- 
wishes  of  the  men  interested,  this  raise 
will  W  distributed  equally  over  the  lis;. 
The  list,  which  will  oe  found  below,  in- 
cludes every  known  ore  body  in  the 
county,  according  to  the  in.  n  who  m  •  ' 
it. 

The  board  niiule  elaiioiale  pr-paia- 
lions  for  this  morning's  session,  includ- 
ing the  employment  of  a  stenograjthcr 
to  take  down  the  statements  of  the  r«-p- 
rtsentatives  of  the  iron  interests.  The 
iron  men  present  were  \V.  J.  tncott,  rep- 
resenting thi  Lakf  Superior  Ci>nsolidai- 
ed  Iron  mines;  D.  H.  tia-on.  represent- 
ing the  Minnesota  Iron  company;  Joseph 
Sellwood,  representing  the  .Vmerican 
Mining  company;  T.  F.  Cole  and  VV.  \V. 
Killson.  represent! :!S  the  Olivt-r  inter- 
ests; W.  C.  Agnew,  representing  the 
Mahoning  mine,  and  Harry  Itobert.-. 
re|>resenting  the  Kolierts  Mining  com- 
pany. 

Commissioner  Kugler  suggested  thia 
representatives  be  heard  frun  as  to  ih- 
method  of  procedure,  and  W.  J.  tUcott 
juggested  that  the  represf-nlalives  ad- 
jt  i!in  to  an  upstairs  court  i>Mim  and 
agreee  arnon?  themselves  on  a  relative 
valuation  upon  which  the  board  could 
work.  He  ihousht  no  one  would  be  so 
well  qualifie«l  to  lud'-\.  of  the  relutiv  ■ 
values  of  the  various  proi)erties  as  the 
rt-presentatives  themselves. 

County  Aiiorney  fhelps  asked  if  there 
was  a  fair  reprM^f-ntation  of  the  various 
propertie.^.  and  Mr.  (vlcott  said  there 
was.  The  representatives  then  ad- 
journed to  court  room  No.  ;{.  where  they 
put  in  a  couple  of  hours  discussing  a  list 
tiiai  had  already  »>een  prepared  at  sev- 
t  ral  ni»-ftings  of  the  representatives.  In 
the  mtaniime  John  M.  Thomas  appeared 
to  prott  St  against  an  assessment  of  $1"'.- 
mm  on  the  Williams  mine,  part  of  what 
has  been  known  as  th.-  Xorlh  Cincinn.Ui. 
He  said  that  the  «leposit  there  is  of  low 
grade  >'re,  only  .'.7  per  cnt  metallic  iron, 
i.ud  the  output  is  small.  FJesides  that, 
every  ton  of  it  is  smelUd  in  Uuluth.  an  1 
lh«i.-  is  nc  oih«r  property  of  which  that 
is  true.  The  iMtanl  took  the  matter 
und<r  advisement. 

Shortly  Ixi'i  re  noon  th-  rcpr.senta- 
lives  of  the  ir-tn  interests  returned  and 
r.p. pried  that  they  had  agreed,  and  that 
1).  H.  Bacon  had  heen  appointed  a  con.- 
milte  to  pr^-seiit  the  report.  He  was 
aicompanied  by  Mr.  Col--,  and  the  other 
representatives  left. 

.\lr.  Bacon,  in  presenting  the  report, 
said  that  in  order  to  get  at  the  exact 
value  of  the  iron  properties  it  would  be 
necessary  to  know  how  much  ore  there 
was  in  each,  and  he  had  no  idea  as  to 
that  of  the  properties  undtr  his  control, 
and  still  less  as  to  the  property  of  othf  rs. 
Therefore  the  comtftittee  had  prepared 
a  list,  agreed  upon  at  a  meeting  in  June 
and  corrected  at  subsequf>nt  meetings, 
ba.sed  on  the  estimated  output  of  the 
mines  for  the  coming  year  and  ni-xt 
year.  Th-'  estimates  he  thought  were 
high  enough,  ami  they  were  what  the 
mines  should  be  ai>le  to  put  out  on  a 
good  maikvt  and  with  due  diligence  and 
activity.  The  cost  of  production  and  the 
quality  of  the  ore  had  not  br?n  jon- 
sidered  at  all  in  making  the  valuations. 
but  every  ton  of  estimated  output  had 
been  put  in  at  ."^>  cents.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  when  the  list  was  prepared  the 
mining  men  expeited  to  do  more  than 
they  do  now.  so  the  estirr.-ttes  are  ample. 

There  wa.s  5»ome  tliscussion  of  the 
method  suggested,  and  af  other  meiho  Is 
Mr.  I'helps  aske<l  if  a  tonna^je  tax 
v.ould  not  lie  the  best  method  of  tax- 
ation, and  Mr.  liacon  replied  that  it 
would  lie.  There  would  be  no  o»)jection 
to  a  tonnage  tax  of  2  cents  per  ton. 

There  was  also  some  talk  about  non- 
shipping  properties.  such  as  the 
Kouehtean  pn»perly  that  was  reported 
sold  recently  for  $.".(M).tMM».  This  property 
was  nut  in  at  a  valuation  of  .$4.'i.0t)o, 
and  Commissioner  Kugler  asked  about 
that,  ird  inquired  if  the  county  was  n<U 
l-.-'iing  niont  y  \<y  taxmg  the  property  at 
such   a    hiw    v.tbie. 

Mr.  Colo  rppiied  fh.it  hf*  did  not  think 
so.  As  soon  a?  the  mine  heglno  shipping 
it  besin.'i  to  pay  a  high  tax.  and  in  the 
meantime  the  oie  ib  there.  If  a  tax 
was  levied  at  the  ;~ame  rate  as  a 
.^hipping  mine,  the  mine  would  pay  out 
its  value  in  ta.se.v  liefore  it  began  tn 
ship  if  if  remain' <I  ii'!  lor  any  length 
<'f  time. 

The  tui.iid  ih' I.  .i  ijourned  to  this 
afterno4in.  when  the  discussion  as  to  the 
per  centage  of  increase  was  to  come 
up.  This.  It  was  expecfrd,  would  take 
some  little  time,  thouarb  it  was  iielieved 
possible  that  it  would  1»^  finished  up 
before  adjournment  tonight. 

The  valuations  placed  by  the  iron  in- 
terests t>n  their  projierty  is  .slightly  in 
excess  of  that  i»laeed  upon  it  l>y  the 
asst'ssyrs.  abi.ut  t:.'fH»  ttOrt  more,  and  It  is 
about  |.'.o0.tMM»  more  than  that  of  two 
years  ago.  The  difference,  ho-.vever.  is 
n*  arl.v  made  up  l»y  new  pri»i>erties  that 
have  t»e.  n  plaeed  on  the  tax  rolls,  and 
the  av-'^rage  a-!sessment  per  mine  ha.^ 
been  much  rp>luced.  The  boaril  is  likely 
to  make  a  r\9f  of  at  least  ;ti2,thX»,fMM»  wi 
the  total  viluation  of  the  iron  pro- 
pert  i-^s.

Are  Owned  By  Corporations 
ThatCoilect  From  Rail- 
roads Using  Them. 


It  was  a  happy  thought  when  tCie  board 
of  equalization  began  to  suspicion  ti-at 
the  railroad  bridges  between  here  and 
Superior  had  been  escaping  taxation, 
when  as  a  matter  of  fact  tiiey  were  sub- 
ject to  it.  The  suggestion  came  from 
County  Attorney  Phelps,  and  after  look- 
ing into  it  the  board  has  discovered  that 
the  bridges  are  subject  to  taxation.  TEiey 
will  be  placed  on  the  tax  rolls,  therefore, 
and  will  pay  taxes  the  same  as  other 
property  hereafter.  Not  only  that,  but 
they  will  be  put  on  for  as  many  of  the 
years^that  have  been  lost  as  the  law  al- 
lows, w  hich  is  six  years. 

The  first  suggestion  only  related  to 
the  Xorfhern  Pacific  bridge.  It  was 
stated  that  the  bridge  was  not  owned  by 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad,  but  that 
it  was  in  the  hands  of  a  bridge  company 
which  rented  it  to  the  railroad  company, 
or  charged  t(dls  for  running  trains  over 
it.  If  the  bridge  was  part  of  the  in- 
corporated property  of  the  road,  being' 
used  for  railioad  purposes,  it  would  be 
exempt  from  local  taxation  throug.i  th* 
.gross  earnin.:js  tax  system.  If  it  be- 
longed to  a  separate  corporation,  no  mat- 
ter for  whai  nurpnse  it  was  used,  it 
would  be  subject  to  taxation. 

Upon  looking  the  matter  up  it  was 
found  that  the  bridge  was  owned  by  a 
;irivate  corpt>ration.  It  was  alsn  found 
irat  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  bridge  in 
West  Duluth  was  in  the  same  ondition. 
The  board  theref.;:e  ordered  the^county 
auditor  to  put  both  bridges  un  tCie  ta.x 
tolls  for  six  years  at  its  meeting  yester- 
day, and  he  will  do  so. 

When  he  places  the  property  on  the 
rolls  it  will  ,go  t  >  the  city  assessor  for 
valuation.  II  is  not  known  yet  what  the 
valuation  will  be.  but  a.ssuming  that  it 
is  $50,000  f  ir  the  two  l)ridges,  the  taxes 
for  six  years  would  be  in  the  nei:rhbor- 
hood  of  $8000. 

This  relate.'^,  of  ci'Urst .  only  to  iCie  part 
of  the  bridges  which  is  located  in  Min- 
nesota. The  Superior  authorities  have 
made  the  same  discovery,  and  th?y  will 
go  after  the  Wisconsin  !)orlions  of  the 
bridges.

Scarcity  of  Buttons  and  Knicknacks 
After  Tiiey  LeaYe. 

American  men- j'-war's  men  of  the 
ward  rom.  as  well  as  of  the  fo-c'sle,  like 
to  entertain  their  young  women  friends 
altoard   ship  on   the   home   stations.    If 

they  happen  to  be  "aft"  girls,  the  tem- 
porary guests  and  prizes  of  the  v.ard- 
room  ofRcers,  they  are  generally 
l.ressed  to  remain  aboard  for  a  bit  oi 
luncheon.  A  good  many  young  women 
iialk  at  this  itroposition — not  that  they 
sie  the  slightest  mpropriety  in  it.  i)ut 
liecause  it  is  an  ordeal  even  for  \er.v 
Ini.ght  .girls,  this  luncheon  aboard  an 
.American  man-of-war.  American  giris 
who  have  done  ihidr  bit  of  shii>  visiting 
unite  in  saying  that  they  wish  Ameri- 
can naval  oflicers  hadn't  fallen  into  th"

The  bluejackets 
are  just  as  .generous.  Everv  American 
warship  in  commission  carries  about  ten 
times  the  numlier  of  cap  rib!>ons  ever 
likely  to  lie  required  for  the  use  of  the 
hanging  crews.  These  extra  cap  rib- 
I'ons  are  for  the  girl.s.  They  are  not 
officially  ma<le  for  the  girls,  but  it  is  a.i 
understood  thing  that  the  girls  are  ti 
gel  them.  They  ost  the  officer  or  blue- 
.lackel  who  draws  them  from  the  pay- 
master's stores  15  :enls  each,  liut  if  they 
eo.«i  the  officer  or  liluejacket  $15  each  th'? 
girls  would  get  them  just  the  same. 

Petty  officers  in  our  navy  are  alway- 
shy  on  rating  baJges  for  their  watch 
aims  after  their  .'hip  has  been  invaded 
ny  the  girls.  The  grl  innocently  remarks 
that  the  anchor  or  navr  of  crossed  guns 
r,i  exploding  shell  cr  silver  wheel  on  the 
petty  cdticer's  arm  is  pretty.  She  doesn't 
have  to  say  anything  else.  The  petty 
officer  makes  for  his  ditty  box  for  his 
S'  issors  and  cuts  tae  rating  badge  off  his 
aim  before  the  gi)  I's  eyes  for  her.  Then 
he  has  to  draw  on  the  paymaster  for 
an<.lher  rating  badge.  The  chief  petty 
.•fflcers.  who  wear  brass-'.juttoned  uni-

They  lop  the  buttons  off  their  blouses 
for  the  girls,  and  hen  have  to  stand  by 
foi  more  buttons  at  the  paymaster'.^ 
(  nice.  The  bluejackets  will  give  the 
girls  .mything  they  happen  t^  possess, 
or  dont  hajipen  to  possess,  for  that  mat- 
ter. 

There  was  an  t  iiuii'mcnt  yeoman  on 
board  a  ship  that  visited  the  San  Dic'o 
flower  fiesta  a  few  \ears  ago.  who  fitted 
nut  the  girls  he  escorted  around  his  ship 
with  peculiar  souvenirs.  In  his  store- 
room he  had  a  cruple  of  hundred  old- 
fa.'^hioned  wrist  irons  that  had  done  .1 
lot  of  duty  in  Fqu'lchin.rr  the  tractiotis- 
inss  of  briggpti  .sailors.  A  board  of  sur- 
vey had  been  held,  and  on  these  iron«. 
wliich  were  out  of  date,  and  they  had 
iieen  condemned.  It  was  the  yetonan's 
business  to  turn  them  in  at  a  navy  ya:d 
storeroom  at  ihe  first  opportunit.v.  so 
that  they  could  l)e  officially  thrown  on 
the  dump.  He  made  better  use  of  th^n 
by  giving  them  to  highly  appreciative 
.voung  women,  who  honored  him  with 
their  company  on  visits  about  the  ship.

Kussi.qn  ship  of  war  two  days  after  the 
New  York  girls  began  to  visit  the  czar'« 
vessel,  but  there  vxere  many  scores  of 
Russian  naval  aagijrs  ixanging  by    little

ships  is  the  neckerchief.  The  ITnited 
States  bluejackets  neckerchief  is  a 
handsome  woven  affair  cf  the  finest 
black  silk.  It  costs  the  bluejacket  clos.- 
to  $l..'iO.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  genera! 
unloosening  of  ne."'kerchiefs  whe.n  tic 
youn.g  women  are  aboard,  and  th-- 
skiii])er.  when  he  inspects  his  necker- 
chielless  crew  at  quarters  on  the  f(dlow  - 
ing  morning  before  the  men  have  had 
time  to  draw  neckerchiefs  firm  the  pay- 
masii'r.  doesn't  punish  the  men  for  be- 
ing out  of  uniform.  l)Ut  mutters  some- 
thing of  tin-  iiower  of  beauty.

TALK  BY  SALISBURY. 

Primisr  Speaks  on  tht  Assassina- 
tion of  Humbert. 

I.indim.  July  :!!.— Mivine:  an  address 
t'!  the  queen,  with  reference  to  the  as- 
sa.«!sination  of  King  Humbert  of  Italy, 
the  premier.  Lord  Salisbury,  said  in  the 
house  of  lords  today  th.it  anarhcists  are 
rot  confmed  to  any  one  political  opinion. 
He  said  the  half  century  had  seen  the 
assassination  of  three  presidents  of  re- 
publics and  two  monarchs. 

•It  was  a  fearful  thing,"  Lord  Salis- 
bury saiil.  "to  contemplate  this  depth 
of  human  villainy  Ijeneath  the  smiling 
surface  of  sotiety.  threatening  the  des- 
tinies  of  society  in  the  early  future." 

The  premier  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to 
the  ,;haraeter  of  King  Humbert,  who.  h" 
said,  had  vntlaggingly  worked  for  the 
iienefit  of  his  country  and  petntle.  The 
assassination  of  such  a  man  could  not  be 
ton«idered  private  revenge:  it  was  noth- 
lUix  I'Ut  that  morl)id  thirst  for  rotnriety. 
w  liich  is  the  plague  aad  curse  if  modern 
I  iviliz.ttion.  uhiiii  had  time  and  again 
I.ii  ;ntn  to  the  ci>mmi.«sl.in  of  the  foulest 
crimes,  and  which  threatened  the  very 
existence  of  so.itty  if  it  could  not  l><- 
arrested.  He  did  not  j)ropose  to  speak 
i;I  remedies  for  sueh  a  state  of  things, 
but  hf  had  never  hesitated  toexiiress  his 
own  views  in  that  respect.

He  says  that  the  reports  he  has 
been  receiving  from  the  men  in  charge 
of  his  crops  irKlicate  that  he  will  have  a 
little  more  than  a  half  crop.  This  is- 
much  better  than  he  expected  some  daj's 
ago.  Mr.  Greve  says  that  a  great  deal 
oi  his  land  is  heavier  than  that  in  other 
portions  of  the  Red  River  Valley  coun- 
try, and  he  believes  that  is  the  reason 
his  wheat  has  stood  the  drouth  better 
than  the  grain  in  other  localities.  Mr. 
Greve  was  among  the  sufferers  from  hail 
last  year,  and  he  .says  that  it  is  a  strange 
coincidence  that  those  people  who  lost 
most  from  the  hail  last  year  will  have 
the  best  crops  this  year.

they  will  pay  from  $1.,')0  to  $1.75  a  day 
wages,  work  a  man  from  twelve  to  eight- 
een hours  a  day,  and  then  give  him  in- 
suflicicnt  food.  .Mr.  Grcve  expects  tn 
remain  near  Grand  Forks  until  his  crop, 
which  is  now  being  cut,  is  all  harvt^tad

POWERSSORRY. 


He  Regrelted  Goebers  Kill- 
ing Because  it  Would 
Affect  tlie  Contests. 

Georgetown.  Ky.,  July  31.— Caleb 
Powers,  on  trial  for  alleged  complicity 
in  the  shooting  of  Governor  Goebel,  re- 
sumed the  witness  stand  in  his  own  be- 
half today  and  took  up  the  testimony 
where  he  left  off  yesterday  afternoon. 
The  witness  said  that  on  the  morning  of 
the  assassination  he  was  preparing  to  go 
to  Louisville  to  make  arrangements  for 
bringing  more  pe  ipie  to  Frankfort.  He 
locked  his  office  door,  as  described  by 
Witness  Golden.  At  Lagrange  the  fiarl: 
heard  that  tbiebel  had  been  a.ssassinated 
and  that  the  shot  had  been  fired  from  the 
second  or  third  story  of  the  exc-cutive 
building.     The  witness  continued; 

"I  said  it  was  a  shame  and  outrage, 
and  that  it  would  blight  the  chance  oi' 
a!!  of  us  whose  offices  were  in  contest. 
I  expressed  similar  sentiments  b)  other 
peoDle  that  day.  We  went  on  to  Louis- 
ville, but  as  the  as.sasslnation  of  Mi. 
(Joebel  had  upset  our  political  plans,  we, 
of  course,  abandoned  our  idea  of  bcing- 
ing  more  men  to  Frankfort." 

Witness  said  thjtt  the  statement  .if 
Golden  that  he  spoke  derisively  when 
told  of  the  shooting  was  absolutely 
fal.«e. 

"I  thought  it  my  duty."  he  continued, 
"to  return  to  Frankfort  as  sTon  as  pos- 
sible, and  did  so  that  afterno<in.  I  went 
to  the  executive  building  and  with  my 
key.  the  only  one  I  ever  had  to  the 
office,  unlocked  the  door.  I  found  that 
the  lock  had  been  battered,  and  had 
difficulty  in  getting  the  key  out  of  it.  1 
did  not  take  the  lock  off  and  supplant  it 
with  a  new  one.  as  has  been  stated  in  the 
testimony.  J.  B.  Mathews  put  on  the 
new  lock." 

Powers  said  he  never  heard  any  .sort 
of  violence  talked  of  in  any  of  the  many 
conferences  in  which  he  participated, 
except  in  one  held  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture,  in  which 
Sheriff  Burton,  of  Breckinridge  county, 
talked  in  an  Incendiary  manner  and  was 
reproved    by    witness. 

The  day  after  the  assassination.  Pow- 
ers said,  he  began  an  investigation  to 


learn   from  whence  the  shot  was   fired.  . 
The    newspapers    were    intimating    that 
the  shooting  was  done  from  his  office,  i 
He  employed  a  detective  to  assist  in  the 
investigation.    Powers   continued:  | 

"I  made  no  statement  to  Golden  that 
I  was  satisfied  the  shots  came  from  my 
office,  and  did  not  tell  him  I  was  \ 
thinking  of  going  to  the  common- 
wealth's attorney  to  tell  him  all  I  knew. 
I  did  have  talk  with  Governor  Bradley 
about  going  to  see  Franklin,  but  he  ad- 
vised against  it  and  I  did  not  go." 

Pewers  then  detailed  the  events  im- 
mediately preceeding  the"  arrest  of  him- 
self and  Capt.  Davis.  He  said  his  at- 
torney advised  him  to  make  his  way  to 
the  mountains  and  remain  there  l)efore 
giving  himself  up  for  trial.    Said  he; 

"The  legislature  had  appropriated 
$100,000  for  the  presecution  of  persons 
charged  with  the  crime,  and  I  did  not 
believe  it  was  possible  for  men  to  get 
a  fair  trial  in  Franklin  county.  More- 
over, I  did  not  believe  the  ci\'il  author- 
itiea  there  would  protect  me.  I  did  not 
know  that  I  could  get  a  change  of  venue 
and  these  were  the  reasons  which  sug- 
gested flight  from  Frankfort." 

Of  the  $1300  in  money  in  hi.s  pocket 
at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  $400  was  his 
own  money,  and  $900  of  it  belonged  to 
the  Republican  campaign  fund.  The 
witness  denied  that  he  ever  had  any  one 
<-i  half  a  dozen  or  more  conversations 
with  Wharton  Golden,  about  which  the 
latter  told  on  the  stand  last  week,  and 
denied  that  he  ever  talked  with  hiin  or 
anybody  else  about  the  killing  of  Goeliel 
or  any  other  member  of  the  legislature. 

In  regard  to  the  testimony  of  Robert 
Noakes,  witness  said  he  never  had  a 
conversatian  with  Noakes  in  regard  to 
the  smokeless  powder  cartridges,  and 
never  saw  Noakes  at  Frankfort  Jan.  25, 
when  Noakes  alleged  that  the  witness 
made  so  many  damaging  statements  to 
him.

At  present.  there  is  a 
board  .if  offi<-.  r«c  in  the  Philippines 
makinsr  a  thorough  examin.ition  of  the 
tariff,  and  it  is  said  that  a  revision  will 
l»e  recommended  by  this  l>oard.  which 
will  correct  the  technical  irregularities 
as  well  as  make  changes  in  the  interest

Washington.  Aug.  1.— The  safety  of  the 
ministeis  at  Pekin,  being  temporarily 
assured,  the  atlentiim  of  the  government 
is  now  being  directed  towards  two  ob- 
jects; first,  to  effect  the  permanent 
safety  of  the  ministers  by  bringing  them 
away  from  Pekln,  and  second,  to  hasten 
the  advance  on  the  Chinese  capital. 
The  Chinese  government  is  employing 
every  device,  diplomatically,  to  prevent 
the  forward  movement  of  the  interna- 
tional column.  Li  Hung  Chang  is  the 
main  reliance  to  encompass  this  pur- 
pose, but  he  is  hampered  by  the  olituse- 
ness  of  the  Pekin  officials.  Our  govern- 
ment is  willing  to  render  such  assistance 
as  it  propeily  can,  but  it  must  l^e  upon 
the  terms  already  laid  down.  It  is  said 
there  that  the  one  possible  means  of 
stopping  the  forward  movement  of  the 
column  within  the  reach  of  the  Chinese 
government,  is  an  instant  compliance 
with  the  first  of  the  demands  of  the 
powers,  namely,  that  the  ministers  no 
put  in  free  communication  with  their 
governments. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  Pekin 
authorities  that  they  send  an  embassy 
immediately  to  Tien  Tsin.  clothed  with 
full  authority  to  deal  with  the  situation 
and  be  given  unlimited!  power  to  atford 
reparation  for  the  injuries  inflicted  upon 
the  internationals.  If  this  is  preceeded 
by  the  release  of  the  ministers  from 
siege,  there  is  a  possil>ility  that  the  pow- 
ers, temporarily,  will  suspend  tht  mili- 
tary movement,  which  may,  in  the  end, 
be  "rendered  unnecessary  if  the  embassy 
meets  the  demands  of  Europe  and  Am- 
erica.

Aug.  1.— The  Chinese 
minister  called  at  the  state  department 
early  today  and  presented  to  Secretary 
Hay  some  of  the  latest  correspondence 
t*iat  has  passed  between  Li  Hung  Chang 
and  the  imperial  Chinese  government. 
The  minister's  disjiatch  states  that  on 
the  19th  instant  Li  Hung  Chang  and 
several  of  the  most  influential  viceroys 
memorialized  the  emperor  to  extend 
protection  to  all  foreigners  in  Pekin  and 
elsewhere  in  China.  The  reply  to  this 
memorial  was  delayed  for  some  time, 
and  the  vif  croys  presented  another  peti- 
tion asking  that  the  ministers  should 
either  be  given  safe  escort  from  Pekin, 
or  that  free  communication  should  be 
opened  between  them  and  their  govern- 
ments. 

The  reply  to  this  lai?t  memorial  has 
not  been  received,  but  after  its  dispatch 
by  the  viceroys  Li  Hung  Chang  received 
an  answer  to  the  first  memorial,  in  which 
the  emneror,  by  imperial  edict,  ordered 
all  loyal  Chinese  to  protect  foreigners  in 
tSie  emniic.  ,    . 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  dispatch  from 
Li  HungCnaug  presented  to  Secretary Ha>. 
It  was  received  bv  Ministt  r  Wu  last  night 
from  the  Chinese  minister  in  London: 

"Just  received  a  telegram  from  Pao 
Tung-Fu  of  the  sixth  moon.  23d  day  (Jul> 
13),  that  the  privv  council  had  that  day  re- 
ceived an  imperial  edict  as  follows:  . 

"  "We  have  received  the  memorial  of  Lit 
Hung  Chang  and  others  importuning  us  to 
save  and  protect  the  ministers  of  the  var- 
ious nations.  Now  that  the  ministers  are 
all  safe  and  well  and  Li  Hung  Chang  is 
directed  to  wire  to  Yang  Yu  and  others 
that  thev  may  inform  the  respective  sec- 
retaries for  foreign  affairs  accordingly. 
Respect  this."  ,    ,      ,. 

"This  telegram  has  been  delayed  in  its 
transmission.  The  other  day  1  and  other 
viceroys  sent  a  ioiiU  memorial  rc<iupstlng 
that  the  different  miiiisters  b?  escorttnl  out 
of  Pekln,  or  that  they  tirst  be  enabled  to 
freely  communicate  by  letter  or  wire  with 
their  resi>ective  governments.  Communl- 
f-ate  this  to  Minister  Yang,  at  St.  Peters- 
berg;  Minister  Yu  at  Paris  and  Minister 
Wu  at  Washington,  for  them  to  inlorm 
.secretaries  for  foreign  affairs."

Reinforcements  are  arriving 
daily.  

RUSSIANS  KEPT  BUSY. 

Chinese  Around  Port  Arthur  Occupy 
the  Muscovites. 

St.  Petersburg.  .\ug.  1.— Official  dis- 
patches from  the  far  East  continue  to 
show  that  Russian  military  commanders 
there  have  all  they  can  do  to  cope  with 
armed  Chinese  in  the  territory  adjacent 
to  Pent  Arthur.  Russian  deta<hments 
(ire  seeking  to  disarm  native  st»ldiers 
who  are  in  the  neutral  zone,  contrary 
to  treaty  stipulations. 

Fighting  has  occurred  in  various  parts 
of  the  Liao-Tung  peninsula.  One  <le- 
lachment  was  twice  attacked  by  im- 
perial troops,  clad  as  civilians  and  with 
their  military  badges  concealed  by  their 
cartridge  boxes. 

SBARETTI  IS  COMINB, 

The   Bishop  of  Havana  Will  Visit 
Washington. 

Washington,  Aug.  1.— A  letter  received 
here  from  Bishop  Sbaretti,  of  Havana. 
Cuba,  indicates  that  he  will  visit  W^ash- 
ington  in  a  short  time,  probably  next 
month.  The  bishop  has  not  been  in  this 
city  since  last  February,  when  conse- 
crated here.

pastor  of  the  church  of  Our  Lady  of 
Viaories.  Father  Fabris,  when  he 
was  questioned  today,  said  he  diji  not 
remember  the  m?  n  Bresci;  certainly 
that  he  had  never  >vritten  any  letters  to 
him. 

ANARCHiSTS_ARRESTED. 

Two  of  Them  Traveled  From  Hero 
With  Bresci. 

Rome,  Aug.  1.— In  the  course  of  his  ex- 
amination yesterday,  Bresci  did  not  deny 
that  he  had  been  designated  to  assassin- 
ate King  Humbert.  It  is  now  believed 
here  that  the  crime  was  arranged  in 
Paterson,  N.  J. 

A  man  named  Salvatore  Qulntaval'd, 
who  returned  from  the  United  States 
with  Bresci  and  accompanied  him  to  an 
anarchist  meeting  in  Paris,  has  been 
arrested  at  Rio  Merina.  on  the  island  of 
Elba.  The  police  found  on  him  letters 
and  photographs  of  anarchists.  Anton 
Lanner,  who  accompanied  Bresci  from 
the  United  States,  has  been  arrested  at 
Ivrea.  In  conseqt  ence  of  these  arrests 
the  belief  of  the  ?xistence  of  a  plot  is 
increasing. 

Parliament  has  been  summoned  to 
meet  Aug.  6.  It  is  stat«l  that  Queen 
Margherita  will  retire  to  Striaw  to  live 
with  her  mother. 

The  clergy  of  Wonza  and  throuptiout 
Italy  are  holding  memorial  services  to- 
day. Great  excitement  is  reported  at 
Milan.  The  troops  are  in  readiness  Ht 
their  barracks  to  j>revent  a  disturbance. 
A  score  of  prominent  anarchists  have 
been  arrested.  The  police  are  active  and 
other  arrests  are  exoected.

The  minis- 
ters met  their  majesties  at  the  railway 
station. 

IS  SEJZEO. 


St.  Paul,  Aug.  1.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  supreme  court  today,  by- 
unanimous  vate.  upheld  the  validity  of 
the  new  St.  Paul  charter,  which  was 
adopted  at  the  last  election  under  the 
provisions  of  the  new  law  permitting 
the  formulation  and  adoption  of  new 
city  charters.  The  case  was  that  of  ex- 
Chief  of  Police  Getchell.  who  had  been 
removed  by  the  police  commission,  and 
opposed  his  removal  on  the  ground  that 
the  new  charter  was  invalid. 

It  was  claimed  that  the  enabling  act 
was  special  legislation  and  therefore  un- 
constitutional. Had  this  contention  been 
upheld  by  the  court,  the  new-  Duluth  city 
charter  would  also  have  been  declared 
invalid.  , 

The  Duluth  charter  is  still  before  the 
court  on  another  point  that  mu.st  be  de- 
cided before  it  can  go  into  effect— the 
question  whether  a  sufficient  number  of 
votes  w-ere  cast  in  its  favor.

The  present 
feeling  of  the  Italian  leaders  is  best  ex- 
pres.sed  by  a  statement  by  Y.  P.  Cambria, 
I'resident  of  the  United  Italian  societies, 
of  this  city.     Signor  Cambria  .said: 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
the  assas.sination  of  King  Humbert  \\.is 
plotted  here.  By  that  I  mean  not  only 
in  tkie  Italian  c  dony  in  this  city,  but  in 
the  great  settlement  of  our  people 
around  New  York  haibor.  What  makes 
me  think  more  than  anything  el.se  th.-t 
the  anarchists  among  us  are  qrganized 
and  have  chosen  men  fnun  among  them- 
.selves  to  put  their  murderous  plans  into 
execution  was  anarchistic  innuendo 
which  I  discovered  today.  It  was  only 
one  of  thousands  of  such  circulars  which 
are  being  thrown  abroad  broadcast 
among  our  people.  It  was  printed  on 
the  press  of  an  incendiary  organ  of  an- 
archists in  Hoboken.  the  editor  of  which 
is  said  to  have  been  an  Intimate  fiiend 
f^)f  Bresci.  The  circulai-  first  assailed  the 
Italian  newspapers  which  have  mourned 
the  death  of  the  king.  It  raiied  against 
any  .sentiment  of  sorrow  and  ridiculed 
all  show  of  symn:itihy.  Lastly,  it  openly 
denounced  the  dead  king,  rejjlced  In  his 
taking  off,  and  named  his  a.ssassin  a 
hero. 

"It  will,  accordingly,  be  our  purpose 
to  riurs:e  oin*  settlement  of  such  an  ele- 
ment as  is  represented  by  this  circular. 
It  will  be  our  first  step  to  appeal  to  the 
police  for  their  help,  and  failing  in  glut- 
ting it,  we  will  take  the  matter  into  our 
own  hands"

RIDPATH  IS  DEAD. 

Historian  Succumbs  to  a  Complica- 
tion of  Diseases. 

New  York,  Aug,  1.— John  Clark  Rid- 
pa'th,  the  historian,  died  in  the  Presby- 
terian hospital  at  5:30  o'clock  last  even- 
ing from  a  complication  of  diseases.  He 

had  been  a  Datient  in  the  hospital  since 
April  26. 

John  Clark  Ridpath,  LL.D..  was  born 
in  Putnam  county.  Ind.,  in  April.  1841. 
He  was  graduated  from  Asbury  (now 
Depauw)  In  1863,  taking  first  honors. 
After  sei-ving  as  principal  of  an  academy 
at  Thorntown,  Ind.,  and  as  superinten- 
dent of  public  schocds  at  Lawrenceburg, 
he  was  called  in  1S69  to  t!he  chair  of  Eng- 
lish literature  at  Depauw.  He  was  trans- 
ferred later  to  the  chair  of  history  and 
political  philosophy. 

In  1875  he  published  his  first  book, 
"Academic  History  of  the  United 
States."  In  1S76  he  published  his  popular 
history  of  the  Fnited  States  and  after- 
ward "TCne  Life  and  Work  of  James  A. 
Oarrteld."  Hi.s  "Cyclopaedia  of  Univer- 
sal Hi.story"  was  published  in  1885. 
Among  his  later  works  are  "Life  and 
Work  of  James  G.  Blaine."  "Great  Races 
of  Mankind  '  and  "The  Life  and  Times 
of  William  K.  Gladstone."  He  was  editor 
of  the  Arena  1S97-S. 

At  the  time  of  the  historian's  death 
his  wife  and  sjn.  S.  E.  Rid;iath,  were 
at  the  bedside.  The  body  was  later  re- 
moved from  the  !-.ospital. 

The  liody  will  be  tak^n  to  New  Castle, 
Ind.,  the  historian's  late  home,  where 
funeral  services  will  be  held.  There 
will  be  no  funeral  service  in  this  city.

REPORT  OF  EVANS. 

Annual  Statement  of  Pensioners  on 
the  Roils. 

Washiiulon.  Aug.  1.  —The  forlhjoming 
annual  report  of  Commlssicmer  of  Pen- 
sions Evans  will  show  a  grand  total  cd' 
993,528  pensioners  cm  the  rolls  on  July  1 

last.  The  figures  on  which  the  report 
will  be  based  are  now  complete  and 
ready  for  incorporation  in  the  repent. 
They  show  that  on  July  1.  1S99,  there 
were  991, ."d9  pensioners  on  the  rolls. 
During  the  year  40,645  original  pensions 
were  granteil,  and  4699  names  were  re- 
stored to  the  rolls.  To  offset  these,  43,334 
names  were  dropped  from  the  rolls  dur- 
ing the  year,  intduding  35,809  by  reason 
of  deaths.  909  by  remarriages  of  pension- 
ers, and  5615  for  other  causes,  leaving 
the  total  number  on  the  roll  at  the  first 
of  this  month  993.528,  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  2010  pensioners  for  the  year. 
The  number  of  claims  of  all  kinds  ]jend- 
ing  July  1.  1900.  was  437,104,  against  477,- 
239  on  July  1,  1899. 

The  report  shows  a  total  of  260,797 
names  dropped  during  the  six  years 
cndeil  June  30.  of  which  193,104  were  be- 
cause of  deaths.

FIGHTING  NOT  OVER 


DeWei   and  Botlia  Are  to 

Be  Reclconed  Witli 

Yet. 


New  York,  Aug,  1.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Triliune  from  Londcm  says:  The  cam- 
paign in  South  Africa  is  now  closely 
connected  with  China,  for  the  speedy 
surrender  of  the  Boers  will  enable  the 
British  government  to  take  a  more  de- 
cisive line  in  the  impending  conllict  than 
it  has  'oeeii  following.  There  is  trooabl^ 
no  truth  in  the  current  report  that  Lord 
Rolterts  has  telegraphed  to  Lord  Lans- 
downe  that  the  war  will  be  speedily 
brought  to  an  end,  for  the  war  office  has 
a  remaikable  talent  for  keeping  secrets, 
and  L.  rd  licdieris  is  not  in  the  habit  uf 
fi  ieca.sting  events.  Tht  re  is,  however,  a 
strong  conviction  among  the  members  of 
parliament  that  the  close  of  hostilities  is 
in  sight. 

Only  about  1000  burghers,  with  a 
single  .gun,  aie  reported  oincially  as  hav- 
ing surrendered  to  Ge.i.  Hunter  in  the 
Caledon  valley,  but  the  Hurrismith  and 
\  lede  commandoes  will  proliably  be 
brought  in.  with  the  remaining  artillery. 
The  number  of  prisoners  is  not  likely  to 
exceed  3000,  since  there  are  many  deser- 
tions. Tlie  collapse  of  the  Free  Slate 
forces  will  l)e  complete  when  Gen.  De 
Wet  and  Mr.  Steyn  are  surnainded  and 
compelled  to  surrender,,  and  to  Gen. 
Potha  has  been  credited  the  intention  of 
giving  up  the  fight  when  his  allies  are 
dispersed. 

J.,(nd  Rcdierts  has  recalled  Gen.  Hamil- 
ton's column  to  Pretoria,  either  to  rein- 
force C(d.  Broad  wood  or  to  relieve  Gen. 
I'adcn-Powell.  and  Ge.i.  French  is  either 
halting  at  Middleburg,  until  Kedver.s 
P.uller  can  send  a  divisitm  northward 
through  Rrmelo,  oi-  is  pushing  on  to 
Koomattipoort. 

Gen.  l>aden-Pov-ell  and  L«Trd  Melhueii 
have  an  enemy  in  con.'iderable  force  to 
fight  west  of  Pretoria,  and  <len.  De  Wet 
is  dangerrus  until  he  is  caught,  but  there 
is  a  clearing  prospect  for  a  speedy  close 
of  hostilities  in  the  Transvaal  and  Ihr- 
release  of  a  large  army  for  service  in 
China. 

Whatever  may  be  the  view  of  the  state 
de|)ariment  at  Washin.gton.  the  official- 
heie  are  convinced  that  the  Chinesf  gov- 
ernment, under  the  guise  of  protection 
offered  to  the  legations,  is  seeking  t  » 
hold  back  the  allied  forces  until  terms 
of  peace  can  i)e  .settled  on  a  basis  Ol 
financial  indemnities.  The  legations  will 
be  exfiosed  to  an  altack  from  regular 
troops,  or  from  the  Bo^jers.  if  the  allied 
army  advances  from  Tien  Tsin.  The 
Chinese  have  600  hi-stages,  whose  blood 
will  be  declared  to  be  on  the  heads  o' 
the  advanein.g  battalions,  and  h'^nce  il 
will  be  dangerous  for  an  army  to  match 
on  Pekin  until  the  i'oreigneis  have  been 
delivered  frcmi  their  critical  posi'iien.

The  Duluth  board  of  trade  today  re- 
ceived no  quotations  from  the  Chacago 
market.  There  was  not  a  Chicago  pric 
of  any  kind,  on  wheat,  oats,  corn,  rye, 
llax,  barley,  pork  or  anything  eise  re- 
celvtd.  Notwithstanding  that  Hie  Duluth 
board  of  trade  was  doing  business  and 
while  trading  was  not  very  active  it  was 
as  good  as  it  was  yesterday,  indicating" 
that  it  was  not  affected  very  much  by 
the  absence  of  Chicago  quotations. 

A  curious  condition  was  prc-senied.  The 
prt^ate  wire  houses,  B.  E.  Baker  and 
Weare  Commission  company  had  all  tne 
Chicago  quotations,  but  the  Duluth  board 
of  trade  had  none.  The  result  was  that 
when  Chicago  quotations  were  wanted  the 
members  had  to  consult  blackboards  oi 
these  houses. 

The  i^vllii!;  nn  the  Duluth  board  is  very 
Independent  in  spilt  of  the  cutting  off  of 
the  quotations.  The  Duluth  men  are 
making  no  effort  to  get  the  quotat.ons  and 
say  that  when  Chicago  gets  ready  to  send 
the  quotations  she  can  do  so.  In  the 
meantime  the  business  will  go  elsewhere. 

The  raiding  of  the  bucket  shops  in  Chi- 
cago yesterday  wa.-  a  wholesale  proceed- 
ing, and  was  made  without  much  dis- 
crimination according  to  a  Duluth  grain 
man  who  returned  from  there  this  morn- 
ing. He  was  walking  along  the  street  and 
met  another  man  with  whom  he  stopped 
to  talk.  It  was  windy  and  they  stepped 
into  a  bucket  shop  door  while  they  talked. 
Thev  had  lust  finished  and  barely  stepped  |  November 
out  "when  the  police  dashe<l  up  and  pulled  December 
the  whole  place  and  everybody  in  it.  One 
of  the  leiidlng  wholesale  men  of  Chicago 
had  just  stepped  Into  a  place  to  speak  to  a 
man  he  saw  in  there  when  the  place  was 
pulled  and  he  was  hustled  off  to  the  Po- 
lice station.

No  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  Quota- 
tions by  Tbsm. 

Chicago,    Aug.    1.— The    gold    and    stocL 
tickers  gave  no  board  of  trade  quotation^- 
on   grain   and   provisions    today,    and   ex- 
changes in  other  cities  and  many  bucket 
shops  had   to  depend  on  other  means  to 
secure  the  ciuotations.   Instead  of  Chicago  i 
(luutatlt.-ns,    the    tickers   handled    the   fluc- 
tuations   of    the   New    Y'ork.    Minneapolis, 
Duluth.  St.  Luuis  and  other  markets.  Local 
cimmlssiun    houses    with    board  of   trade 
connections  were  supplied  with  quotations 
bv  the  new  Clciveland  TeJegrajih  company, 
wiiich   is   under   contract    with    the   board  ! 
of   trade   to   handle    its   quotations   exclu-  j 
slvely    in    Chicago    igid    to    furnish    them  1 
enlv    to    bona    fide    c-ommisslon    houses. 

The  Milwaukee  exchange  was  supplied 
with  Chicago  ciuotations  over  the  wires 
of  the  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  Telegraph 
company,  and  the  Detroit  chamber  of  com- 
merce was  supplied  by  one  of  its  members 
having  a  seat  on  the  Chicago  board.  The 
Kansas  and  St.  Louis  exchanges  did 
not  blackboard  Chicago  ciuotations.  but 
used  the  prices  of  the  New  York  market. 
The  shutting  out  of  the  bucket  shops  and 
manv  outside  markets  apparently  did  not 
have  much  effect   on   local  trading. 


Yesterday  marked  the  close  of  the  crop 
year  of  the  Du  uth  board  of  trade.

Several  Companies  Negotiate 

Sales  of  Lumber— Knox 

Mill  Closed  Down. 

There  has  bec^n  some  stir  this  week 
in  the  local  lumber  market  and  three 
sales  are  reported.  The  largest  sale  was 
by  Alger-Smith  company,  of  4.000,000 
feet  of  No.  4  boards.  Meriil  &  Ring 
have  disjM.sed  of  1.500,000  feel  of  No.  2 
and  better,  and  Peyton,  Kimball  &  Bar- 
ber have  i)iactically  closed  a  deal  for 
the  sale  of  500.000  feet  .jf  Norway.  Each 
of  the  companies  making  the  sales  claim 
to  be  in  the  dark  as  to  the  prices  re- 
ceived from  the  sales  of  the  other^  aiid 
none  will  give  out  any  figures.  It  is 
claimed  that  even  the  agents  through 
whom  the  sales  were  made  do  not  know 
the  price  paid. 

Report  has  reached  this  city  that  the 
Knox  mill  at  Ely  has  been  forced  to  ; 
close  down  on  account  of  loy  water  and  j 
the  piospects  are  that  it  will  not  be  in  1 
operation  again  this  fall.  The  Knox  j 
Lumber  company  has  about  nine  million 
feet  of  logs  in  the  river  two  miles 
above  the  mill,  but  the  water  is  so  low 
that  it  is  impossible  to  get  them  over 
the  rapids.  It  is  said  that  a  very  heavy 
and  continued  rain  will  be  necessary  to 
alleviate  conditions  there. 

The  Sturgeon  River  Lumber  company 
suffered  from  forest  fires  Monday  of 
this  week.  All  the  company's  camps 
about  four  miles  from  Mesaba  were 
wiped  out  by  the  conflagration.  The 
camps  were  not  in  operation,  and  but 
one  man  was  kept  there  to  look  after 
them.  The  company  l«>st  considerably 
in  sleighs  and  camp  equipment,  as  the 
fire  made  a  clean  sweep.

WANT  NO^POLES. 

Citizsnson  Residance  Streets  Ob- 
ject fo  Them  For  Fire  Alarm. 

Lcjud  and  strt  niious  ohjcetions  .'ire 
made  by  prominent  citizens  and  heavy 
taxpayers,  against  the  city's  placing 
new  fire  alarm  and  police  tele- 
phone poles  on  residence  streets  and 
avenues. 

Some  time  ago  the  council  instructed 
the  b:"ard  of  fire  commissioners  to  re- 
move the  system  from  the  pole.«  of  the 
Duluth  Telephone  <  ompany  to  those  of 
the  Zenith  City  Telephone  company. 
This  is  now  being  done  at  an  exiK-nse 
that  will  run  at  least  $.5000  before  it  is 
completed  and  the  city  is  compelled  to 
pla:e  between  350  and  400  new  pdes  in 
parts  of  the  city  where  the  Zenith  lines 
do  not  extend;  from  the  Zenith  poles 
in  the  alleys  to  the  fire  alarm  boxes  and 
uhere  the  Zenith  poles  are  lower  than 
the  electric  light  wires.  Then  there  is 
a  large  expense  in  I'Urchasing  new  wire 
and  the  lalwr. 

The  actual  work  of  erecting  the  new 
poles  has  not  l>egun  but  a  number  of 
poles  have  been  distributed  along  the 
residence  portion  of  East  Second  street, 
and  this  has  occasioned  much  anxiety 
on  the  part  of  the  city.  A  delegation 
of  citizens  called  on  the  city  officials 
this  morning  and  protested  against  put- 
ting any  more  pedes  on  the  streets  and 
avenues  and  the  chief  informed  them 
that  in  some  instances  it  would 
he  im  possible  to  acceed  to  their 
request.",  as  there  was  abso- 
lutely no  way  in  which  th  placing 
of  poles  on  the  streets  could  lie  avoided, 
but  the  department  would  keep  «he  new 
Imes  in  the  alleys  so  far  as  possible.

The  particular  case  complained  """f  i^ 
that  the  road  is  furnishing  gravel  to 
the  Peave.v  Terminal  for  the  new  annex 
v.hich  is  being  built  on  the  bay  front 
here.  The  gravel  is  said  to  come  from 
a  piece  of  railroad  land  a  few  miles 
beyond  Carlton.  The  dealers  affected 
by  the  c:-ompetition  claim  the  road  has  no 
right  to  compete  with  private  interests 
in  that  way  unless  the  land  goes  on  th: 
tax  rolls.

WHEAT  PRICE. 

Duluth  and  Minneapolis  Els- 

vators  Said  to  Be  the 

Great  Bears. 

The  price  of  wheat  is  a  mystery  to  llic- 
nn-n  who  are  st  thorouglily  convinced  that 
prices  ought  to  be  higher  for  it  keeps  go- 
ing down  and  down  as  easily  as  though 
the  way  was  greased.  There  was  some 
littb-  speculation  yesterday  among  trad- 
ers here  as  ti  wlic-ther  the  Sc-i>temb«  r 
price  would  ge  down  to  75  c-ents  and  the 
opinion  was  qi  ite  general  that  it  would. 
It  elo.sed  yesterday  at  76%  cents.  Tie 
movement  of  wheat  into  the  winter  wheat 
markets  is  generally  beiieve<l  to  be  r<-- 
sponsible  for  the  decline,  for  it  is  diflic  uit 
to  sustain  a  market  In  the  face  of  heavy 
wheat  receipts.  The  » 'hie-ago  Times-Her- 
ald in  its  review  of  the-  market  at  the- 
opening  of   this  week  says: 

"The  Northv.'esl  continues  to  funii:-b 
many  c>f  the  leasi'us  feu-  the  weakness, 
the  territeiry  over  wh'ch  the  rest  of  the 
world  worried  in  June  aiiil  on  the  scoi.

prices  .so  astonishingly.  It  Is  a  figure  ed" 
speech  to  sav  :hat  the  Northwest  Is  fur- 
nishing the  "beir  arguments.  The  whe.n 
grower  of  the  Dakotas  is  heard  occasion- 
aliv  to  pipe  that  his  crop  has  been  lost 
unci  that  then,  has  been  little  recovery. 
But  the  eleviitor  interests  of  the  D;'kut:is 
and  Minnesota  have  been  roarng  In  chorus 
that  the  crop  losses  had  been  exaggerated 
aii'l  that  the  recovery  had  bc-en  of  a 
miraculous  kind.

There  has 
been  a  larce  Southwestern  movement,  a.- 
most  1.300.000  bushels  at  Kansas  City  la<=t 
week  and  aln-ost  1.200.000  bushels  at  St. 
Louis  And  it  is  as  true  down  thev.  jis 
up  North,  that  the  man  who  mov.  s  tee- 
eron   desires    above    all    things    to    buy    it 

"The  foreign  crop  news  nas  been  gen- 
erallv  favorab'e.  and  the  foreign  deic.an.i 
from  Russia  has  been  hurrying  wheat  to 
market:  the  Danube  has  been  doinjr  t,.e 
same,  and  Arrentina  has  been  exporting 
half  as  much  as  America  each  we°K 
There  has  be*  n  of  'ate  the  exnectntion 
of   large   August   cash    wheat    dellvc-rb-s. 


"The  speculator  has  been  ceimpeiled  te> 
realize  every  now  and  then  that  his  wh-.-at 
advance  was  anticipatory,  that  there  was 
nowhere  any  presejit  scarcity,  that  the 
spring  wheat  loss  was  on  a  cro])  not  ready- 
to  be  harvested,  anci  that  the  reserves  and 
the  new  winter  wheat  mo\emenl  would 
put  off  any  actual  pinch  in  supplb-s  fur 
months. 

"Tills  wh-'lo  oear'sb  c<.t»  bination  lia-* 
been  more  than  the  wheat  tjull  has  been 
able  to  withstand.  He  Is  disposed  nuw  to 
wait  until  the  winter  wheat  movement  has 
culminated  and  until  the  early  spring 
wheat  m)vtnient  of  Its  smallne-ss  demon- 
strates the  reality  of  the  Northwestern 
.scarcity.  This  will  be  some  time  next 
month.  In  August,  unless  there  Is  new 
discouragemeni.  the  wheat  bull  will  assay 
another  mo\  e  for  higher  prices.  By  thi.s 
time  there  will  be  less  to  assume  and 
more  of  demonstrated  fact.  If  the  govern- 
ment Aug.  10  does  not  appreciably  Increase 
Its  spring  wheat  percentage,  55.2.  there 
will  be  less  heard  of  that  marvelous 
Northwest   recovery.  ' 

The  crop  report  for  North  Dakota  for 
the  week  ending  Monday  Is  a-s  follows: 

"Generally  dry.  hot  weather  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  past  week,  which  has 
matured  grain  rapidly.  While  light  scat- 
tered showers  have  fallen  In  sections,  the 
rainfall  has  not  been  enough  to  do  any 
good,  with  the  exception  of  that  which 
fell  In  Traill  county,  but  it  was  accom- 
panied bv  hail  that  was  so  severe,  that  m 
addition  to  totally  destroying  all  vegeta- 
tiejn  In  Its  path,  it  also  •lestroyeu  build- 
ings, and  In  at  least  one  instance,  human 
life. 

"Wheat  harvest  Is  well  under  way  In 
all  sections  except  the  neirtlurn;  It  is 
generally  too  short  to  be  cut  with  bind- 
ers or  headers,  and  a  great  deal  of  it  is 
being,  mowed  and  raked  up  afterwards. 
The  grade  of  what  has  been  harvested  Is 
gocKl,  but  no  reports  of  a  yield  of  more 
than  four  bushels  per  acre  have  been  re- 
ceived. Oats  are  also  being  cut.  as  Is  bar- 
lev,  but  the  yield  Is  light  in  both  cases. 
Flax  seems  to  have  deteriorated  during 
the  past  week,  and  reports  of  its  being 
dried  up  and  blighted  are  more  numefous 
than  the\  have  b(»en  before  this  season. 
Plowing  under  of  grain  still  continues, 
fiax  now  being  acPled   to  the  list. 

"Corn  and  potatoes  are  generally  doln^j 
well,  but  they  .ire  In  need  of  rain,  ilayliig 
is  In  progress  with  a  poor  yit-ld  in  all  sec- 
tions." 
The  Minnesota  report  is  as  follows: 
"Light  rains  fell  In  southern  counties 
Julv  2:{.  north  of  the  Minnesota  valle.v 
Julv  27  and  in  the  extreme  southeast  July 
2S.  "There-  were  heavy  local  rains  in  Beck- 
er and  Hubbard  counties  July  27.  Severe 
hail  storms  oecurre>l  July  27  In  seiuttiern 
Polk,  parts  of  Norman,  eastern  Clay 
and  western  Becker  counties,  which 
e  aused  a  gr»-at  deal  of  .lamage  to  standing 
grain.  There  have  bt^^n  no  excfssively 
high  temperatures  during  the  week.  High 
winds  Julv  27  shelled  some  ripe  grain. 

"On  the  whole  the  werck  has  been  very 
favorable  for  work  in  the  harvest  llclda 
in  all  parts  of  the  state.  Much  of  the 
spring  wheat  Is  in  shock  in  .southern 
counties,  and  harvest  is  begun  in  the  ex- 
treme north.  Barley  Is  ripe,  and  Its  out- 
ling  in  central  anel  southern  poriieens  is 
further  advanced  than  is  the  wheat  har- 
vest; much  of  the  barley  is  In  stack.  The 
oat  crop  Is  generally  poor;  large  areas  of 
*>ats  have  be-eii  cut  for  hay.  and  a  goo«l 
deal  has  been  harvested,  but  as  the  stools 
.seem  to  be  heading  well,  many  farmers 
are  waiting  for  them  to  ripen  oefore  cul- 
ling the  crop. 

"  "Earlv  fiax  Is  rijienlng  and  a  little 
has  been  cut.  The  straw  of  all  grains  Is 
very  short,  ami  thin  on  the  ground  north 
of  the  Minnesota  valley  .and  many  head- 
e-rs  are  used  to  cut  the  wheat  instead  of 
binders,  which  cannot  gatlier  the  short 
straw  without  considiiable  loss,  and  some 
barlev  has  been  mo-«n  and  stacked  loose. 
The  wheat  heads  have  filb^d  well,  with 
an  excellent  quantity  of  grain.  Stacking  is 
being  done  where  the  harvest  Is  over,  and 
a  little  harvesting  is  begun,  the  first  spring 
wheat  being  threshed  July  27  in  Redwcjod 
county,  .       ,    ^ 

"Se-me  of  the  barley  Is  dl.^colored.  Corn. 
potatoes,  late  flax,  late  grass  and  forage 
crops  are  growing  wcdl. "

CJovcrnor  Roosevelt  has  denied  that 
Mark  ^nna  and  Tom  Plat  have 
severely  criticised  the  speech  that  he 
recently  delivered  at  St.  Paul  because 
of  certain  things  It  contained.  The 
denial  is  hardly  necessary.  There  was 
nothing  in  that  speech  which  could  be 
criticised.  It  did  not  contain  a  single 
argument — at  least  no  one  has  discover- 
ed any  up  to  the  present  date. 

On  the  money  question,  for  instance. 
Governor  Roosevelt  was  very  explicit. 
"There  is  little  need  to  argue  against 
free  silver  now,"  and  when  "Teddy" 
says  so.  who  shall  deny  it! 

But  perhaps  Mark  may  have  objected 
to  the  very  positive  position  the  vice 
presidential  candidate  took  on  the  ques- 
tion of  Imperialism,  listen  to  his  bold 
declaration: 

"Now  as  to  expansion.  It  hardly 
seems  worth  while  to  waste  any  time 
upon  what  the  Kansas  City  people  call 
"imperialism  and  militarism." 

And  then  read  his  remarks  on  the 
way  poor  little  Porto  Rico  was  treated 
after  Mr.  McKinley  told  what  was  "the 
plain  duty"  of  congress: 

"What  they  say  about  Cuba  and  Porto 
Hico  nted  not  detain  us  for  a  moment." 

How  any  one  can  have  the  nerve  to 
talk  about  "the  constitution  following 
the  flag"  after  listening  to  Mr.  Roose- 
velt's able  legal  argument  passes  com- 
prehension.   Here  is  what  he  says: 

"Many  of  the  positions  taken  by  the 
Populistic  Democracy  at  the  moment 
are  so  palpably  dishonest  and  maintain- 
ed in  so  palpable  bad  faith  that  to  state 
them  is  sufficient.  It  is  hardly  nec- 
essary to  discuss  what  they  .say  about 
'the  constitution  following  the  flag.'  " 

Is  not  that  convincing!  Is  not  the 
argument  incontovertible?. 

But  that  is  not  all.  Here  is  how  he  de- 
molished the  Democratic  platform  at 
one  full  swoop: 

"So  it  is  with  their  cant  about 
militarism  and  intimidation  and  op- 
pression at  home  as  following  what  they 
are  pleased  to  call  conquest  abroad.  We 
cannot  argue  with  them  on  this  propo- 
sition, because  no  serious  man  thinks 
for  a  moment  that  they  believe  what 
they  assert." 

If  Mark  Hanna  and  Tom  Plat 
criticised  these  able  "arguments."  then 
they  must  have  lost  all  sense  of  humor. 


The  News  Tribune,  which  advocates  the 
murder  of  all  Chinamen  in  the  United 
States,  is  naturally  In  favor  of  the  United 
States  going  to  war  with  China  and  de- 
mand payment  of  damages  at  the  can- 
nons  mouth.

The  state  railroad  commission  has 
asked  the  court  to  set  aside  the  sale  of 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  for  the  reason  that  they  are  par- 
allel and  competing  lines  and  their  cin- 
solidation  is  in  violation  of  the  state  law 
on  t^e  subject.  It  seems  impossible  that 
the  court  will  grant  this  reauest — cer- 
tainlv  not  ujwn  the  point  raised  bv  the 
commission.  Any  person  acquainted 
with  the  railroad  situation  in  Duluth 
and  the  Twin  Cities  for  a  number  of 
vears  past  knows  that  these  roads  were 
never,  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  com- 
peting lines.  It  is  alisurd  to  imagine 
them  being  classed  as  competitors,  in 
view  of  the  great  difference  in  the  mile- 
age of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  between  Duluth  and  St. 
Paul. 

The  Northern  Pacific  line  runs  west 
from  Duluth  to  Brainerd,  and  from 
Brainerd  southerly  through  Little  Falls? 
to  St.  Paul,  making  two  sides  of  a  tri- 
angle, the  other  side  of  this  same  tri- 
angle being  the  direct  line  of  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  from  Duluth  to  St.  Paul.  The 
Northern  Pacific  track  covers  257  miles 
between  Duluth  and  St.  Paul,  while  the 
distance  covered  by  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth is  only  152  miles.  No  sane  man  will 
c intend  that  a  road  257  miles  long  can  be 
a  competitor  with  a  road  100  miles 
shorter  than  that.  And  certainly  no  per- 
son who  looks  at  a  railroad  map  of  the 
state  will  say  that  they  were  parallel 
lines.  The  fact  that  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific never  ran  trains  between  Duluth 
and  St.  Paul  is  convincing  proof  that  it 
never  regarded  itself  as  a  competitor  of 
the  shorter  line  which  it  has  now  ac- 
quired by  purchase. 

The  existence  of  the  Eastern  Minne- 
sota and  the  Omaha  lines,  both  shorter 
than  the  old  Northern  Pacific,  furnishes 
all  the  competition  that  can  be  desired. 
It  is  certain  that  the  public  interests  will 
not  be  damaged  by  the  consolidation, 
and  that  shippers  will  not  be  injured  in 
any  way.

St.  Louis  Itepublic:  There  has  been 
a  time  in  -\merican  political  history 
when  a  paramount  issue  in  the  battle 
between  two  great  parties  was  more 
clearly  drawn  and  more  intelligently 
understood  than  is  the  great  and  vital 
issue  of  imperialism  in  the  campaign 
now  under  way. 

The  issue  is  one  which  no  American 
vote  pretends  to  ignore  or  evade. 
Either  his  Americanism  leads  him  to 
align  himself  against  the  party  of  em- 
pire in  order  that  the  republic  may  be 
saved  from  destruction,  or  his  commer- 
cial appetites  or  political  ambitions 
overcome  his  Americanism  and  render 
him  willing  to  sacritice  American  prin- 
ciples.   This  is  the  situation. 

The  republican  party  makes  an  ap- 
peal this  year  to  the  ignoble  emotions 
of  mankind.  It  urges  the  holding  of 
the  Philippines  as  a  colony  because 
there  is  money  in  holding  the  Philip- 
pines— the  famous  speech  of  Senator 
Beveridge  sounding  thi.s  keynote.  It 
urges  the  denial  of  constitutional  rights 
to  the  Porto  Ricans  because  there  is 
money  in  levying  tribute  on  the  Porto 
Ricans.  It  seeks  to  encompass  the  an- 
nexation of  Cuba  because  there  is  mon- 
ey in  ennexing  Cuba.  Republican  poli- 
ides  in  1900  are  based  on  the  most  sor- 
did principles  possible  to  conimeiciai- 
ized   politics. 

The  Democratic  party  makes  its  ap- 
peal this  year  to  the  American  spirit 
which  animated  the  founders  of  the 
.American  government.  It  denies,  as 
they  did,  the  imperial  doctrine  that 
might  makes  right.  It  holds  with  them 
that  all  men  are  born  free  and  eoual, 
and  that  con.^titutional  governments 
must  derive  their  just  powers  from  the 
consent  of  the  governed.  It  f>ppoFe.-; 
empire  becau.se  empire  means  the  de- 
struction of  the  republic  and  free  gov- 
ernment. It  condemns  the  -subjugation 
of  the  Filipinos  and  the  tariff  taxation 
of  the  Porto  Ricans  because  such  a 
policy  is  the  policy  of  empire.  It  pro- 
tests against  the  establishment  of  a  col- 
onial .system  becau.«e  it  is  forbidden  to 
a  repulilic  to  possess  colonies.  It  claims 
that  we  cannot  deny  liberty  to  other 
peoples  without  laying  the  foundation 
for  the  denial  to  us  of  that  same  lib- 
erty which  we  solemnly  declare  to  be 
the  right  of  all  peoples. 

The  life  of  the  republic  depends  upon 
the  choice  made  by  the  American  vo- 
ters when  they  go  to  the  polls  next 
November.  If  they  then  and  there  cast 
their  ballots  for  the  imperialized  Re- 
publican ticket  they  sign  the  death 
warrant  of  the  republic.  If  the  vote 
for  Democracy  based  on  the  declara- 
tion if  independence  they  give  the  le- 
public  a  new  and  glorious  lease  of  life. 
It  is  Imperative  upon  every  American 
to  weigh  this  mighty  issue  in  the  scales 
of  his  conscience,  and  to  cast  a  patriots 
vote  thereafter.  The  republic  is  In  dan- 
ger. 

It  would  be  remarkable  indeen  if  the 
German-American  element  of  our  citi- 
zenship failed  to  place  itself  in  opposi- 
tion to  that  imperial  spirit  of  the  Mc- 
Kinley administration  which  now 
threatens  the  honor,  safety  and  very 
existence  of  the  republic. 

Men  of  German  birth  or  descent  do 
not  need  to  have  the  evils  of  Imperial; 
ism  and  militarism  pointed  out  to  them. 
They  know  what  it  means  to  live  in  a 
land  where  the  best  years  of  every 
man's  life  must  be  given  up  to  mili- 
tary service.  They  know  what  It  Is  to 
struggle  for  a  livelihood  in  a  land 
where  every  farmer  and  every  work- 
ingman  carries  a  soldier  of  the  em- 
pire upon  his  back,  for  whose  mainte- 
nance as  a  "fighting  machine"  the  far 
more  worthy  "working  machine"  is 
taxed  to  the  bone.  The  dream  of  em- 
pire and  armed  conquest  has  no  charms 
for  the  German- American  voters. 

These  men  must  surely  have  made 
up  their  minds  to  vote  against  em- 
pire in  November.  It  is  not  reasonable 
to  believe  that  they  will  vote  to  sub- 
ject their  sons  to  military  conscription 
an  dto  endless  and  ever-Increasing  tax- 
ation for  empire.

Furnish  Photographs. 


"There  is  at  Dresent  a  big  demand  for 
iTien   throughout    the   Northwest."    says 
O.    S.    Richards,    of    t.he   National    Em- 
ployment agency.     "At   Minneapolis   it 
i.f  almost  impossible  to  get  them.     Our 
agency   there   has   a  call   f^r  10(M)   men. 
but  \Tas  able  to  get  just  ten.    Conditions 
at  this  season  of  the  year  favorable  to 
the   Iab4)ring     man   were     never   better 
than  ihey  are  at  present,  and  if  he  can- 
not get  work  it  is  his  own  fault.    Every 
day  we  have  about  twenty-five  men  out 
for   tfie   work   in   North   Dakota.     Last 
night   and   yesterday   we  had   fifty  men 
out    for   Milnor,    Casselton.   Valley   City 
and  other  points,  to  work  on  the  railroad 
contracts  and  in  the  harvest  fields.  There 
are  very   few,   however,  going  intj   the 
harvest  fields,  for  the  men  realize  th.tt 
the  railroad  work  not  only  pays  larger 
wages,  but  that  it  will  last  longer  than 
the   harvesting,    at    least    three    montns 
longer.    There  is  a  shortage  of  labor  out 
in    these   sections.     We   received   a  call 
100   men   t>   be   sent   t>ut 
The   railroad  companies 
have    .sirucii    up<jn   a   new   plan   for   the 
inducement  of  men  to  go  on  the  contract 
work.      They    are    furnishing    us    with 
photographs  of  the  work.    The  scheme  is 
working  pretty  well,  as  the  men  looking 
for    work   can    form   some    idea   of   the 
conditions  under  which  they  will  have  lo 
labor.  ,     . 

■•The  railroad  contract  work  is  still 
p;iying  12  a  day  against  $l.iiO  and  %\.T^ 
paid  in  th.-  harvest  fields.  We  have  calls 
from  the  range  for  men  to  g)  on  con- 
tiH<t  work  up  there.  The  wages  there 
is  %\.">  a  day.  with  board  at  ?3.»0  a 
week. 

•"There  are  large  numbers  of  men  com- 
ing into  the  city,  and  these  are  taken  as 
fast  as  they  come.  The  tlfjating  labor 
population  this  year  is  not  so  heavy  as 
last,  from  the  fact  that  the  reports  were 
scattered  broadi-ast  that  there  would  bfr 
a  failure  of  the  wheat  crop  in  the  North- 
west this  year,  and  the  men  that  usually 
come  in  this  direction  have  headed  other 
ways."

WITHDRAWS  IT. 

Purchase  of  Dock  Property 

By  Railroads  Takes  It  From 

Tax  Paying  Property. 

While  the  purchase  of  some  very 
vaiuable  dock  property  along  the  lake 
front  by  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad 
some  time  ago  probably  means  that  it 
will  be  improved,  and  that  Duluth  will 
get  considerable  benefit  out  of  it,  it 
means  another  thing  that  is  not  quite  30 
beneficial.  It  means  that  as  soon  as  the 
property  Is  improved  and  begins  t3  be 
used  for  railroad  purposes  it  will  be  no 
longer  subject  to  local  taxation,  and  that 
the  city  will  lose  another  slice  of  valu- 
able property  from  its  tax  rolls. 

It  has  often  been  estimated  that  al- 
ready one-third  of  the  property  of  th.> 
city  of  Duluth  is  exempt  from  local 
taxes  because  it  is  owned  and  used  by 
railroads.  Railroads  nay  a  percentage; 
tax  on  their  gross  earnings  to  the  state 
in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes,  and  as  the 
state  keeps  this  money  for  its  own  use, 
everv  bit  of  property  that  goes  to  a 
railroad  for  railroad  purposes  ceases  to 
pay  taxes  locally,  though  it  may  employ 
a  large  number  of  men  whose  children 
increase  the  school  expenses,  and  though 
it  and  its  employes  increase  the  court 
and    other    expenses    of     local    govern- 

As  soon  as  the  property  purchased  by 
the   Northern   Pacific    is    used   for   rail- 
road purposes,  practically  the  entire  dock 
front  opposite  Duluth  proper  will  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation.    The  property  pur- 
chased by  the  Northern  Pacific  includes 
all  of  block  1.  lots  2.  3,  4,  5,  6.  7  and  3, 
block  2,  and  lots  1  and  3,   block  6.   Bay 
Front  division.    The  taxes  on  this  prop- 
erty this  year  were  $-2098.22.  but  the  road 
has   t »   continue   to  pay   them    until    it 
builds  its  warehouses  and  begins  to  use 
the  property  for  railroad  purposes.  Then 
the  lots  will  be  entered  on  the  tax  rolls 
as  exempt,   and   the  local   taxing  bodies 
will   get  no  further  benefit   from   them. 
It  gets  a  benefit  in   that  the  more  tho 
state    gets    out    of    the    gr>ss    earnings 
t.ixes  the  less  it  has  to  levy  for  general 
purposes,  but  as  an  undue  proportion  ol 
this   gross   earnings   tax   already   comes 
through   Duluth,   this   benefit     is     very 
slim.

the    fruits   of    a   careful    and    provident 
managerpent.  the  famiU  health  must  be 
the  first  consideration. 
HOW  TO  MAINTAIN  c-;OOD  HEALTH. 
The  requirements  of  health  are  not  ex- 
pensive.   It  is  the  natural  inclination  of 
man,  as  well  as  his  right,  to  seek  pleas- 
ure and  comfort.     Both  are   within   his 
power  to  nl»tain:  as  the  conditions  do  not 
entail  undue  expen.se  or  trouble,  and  are 
(ertainly   within   the  limit   of  wages  of 
any  steadv  working  man.   It  is  ignorance 
that  is  wasteful.  Through  ignorance  we 
buy   the    wrong   son   of   food   and   spoil 
good  food  by  l>ad  <ooking.  which  is  one 
of  the  greatest  factors  in  bringing  pov- 
erty,     discomfort,      ill-temper  and      ill- 
health  in  so  many  home.«.     True  domes- 
tic cconomv  is  the  knowledge  which  en- 
ables the  housekeeper  to  know  what  is 
wanted    to   make    her   family     healthy, 
happy  and  contented.    If  she  kn-ws  how- 
to  wisely  provide     for     their     physical 
needs  she   will   spend  less  money   tha  1 
her  less  fortunate  neighbor,  who  may  b» 
richer  in  this  world's  g.iods;  which,     at 
the  same  time,  she  is  certain  to  get  more 
comfort  and  pleasure. 

Some  kinds  of  fwid  are  very  dear  while 
others  are  cheap;  but  the  price  bears 
little  relation  to  the  nutritive  value  ot 
the  food.  The  poor  man's  wife,  if  she 
uiK.erstands  the  nature  of  various  prod- 
ucts, can  supply  her  family  with  food  as 
valual)le  for  nutrition  as  the  rich  man's 
wife,  who  spends  ten  times  as  much. 
Cheaper  foods  properly  chosen  and  pre- 
pared will  vield'  a  greater  amount  of  nu- 
trition and  be  far  more  wholesome;  for 
the  simplest  food  will  keep  the  body  in 
the  best  health  and  working  order. 
DAILY  NECESSITIES. 
In  the  first  place,  food  supplies  ma- 
terials for  growth  and  repair  in  the 
bodv  and  produces  heat  and  vital  force, 
and  aside  from  the  mere  practical  uses, 
we  find  it  plays  no  small  part  in  social 
life. 

When  providing  f'^od  for  the  family, 
the  imnortant  point  to  be  studied  is  the 
daily  requirement,  not  collectively,  but 
individuallv,  in  order  to  preserve  an 
even  balance  between  outlay  and  desired 
results  in  physical  and  mental  vigor. 
This  requires  a  many-sided  view,  as  one 
must  first  consider  the  nutritive  value 
of  different  substances,  then  cost,  occu- 
pation, age,  season  and  climate,  and  not 
the  least  important  point,  the  very  pos- 
.^ible  eccentricities  of  taste  and  digestion. 
The  latter  are  usually  the  result  of  care- 
less and  ignorant  feeding  in  early  child- 
hood, though  occasionally  they  may  or- 
iginate from  some  other  cause.  In  most 
cases  thev  may  be  overcome  by  wise 
treatment,  but  when  a  distaste  for  cer- 
tain kinds  of  food,  such  as  meats,  is  ac- 
comnanied  by  a  disturbance  of  the  di- 
gestive organs,  it  is  unwise  as  well  as 
unnecessary  to  try  to  overcome  the 
aversion,  as  there  are  other  classes  of 
food  from  which  may  be  derived  all  the 
elements  of  nutrition  f  lund  in  meats  ami 
which  are  more  easily  digested  and  ob- 
viate all  possible  danger  of  infection 
from   disease  germs.  ^».^,^t  t-c. 

THE  FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES. 
Each  meal  should  supply  proper  ele- 
ments for  the  body's  requirements. 
Therefore  the  housekeeper  must  have 
some  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  nti- 
trition  and  digestion  as  well  as  a  know  - 
edge  of  the  changes  the  raw  materials 
undergo  in  the  process  of  cooking. 

Chemistry  and  household  science  are 
verv  ambiguous  terms  to  many  house- 
keepers who  claim  that  they  have  not 
the  time  to  study  these  subjects.  And 
yet  these  same  women  often  devote 
more  time,  with  the  aid  of  the  physician, 
in  trying  to  eradicate  the  results  of  then- 
ignorance  than  would  be  necessary  for 
a  person  of  average  intelligence  to  spend 
in  mastering  the  few  essential  principles 
involved  in  the  science  of  nutrition, 
which  is  simply  in  knowing  how  to  live 
well  at  less  expense.  „^.,^,t^c. 

THE  NITROGENOUS  COMPOUNDS. 
Scientists  have  divided  the  most  im- 
nortant food  principles  into  two  general 
divisions.  These  two  great  divisions  are 
known  as  nitrogenous  compounds  and 
carbon  compounds. 

The  former  are  absolutely  necessary 
f  )r  the  growth  and  repair  of  the  body. 
The  nitrogenous  compounds  are  various- 
ly called  albuminoids,  protelds  and  flesh 
formers,  and  without  the  assistance  of

substance  of  true  muscular  flesh  cannot 
be  formed. 

The  nitrogenous  compounds  include 
albumin,  fibrin  and  casein.  I.rean  meats, 
eggs,  milk,  fish,  peas,  beans,  nuts  and 
the  gluten  of  flour  are  all  .Toui-ces  from 
which  we  derive  nitrogenous  substance.^. 
."Naturally,  nitrogenous  foods  are.  as  a 
rule,  mixed  with  other  f(jod  princii-les. 
In  the  animal  food  we  always  have  fai. 
various  salts  and  sometimes  phosphorus 
and  sulphur.  Many  vegetable  foods  ai  f^ 
rich  in  nitrogen,  though  others  are  al- 
most or  entirely  without  it.  Thus  we  ser 
liow  generously  nature  has  snnnlied  us 
with  proper  material  for  building  up  a 
perfect  body  and  keeping  it  in  repair. 

The  nitrogenous  substances  are  coin- 
nosed  of  carbon,  hydrogen,  oxy.^en  and 
nitrogen. 

CARBON  COMPOUNDS. 
These  are  valuable  on  account  of  the 
heat  and  force  they  produce,  but  alone 
thev  cannot  sustain  life  for  any  great 
length  of  time.  They  are  less  exciting 
and  more  economical  than  nitrogenous 
substances. 

Starch,  sugar  and  fats  belong  to  Inis 
group.  Vegetable  oils,  which  are  in- 
cluded, are  most  abundant  in  the  fruit 
and  seeds  of  plants.  The  carbon  com- 
Dounds  are  sometimes  called  combus- 
tible food,  because  they  burn  in  the  boJy 
us  fuel  in  the  furnace,  producing  heat 
and  force.  Carbon  compaunds  are  com- 
posed of  carbon,  hydrogen  and  oxy- 
gen. 

MINERAL  FOODS. 
Besides  the  nitrogenous  and  carboii 
compounds,  we  have  another  class  of 
foods  most  essential  to  t£ie  health  of  all 
living  animals.  These  are  the  incombus- 
tible compounds,  the  mineral  foods,  in- 
cluding water,  salts  or  mineral  matter, 
common  salt  and  phosphate  of  lime. 

Water  carries  the  nutritive  materials 
and  waste  products  and  forms  an  essen- 
tial part  of  all  tissues.     Mineral  matter 
serves  to  effect  changes  and  build   up  | 
certain  tissue.

Gooseberry  Fool  — Remove  stt  ms  and 
blossoms  fr«"»in  one  quart  of  rijc  goose- 
berries: add  a  <-up  of  sugar  and  place  in 
a  doubl?  boiler;  cook  until  soft,  then 
squeeze  through  a  fruit  jiress.  Have 
fiuit  verv  sweet.  To  each  pint  of  the 
puljt  take  half-pint  «if  cream,  sweet-'n 
to  taste,  and  heat  to  scalding  point  in 
double  <>oiler.  Allow  to  get  cold,  the-i 
add  gradually  to  the  pulp,  whipping  all 
the  while.     Seive  in  little  glass  dishes. 

Broiled  Chicken.  Alabama  Style  — 
Carefully  dress  a  young  chicken  and  cut 
in  h.3lf  down  the  back  and  through  tho 
breast.  With  small  wooden  skewer!* 
fasten  a  strip  of  bacon  on  the  breast  of 
each  piece:  iilace  in  a  roasting  pan;  add 
two  ounces  of  butter  melte<1  in  half  a 
cup  of  hot  water;  dredge  with  salt  ai.d 
pepper;  cover  with  another  pan  and 
place  in  a  hot  oven,  balling  freiiuently 
if  pan  is  not  covered.  Biike  until  ten- 
der: then  remove  from  pan.  brush  with 
butter  and  broil  until  a  golden  l»rown. 
Serve  with  gravy  in  which  it  was 
cooked,  sprinkled  with  finely  mincei 
parsley. 

l^a.-pberry  Pudding— Beat  one  cup  of 
sugar  with  half  a  cup  of  butter;  add 
beaten  yolks  of  three  eggs;  then  a  cup 
of  fresh  raspberry  pulp.  Sift  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  baking  powder  with  one  cup 
of  flour  and  add  to  other  ingredient.^. 
Then  fold  in  the  whites  of  the  eggs 
beaten  to  a  stiff  froth.  Bake  in  cake 
tins  and  serve  with  currant  sauce. 

Cunnnt  Sauce— Dissolve  one  cup  of 
currant  jelly  in  <me  cup  of  boiling  water. 
Beat  tog»-th(>r  one  half  cup  of  sugar,  one 
tablespoonful  Uutter  and  one  tabl.  - 
spoonful  of  com  starch.  Add  the  liquid. 
stirring  constantly;  then  place  over  the 

fire  and  stir  and  cook  until  it  begins  to 

thicken.      Add  a  flavoring    of    nutm«  s 

and  serve.

appear  in  this  market  fjr  eight  or  ten 
days,  in  any  Quantity,  at  least.  The 
early  varieties  are  ready  for  market,  but 
the  quality  is  poor  and  they  are  not 
being  brought  here.  The  early  Craw- 
fords  will  be  the  first  arrivals  in  force. 
and  after  Aug.  10.  at  the  latest,  they  will 
be  coming  in  large  quantities.

FIGHT   OF  FACTIONS 


A  Battle  Royal  on  Between 

the  Cummins  and  BIythe 

Crowds. 


Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Aug.  1. — The  state 
Republican  convention  met  at  11  a.  ni., 
with  more  than  1000  delegates  present. 
It  was  called  to  order  in  the  new  Audit- 
orium building.  Interest  in  the 
outcome  of  the  selection  of  a  state 
ticket  was  at  a  higher  pitch  than  for 
years  and  the  lines  seem  to  be  drawn 
more  closely  than  ever  between  the 
friends  of  Cummins  and  of  BIythe. 
(Jilbertson.  of  Forest  City,  is  known  as 
the  Cummins  candidate  for  state 
treasurer,  while  Morrow,  of  Afton,  re- 
presents the  opposing  faction. 

The  selection  of  a  candidate  for 
secret-dry  of  state,  is  uncertain,  there 
being  four  in  the  field,  Hobart,  of 
Chicago;  Redman,  of  Newton:  Martin, 
of  Wapell,  and  Etetson.  of  Des  Moines. 
The.  choice  of  a  candidate  for  attorney 
general  and  of  supreme  judge  were 
more  or  less  dependent  upon  the  result 
f)f  the  choice  for  treasurer. 

Candidates  for  attorney  general  were 
Simms,  of  Council  Kluffs;  Hallem,  of 
Sioux  City,  and  Mullam.  of  Waterloo. 

For  supreme  judge.  Col.  C.  A.  Clark, 
or  Cedar  Rapids:  Emlin  McL.iin,  of 
Iowa  City:  L.  C.  Blanchard.  of 
Oskaloosa:  Zaia  A.  Church,  of  Jeffer- 
son, and  H.  M.  Remley.  of  Johnson. 

State  Chairman  H.  O.  Weaver,  of 
Wapella.  called  the  convention  to  order. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Fris- 
bee.  of  Des  Moines. 

W.  L.  Roach,  of  Muscatine,  was  in- 
troduced as  temporary  chairman.  He

Coburntown  Boy  Lost  From 

a  Tug— News  of  the 

Mines. 

Houghton— While  the  tug  Silver  Spray 
of  the  Pryor  Fi.<hing  company's  lleet  was 
on  its  way  to  Copper  Harbor  Saturday  itt. 
fireman,  a  young  man  named  John  Mc- 
Grath.  disappeared  and  nothing  has  been 
heard  from  him  since  then.  The  tug  left 
here  at  about  3  o'clock  that  afternoon  anii 
was  in  sight  of  Copper  Harbor  when  he 
was  missed.  He  was  asleep  on  a  fish  car 
on  the  stern  of  the  boat.  A  short  time  be- 
fore he  was  missed  his  brother-  saj;s  he 
was  all  right  but  when  he  looked  the  sec- 
ond time  he  was  gone.  The  brother,  who 
is  the  engineer  of  the  tug.  immediately 
stopped  the  engine  and  notified  the  cap- 
tain who  turned  the  lug  around  but  they 
saw  nothing  of  him.  It  was  ;ibout  i> 
o'clock  in  tlie  evening  and  the  boat  was 
about  2000  feet  from  shore.  His  hat  was 
found  on  the  fish  car  where  he  had  betn 
asleep.  The  lake  was  calm  and  the  suppo- 
sition is  that  he  must  have  rolled  over  in 
his  sleep  and  fell  into  the  water,  lie  is  said 
to  have  been  an  exi-elleiit  swimmer  and  as 
the  coast  in  the  vicinity  of  where  lie  was 
missed  is  low  and  the  land  is  covered 
with  a  thick  growth  of  trees  there  is 
great  hopes  that  lui  reached  shore  in 
safety,  is  alive  and  will  find  his  way  out 
of  the  woods  in  a  day  or  two.

A  crisis  has  now  arisen 
when  the  powers  must  either  consent  to 
make  i>ea<  e  with  their  legations,  held  at 
the  meny  of  Chinese  guards,  or  else 
Send. an  army  to  Pekin  an.l  take  the  risk 
■f  ha\  ing  a  inas.sacre  ordeied  lietore  the 
troops  can  arrive  at  the  capital. 

The  cabinet,  without  doubt,  has  dis- 
eussed  this  luesti.ui.  and  proliably  the 
view  of  the  British  and  American  gov- 
ernments ha\"e  been  exchanged  respeet- 
ing  ill  although  there  is  no  diii 
dence  of  any  t-oncerted  action. 

Dispatches  fiom  China  are  in<iei.isi  ■•■. 
but  Indicatt-  that  several  powers  fav  ir 
an  immediat."  advance,  whereas  the  con- 
tingents of  other  powers  have  not  re- 
ceived instructions  from  their  home  gov- 
ernments. There  are  rumors  that  the 
advan.^e  ha.-  l>egun.  and  these  report? 
ar«  also  contradicted. 
The  European  concert  may  be  subjected 
to  ii  serious  strain  by  the  neeessity  of 
deciding  thi-s  point.  The  Chinese  gov- 
ernment is  h")ping.  l«y  its  threats,  to  held 
foreigners  as  hostages  to  divide  the 
powers  and  to  paralyze  their  acti-m. 
.Japan,  without  doubt,  favors  an  imme- 
diate advanee.  The  talk  at  the  emlias.-y 
here  is  decisive  on  that  point.

PROPOSITION^PROM   LI. 

Holds  Out  Inducement  to  Stop  Allies' 
Advance. 

Paris.  Aug.  2.— The  French  consul 
^iriieral  at  SJianghai  telegraphs  today  as 
follows: 

•'Li  Hung  Chang  has  stated  to  the 
I'nited  Stales  consul  that  the  ministers 
will  be  put  in  communication  with  their 
respective  governments  if  the  allies 
arrest  their  march  on  Pekin.  Chang  is 
yet  unable  to  secure  a  reply  to  the 
message  in  answer  to  M.  Pinchon  (the 
FrenLh  minister  in  Pekin.)  as  the  Tung 
Li  Yamen  will  not  lonsent  to  forward- 
ing of  cipher  messages  for  the  ministers. 

••It  is  asserted  that  the  foreigners 
within  the  imperial  city  and  the  c  msular 
eorps  have  decided  to  entrust  the  de- 
fense of  the  concessions  to  the  inter- 
national naval  forces." 

EMBARGO  ON  NEWS. 

Tien  Tsin   Commanders   Suppress 
Advices  on  Pekin  Column. 

Limdon,  Aug.  2.— Because  of  the  fact 
that  the  Chinese  agents  at  the  principal 
European  cable  points  are  in  free  cipher 
communication  with  the  viceroys,  the 
foreign  commanders  at  Tien  Tsin  have 
seemingly  put  an  emV»argo  on  news  con- 
cerning the  size  and  composition  of  the 
forces  advancing  on  Pekin.  Neither  the 
English  admiralty  nor  the  foreign  office 
have  intelligence  from  Tien  Tsin  later 
than  Friday. 

Another  Tien  Tsin  version  of  the 
message  from  the  British  minister  at 
Pekin.  Sir  Charles  Claude  MacDonald. 
of  July  21.  describes  him  as  saying:  '•\Ve 
have  provisions  for  many  weeks,  but 
little   ammunition." 

.\  news  agency  dispatch  from  Tien 
Tsin.  July  2.">,  reports  that  Lieut.  Gen. 
Linewitch  has  succeeded  Admiral 
Alexieff  in  command  of  the  Russian  for- 
ces there.  The  Russians,  the  dispatch 
adds,  are  constructing  armored  trains 
in  the  Tien  Tsin  shops  and  intend  re- 
constructing the  railway  as  fast  as  the 
column  advances  towards   Pekin. 


A  man  broke  through  a  line  of  jiolice- 
men  as  the  shah  was  leaving  his  apart- 
ments and  tried  to  mount  the  royal  car- 
riage step.  He  was  seized  and  placed  un- 
der arrt'st. 

The  man  h.-ld  a  revolver  in  his  hand, 
but  as  soon  as  his  intention  was  divined, 
the  police  disarmeil  him  before  he  was 
able  to  fire. 

At  the  police  station,  the  man  ex- 
pressed regret  that  he  had  been  unable 
to  cairy  out  his  intention.  He  said: 
•"This  is  an  affair  between  me  and  my 
conscience." 

It  was  9:15  when  the  carriage  of  the 
shah  emerged  from  the  c-ourt  of  the 
sovereign's  palace.  Seated  in  the  car- 
riage v.ith  the  shah  was  his  grand 
vijier,  while  opjiosite  him  sat  Gen. 
Paret.  The  carriage  turned  to  the  left, 
towards  the  Avenue  Bois  de  Boulogne. 
It  had  proceeded  Init  a  few  yards  when 
a  man  dressed  as  a  laliorer.  sprang  from 
between  two  automobiles,  where  he  had 
been  hiding.  He  lucjke  thi^jugh  the 
line  of  policetneii.  ovorturning  a  bicycle 
officer.  and  jump^•d  ujion  the  royal 
cariiage  step.  In  (jne  hand,  the  man  had 
a  cane,  which  he  raised  as  th(.iugh  to 
stiike.  but  this  movement  was  only  in- 
tended to  hide  his  real  jiurpose,  for  in  ! 
the  other  hand  he  held  a  leVolver. 

The  attemiited  assa:-^sina  tion  the:^,^ 
came  to  an  end.  for  the  grand  vijier 
struck  the  weapon  from  the  man's  hand 
and  at  the  same  time  officers  caught  his 
arm  from  behind  and  overpowered  him. 
A  crowd  of  .">00  people  who  witnessed 
the  attempted  assassination  made  a 
rush  toxvards  the  would-iie  murderer 
and  tried  to  attack  him.  liut  there  were 
many  police  in  the  neighborhood  acting 
as  guards  of  the  shah  and  these  pre- 
vented the  mob  frimi  doing  violence  to 
the  misereant.  The  prisoner  was  taken 
to  the  police  station. 

This  aftertioon.  the  shah  carried  out 
his  program  for  a  trip  down  the  Seine 
to  Versailles. 

The  \-ouId-be  assassin  declines  ab- 
scduiely  to  give  his  name  or  naticiuality. 
He  speaks  but  little  and  that  with  a 
.-■outhern  accent.  The  police  believe  him 
to  be  an  Italian.  He  is  about  26  years 
of  age. 

Just  liefoi-e  starting  from  the  palace, 
the  shah  received  a  letter  datecl  from 
Italy,  signed  with  an  Italian  name,  but 
posted  in  Pari.s.  announcing  to  him 
that  he  would  be  assassinated  today. 
The  police  believe  the  man  who  attack- 
"d  the  shah  was  not  alone  in  his  effoit. 
The  whole  of  the  poliee  departmont 
is  at  work,  seeking  for  his  accopmlices. 
The  shah's  would-be  assassin  has 
chestnut  colored  hair,  a  large  mustache 
and  blue  gray  eyes.  He  was  dressed  In 
a  blou.'-e  and  wide  trou.sers,  the  usual 
ciothe.a  ;;f  a  carpenter.  In  his  pocket 
was  fou.nd  an  ugly  knit"  and  a  handker- 
chief, marked^'bne  Hundn'd  and  Twen- 
t\  -eiuhth  regular  infantry." 

When  this  '.\  ms  dis:'i~vered,  the  man 
said:  •'That  will  not  aid  you  in  your 
in  luirics  concerning  my  identity." 

Lat^r  in  the  day.  to  some  oIIh  ials  of 
til"  househi'ld  of  the  shah  who  tried  to 
inteirogatt'  him.  the  prisoner  said: 

"Your  laaster  will  do  well  bj  resign, 
otherwise  we  will  kill  him." 


at  today's  session.  M.  Dcjarani,  sr>eak- 
ing  of  the  impotenee  of  The  Hague  con- 
ference, protested  £,gain.st  the  war  in  the 
Transvaal,  and  expressed  astonisihinent 
that  the  reouests  for  arbitration  mad.

The  presiding  oflicer  turned  aside  the 
approaching  storm  by  calling  for  a  vote 
on  the  resolution,  which  \^SkS  adopted,  as 
fol.owfi: 

"The  congress,  feting  on  The  Hague 
res  )luiions,  expre.ises  its  gratitude  t' 
those  contrilmtinc:  to  the  results  in  tlie 
firm  hope  that  tht  powers  will  not  ne- 
gleet  in  the  futurt  to  utilize  the  means 
at  their  disposal  for  the  appeasement  of 
international  coniiicts,  and  its  regret 
that  they  have  not  lieen  able  to  do  so. 
Actual  war  in  the  Transvaal  calls  the 
attentijn  of  the  v;  rious  delegates  to  the 
duty  devolving  upon  t'lem  to  call  the 
attention  of  their  respective  govern- 
ments to  the  obligations  the  powers  con- 
iractetl  in  giving  adhesion  to  The  Hague 
resolutions."

Wa.shington.  A  Jg.  2. — President  Mc- 
Kinley,  accompanied  l)y  Secretar.v 
Coitelyoa.  arriver  here  this  morning  at 
T:'')  , '.  lu(  k.  He  >vas  driven  at  once  to 
the  While  House.  The  trip  was  un- 
eventful. 

The  president,  as  soon  as  he  arrived 
at  the  White  Hou.se.  called  a  cabinet 
meeting  foi-  this  morning  at  11  o'clock. 

At  all  the  stations  througti  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania,  v.hile  uaylight  lasted. 
ctv)wds  congregat«  d.  While  the  president 
appeared  on  the  rear  platfortn  several 
times  in  respan.se  to  the  greetings  of  the 
people,  the  stops  v.ere  brief  and. he  made 
no  attempt  to  speak.  At  Economy,  Pa., 
Abner  McKinley.  he  president's  brother, 
boarded  the  train  and  rode  with  the 
party  as  far  as  P  ttsbur??. 

There  is  no  pai  ticular  significance  in 
the  president's  t-ip  to  Wa.shington  at 
this  time.  When  he  returned  to  Canton, 
two  weeks  ago,  he  arranged  to  come  to 
Washington  every  fortnight  to  dispose 
of  such  official  business  as  had  accumu- 
lated in  the  meantime  and  go  person- 
ally over  the  Chinese  situation  wiifi  his 
cabinet  advisers.  In  this  way  the  neces- 
sity of  .^ending  many  bulky  papers  to 
Canton  for  his  e:camination  and  sign  i- 
ture  would  be  avf  ided  and  the  president 
would  have  an  opportunity  pericjdically 
of  consultinc  witn  the  members  of  th" 
cabinet.  It  is  offi.-ially  stated  that  noth- 
ing had  developed  in  connection  with  the 
Chinese  situation  wtiich  especially  de- 
manded his  presence  at  Washington  at 
the  present  time.  The  president  will  re- 
turn to  Canton  timorrow  night. 

Soon  after  the  president  reached  the 
White  House  a  call  was  issued  for  a  cab- 
inet meeting  at  11  o'clock.  Aside  from 
the  cabinet  meeting,  the  cabinet  officers 
who  are  in  the  city  will  hold  an  indi- 
vidual conference  with  the  president. 

Secretary  Long  who  intended  leaving 
last  night  for  Bingham,  Mass.,  on  his 
annual  vacation,  remained  over  and 
called  upon  the  president  on  his  way  to 
the  station  this  morning.  While  the  sec- 
retary had  no  new  dispatches  from  China 
he  discussed  the  general  phases  of  the 
situation  with  the  oresident.  He  an- 
nounced that  the  president  was  unusu- 
ally well  and  in  fine  spirits. 

CALLS  I3N  VICEROY. 

Seymour  Goes  to  See  That  Function- 
ary at  Nankin. 

Shanghai,  Aug.  2.— Admiral  Seymour, 
on  board  the  British  dispatch  boat 
Alacrity,  started  for  Nankin  today  to 
consult  with  Liu  Kun  Yi,  viceroy  of 
Nankin.  Admiral  Seymour  wired  the 
viceroy  of  his  intended  visit  and  Liu 
Kun  Yi  replied:

The  substance  of  all  the  rulings 
is  that  under  the  election  law  the  inten- 
ti<;n  of  the  VJter  must  control  in  c>iunt- 
ing  his  ballot,  but  such  intention  must 
be  shown  by  marking  the  official  ballot 
substantially  in  the  manner  previously 
named  in  a  bona  fide  attempt  at  com- 
pliance therewith.  In  its  opinion  the 
court  states  explicitly  that  any  marks 
which  may  indicate  that  the  voter  in- 
tended to  show  that  he  had  "vited  ac- 
cording to  contract"  are  sufficient 
cause  for  rejection  of  ballot. 

The  decision  adds  tme  vote  to  Truel- 
sen's  list,  and  thereby  reduces  the  ma- 
jjiiiy  of  Hugo  to  4.  The  vote  in  ciuestion 
had  the  word  "yes"  written  after  Truel- 
sen's  name  and  "no"  after  that  of  Hugo. 
On  another  ballot  a  cro.ss  was  made  In 
the  blank  space  above  the  squares.  The 
vote  was  eounted  for  Hugo,  becau.'^e  his 
name  was  at  the  head  of  the  ticket,  and 
there  was  n  >  »)ther  name  either  c^f  can- 
didate or  office  opposite  the  cross.  In 
another  case  the  voter  had  made  a  cro.»?s 
in  the  prtjper  form  opixisite  the  name  of 
Hugo  and  had  written  a  vulgar  exiuvs- 
sion  opposite  the  name  of  Truelsen.  Tht> 
TrueLsen  people  endeavored  to  have  this 
ballot  thrown  out.  Ix-cause  of  the  writ- 
in.g.  but  the  court  refuses,  holding  that 
while  the  ballot  is  not  the  pn.per  place* 
for  an  expression  of  ill-will  against  any 
candidate,  the  court  has  m  right  to  re- 
ject a  ballot  oUierwise  properly  marked, 
thereby  disfranchising  the  voter. 

A  ballot  was  held  to  have  been  pro- 
peiely  rejected  where  the  voter  erased 
the  names  of  all  the  Re|iubliean  and 
Soeialist  candidates,  leaving  the  names 
of  the  Democratic  candidates,  but  had 
failed  to  place  crosses  opjxisite  their 
names.  On  the  other  hand  ii  is  held  that 
where  the  voter  had  erased  the  nam?8 
of  candidates  for  whom  he  did  not  wish 
to  vote  and  had  made  crosses  opposite 
the  iiame.s  of  those  for  whom  hi:  desired 
to  cast  his  ballot,  the  ballot  should  be 
counted.  The  contention  of  attorneys 
that  the  erasures  invalidated  the  ballot 
is  not  sustfiined. 

The  closest  ruling  in  regard  to  mark- 
ing was  in  a  case  where  the  voter  had 
made  two  marks  on  the  balktt,  both 
within  the  sc^uare  opposite  Hugo's  name, 
but  one  of  them  extending  below  the  line 
a  trifle  into  the  square  opposite  Truel- 
sens  name.  It  is  held  to  be  a  vote  for 
Hugo.  The  court  finds  it  not  an  un- 
reasonable conclusion  that  there  was 
the  voter's  habit,  when  writing  upon 
ruled  j)aper,  to  begin  his  letter  below 
the  line  upon  which  the  .sentence  is  to 
be  written.  If  the-  voter  had  intended 
the  ballot  for  Truelsen,  the  mark  would 
have  been  on  the'  line  below  his  name, 
and  not  on  the  one  above.  A  .sinall  mark 
under  the  name  of  Truelsen  is  held  to  be 
too  small  to  attract  attention  and  it  is 
not   counted. 

The  most  important  ruling  is  that  a 
judges  of  election  eannot  <lisfranchise  a 
voter  by  failure  to  place  his  signature* 
in  the  proper  place.  Onf  of  the  ballots 
for  Hugo  was  not  indorsed  by  the 
judf.'rs  of  election,  and  it  is  h»dd  that  it 
should  be  counted,  neveitheless.  On  two 
others  the  initials  of  one  judge  wer«» 
in  the  proper  jjlac-  and  the  other  twc» 
had  written  their  full  names  els.nvhere. 
This  is  held  to  be  subjsrianlial  com- 
pliance with  the  law.

The  speech  has  not.  from  beginning 
to  end.  a  single  argument  or  a  single  ac- 
curate historical  reference:  a  speech  th;it 
is  made  up  of  invective,  misrepresenta- 
tions and  vituperation. 

Referring  to  the  Democrats,  he  said: 
"They  stand  for  lawlessness  and  disorder, 
for  dishonesty  and  dishonor,  for  license 
and  disaster  at  home,  and  cowardly 
shrinking  from  duty   abroad. 

This  is  a  retlectlon  on  the  intelligence 
and  patriotism  and  the  honor  of  every 
Democrat  in  the  country.

The  tpiesiion  arises:  Is  this  the  language 
of  a  sincere  and  discreet  man,  and  there- 
fore worthy  of  notice,  or  is  it  simply  the 
hysterical  rant  of  a  piditical  montebank, 
ami  therefore  to  be  treated  with  con- 
tempt? 

SIMPLY  ASSERTION. 

He  gives  no  f.iets  and  advances  no  argu- 
ments in  support  of  tills  charge.  It  is  sim- 
ply an  assertion.  He  puts  himself  in  evi- 
dence. Aside  from  truthfulness,  it  involves 
his  sincerit.v  and  discretion. 

Who.  then,  is  this  man.  and  what  is  his 
liistory?  Personalities  are  oiTensive  and  1 
will  n<it  Inilnlge  in  them.  Hut.  sufely. 
when  we  are  thus  brutally  assaulted  wc 
may  ask  who  it  is  that  is  berating  us. 

I  will  notice  only  a  few  of  the  iticidents 
of  his  public  career,  which  throw  llgiit  on 
the  question  of  his  sincerity  and  di.scretion. 
l  (imi  it  recorded  that  years  ago  he  was  a 
member  of  the  New  York  legislature,  and 
on  one  Occasion  he  roused  the  hopes 
of  the  country  by  making  a  speech  against 
a  class  whlcli  he  called  the  criminal  rich. 
But  he  at  once  dashed  these  hopes  Ity 
tiu-ning  around  ami  voting  with  and  for 
these  very  criminal  rich  wliorn  he  had  de- 
nounced. 

In  the  years  l.W-S  he  held  a  federal  of- 
lice  in  Washington,  and  in  order  to  es- 
Ciipe  paying  his  taxes  In  New  York  he 
signed  an  affidavit  and  swiire  before  the 
ever-living  God  that  he  was  not  a  citizen 
of  New  York.  If  tins  was  true,  then,  under 
the  constitution  of  new  York  he  would  not 
have  been  eligible  for  the  governor  of  that 
state.  By  sulise(|uentl.\  accepting  a  nom- 
ination and  election  to  that  office  he 
showc  <l  that  he  did  not  believe  his  own  af- 
tidavit.  This  being  so,  may  It  not  be  that 
he  iloes  not  bidieve  the  charge  that  he  h.is 
made  against  us? 

KILLED  A  SPANIARD, 

It  is  next  reeonled  that  he  entered  the 
Spanish  war  in  Cidia,  and,  although  his 
regiment  was  commanded  by  another  man, 
he  succeeded  by  means  of  that  modern 
w«-ai«ni  of  warfare  known  as  a  newsi>aper 
bureau,  in  winning  more  renown  in  a  week 
than  Oen.  (Jrant  did  in  four  years  of  hard 
lighting,  and  he  seems  to  be  the  only  man 
on  this  continent  who  boasts  of  having 
with  his  own  hand  shot  down  and  killed  a 
Sp.miard  that  was  tleelng  from  the  battle- 
lield.  In  bis  book  he  says:  '•As  they  turned 
to  run  I  closed  in  and  lired  twicT',  missin.g 
the  hrst  and  killing  the  second."  He  then 
boasts  that  he  had  considered  this  feat 
unioue,  and  so  it  i.s.  He  Is  the  first  brave 
man  tf>  shoot  an  enemy  In  the  liack. 

Again,  the  mo<Iern  historians  tell  us  that 
it  was  he  who  tirst  demonstrated  to  man- 
kind that  however  useful  the  ciimera  may 
be  to  science,  to  art  and  to  industry.  Us 
true  mission  is  to  develop  tlnplnte  heroes. 

The  records  at  Albany  show  that  the

I  wish  to  avoid  even  the  appearance  of 
s«  verily,  and,  as  I  have  not  the  lanRuage 
to  properly  characterize  this  man's  career, 
I  shill  not  attempt  It.  He  is  the  right  man 
to  defend  crlmiinil  aggression,  ami  the 
abandonment  of  plain  duty  by  the  prcsi- 
tlent.

New  York,  Aug.  2.— A  dispatcli  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  .says:  The  war  in 
South  Africa  is  clearly  approaching  an 
end.  Hunter  has  reported  that  he  will 
liave  fully  4000  prisoners  among  the  hills 
south  of  Bethlehem,  and  that  Olivier 
alone  has  succeeded  in  breaking  away 
toward  Harrismith  with  1000  men.  Forty 
thousand  Britisli  troops  ought  to  be  abl'^ 
to  catch  that  commando,  with  its  five 
2:uns. 

The  Free  State  forces  tiow  consist  of 
two  columns  of  1000  men  each  under  De 
Wet  and  Oliver,  several  hundred  miles 
apart  and  enveliped  with  Britislh  troops, 
and  when  these  surrender,  the  Trans- 
vaal Boers  will  not  have  any  justifica- 
tion for  holding  out,  especially  when  the 
camjiaign  has  becuine  one  of  intolerable 
suffering  on  both  sides.  The  Boers  are 
lighting  ill  rags  and  barefoot,  and  are 
suffering  from  hunger,  c  »ld  and  every 
conceivable  privation.  The  British 
troops  are  also  badly  clothe<l  and  fed.  on 
account  of  tiiie  wiet(he<l  wtn-k  of  the 
transiiort   servi«^e. 

Sir  William  Vernon  Harcourt  made  a 
.speech  against  the  goveminent  yesterday 
in  the  h  lUse  of  commons  and  displayed 
a  semblance  of  his  old-time  fightin.g 
form.  He  referred  to  the  estimate  of 
£ir>.000,000  for  operations  in  Chinti,  and 
intimated  that  the  ultimate  cost  of  Brit- 
ish operati<ins  in  that  quarter  might  ex- 
ceed that  in  South  Africa.  He  also  as- 
sumed that  tSio  war  in  South  Africa 
would  ost  fully  ,£400.000,000,  and  com- 
mented im  the  fact  that  con.sols,  whicii 
used  to  stand  at  ll.'i.  had  gone  below  par. 
He  even  ventured  to  predict  that  Sii- 
Michael  Hicks-Beach,  if  he  were  guess- 
ing", would  emulate  Mr.  Gossmuii's  speech 
in  sending  them  down  to  95. 

This  speech  was  tlie  most  effective  at- 
tack whictt  has  yet  been  made  on  th«? 
government.  The  war  has  not  been 
well  financed.  A  tax  of  a  i»enny  a 
iiouikI  on  sugar  would  hav»»  yielded  more 
revenue  than  the  new  .schedule  of  in- 
rieased  taxes  imposed  by  Sir  Michael 
Hicks-Beach  at  the  expen.se  of  payers  of 
income  duos  and  other  direct  taxes.

It  has  been  rejiorted  that  the  Northern 
Pacific  ce>mpany  intends  soem  to  inaugu- 
rate some  changes  in  the  running  of 
trains  over  the  Duluth  Short  line.  The 
changes  rumored  are  as  follows:  The 
trains  from  Duluth  to  St.  Paul  to  leave 
li.ne  city  over  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way bridge  to  West  Superior,  and  from 
tlience  to  We.^t  Duluth  over  the  old  St.

The  night  trains  at  the  present 
time  run  to  West  Duluth  on  the  Duluta 
side,  thence  over  t<i  Superior  by  the  ei'.d 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  bridge,  returning  over 
the  same  bridge  to  the  Minnesota  side 
before  proceeding  to  St.  Paul.  The  re- 
port could  n't  be  c  uif.rmed  at  the  local 
offices  of  the  Northern  Pacific  compaii.v 
this  morning,  ttie  ofllcials  claiming  to 
know  nothing  of  such  proposed  changes.

With  these 
exceptions,  however.  Mr.  Wildman  holds 
out  little  encouragement  to  American 
merchants.

[lien,  the  prospect  of  developing  a  large 
market  for  American  goods  in  i''hina  is 
not  encouraging.  The  prevailing  habits 
tif  the  Chinese  mind  must  be  changeil  l)e- 
fore  commercial  development  on  any  largt! 
scale  can  set  in.  The  general  awakening 
of  China  out  of  the  isidated  and  stagnant 
state  In  which  the  country  has  lain  for 
centuries  will  be  a  slow  proocess.  More- 
over. It  Is  not  to  be  forgi>tten  that  as  the 
consuming  capacity  of  a  people  develops. 
Us  producing  ability  also  develoi)s.  This 
will  assuredly  h(dd  true  of  China,  which 
has  an  immense  and  willing  labor  force 
that  needs  only  to  be  directed  tfiward  In-

.^usar  is  nctw  selling  in  L^uluth  at  the 
highest  price  known  in  fourteen  year.s. 
The  grocers  are  giving  thirteen  pound.-? 
for  $1,  and  they  are  making  a  smaller 
profit  than  when  they  were  able  to  give 
.^seventeen  or  eighteen  pounds  for  the 
same  price.  The  rise  in  price  is  due  to 
the  sugar  trust's  arbitrary  action  in  or- 
dering an  advance,  so  that  its  profits 
may  l>e  increased  at  the  expense  of  the 
people. 

The  sugar  trust  ber^efits  to  the  extent 
of  every  cent  that  it  adds  to  the  price 
of  sugar,  because  there  has  not  been  any 
increase,  not  even  the  fraction  of  a  mill, 
in  the  cost  of  pnxluclng  and  refining 
sugar.  The  Increased  cttst  of  su.gar  to 
the  consumer  is  felt  especially  at  this 
-sea.son  of  the  year,  when  hou.sevvives  at-- 
cotnpelled  to  buy  it  in  large  quantities 
for  preserving  and  canning  fruits. 

Another  trust  that  the  hou.'-.ewive.- 
have  recently  come  in  contact  with  's 
the  iianana  trust.  .\  recent  news  item 
said:  "One  hundred  and  one  car  loads 
of  bananas,  valued  at  more  than  $.">0.(»i)o, 
have  been  destroyed  in  Illinois  towns 
in  close  proximity  to  St.  Louis  within 
the  last  two  days  in  order  that  the  Ba- 
nana trust  might  maintain  present 
prices."  Rather  than  sell  the  bananas 
to  the  people  at  lower  prices  than  those 
it  had  established,  the  trust  destroyed 
carloads  of  bananas  that  would  have 
made  LOOO.OOO  little  children  in  the  tene- 
ment districts  of  the  great  cities  happy 
for  a  day.  But  to  have  given  the  fruit 
to  these  children  would  have  been  phil- 
anthropy, and  philanthropy  and  the 
trusts  have  nothing  in  common,  but  are 
separate  ami  apart. 

These  are  but  two  instances  of  the  way 
the  people  of  this  country  are  oppies.sed 
and  robbed  by  trusts,  which  have  been 
<  reated  and  fostered  by  legislation  en- 
acte<l  by  the  Republican  party.  House- 
r.'ives  and  heads  of  families,  who  come 
in  personal  contact  with  the  exactions 
of  the  trusts,  should  not  forget  that  they 
have  the  remedy  in  their  ow^n  hands. 
The  housewives  may  not  be  able  to  vote 
but  they  have  husbands  and  brothers 
who  can  vote,  and  they  should  see  that 
tliese  votes  are  cast  in  the  Interests  of 
their  own  families  and  not  to  keep  somi' 
scheming  politicians  in  offlce. 

There  is  no  more  important  f;uestion  to 
be  decided  at  the  polls  in  November 
than  this:  Shall  the  people  be  ruled, 
governed  and  controlled  l)y  the  trusts, 
or  shall  tlie  people  rule,  govern  and  >.jn- 
trol  the  trusts? 

Congress  has  full  power  to  enact  laws 
that  will  govern  and  control  trusts.  No 
constitutional  amendment  is  required  — 
that  was  but  a  Republican  subterfuge  to 
evade  the  performance  by  the  Republi- 
can congress  of  "its  plain  duty."  If  con- 
gress at  its  recent  session  had  obeyed 
the  peoFJle's  demand  for  the  repeal  of  all 
tariff  duties  on  trust-controlled  articles, 
the  trusts  would  not  be  advancin.g  prices 
today,  because  their  power  to  do  so 
would  have  been  swept  away. 

Let  the  people  remember  these  two 
facts:

MXiHSTKiA  L  DEfHESSIOX. 

A  vaulable  article  l>y  George  H.  Hull, 
seeking  to  combat  the  many  and  wide- 
spread delusions  on  the  causes  of 
prosperity  and  hard  times,  appears  in 
the  current  numl)er  of  the  Engineering 
Magazine.  The  radical  difference  be- 
tween financial  panics  and  industrial 
de7»ressi<ms  is  first  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Hull.  The  financial  panic,  he  says,  is 
a  short,  charp  blow,  a  sort  of  cyclone 
produced  by  a  Baring  failure  or  a  tem- 
porary money  .stringency.  It  is  severe 
but  short  lived.  If  it  comes  in  a  time 
of  great  prosperity  it  soon  obviously 
pa.sses  and  its  traces  are  quickly  effaced. 
If  it  comes  in  a  time  of  industrial  de- 
pression it  passes  just  as  quickly  but 
not  so  apparently,  because  in  the  pop- 
ular mind  it  is  regarded  as  indentlcal 
with  the  industrial  depression.  The  in- 
dustrial depression  begins  gradually  and 
quietly  in  a  time  of  great  prosperity, 
and  for  a  long  time  its  existence  is  not 
suspected.  The  conditions  of  industrial 
depression,  according  to  Mr.  Hull,  are: 

"First,  di-scharged  of  workers,  and  Just 
in  propoi^ion  as  this  takes  place  the 
earnings  of  the  people  are  reducetl. 
This  in  time  cuts  down  expenditures 
and  lessens  demand.  As  demand  falls 
off  production  is  cut  down  and  more 
workers  are  discharged.  Thus  the  five 
elements  of  depression — reduction  of 
employment,  of  earnings,  of  expendi- 
tures, of  demand  and  of  production — 
from  an  endless  chain,  each  inteoislfying 
the  other. 

"It  is  estimated  that  In  the  United 
States  there  were  28,000,000  persons  ea- 


twenty-eight  would  hardly  he  noticed  in 
any  community,  yet  as  soon  as  this 
takes  place  in  each  community  there  is 
a  reduction  of  $.''..000,000,000  per  annum 
in  the  buying  power  of  the  nation. 
Fewer  working  hours  and  reduced  wages 
must  be  accepted  by  those  still  at  work. 
This  takes  other  thousands  of  millions 
from  the  buying  power  of  the  nation." 

Now,  why  does  this  discharge  of  work- 
ers begin? 

The  alleged  causes — pa'esidentiai 
elections,  financial  panics,  stHkes,  our 
production,  etc — are  first  examined  by 
Mr.  Hull,  and  he  shows  that  none  of 
them  is  a  true  cau.se,  that  they  are  at 
most  mere  surface  indications  of  a  deep- 
lying  disturbance.  He  then  sh<nvs  that 
for  the  last  seventy-five  years  the  in- 
dustiiul  depressions  have  been  coinci- 
dental in  the  great  manufacturing  na- 
tion.s— the  United  States,  Oreat  Britain. 
France,  Belgium,  Germany.  The  cause 
must  therefore  be  one  which  affects  all. 

He  then  points  out  that  iron  is  the 
basis  of  our  modern  Industrial  civiliza- 
tion, that  it  is  the  ab.solute  e.s.sential  of 
our  progress,  that,  to  take  our  own 
country  alone,  the  annual  consumption 
of  iron  was  100  [)ounds  per  capita  ."lO 
years  ago,  :!00  pounds  two  years  ago.  400 
pounds  last  year,  and  that  it  should  be 
1000  pounds  within  twenty-five  years. 
As  to  iron  he  says: 

"Of  lumber  two  or  three  years'  stock 
is  always  carried,  and  brick,  stone  and 
coal  can  always  be  adequately  and 
quickly  supplieil  by  simply  increasing 
the  workers  in  brii  kyards,  stone  quar- 
ries and  coal  mines.  But  of  iron  we 
have  carried  for  the  last  ten  years  le.ss 
than  twentj  -three  days'  advance  supply, 
and  it  takes  a  year  to  build  a  furnace. 

"Consequently  in  each  period  of  re- 
vival in  the  industries  of  the  world  iron 
consumers  became  alarmed  through 
fear  that  there  would  not  be  enttugh  to 
supply  all  demands,  each  buyer  made 
an  effort  to  contract  for  sufficient  to 
supply  all  Ills  needs,  and  this  being  im- 
possible to  acc<iniplish,  prices  of  iron  ad- 
vanced rapidly  until  they  reached  SO  to 
KM)  per  cent,  above  cost.  These  ad- 
vances in  ir(»n  invariably  occurred  be- 
fore iheie  was  any  material  advance  in 
tile   prices    of   other  staples." 

Obviouslj  the  enormous  advance  in 
iron  would  act  as  an  instant  check  to 
all  new  constructive  eriti-rprises  and 
would  pr«)duce  thrttughout  the  civilized 
world  just  the  condition  necessary  lo 
universal  depression. 

.Mr.  Hull  enforces  his  argunieiiis  with 
tables  which  show,  first,  how  little 
presidtntial  elections  have  had  to  do 
with  industrial  depressions,  since  never 
in  our  history  has  a  presidential  election 
year  been  the  beginning  of  a  period  of 
(hpression;  and  second,  how  an  abnor- 
mal rise  in  the  price  of  iron  has  in- 
vaiiably  been  followed  by  industrial  de- 
pression, and  restoration  to  normal 
prices  has  invariably  been  followed  by 
a  gradual  recovery.

most  for  the  success  of  Mr.  Bryan.  This 
is  right  and  what  those  who  are  well  ac-

Now,  prospei'.y  w-as  coming 
of  itself;"  coming  slowly  but  surely  in  re- 
sponse to  laws  infinite. y  hi.Jher  and  gre;.;.- 
er  than  acts  of  congre.^.^.  But  McKii  Uy 
got  his  new  tariff  law  ui^o'i  the  sti-tute 
books  just  in  time  to  secure  credit  tor 
all  the  good  times  that  followed. 

.\part  from  this  one  act,  all  tne  remain- 
der of  McKinley's  admi.iistr ttiin  has  b.*en 
opportunism  of  the  simplest  and  most 
ohvious  sort— practical,  sensiol",  business 
ooiJortunism— meeting  pr  )blems  after  they 
have  developed  and  not  befor",  drifting 
carefully  with  complications  till  they  cin 
be  thoroughlv  understood,  lakiii;':  advan- 
tage of  events  rather  than  trying  to  for<  e 
or  create  them.  McKlnley  never  set  out 
to  be  an  explorer  or  discoverer.  He  sails 
along  with  the  fair  wind,  but  steers  con- 
stantlv  and  well  and  has  one  of  the  best 
wt  atlier  eves  ever  seen  upon  the  political 
waters.

McKinley's  habitual  opportunism,  bis 
practiie  of  waiting  lo  see  how  lh>i  wind 
blows,  has  given  tiie  careless  observer  the 
impression  that  ibi.s  is  a  sign  <if  weakness, 
of  limidity.  of  lack  of  character.  it  is 
nothing  of  the  sort.  Ojiporuinsm  is  Mr. 
McKiniev's  i)rinciple.  ii  is  his  strength.  It 
is  his  sarvalit>n.  He  believes  in  it.  he  w<'r- 
ships  at  its  shrine.  He  goe>^  upon  the 
theory  that  the  best  opportunist  is  t.ie 
must  successful  in  tin-  i:u-e  The  results 
indicate   that   he  is   right. 

In  IS'.if,  William  .McKiidey  did  n<it  know 
wh.'th<-r  he  was  a  gold  man  <ir  a  si. ver 
man  The  <ii'estion  bad  never  b'*'" 
hrought  forward  in  ati  acute  way.  Hither- 
to he  !;ad  escaped  all  searching  imioiry  by 
announcing  himself  a  biinetallist— the  con- 
venient comtifoniisi'.  which  meant  nothing 
and  was  emploved  by  .so  many  persons. 
Hut  In  isMt;  his  party  v.as  meeting  in  na- 
tional convention  at  St.  Louis  and  threat- 
ening to  take  a  new  departure  by  putting 
the  word  "goM"  into  its  i)latrorm.  Di'l 
Mr.  -McKinlev  favor  it?  He  did  not  know. 
He  was  waiting  to  .see  what  the  jiarty  r- 
self  wantid.  He  was  for  whatever  th.' 
party  was  for.  .    ,.       -t. 

Mr  McKinlev  Is  strongly  enough  for  the 
gold  standard  now.  Of  course  he  is.  Tne 
iiath  is  ji.ain.  It  w.ns  nnmstakable.  .\nd 
if  any  on<'  h.irks  back  to  the  doubtful  days 
of  ''.Hi.  when  it  was  the  toss  of  a  copper 
whether  it  should  be  gold  or  a  straddle,  let 
him  not  say  that  hesitancy  on  McKinley  s 
part  was  a  sign  of  weakness.  Not  so.  In 
his  philosoph'v— and  his  philosophy,  mind 
viUi  is  iiractieal  and  suecess-bringing.  that 
bit  of  cautious  waiting,  ear  to  ground,  that 
renunciation  rtither  than  assumption  ol  rf- 
sponsibilitv— was  strength,  strength  of  the 
highest  order.  .Mr.  McKinley  lays  no  claim 
to  being  a  great  leader,  a  pioneer.

cnemiis  of  Mr.  McKinley  are  fond  of  say- 
ing "he  has  kept  his  ear  so  close  to  the 
ground  that  he  has  worn  that  member  ott 
closi'  ui>  to  his  head."  But  this  is  only  .1. 
bit  of  witticism.  Mr.  McKinley  believes 
in  keeping  his  ear  to  ihe  ground.  That  is 
his  method.  Understand  this,  and  you 
have  the  kevnoto  to  his  character.

To  the  contrary  he  be- 
lieves it  his  duty.  He  has  faith  that  nine 
times  out  of  ten  the  people  are  right  in 
their  sober  judgment;  that  it  us  safe  10 
fcdlow  them:  that  the  vox  populi  is  ilie 
voice  of  wisdom.  He  has  no  shame  in  be- 
ing an  opportunist— he  only  wants  to  be 
the  bi  St  opportunist  in  the  business.    •   '    ' 

From  whatever  point  of  view  we  study 
McKinlev  we  find  him  pursuing  thi.*  favor- 
ite method.  He  aims  to  be  no  Andrew- 
Jackson,  no  Grover  Cleveland.  The  world 
is  not  to  him  an  oyster,  to  be  opened  as  be 
likes  with  the  sharp  end  of  his  firmly  held 
instrument  of  power.  It  is,  rather,  a  com- 
plex, growing,  developing  thing,  subject  10 
certain  of  nature's  laws  as  to  climate,  at- 
mosphere, soil  and  water,  and  it  is  bis 
business  to  watch  and  nourish  and  guaic. 
it  and  when  it  finally  blooms,  be  it  pncK- 
Iv  cactus  or  sweet  rose,  it  is  his  and  he  is 
with  it  and  in  control  of  it  and,  as  cbu  t 
t  gardener,  he  so  trains  it  that  it  may  inure 
t.i    his    glory    and    renown. 

If  we  seek  a  better  keynote  to  the  Mc- 
Kinlev charn-cler  than  any  we  have  as  y.i 
employed,  perhaps  we  shall  lind  it  in  .say- 
ing that  he  Is  an  adept  in  ihe  tirt  of  bent  v- 
olent  selfishness.  His  is  the  i)olicy  and  the 
practiie  which  endeavors  to  make  e\ery- 
thing  work  out  for  the  common  good  and 
his  own  special  benefit.

overlooked  •  •  •  In  the  estimation  of 
the  ill-informed  public  the  character  of 
McKinlev  has  been  wholly  subordinate  to 
that  of  Hanna.  The  child  who  asked  if 
McKinlev  would  i^till  be  president  were 
Hanna  to  die  is  famous.  But  this,  too.  i."; 
a  mvth.  It  mav  .surprise  a  goodly  number 
of  neople  to  learn  that  instead  of  Hanna 
eclinsing  McKinley.  it  is  Hanna  who  is  a.4 
clav  "in  the  hands  of  the  presidential  pot- 
ter Hanna  is  at  heart  the  sincerer,  inild- 
er  man.  no  matter  what  manners  indi- 
cate Hanna  loves  McKinley;  McKinley 
uses'  Hanna.  AVholly  contrary  to  general 
belief  it  is  not  the  chairman  of  the  Re- 
publican national  committee  who  is  the 
stronger-willed,  the  more  selfish,  domi- 
nant.

He  really  and 
truly  thinks  the  gold  standard  a  great 
evil  to  the  world,  the  imv>erlalistic  tenden- 
cies of  the  Repuolican  party  a  menace  to 
the  republic.  The^e  are  with  him  more  than 
matters  of  the  mouth— they  are.  from  the 
heart.  He  may  be  a  dreamer,  but  be 
dreams  honestly  and  without  the  aid  of 
self-administered     narcotics.     .     .     . 

His  faith  is  not  in  practical  politics,  in 
the  old  methods  v.hich  William  C. Whitney, 
Arthur  P.  Gorman  and  Marcus  A.  Hanna 
know  .'50  much  ol.  When  -Mr.  Bryan  says 
his  trust  is  in  th  ■  people  he  means  it.  He 
is  not  merely  s.i.\  ing  things  lor  the  sound 
of  them.  That  i-  his  creeci.  In  this  dav 
and  generation  t  seems  sadlv  old-fash- 
ioned and  prosai'.  but  with  Mr.  Bryan  it 
Is  eminentl.v  pra-tical  and  modern.  It  is 
the  onl.v  politics  he  knows.  His  conception 
of  manipulation  Is  to  get  the  people  to- 
gether in  an  ope  1  space,  where  there  is  a 
hill  or  rostrum  at  one  side  of  it.  and  ther.^ 
to  aiipear  and  riake  appeal  to  them  by 
word  of  n)(nith.  if  tlie  politicians  at  Kan- 
sas City  had  not  succumbed  to  this  dicta- 
torial idealist's  irade  as  lo  the  platform, 
do  you  know  what  we  should  have  seen?

That  it  was  his  iiuriKisi/  ilelili- 
eraiei.v  and  strikingly  to  jilace  hiniseli' 
in  corilrast  with  Mr.  MtKiniey  there  can 
lie  no  doubt.

Mr.  Bryan  is  a 
Democrat  with  a  love  for  Populist  voles. 
Mr.  Brvan  posses-ses  remarkable  abilit>  as 
a  hypnotist.  Nearly  all  the  men  who  fall 
within  his  inlluence  are  completely 
charmed  with  hin.  This  is  not  confined  to 
those  who  agrees  with  him  upon  the  issues 
of  the  ddv.  liut  olt-n  extends  to  those  who 
go  to  argue  with  him.  During  the  agita- 
tion about  the  Democratic  silver  plank  a 
number  of  promi  lent  part.v  men  called  on 
Mr.  Bryan  to  coix  him  over  to  the  con- 
servative side  Almost  invariably  Mr.  Bry- 
an and  they  wert  in  harmony  at  the  do.se 
of  the  interview,  but  it  was  not  Mr.  Bryan 
who  had  yielded.  The  one  notable  excep- 
tion to  this  rule  was  David  B.   Hill. 

Mr.  Bryan  is  a  fatalist.  He  believes  he  is 
to  be  president  of  the  UnittHi  States  before 
he  dies.  He  is  so  confident  of  il  that  he 
does  not  permit  limself  to  be  worried  by 
doubts  and  fears  If  it  does  not  come  in 
liHHi.  il  will  comt>  in  liXH,  and  if  not  in  I!tiH. 
then  in  1!Mi.*n:  for  Mr.  Bryan  has  not  the 
slightest  notion  of  stepping  aside  from 
Democratic  leadership  even  if  defeated 
next  November.  The  Democrats  who 
want  lo  defeat  Mr.  Bryan  this  year  in  or- 
der that  their  psirt.v  may  get  rid  of  him 
once  for  all  are  reckoning  without  the 
knowledge  or  co-iperation  of  Mr.   Bryan.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  CROP. 

Fields  Very  Wet  In  Certain  Parts  of 
tha  State. 

During  .-^eveiul  days  past  there  have 
been  reports  of  very  hot  weather  in 
St»uth  Dakota,  with  hot  winds  at  th  • 
.same  lime,  and  these  have  aroused  mui  ii 
apprehension  as  to  their  effect  on  tn  • 
wheat  crt  p  in  that  state.  The  last  gov- 
eminent  report  for  the  week  ending 
Mo.nday  diil  not  .uive  any  hint  of  these 
wind.-i.  imt  they  are  not  supni».^ed  i') 
have  c.ime  until  thi.-«  week.  The  report 
is  as  follows: 

"The  temperature  averaged  about  the 
normal,  with  .>;ome  warm  days,  but  gen- 
erally cool  nights,  and  except  for  .sliglil 
interruptions  caused  by  lo.^al  widely 
Piattered  rains  over  the  middle-east"! n 
and  southeastern  counties,  the  weather 
was  very  favorable  for  harvesting, 
flxcejit  in  middle  and  Northern  Mis- 
souri valley  counties,  some  Black  Hiils 
countie.-^.  and  extreme  east-north-.:n 
loealilie.^.  where  corn.  flax,  millet,  puia- 
toes  and  grass  nee<l  rain,  the  soil  mois- 
ture i.s  ami'le  for  present  needs.  There 
are  some  fields  of  wheat  in  the  extreme 
.-•out hi  astern  counties  that  are  consiu- 
erattly  damaged,  and  some  cannot  re- 
.-eive' timely  harvest.  becau.«e  if  th<> 
soil  being  too  wet  as  a  result  of  pre- 
ceding excessive  rains.  There  are  al.=o 
some  lorn  and  ix.tatoes  on  lowland 
sufferings  injurv  from  the  same  oau.'^e. 

"Wheat  harvest  is  far  advanced  in  the 
southern,  progressing  generally  in  the 
middle,  and  begun  in  the  n(-rth«:>.n 
counties.  Oat  and  barley  harvest  is 
nearing  completion.  Reports  continue 
to  indicate  that  the  berry  or  grain  of 
wheat,  oats  and  barley  is  plump  and  of 
good  quality  generally,  except  that  the 
rains  discolored  omsiderable  bavUy  ir. 
southeastern  counties.  In  some  tieUh; 
in  middle  and  northern  counties  the 
wheat  vield  will  proliably  fall  below  that 
anticipated  last  week.  In  the  extreme 
southeastern  counties  a  fair  to  good 
vield  of  wheat  is  expected:  elsewhere. 
Tioor  to  fair.  Oats,  on  the  whole,  are  a 
iitcht  crop:   oarley  fair. 

Tern  has  progressed  very  satisfac- 
toriiv  excei't  in  the  too  wet' southeastern 
fields  and  the  dry  northern  localities, 
and  with  favorable  weather  a  good  crop

The  Stage  of  Water. 

J.  H.  Darling,  assistant  Iniiet^l  States 
engineer,  reports  the  state  of  water  in 
Liike  Superior  during  the  month  of  July 
as  less  than  last  year  but  above  the 
normal  for  July.  His  report  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  mean  level  of  Lake  Superior  in 
July,  by  the  United  States  gauge  at 
Marquette,  was  0.83  above  low  water 
datum.  This  is  0.21  higher  than  for  the 
preceding  month,  and  equals  the  nor- 
mal ri.se.  which  is  021  from  June  to  July. 
The  stage  for  last  month  is  0.63  foot 
lower  than  in  July.  1899,  a  year  ago, 
but  is  still  O.OS  higher  than  the  average 
July  stage  for  the  26  years  from  1872 
to   1897.

The  anouncement  by  The  Herald  last 
evening  that  the  .supreme  court  had  de- 
cided the  mayoralty  case  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Hugo  was  received  with  considerable 
surpri.se.  because  the  belief  had  l)ecome 
wide.spread  that  the  court  would  not 
give  a  decision  at  the  present  term  tif 
court.  There  was  not  much  surpri.se  at 
the  result,  because  the  opinion  had  be- 
ci  me  quite  general  that  the  decision  01' 
the  district  court  would  be  affirmed,  al- 
though there  were  some  people  who  en- 
tertained a  belief  that  the  decision  w.  uld 
be  reversed.  The  .ipinion  of  the  court, 
wiitten  by  Justice  Brown,  has  not 
received  here  yet.  but  the  syllabu.s 
fidlows: 

First— The  intention  of  a  voter,  under 
our  election  law.  must  control  in  ount- 
ing  his  ballot:  liut  such  inlention  nmst 
Ih-  shown  and  indicated  by  markin.i^s 
on  the  ofiicial  liallot  substantially 
the  manner  provided  I'V  such  law 
ill  a  bona  fide  attempt 
therewith. 

et,;;.ond — Various  ballots  involved  in 
this  contest  examined  and  considered, 
and  the  markings  thereon  held  a  suf- 
fi.ient  compliance  with  the  statutory 
lequirements.  (^iher  balliits  examined 
and  held  net  a  compliance  with  such 
statutes. 

Third— Findings  of     trial     court    thu 
coniestee  was  duly  elected  mayor  of  Du- 
luth sustained.     Judgment  affirmed. 
THE  CHARTER  CASE. 

Justice  Brown  also  wrote  the  opinion 
in  the  citv  chartei-  ca-^e.  declaring  the 
new  .St.  Paul  charter  a  valid  instrument. 
The  home  rule  amendment  of  1898  is 
held  to  appl.v  to  io.orporated  i  ities  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and 
not  to  cities  thereafter  incorporated. 
The  court  gives  the  act  under  which  the 
charter  was  framed  a  liUeral  construc- 
tion. It  is  believed  thai  this  decision 
foreshadows  a  decision  uphi>lding  the 
Duluth  charter.  There  were  no  dissent- 
ing opinions  from  other  members  of  the 
court  on  the  St.  PjiuI  case.  The  .«yllabus 
follows:

NOW  FOR  SIDEWALKS. 

Will   Begin    Building  Whart 
Ownars  Failed  To. 

The  hoaid  of  public  works  is  at  large 
tixlay  looking  for  trouble  and  bad  side- 
walks. The  commissioners  will  canvass 
the  entire  city  examining  tlie  work  on 
the  new  sidewalk  recently  put  down  by 
property  owners  in  conformity  with  the 
l>oard's  advice,  and  they  will  also  make 
a  list  of  all  pn»perty  where  the  warning 
has  not  been  heeded.  Those  that  have 
built  the  walks  at  their  own  expense 
have  saved  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  as 
the  sidewalk  contractors  find  it  neces- 
sary to  raise  the  price  on  work  done 
under  the  city  assessment  plan.  The 
(  ity  will  immediately  put  in  new  walks 
wherever  needed  and  asses  it  against  the 
Iiiopoiiy.  benefited.  Owing  to  a  lack 
of  money  in  the  treasury  the  conti-actoi's 
V. !)!  have  to  wait  till  the  assessments 
Kre  collected  before  receiving  their  pay 
and  this  is  what  causes  the  increase  of 
from  30  to  40  per  cent  in  the  cost  of  the 
improvement. 


The  board  of  equalization  put  in  another 
half  day  on  the  (luostioii  of  assessing  the 
mines  this  morning,  and  whHe  'no  defi- 
nite settlement  was  made  the  morning 
was  not  wasted,  and  some  itiogress  was 
made.  When  the  committee  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  inm  interests  presented 
their  relative  valuations  on  iron  pro- 
perty Tuesday  the  board  took  it  under 
consideration,  and  there  is  has  been  ever 
since.  Some  of  the  commissioners  were 
in  favor  of  adopting  the  relative  valu- 
ation and  barfing  any  changes  in  the  as- 
sessments on  the  mines  on  it.  Others 
thought  that  the  valuations  on  some  of 
the  mines  were  not  high  enough,  and 
wanted  to  change  .«ome  of  them  before 
the  horizontal   raise  was  made. 

The  board  therefore  invited  the  iron 
men  to  attend  again  and  talk  it  over,  so 
D.  H.  Bacon,  T.  F.  Cole  and  W.  J.  Olcott 
appeared  this  morning  to  answer 
questions.  Price  M<Kinney.  represent- 
ing the  Commod<ire  and  Stevenson  pr(j- 
perties.  appealed  to  complain  that  the 
valuation  on  those  properties  was  too 
high,  and  by  agreement  of  the  other  iron 
men  it  was  reduced  fnmi  ?200.00!>  to  $1,")0.- 
000.  By  a  similar  agreement  the  assess- 
ment on  the  Franklin  group  was  reduced 
from  $ir>0,000  to  $125,000. 

One  of  the  objections  of  the  commis- 
sioners was  that  all  of  the  interests  were 
not  represented,  and  that  if  the  relative 
valuation  was  accepted  some  of  the 
interests  unrepresented  might  object.  W. 
J.  Olcott  said  that  the  agreement  in- 
cluded 9".  per  cent  of  the  interests,  and 
the  two  reductions  mentioned  brought 
in  all  of  the  interests  that  he  knew  of. 
He  said  it  was  well  known  that  all  of  the 
iron  properties  on  the  two  ranges  are 
in  the  hands  of  four  or  five  concerns, 
and  these  were  all  agreed.  If  there  were 
any  not  in  the  agreement  th^y  were  «o 
figured. 

This  question  was  put  out  of  the  way 
for  one  thing,  but  there  was  a  long 
discussion  on  the  comparative  values 
of  variolic  mines,  and  the  committee 
answered  a  number  of  questions  along 
that  line.  Mr.  Phelps  brought  out  the 
fact  that  in  making  these  valuations 
other  things  besides  the  mere  output 
of  the  mines  entere<l  into  it  of  necessitv, 
for  it  was  the  quality  of  the  ore,  the  de- 
mand for  it  on  the  market  and  the  cost 
of  production  that  entered  into  the  out- 
put. This  did  away,  in  the  minds  of  the 
committee  with  the  .ibjection  of  Moritz 
Helm,  the  St.  PmiiI  nttorney,  that  the 
board  is  fixing  values  based  al  me  on  the 
•iutDut. 

In  relation  to  Mr.  Helm,  County  At- 
torney Phelps  expressed  the  belief  that 
he  did  not  represent  the  srovernor.  a.-^ 
he  claimed,  but  that  he  was  merely  seek- 
ing a  little  notoriety. 

Commissioner  Kugler  went  into  the 
cash  value  question  to  a  considerable 
extent,  showing  a  belief  that  the  relative 
valuations  were  not  right.  Mr.  Olcott 
in  reply  to  a  number  of  questions  said 
that  it  was  an  impofsii,iiity  to  get  at 
the  cash  value  of  a  mine,  owing  to  the 
many  things  that  entered  into  it."  and  the 
method  suggested  by  the  committee  he 
believed  to  be  the  only  feasible  one.  He 
said  that  if  the  board  tried  to  get  at 
the  actual  cash  value  of  the  mines,  it 
would  take  a  very  long  time  and  at  the 
end  the  hoard  would  be  no  closer  than 
it  is  today.  As  to  the  non- producing 
mines  he  .said  that  it  would  not  be  right 
to  tax  the  ore  iii  the  ground,  because  it 
is  of  no  value  until  it  is  produced,  when 
the  labor  gives  it  value.  He  .said  that 
this  method  is  used  tm  the  other  iron 
ran.ges.  and  in  many  other  mining 
localities. 

The  argument  took  up  the  entire  fore- 
noon, and  the  board  adjourned  until  2 
o'clock  this  afterno.m.  Then  it  was  to 
begin  to  act  on  the  many  objections 
that  have  been  brought  before  it,  though 
it  was  no;  expected  that  any  action 
would  be  taken  before  tomorrow  on 
either  the  mines  or  the  timber.  The 
board  authorized  County  Attorney 
Phelps  to  draw  up  a  resolution  covering 
the  timber  reduction  at  yesterday's 
and  he  was  to  report  this  ie-

(Jle  Tornstrom,  an  old  and  respected 
citizen  of  West  Duluth,  was  found  dead 
in  his  home,  at  the  corner  of  Sixty-third 
avenue  West  and  Fairmont  street,  yes- 
terday noon.  Mr.  Ternstrom,  who  has 
resided  here  for  the  past  eleven  year.s. 
was  engaged  in  the  dairy  bu.siness  until 
last  fall,  when  he  sold  out  to  Duluth 
parties.  Aljout  this  time  his  wife  de- 
veloped signs  o?  insanity  and  was  taken 
to  Fergus  Falls  asylum,  where  she  is 
at  the  present  time.  Since  than  Mr. 
Ternstrom  has  been  living  at  his  home 
with  a  nephew,  the  only  surviving  re- 
lative known  to  live  in  this  country. 
The  nephew  lefi.  the  city  a  few  days  ago. 
bound  for  the  harvest  fields  of  North 
Dakota,  leavinjr  his  uncle  alone.  The 
neighbors  saw  and  were  talking  lo  Mr. 
Ternstrom  early  yesterday  morning,  but 
when  some  of  them  had  occa.sion  to  eiitei- 
the  house  about  11  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, they  found  the  decedent  lying 
outstretched  on  the  kitchen  floor,  dead. 
From  the  position  of  the  body  at  the 
time  it  was  found,  the  indications  are 
that  death  canre  quickly  and  probably 
jiainlessly.  Thf  remains  were  taken  to 
the  undertakini.,  parlors  of  W.  C.  Gray, 
where  Coroner  Ecklund,  who  examined 
them  this  moaning,  said  no  inquest 
would  be  necessaa-y.  l>i -Ecklund. said  that 
in  his  opinion,  death  was  caused  from  a 
valvular  affection  of  the  heart.  No  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  the 
funeral  or  the  disposition  of  the  body. 
No  one  knows  in  what  part  of  North 
Dakota  the  nephew  may  be  f<nind.  V'ei-y 
little  is  known  of  the  antecedents  of 
the  deceased,  so  there  is  no  clue  to  other 
relatives  if,  indeed,  he  had  any  living.

Japan,  Russia  and  China 

Rcmpi    Kondo^  a  Student   of  Affairs   and 
President  of  Japan's  Largest  Steam- 
ship Line^   Discusses  the 
Situation* 


There  are  a  few  (luestions  which  I 
have  been  asked  very  often  since  my  ai  - 
rival  in  this  country,  the  principal  ones 
among  them  are  the  MUestions  relating 
ti:  the  present  situatbni  in  C;hina.  and 
the  relations  between  Japan  and  Rus- 
sia. 

With  regard  to  the  present  tioul>le  in 
China  I  might  say.  not  to  dv.ell  upon  the 
'luestion  of  fnudameiital  weakness  of  th" 
sjstem  of  govornnient  in  China,  it  seems 
to  me  there  ar.?  two  approximate  causes; 
one  is  the  friction  between  the  Man- 
.hurian  and  Chinese  elements  in  the 
Pagan  government,  each  faction  trying 
to  overthrow  opponents  from  power 
thereby  causing  want  of  harmony  in  the 
Chinese  government  it.self.  The  .thei-  is 
the  opposition  of  the  Chinese  against  the 
introduction  of  foreign  religion.  Th<' 
Chinese  are  not  the  people  to  take  easily 
to  foieign  religion,  and  they  consider  th- 
introduction  of  any  teachings  other  th.in 
tlui.se  which  they  have  had  for  centuiics 
menaces  the  integrit.v  of  the  Chine.-sc 
enipne.  I'nfoi-tunately  iheir  belief  i-^ 
Hot  altogether  without  .groTnd.  ( »f 
course  it  wouid  not  be  logical  to  .suppo-^e 
that  the  introdujtion  of  Christianity  in 
itself  i.s  a  menace  to  the  safety  if  the 
(ountiy  concerned,  liui  history"  tells  of 
many  instances  where  such  consequen- 
ces followed. 

When  I  was  in  China  last  year  I  was 
personally  informed  i)y  some  of  the  mo.--t 
conservative  Chinese  that  they  did  no. 
ol-ject  to  fireigners  coming  to  China  to 
trade,  but  th-y  could  not  tolerate  any 
attempt  OP  the  part  to  suread  r.  new  re- 
ligion.    F  do    not  doubt    the  sinc'ei-itv  .d' 


the  expressed  i)urpo.se  of  murdering 
them  all  the  first  opportunity.  As  the 
rumor  of  this  proscription  spread,  the 
Chinese  converts  lied  from  the  cities, 
but  the  missionaries,  who  had  some  pro- 
tection, fcr  the  most  part  remained. 

Doubtless  the  reason  why  the  Boxers 
desire  the  destructiim  of  the  railroad-? 
ci;me  from  th*-  anti-foreign  spirit.  Ihk 
one  cause  is  the  construction  of  th  > 
Eastern  China  railroad  by  Russia^a 
branch  of  the  Siberian  railroad  leading 
to  Xew  Chwaiig  and  Port  Arthur.  Th.- 
Russian  policy  of  treating  the  Chinese  is 
not  the  same  as  that  of  other  nation;-. 
For  instance,  they  l>uild  their  railroad 
stations  some  twenty  miles  outside  if 
the  large  cities.  They  do  this  in  ori)er  to 
build  up  Russian  cities  and  draw  tridi' 
from  the  Chinese  cities.  In  cojisequeac  •■ 
simie  of  the  Chinese  cities  fall  into  a 
state  of  business  inactivity.  The  Boxers 
never  de.stioy  a  railroad  for  the  purpose 
of  stealing  the  ties,  as  has  been  rejioi  t- 
ed. 

F  do  not  think  the  present  affair  in 
China  very  serious.  The  government  is 
very  weak.  The  viceroys  are  quite 
p<  werful  in  their  own  provinces,  but 
they  do  not  act  in  concert.  They  have 
poor  means  of  communication,  and  vei  y 
poor  transportation  facilities.  Although 
China  has  an  estimated  population  of 
from  oOO  to  l»00  million  inhabitants,  it  is 
obsurd  to  suppose  that  they  could  put  in 
the  field  two  million  trained  soldiers. 
For  this  reason  China  will  be  no  match 
for  even  a  small  body  of  well  traine.'. 
f:uropean  or  Japanese  troops. 

It  is  perhaps  natural  for  you  to  sup- 
po.se  that  the  Japanese  entertain  a  bitt'i- 
feeling  of  resentment  toward  her  north- 
ern neighbors     who      prevented      Japan

the  purpose  of  those  8elf-sf;criflcing 
niissionaries  who  go  to  China  t<,  spread 
the  gu.spel,  but  I  very  much  ftar  that 
c<  nsidering  the  nature  of  the  Chinc.~M 
tnis  is  not  a  ijroper  wav  to  accomplish 
toe  end  \vhi.h  should  lie  the  aim  of 
Christians  as  well  as  civilized  neopio 
namely,  to  elevate  the  Chinese*  to  a 
higher  plane  of  <ivilization.  The  Chinese 
business  iPstijict  is  as  acute  and  a.- 
fully  developoHl  as  any  nation.  I  there- 
fore suggest  Ijhat  China  be  brought  into 
contaot  with  i;he  outside  world  by  estab- 
lishing commercial  relat">ms,  which  will 
be  a  very  dif'icult  task  to  accomplish: 
after  that  the  work  of  the  mission  can  be 
carried  on  no'i  (mly  with  much  less  diffi- 
culty but  with  far  greater  success. 

It  is  appai-Kntly  the  general  belief  of 
the  public  that  the  interest  of  Japan 
and  Russia  are  so  opposed  to  one  an- 
other that  a  war  between  the  two  na- 
tions is  only  a  question  of  time.  Tiie 
present  troufc  le  in  China  seems  to  sug- 
gest to  the  mLnds  of  many  the  possibility 
at  any  moment. 

•While  in  (China  recently  I  obtained 
fairly  reliable  information  in  legard  to 
the  Boxers.  [  am  informed  that  thev 
are  well  ed?  cated  according  to  th- 
t/'hine.se  fashion.  Some  of  them  are 
great  studen.tw.  As  a  class  thev  aim  to 
ilestroy  raili-oads.  and  are  hostile  to  all 
rofeign  religiims.  especially  the  Catho- 
lic. The  main  rea.son  that  they  are  op- 
posed to  rjissionaries  is  that  ini.ssion- 
aries  sometdn^cs  use  thieatening  mea- 
sures to  make  converts,  even  going  si 
far  as  to  o.Ter  bribes. 

Recently  in  Tien  Tsin  a  census  of  all 
Catholics    .va.s  taken  by  the  Boxers  for 


from  absorbing  the  Liao  Tung  peninsula 
at  the  dose  of  the  China-Japanese  war. 
and  afterwards  made  it  practically 
Russian  territory.  But  really  Japan  ha> 
no  cau.se  to  regiet  abandoning  the  pei;- 
insula.  whi<'h  is  at  the  best  barren  and 
unproductive,  and  the  retention  of 
whi:h  would  have  entailed  a  great  ex- 
pen.^-e  to  her.  In  fact  we  are  very  gla.i 
not  to  have  annexed  it. 

On  the  other  hand  Ru.ssia  has  gained  a 
much  coveted  unfrozen  harbor  on  the 
Pacific,  and  has  no  reason  to  entertain 
any  hostile  feelings  against  our  country. 
It  is  true  that  Japan  has  expanded  her 
military  and  naval  forces,  while  Russia 
is  reported  to  have  gathered  100.000  men 
upon  the  Siberian  frontier,  but  neither 
of  these  circumstances  can  fairly  be  re- 
garded as  ominous  of  war.  Japan's  aug- 
mentation of  her  naval  and  military 
forces  is  the  natural  result  of  a  desire  1  > 
maintain  her  position  as  an  Eastern 
power.  It  is  not  for  aggression,  but  for 
ptotection.  Russia's  actions  miaht  iif 
reasonably  attributed  to  the  necessity  o:' 
protecting  a  long  line  of  frontier  against 
native  uprisings.  In  fact  Russia  havin^r 
sj/cnt  an  enormous  sum  of  money  for 
the  construction  of  her  Siberian  railwav 
and  Eastern  Chinese  railway,  the  object 
of  her  governme.it  should  be.  and  I  think 
if.  to  recoup  this  great  outlay  l)y  legiti- 
mate commercial  methods,  and  not  ti 
add  to  it  by  making  war  for  territorial 
aggrandizement.  Neither  Russia  <ir 
Japan  have  anything  to  gain  by  going  to 
uar.  and  I  think  plea.sant  relations  iie- 
tween  the  two  countries  will  be  main- 
tained.

New  Presbyterian  Creed 

Dr»  Gray^   Editor  of  the  Chicago   Interior, 

Says   Church  May  Vote   on   the 

Question  at  Early  Date^ 


Chicago,  July  30.— (Special  to  The 
Heiald.)— The  present  standards  of  the 
English-speaking  Presbyterian  churches 
were  formulated  after  seven  years  of 
consultation  between  the  clergy  and  the 
British  parliament,  closing  in  the  year 
1«45. 

The  conditions  of  tliought  in  all  lines 
have  so  changed  in  these  rushing  two 
and  a  half  centuries,  especially  in  the 
last  half  of  the  ninetivnth,  that  the 
confession  of  faith  has  become  an 
enigma.  Only  a  student  with  unusual 
historical  facilities  can  understand  the 
polemic  animus  that  actuated  particular 


bravely  and  nobly  for  their  time. 

What  is  proposed  now  varies  with  the 
various  minds  and  temperaments. 

1.  The  Evangelicals  purjmse  an 
evangelical  creed,  like  that  so  happily 
agreed  upon  a  y(ar  ago  l)y  the  Free 
churches  of  Great  Britian  and  a  part 
of  these  of  the  continent.  This  creed 
leaves  out  all  non?ssential  questions  of 
sectarian  controve  -sy  ,and  presents  that 
common  faith  of  Protestantism.  Cnion 
upon  that  may  be  attained  immediately, 
but  it  is  bound  to  come,  bye  and  bye. 

2.  Revision  of  the  old  confession. 
That  is  really  an  impossible  task.  It 
was  tried  faithfull>'  and  failed.  It  would 
be  like  a  surgical  operation  in  which 
it   was   proposed   to  amputate   a   mans

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statements  against  which  present 
thought  revolts.  This  animus  bristle- 
out  of  the  confession  on  nearly  every 
l-age.  People  ask,  what  did  they  say 
that  for?    What  were  they  driving  at'.' 

They  were  driving  al  types  of  un- 
.scriptural  doctrine  which  no  longer  exist 
and  have  been  forgotten— setting  ex- 
treme views  in  antagonism  to  extreme 
views.  We  do  not  understand  them, 
because  we  cannot  see  their  surround- 
ings. For  example,  the  elect  infants 
clause,  which  clearly  implies  that  scmie 
infants  are  damned.  That  was  an  ex- 
treme way  of  denying  that  the  salvation 
of  an  infant  came  from  the  mumniei-ies 
of  a  priest.  There  are  many  such  ex- 
amples of  polemic  statement.  Th  • 
whole  Confession  was  built  as  a 
Gibraltar  in  a  hostile  land.  It  is  de- 
fensive, not  evangelically  aggressive. 
We  Presbyterians  of  a  later  and  happier 
day  do  not  either  condemn  or  criticise 
the  best  minister  divines.    They  wrought 


back-bone  to  cure  the  backache.  Take 
out  one  of  the  vM-teluae  and  the  rest 
would  be  useless. 

;}.  A  declaratory  act,  like  the  Pcotch. 
That  letains  the  confession  but  explains 
it  away.  It  is  about  as  bad  as  revision. 
It  is  a  proposition  to  improve  the  statue 
of  the  Laocoon  by  daubing  il  with  paint. 

4.  A  mildly  Cilvinistic  short  creed 
like  that  ()f  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
England.  This  probably  is  what  the 
American  Presl>yterians  will  adoi)t.  It 
will  be  a  step  toward  the  unity  of  Pro- 
testantism upon  a  common  faith.  Jt 
does  not  imply  the  al)andoment  of  the 
peculiar  types  of  religious  thought  which 
differentiate  the  denuminati<ms,  nor 
does  it  mean  or^ranic  union  into  one 
V»ody.  It  does  mean,  however.  a 
practical  federation  of  faith  and  work 
upon  the  basis  of  a  common  Christ- 
ianity, and  thus  the  removal  of  hurtful 
sectarian   rivalries  and  controversies.

3— The  state  Jopart- 
rni'iit  has  Veoeivt-d  a  cahlfgrain  fiDrn 
Consul  TM'uler  at  Che  Fou  which  says 
th:ii  hf  lilt  obtained  the  o.ipy  cf  tht- 
cyi  hfi-  (iispiU^h  from  Minister  Conger, 
vhiih  was  st-nt  thmush  Minister  VVu 
t.)  the  department  here.  The  <lispat('h 
is  lifiled  July  1..  and  sigrned  l)y  Conger. 
Ci;nsul  Fo>\lei  h;.s  n.i  dmiiic  as  to  its 
Renuineness. 

The  state  ut'siariint  ru  r.;is  iiup.iilii^': 
issued   the    followins;: 

•'The  state  departinent  has  received  a 
dispatch  from  Mr.  Fowlei-,  consul  at  Che 
Foo.  dated  at  night  on  Aug.  2.  statins 
that  when  he  learned  from  the  Shangh:>i 
iiapers  that  duubts  were  entertained  of 
the  genuin»'ness  of  the  Conger  ciDher 
telegram,  he  wired  on  the  2.^tli  to  the 
governor  of  Shan  Tugn  to  send  him  the 
original  by  courier.  The  governor  at 
once  complied  with  his  request,  sending 
a  special  postman,  who.  by  traveling 
night  and  <lay  fur  five  days,  made  the 
journey,  which  in  ordinary  times  would 
l;ave  requlitd   twelve  days. 

"He  delivered  to  Mr.  Fowler  the  orig- 
inal of  the  Conger  cipher  dispatch.  It 
is  signed  by  Mr.  Cinger  and  datLd  July 
17.  It  is  pri'cisely  the  same  as  the  mes.s- 
age  received  at  the  state  department, 
with  several  words  prt-fixed  which  canii.- 
in  an  uninielligible  form  to  the  Chinese 
legation  here.  The  dispatch  in  its  or- 
iginal form  says  that  the  memb.^rs  oi 
the  American  legation  had  been  l)esieged 
for  a  mont'i  in  the  r.ritish  legation.  Mr. 
Fowler  has  no  doubt  of  ih  ■  genuinene.-is 
of  the  dispitcii." 

Some  intt  resting  fails  t-onnected  wit.i 
the  original  cither  message  have  been 
brought  to  light  by  Mr.  Fowlers  report. 
It  ai'Dtars  wh^n  Minister  Wu  received 
the  cipher,  on  the  21st.  he  found  that  it 
contained  a  cipher  within  a  cipher.  Tiie 
govern  >r  of  Shan  Tung.  Yuan,  trans- 
mitted with  the  message  a  message  from 
file  tsung  li  yamen.  whion  in  turn  trans- 
mitted Mr.  Ccmger's  mes.-^age.  The  lat- 
ter w.is  in  the  state  department  cipher: 
the  fDrmer  in  the  Chinese  official  cipher. 
When  Mr.  Wu,  in  deeiphering  the  niet..=;- 
age  from  tie  tsung  li  yamen's  messasre 
of  iransmiital,  he  was  unaware  of  that 
f;ict.  and  thought  that  the  several  groups 
of  figures  following  were  a  portion  of  the 
tsung  ii  yamen's  message.  .\s  a  mater 
if  faet.  they  were  the  initial  words  of 
Mr.  Conger's  message  and  they  were  un- 
decipherable by  Mr.  Wu.  because  they 
were  in  the  state  department  cipher.  In- 
stead of  beginning; 

"In  British  legation,"  etc..  Mr.  Con- 
ger's messige  really  began.  "We  have 
been  for  a  month  in  the  British  lega- 
tion." etc.  Anotkier  fact  developt.1  is 
that  the  me.ssage  was  sign'^d  1-:.  H.  Con- 
ger. July  r. 

Alany  persons  had  supposed  that  win'- 
the  message  was  genuine,  it  was  one 
written  by  Mr.  Conger  long  before,  and 
it  had  been  fraudulently  dated  by  tie- 
Chinese  cftlcials.  Now  it  appears  that 
the  tsung  li  yeman  did  date  it  the  ISth. 
It  is  thought  t'ri'.t  Uais  date  was  accurate, 
and  that  while  Mr.  Conger  actually 
wrote  his  dlstialch  on  the  ITth  and  r<ut 
it  in  cipher  ready  for  transmission  at 
the  first  opnortunity.  the  messate  did 
not  leave  I'eltin  until  the  following  day. 
These  develoiiment--  have  done  much  io 
rehabilitate  the  Chinese  officials  in  th^- 
estimation  of  some  officials  who  have 
heretofore  been  very  skeptical  as  to 
their  integrity  in  connection  with  the 
transmisssion  of  these  official  mesr- 
ages.

Ths  Advance  Guard  Movas  Out  Wlth- 
oul  Oppoihion. 

London.  Aug.  :{.-The  forward  move- 
ment lor  the  reliet:  of  the  foreign  le.ual- 
ions  in  F'ekin  began  Sunday.  July  21'.  .'' 
message  from  Tien  T.«in  on  that  date 
say.'^  that  the  advance  guard  of  th? 
Kussian.s  occupied  the  Chinese  camp 
and  the  Japanese  pushed  up  the  right 
Inink  of  t.le  Pei-Ho  river  without  op- 
positi<>n.

Four 
Russian  steamers  on  the  Amur  river  are 
said  to  have  been  sunk  or  damaged  l>y 
the  Chinese  fire.

Nodoa  is  about  ninety  miles  away  from 
the  coast.  T/ie  message  means  that  the 
missionaries  have  arrived  at  Hoi  How 
from  there  and  thnt  the  women  had  gone 
on  to  Honjf  Kong.  AH  of  the  mission- 
aries sent  cut  bv  the  Presbyterian  board 
and  about  whose  whereabouts  there  had 
been  uncertaintv,  are  now  accounted  for.

SMALL  DANGER  HERE 


Engrossed  Them  While  They 

Hoped  the  Best  For 

Legationers. 


Tien  Tsin.  Wednesday,  July  2r»,  via 
Stianghai,  Thur.sday,  Aug.  2.— (Couy- 
righled,  1900.  by  the  Associated  Press.)— 
Pending  the  order  to  advance  for  the 
relief  of  the  legationers  at  Pekin,  the 
events  at  the  Chinese  capital  are  seem- 
ingly but  slightly  regarded.  High  olH- 
cers  are  entertaining  nightly  at  elabor- 
ate dinners,  with  military  bands  playing 
operatic  airs. 


Foreign  residents  and  friends 
of  the  besieged  in  Pekin  who 
came  to  Tien  Tsin  to  await 
news  or  to  accompany  the  ex- 
pedition are  intensely  dissatis- 
fied with  the  progress  of  prep- 
arations. They  accuse  the  army 
of  indifference  and  of  magnify- 
ing the  difficulties  to  be  en- 
countered in  reaching  Pekin. 


President  Tenny  of  Tien  Tsin  univer- 
sity, who  has  volunteered  to  guide  the 
army  to  Pekin,  said  today: 

"This  business  is  not  progressing  ac- 
cording to  Anglo-Saxon  traditions. 
Twenty  lhou.sand  soldiers  are  staying 
kiere  while  women  and  children  of  their 
own  race  are  starving  and  awaitinii 
massacre  eighty  miles  away.  Military 
and  naval  officers  meanwhile  wasting 
time  in  bickering  over  petty  politics  is  a 
sorry  spectacle.  It  will  be  a  dark  blot 
vn  the  reputation  of  every  commanding 
otncer  here  if  the  white  people  in  Pekin 
are  allowed  to  perish  without  a  desperate 
effort  to  save  them." 

President  Tenny  and  many  others  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  conditions  think 
there  were  .sufficient  troops  here  to  push 
forward  and  pursue  the  Chinese  after 
the  fall  of  the  native  city  of  Tien  Tsin. 
That  the  position  of  the  legations  de- 
manded that  the  army  take  extraordin- 
ary risks  by  scouring  the  sorrounding 
country  and  commandering  animals  and 
wagons,  and  that  boats  sufficient  for 
purposes  of  tiiiansportation  might  be 
improvised,  is  the  prevailing  opinion  of 
civilians,  and  many  officers,  notably 
Japanese  and  Americans,  confirm  this 
view.  The  comment  is  made  that 
European  officers  are  too  attached  to 
book  theories  to  utilize  the  resources  of 
the  country,  and  that  they  would  rather 
stay  in  Tien  Tsin  according  to  rules 
than  to  start  for  Pekin  without  a  perfect 
organization.

On  the  surface,  the  best  of  feeling 
prevails  among  officers  and  soldiers  of 
the  several  nations  represented.  All  are 
fraternizing  but  the  lack  of  organiza- 
tion and  a  supreme  commander  is  harid- 
icapping  them.  While  people  at  Tinn 
Tsin  are  entirely  ignorant  of  diplomatic 
negotiations  abroad  concerning  Chinese 
affairs,  the  lack  of  harmony  here  among 
the  representatives  of  the  powers  hind- 
ers vigorous  action. 

The  Japanese  are  giving  a  splendid 
exhibition  of  organization.  Their  whole 
machine  moves  like  clockwork.  There 
have  been  forwarded  frtim  Japan,  small 
boats  or  lighters  for  moving  troops  and 
stores,  and  every  i-egiment  is  landed 
quickly  and  without  confusion  and  start- 
ed for  Tien  Tsin  within  a  few  hours 
after  the  transport  are  anchored  in  the 
harbor.  The  management  of  the  Japan- 
ese army  and  the  bravery,  spirit  and  in- 
tellisence  of  the  Japanese  troops  are  a 
revelation  that  commands  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  foreign  officers. 

The  heat  is  intense.  The  temperature 
averaged  100  degrees  during  the  week, 
and  yesterdav  it  was  104  degrees. 

The  disregard  of  all  sanitary  regula- 
tions bv  certain  troops  is  a  serious  men- 
ace. The  streets  are  full  of  refuse  and 
an  insufferable  stench  pervades  the 
town.  The  police  and  sanitary  work 
comnares  unfavorably  with  the  Ameri- 
can regime  in  the  Philippines.

At 
the  same  time,  the  possibility  of  danger 
is  not  overlooked  and  quarantine  officers 
will  be  especially  watchful  in  the 
forcement  of  the  regulations.

The  literary  bureau  of  the  Democratic 
congressional  committee  Tuesday  sent 
from  this  city  9000  letters  to  German 
voters  in  Minnesota.  Unusual  care  Is 
exercised  in  the  bureau  this  year  that 
the  literature  shall  reach  the  readers  for 
whom  it  is  intended,  and  not  be  thrown 
into  the  back  yard  by  federal  postmast- 
ers, who  owe  their  appointment  and 
political  allegiance  to  the  present  ad- 
ministration. 

Not  only  is  all  the  literature  addressed 
direct  to  voters,  but  it  is  all  sent  out  as 
registered  mail.  The  campaign  pamph- 
lets are.  of  cour.se,  frankable,  and  go 
under  the  frank  of  some  meml>er  of  the 
house,  but  in  addition  they  are  regis- 
tered at  the  expense  of  the  Democratic 
congres.sional  committee,  so  that  post- 
masters must  secure  the  signatures  to 

receipts  for  the  letters. 

A  great  deal  of  industry  lias  been 
shown  by  the  Democrats  this  year  in 
gathering  the  personal  addresses  «)f  vot- 
ers, especially  the  Germans,  in  various 
stales. 

A  large  portion  of  the  addres^ses  fof 
Minnesota  were  secured  through  the  a.s- 
sistance  of  Governor  John  Lind.  The 
Democratic  organization  in  Minnesota 
is  very  efficient  and  active  this  year,  sur- 
passing that  of  the  Republican.s,  it  is 
said. 

The  local  bureau  has  already  mailed  a 
million  documents  this  year  to  German 
voters.  The  Democrats  have  probably 
considerably  exceeded  the  Republicans 
thus  far  in  this  regard,  although  it  is 
known  that  the  Republicans  are  making 
preparations  of  a  mammoth  scale  to 
disseminate  printed  information.  A 
large  portion  of  the  Republican  work, 
however.  will  be  done  through  the 
national  committee  instead  of  through 
the  congressional  committee,  as  the 
Democrats  are  doing. 

The  German  bureau  here,  which  has 
thirty-two  employes,  has  up  to  dale 
been  largely  engaged  in  dispatching 
four  documents.  They  go  to  all  the 
states  of  the  middle  west  that  have  a 
large  German  population.  The  vast 
fiuantities  of  mail  that  they  prepare 
and  address  are  sufficient  to  convince 
the  observer  of  the  seriousness  and  force 
of  the  campaign  that  the  Democrats  are 
waging  for  the  control  of  the  house.

A  speech  on  "The  Boer  War,"  by  Rep- 
resentative Shafroth  of  Colorado,  deliv- 
ered on  Feb.  1,  1900,  and  which  attracted 
considerable  atlentiim  at  the  time. 

Two  more  congressional  spee<hes  arr* 
lieing  translated  into  German,  and  will 
in  due  season  be  circulated  among  the 
voters.  These  are  Representatives  Sul-

THE  CAPTURE^ OF  TAKU. 

iisslonary   Daseribes  tha  Assault 
on  tha  Forts. 

Chatfield.  Minn.,  Aug.  3.— Mrs.  George 
S.  Hays  has  received  a  letter,  dated 
June  19,  from  her  father.  Dr.  Hunter 
Corbeit.  a  missionary  at  Che  Foo.  in 
which  he  says: 

"At  6  o'clock  a  nt)te  came  from  Rev. 
Dr.  Coltman,  the  father  of  Dr.  Ccitman. 
at  Pekin.  saying  that  he  an<r  his  wife 
and  daughter.  Mrs.  Clifford,  of  Tien 
Tsin.  were  in  the  harlmr,  returning  t<» 
the  I'nited  States.  I  started  at  once  to 
see  them.  On  Saturday  the  Coltmans 
came  on  a  military  train  to  Taku,  where 
they  went  on  board  a  steamer.  There 
thev  witnessed  the  destruction  of  the 
Taku  forts.  The  terrific  iKimbardment 
continued  for  five  hours.  Shells  tlew  all 
around  the  ship  on  which  the  Coltmans 
were.  Their  ship  could  not  leave  with- 
out getting  in  the  way  of  the  guns.  The 
Chinese  fought  l)ravely  and  well,  but 
had  not  been  trained  to  aim  quickly  and 
a(  curately  on  moving  vessels.  If  they 
had  been  well  trained,  the  forts  could 
not  have  been  taken.  The  Japanese  led 
the  attack,  and  distinguished  themselves 
liv  bravery  and  skill. 

"A  foreigner,  who  visited  one  of  the 
forts  after  it  had  been  captured,  said 
the  sight  was  appalling.  The  vast  num- 
l)er  of  Chinese  slain  was  a  sight  in- 
describable. The  Russians  fired  into  a 
vast  crowd  of  Boxers  on  the  shore.  No 
one  can  tell  how  many  were  killed. 

"There  is  unrest  in  southern  and 
central  China  among  the  soldiers.  At 
present  there  is  no  immediate  danger  to 
our  lives  at  <'he  Foo.  Our  missionaries 
in  inland  cities  are  in  the  greatest  peril. 
All  the  foreign  women  and  children  on 
our  hill  have  been  ordered  to  the  for- 
eign settlement  for  protection.  At 
present,  only  the  men  sleep  here  at  night 
to  guard  our  property  and  protect  the 
native  Chrictians.  All  our  schools  have 
been  disbanded."

The  glowing  filament  of  a  modern  in- 
cande.scent    1am!»     represents     a     great 
amount   of  liard   and    faithful    work   in 
its   evolution   from    the   crude    Ijeginings 
of  twenty  years  ago.    The  first  fll.iment..^ 
were   made  of  platinum    wire,   but   this 
material  me'.ts  when  it  reaches  a  tem- 
perature  high    enough    to   give    a    good 
commercially     avallalile    light.     It    wa.s 
.«een  that  carbon  must  be  used — the  most 
refractory  of  the  elements.     In  order  to 
get  carlion  in  the  form  of  a  slender  fila- 
ment or  wire  it  was  evidently  easiest  Lo 
take  some  vegetable  sul>tsance  contain- 
ing  carbon,   cut    it    and    bend    it    to   the 
proper    size    and    shape,    and    tlien    car- 
bonize it  by  heat.     In  the  first  commer- 
cial  lamps  made  in   this  country   bam- 
boo  was  used,  the  specimens  being  care- 
fully  selected    and    planed    by   hand    to 
size.    Paper,  silk  and  cotton  cords  and  a 
variety  of  other  sul>stances   were,  tried, 
but  the  l)est  is  nitro-cellulose  dissolved 
in  ether    or    collodion,     which     may  b'^ 
squirted  from  a  little  glass  teat  in  a  fine 
stream    that   immediately  solidifies  and 
becomes  a   thin  ri^l   or  cor(f.  clo.sely  re- 
sembling the  fine  .gut  string.^  of  a  i)anjo 
or  guitar.     This  thread  is  quite  uniform, 
being    thinn-'r    In    some    places    than    in 
r<thers.     It  is  therefore  placed  in  a  vess^d 
containing  the  vapor  of  gasolene,  and  is 
gradually    heated    to    incandescence    liy 
missing  an    ?1ectri.''   current   through   it. 
The  thin  spots,  offering  more  resistance 
to  the  current  than  the  remainder  of  the 
filament,   become  hot   first   and   decom- 
pose the  gasolene  vapor,    a   very   hard, 
fine-grained,  dense  carbon  being  deposi- 
ted upon  the  ht>t  spot.     In  this  v.ay  thr 
filament  automatieally  becomes  uniform 
in   a   few     moments.     Lamps     are     now 
made  in    enormous    quantities.     Tested 
for  defects,  assorted,  packed  and  gtiar- 
anteed    for   performance,    they   are   now 
sold  at  20  cents  ea.'h.     Wh^n  the  electric 
light  was  first  Introduced  in  New  York 
the  price  was  $1  each,  the  purchaser  tak- 
ing his  chances  as  to  how  good  the  l.imp 
was  and  hon-  long  it  would  burn.

The  Minneapolis  Journal  of  last  even- 
ing had  a  Ions?  article  referring  to  the 
possibility  that  the  inspection  fee  now 
charged  by  the  state  board  or  railroad 
and  the  commissioners  are  thinking  of 
wheat  might  be  raised,  and  the  Journal 
said: 

"The  pre.sent  fee  is  15  cents  per  car 
and  the  cimmissioners  are  thinking  of 
increasing  it  to  25  cents  per  car.  Grain 
men  and  others  interested  m  the  in- 
spection say  there  is  no  neces.siiy  for 
such  a  radical  advance,  and  that  the 
records  in  the  commissioner's  office  will 
prove  what  they  say.  The  15-cent  fee. 
it  is  said,  has  soinetinies  been  inadequate 
to  create  a  suii^lus.  while  a  20-cent  fee, 
which  has  prevailed  at  different  times, 
is  excessive  in  that  it  produces  a  greater 
surplus  than  the  law  contemplated,  as 
thp  only  idea  of  the  law  was  to  make 
the  department  self-supporting.'' 

The  Journal  is  generally  well  posted 
on  market  facts  but  is  singularly  at 
error  here.  The  present  inspection  fee 
is  not  15  cents  but  25  cents,  the  point

TROUBLE  IN  INDIA. 

What  many  regard  as  an  Injudicious 
movi-  at  the  present  moment  has  just  been 
made  by  the  British  Indian  govtrnment  In 
connection  with  thp  written  characters 
in  use  in  Northwest  India  for  offliial  pur- 
poses. Thi  Mohammedan  invaders  of  In- 
dia used  the  Persian  characters  and  Im- 
posed the  svstem  on  the  country  for  all 
otfldal  purposes,  with  the  result  that  It 
has  become  largely  used  by  all  classes  and 
for  all  purposes.  The  character  generally 
emploved  by  the  Hindoos  for  private 
business  and  religious  purposes  is  the 
Nagri. 

The  sudden  and  unexpected  change  has 
produced  a  great  ferment  among  the  Mo- 
hammedans of  CpiK-r  India,  who,  not 
being  usuallv  acquainted  with  Nagrl,  be- 
lieve they  see  in  it  the  first  step  toward 
turning  them  out  of  official  employment. 
The  question  has  also  a  religious  aspect 
to  them,  .''ays  the  New  York  Sun,  as  it 
appears  to  them  to  be  a  triumnh  for  a 
rival  religion.  Already,  It  Is  said  In  In- 
dia, It  Isoelng  put  about  that  the  object 
of  the  British  government  in  making  this 
radical  change  is  to  break  up  the  combi- 
nation that  has  recently  been  formed  be- 
tween Mussulmans  and  Hindoos  against 
the  administration  of  the  plague  regula- 
tions by  Introducing  a  cause  of  discord 
between  them. 

There  probably  Is  nothing  In  this  sugges- 
tion, but  that  It  has  been  made  at  ail  is 
a  sign  of  the  danger  of  making  Impor- 
tant changes  at  a  time  when  the  masses 
are  greatlv  excited,  and  external  circum- 
stances require  that  Internal  tranquility 
should  reign  In  India.

The  board  ol  qualizatlon  speni  iliis 
morning  on  the  mines  and  timber  lands, 
but  no  detinite  coiclusion  was  reached  ui> 
to  the  time  of  a<journment.  it  was  ex- 
pected, however,  tiat  the  board  wou.d  lin- 
isti  up  lioth   matttrs  this  afternoon. 

As  stated  by  Th-  Herald  the  other  da.\, 
the  probabilities  are  that  the  timber 
lanils  will  be  i>ut  nearly  back  to  where 
th<  y  were  two  years  ago.  A  plan  discussed 
tiiis  morning  that  s«-emed  to  meet  v.ilh 
approval  was  to  accept  the  valuations  ol 
ihc  assessor  of  unorganized  towns  as  to 
lie  lands  themselve.*.  and  reduce  all  valu- 
ations over  those  tifiures  50  per  cent.  Tue 
as.<:essor  divided  the  unorganized  territory 
iiUo  three  districts,  numbering  from  this 
'•nd  of  the  countv  ni>.  The  valuations  on 
l.inds  in  the  first  ilisirict  was  cut  from  $;.i..i 
'.o  $"2.."><)  per  acre,  that  in  the  Second  dis- 
trict from  $2.50  to  $2.  and  that  in  the  Third 
district  from  $-  to  $l.r)0.  The  idea  of  llu- 
Iioard  is  to  leave  these  values  as  they  arc. 
and  cut  all  amounts  above  that  50  per 
i-ent.

:■  good  deal  of  idne  land  on  the  lists  thi.s 
ve.ir  that  had  not  been  on  before,  this 
would  bring  the  total  a  little  less  than  it 
was  two  years  ago.

Houghtoi-The  re^^ults  with  the  new  Os- 
ceola mill  have  proven  so  satisfactory,  in- 
volving an  economy  of  from  5  to  7  cent.- 
l)er  ton  Li  the  expense  of  crushing  and 
handling  rock,  that  the  company  has  de- 
cided to  ^o  ahead  at  once  with  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  mill  to  be  built  right 
alongside  of  the  mill  which  went  inio  com- 
mission :his  spring,  and  as  an  addition 
to  it.  'niis  woll  contain  four  additional 
heads,  nraking  seven  all  told. 

It  is  the  intention  to  dismantle  the  old 
mill,  which  contains  six  heads,  of  which 
onlv  two.  however,  have  iron  frames. 
These,  it  is  expected,  will  be  transferred 
to  ihe  new  mill  while  it  is  safe  to  !?ay 
that  the  Nordlierg  company  will  build  the 
remaining  heads  as  it  did  those  in  the  mil. 
recentlv  completed.  These  heads  aie  now 
treating  5.10  tons  of  Osceola  rock  a  day 
each  while  they  are  able  to  handle  .jO<i 
ton.s  of  the  congiomerate  in  the  same  time. 

The  plans  for  the  new  mill  are  now  be- 
ing perfected,  and  it  is  planned  to  have  it 
readv  for  the  machinery  as  early  as  poa- 
siblf-'in  the  fall  or  by  the  time  snow  files. 
With  the  addition  of  the  new  stamps  the 
Osceola  Consolidated  will  have  milling 
facilities  second  to  none,  on  the  lake.  The 
preliminarv  work  on  the  mill  site  has  al- 
ready beeti  commenced  and  will^oon.bc  in 

full   swing.  ,.     ^  „.  ». 

The  tug  Silver  Spray  of  the  Pryor  Fish- 
ing company's  fieet.  has  returned  froni 
Copper  Harbor.  '  This  was  her  first  trip 
slue  Saturday  when  her  fireman,  John 
McGrath,  was  lost  overboard.  The  cap- 
tain reported  *that  a  very  careful  search 
had  been  made  by  himself  and  crew  as 
well  as  by  the  fishermen  in  the  vicinllj-  of 
Copper  Harbor  for  the  body  but  all  al- 
t'-mpts  to  locate  it  proved  futile.

OCEAN  LINERS  TO  RACE. 

Compete  For  Ihe  Privilege  of  Carry- 
ing the  Mails. 

New  York,  Aug.  3.— Next  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  four  of  the  largest  and 
swiftest  ocean  steamships  will  begin  a. 
race  from  this  port  to  Europe,  the  object 
lieing  to  get  .he  Transatlantic  mails 
across  quickest 

The  race  will  begin  at  10  a.  m.  on 
Tuesday,  when  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  der 
Grosse  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  will 
start  for  Bremen  via  Cherbourg  and 
Southampton.  The  next  morning,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  Deutschland  of  the 
Hamburg-Ame -lean  line  will  start  from 
Hoboken  for  Hamburg,  calling  at  Ply- 
mouth and  Cherbourg  on  the  way  up 
the  English  Channel. 

Just  about  the  time  that  the  Deutsch- 
land leaves  its  pier  the  New  York,  of 
the  American  line,  which  will  carry  the 
bulk  of  the  mail,  will  start  from  the 
Manhattan  side  of  the  river  en  route  to 
Southampton  direct.  At  3:30  that  same 
afternoon  the  i^ceanic,  which  is  the 
largest  ship  ii  the  world,  will  leare 
the  White  StaJ-  pier  to  go  to  Liverpool 
by  way  of  Queenstown..  Four  such 
vessels  have  never  left  port  for  a  3000 
mile  race  within  a  comparatively  short 
time  of  one  another. 

The  agents  of  a  disinterested  line, 
who  was  disc'/ssing  the  probable  de- 
parture of  the  four  ships  so  close  to- 
gether, said:  ""With  the  weather  that 
now  prevails  at  sea,  the  race  ought  to 
be  remembe-ed  for  years.  If  the 
Deutschland  if  able  to  do  one  knot  an 
hour  more  than  the  Kaiser  it  will  gain 
about  125  knots  in  this  way,  and  the 
five  hours  that  will  be  spent  by  the 
Kaiser  in  landing  at  Cherbourg  and 
recrossing    to    Southampton    will    give 


there  can  be  l»ut  little  difference  in 
the  time  of  the  deliveries  of  their  mails 
in  London." 

The  Kaiser  W^ilhelm  arrived  here  yes- 
terday and,  while  its  engineers  will  not 
admit  it.  the  statement  is  made  down- 
town that  every  inch  of  its  enormous 
steel  engines  is  re«-eiving  special  at- 
tention for  the  trip  eastward.  The 
drawback  to  the  Deutschland,  Its  ad- 
mirers sav,  is  that  it  will  rot  arrive 
here  until  Sunday  morning  and  will 
have  but  three  short  days  In  which  to 
cool  off  and  prepare. 

The  Oceanic  arrived  in  the  North 
river  today,  and  while  its  officers  say 
that  the  run  homeward  of  the  four  big 
vessels  will  be  exceptioni;l  for  point  of 
speed,  size,  and  carrying  capacity,  they 
deny  that  the  Oceanic  will  be  driven 
any  faster  than  it  was  intended  for, 
which  is  twenty-one  knots.  The 
Deutschland  is  a  twenty-three  kn<it 
boat,  as  against  22»4  of  the  Kaiser  "Wil- 
helm der  Grosse. 

The  New  York  has  not  this  speed, 
but  its  going  in  the  company  of  the  big 
trinity  is  noteworthy  in  steamship 
circles  because  of  the  big  consignment 
of  mails  it  will  carry.  Half  a  dozen 
well-known  business  houses  dov.n-town 
are  today  preparing  letters  to  send  by 
each  ship,  to  ascertain  which  one 
reaches  London  first.

CLOUD  OVER^CULTOH. 

Removed  From  the  Auditor's  Office 
For  Suspected  Theft. 

Georgetown,  Ky..  Aug.  ;;.— .At  opening 
of  court  in  the  tr  al  of  Caleb  Pow-ers, 
charged  with  comolicity  in  the  Goebel 
shooting,  Frank  C  Carpenter,  a  Louis- 
ville insurance  man,  who  was  on  the 
witness  stand  at  the  clo.se  of  court  yes- 
terday, was  cross-examined  by  the  pro- 
secution. 

The  examination  developed  nothing 
material  and  he  was  followed  l>y 
Samuel  H.  Stone,  ormer  state  auditor. 
The  first  question  asked  the  witness  by 
the  defense  was  wliether  or  not  Witne:---s 
Culton,  who  was  u  clerk  in  his  office, 
had  i)een  removed  because  he  had 
stolen  $1000  from  the  state.  He  said 
that  such  was  the  case  and  he  removed 
Culton  the  day  before  he  himself  re- 
tired. 

The  prosecution  objected  to  the  ques- 
tion and  ihe  couit  reserved  a  ruling 
on  it.  On  cross-(  xamination,  Capt. 
Stone  .said  that  he  did  not  go  liefore  the 
jury  and  ask  the  indictment  of  Culton 
for  this  defelcation 

The  defense  next  called  George  L. 
Danforth,  of  Louisville,  who  was  with 
Carpenter  in  the  sti.te  senate  at  the  time 
of  the  shooting  of  Goebel.  He  did  not 
leave  the  grounds  for  thirty  minutes 
after  the  shooting,  and  soldiers  had  not 
arrived  on  the  .scene. 

C.  H.  Gibson,  of  Barbourville,  came 
next.  He  was  asked  to  tell  of  an  oc- 
currence in  a  barter  shop  at  Barbour- 
ville. when  Witness  Wharton  Golden 
displayed  a  large  ndl  of  money.  Before 
the  prosecution  could  object!  witness 
answered  that  su;h  a  thing  had  oc- 
curred. 

The  prosecution  isked  for  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  testimony,  and  by  agreement 
the  witness  stood  aside,  to  be  called 
later. 

James  Harkleroad,  in  whose  barber 
shop  the  incident  s  said  to  have  oc- 
curred, was  called.  He  said  that  Golden 
told  him  on  the  daj  that  defendant  was 
arrested  that  Powers  was  innocent. 
Later,  Golden  came  into  his  shop  and,  in 
his  presence,  displayed  a  roll  of  paper 
money  to  his  brother,  Ike  Golden,  and 
said  to  him:  "Don't  you  know  that  a 
$10,000  reward  fund  is  being  circulated?" 

On  cross-examination  the  pro.secution 
attacked  the  credibility  of  the  witness, 
bringing  out  that  he  had  been  indicted 
for  illegal  sale  of  liquor.

Ralti  In  Lumbtr  and  Iron  Valuations 
Will  Not  Afffoot  Duiuth  Much. 

A  good  many  i)eople  in  Duiuth  may  not 
understand  wh;.-  the  board  of  equualizatlon 
is  hesitating  alout  placing  any  very  great 
raise  on  the  %aluatlons  of .  the  iron  and 
timber  interests.  This  is  because  they  do 
not  know  that  wlule  it  would  appear  that 
a  heavy  raise  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
county  would  help  out  the  city  of  Duiuth, 
as  a  matter  of  fact  it  would  only  Increase 

the  taxes  of  the  county. 

The  onlv  benefit  the  taxpayers  of  the 
cltv  of  Duiuth  would  get  out  of  a  big  raise 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  county  would  be 
that  it  would  .shift  some  of  the  burden  of 
the    county    t£x    up   there   and   malce   it 


lighter  here.  The  city  and  school  taxes 
wijuld  remain  the  same.  The  county  tax 
rate  will  be  about  three  mills.  But  if  the 
total  valuation  of  the  county  is  raised 
very  much  it  will  result  in  a  very  much 
increased  state  tax,  and  as  the  state  tax 
is  also  3  mills,  the  gain  in  taxes  would 
offset  the  loss.  If  the  raise  In  the  upper 
part  of  the  countv  were  taken  oflf  the 
city  of  Duiuth.  leaving  the  valuuation  of 
the  county  unchanged,  the  city  taxpayers 
would  gain,  but  this  is  impossible,  as  the 
citv  assessors  raised  the  assessments  on 
personal  property  and  left  those  on  real 
estate  about   the  same. 

The  county  has  always  paid  more  than 
its  share  of  the  state  tax,  and  the  coun- 
ty officers  are  not  dlspossed  to  take  any 
action  that  will  result  In  increasing  the 
proportion  of  state  taxes  paid  by  thib 
county.

FAMINEHJF  IKDIA. 

Kill  Twanty-Ssvan  Million  Peopla  In 
a  Cuntury. 

Some  statistics  from  Indian  govern- 
ment reports  give  an  idea  of  the  tremen- 
dous loss  of  life  that  has  taken  place 
from  starvation  since  the  date  when 
Great  Britain  esta  dished  her  rule  in  In- 
dia; and  of  the  encrmous  sums  of  money 
expended  in  relief  works  -without,  as  yet, 
providing  any  .safeguard  against  the  re- 
curring calamity,  says  the  New  York 
Sun. 

In  the  year  1770  Bengal  was  visited  bv 
n  famine.  The  cro^j  of  1769  being  a  total 
failure,  it  Is  computed  that  within  nme 
months  out  of  a  i)opulation  of  3U.000,oli0, 
one-third,  or  10.0<J0,<iOO  i>erished  from  titar- 
v.ation  and  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
food,  parents  sold  their  children  into  slav- 
ery nniii  nti  Imyeis  coulil  be  found.  For 
a  time  thousands  subsisted  upon  leaves 
of  trees  and  grass  until  even  that  source 
of  nourishment  failing,  the  living  actually 
led  upon  the  bodies  of  the  dead.  As  if 
fate  were  determined  to  revel  in  irony,  it 
is  recorded  that  w  bile  the  rainy  season 
of  1770  brought  an  abundant  harvest.  !:• 
the  meatime  milliors  of  starving  wretches 
crawled  despairingly  from  one  deserted 
village  to  another  in  a  vain  search  for 
food,  dying  in  mul  Itudes  through  inabil- 
ity to  live  through  the  few  weeks  that 
separated    them    from    their   harvest. 

The  effects  of  this  famine  were  felt  for 
two  giMieratlons.  The  children  and  young 
people  having  almost  all  succumbed, 
there  was  no  rising  generation  to  till 
the  lields.  So  jungks  grew  up  where .thoio 
had  once  been  flourishing  farms  and  vil- 
lages ,!)nd  tigers  ard  elephants  multiplied 
to  such  .nn  extent  that  the  population  I:iy 
iit  the  mercy  of  be:ists. 

In  1S.'37  the  Nortliwest  provinces  ^ore 
ravaged  by  a  famine  of  which  it  is  re- 
corded that  In  two  cities  the  inhabitants 
died  .'It  the  r.ate  of  1200  a  day,  and  in  the 
rural  districts  human  being  perished  bv 
villages. 

By  the  three  great  famines  of  ISfiO,  ISijr, 
and  lS<i9  in  the  Northwest  provinces,  Oris- 
sa  and  Rajputana,  3.00(>„00O  of  people  are 
said  to  have  been  swept  away:  in  that  of 
ISfiC  the  famished  wreicnes  again  resorted 
to  cannibalism. 

Bengal  was  again  visited  bv  a  famine  in 
1S73.  when  3.9((0.00f)  people  received  dailv 
relief  at  a  cost' to  the  government  of  $.!i;.- 
500,1100.  and  to  priv:  te  charity  of  $1,]40.(KK). 
On  this  occasion  the  previous  opening 
up  of  the  country  by  roads  and  railways, 
as- well  as  the  relie:'  efforts,  were  success- 
ful in  holding  the  grim  scourge  at  bay, 
so  that  few  actually  perished. 

From  1S7C  to  1878  the  provinces  of  Bom- 
bay. Madras  and  Mysore  were  swept  by 
famine  and  pestilence  that  almost  equaled 
the  disaster  of  a  century  before.  At  a 
cost  to  the  goverrment  of  $35.000.00Q,  1,- 
500,000  people  were  temporarily  relieved; 
but  that  this  sufficed  little  is  demonstrat- 
ed by  the  fact  that  In  one  district  of  2,- 
129, (KM)  people,  570,00(i  are  supposed  to  have 
perished. 

From  the  subsequent  epidemic  of  chol- 
era the  deaths  were  returned  at  357.000 
for  Madras,  58.000  for  Mysore  and  57,0<M) 
for  Bombay.  In  a  1.  during  this  period, 
the  famine  commissioners  reported  that 
in  the  provinces  under  British  adminis- 
tration, out  of  a  population  of  190,000,000, 
5.2.50.000  deaths  took  place  in  excess  of 
what  might  have  teen  looked  for  during 
the  same  period  in  ordinary  seasons. 

In  the  year  1897  famine  once  more 
raised  its  head  in  the  Northwest  prov- 
inces, threatening  a  population  of  80.000,- 
000.  By  October,  IW,  the  total  cost  of 
nellef  hadi  rrfachel  $50,000,000;  but  yet 
many  hundreds  ol  thousands  perished. 
The  "disaster  was  q  jlcklv  followed  by  the 
plague,  which  had  a  death  roll  in  the 
province  of  Bombay  of  100.000;  to  be  in 
turn  succeeded  by  the  present  famine. 

It  is  computed  that  from  the  year  1770 
until  1879,  India  has  been  visited  in  differ- 
ent parts  by  no  less  than  thirty-one  fam- 
ines, with  a  loss  to  human  life  directly 
and  indirectly  of  :i7.000.000.  A  glance  a't 
the  map  of  India  will  show  the  enormous 
extent  of  territory  subject  to  these  visi- 
tatloris.  With  the  exception  of  the  strip 
of  coast  beneath  the  mountains  from  Bom- 
bay to  Cape  Cormirin.  the  greater  part 
of  the  provinces  of  Assam  and  Burmah. 
together  with  the  rieltaic  districts  at  the 
head  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  the  rest  of  the 
peninsula  is  liable  to  drouth  and  conse- 
quent famine,  with  40.000,000  people  at  all 
times  on  the  verge  of  starvation. 

In  spite  of  the  vast  sums  expended  upon 
Irrigation  works,  and  the  general  devel- 
opment of  the  country  under  British  aus- 
pices, the  hopelessness  of  the  situation 
was  expressed  by  in  eminent  Anglo-In- 
dian authority,  who  said  that  no  compen- 
sating influences  can  prevent  these  re- 
curring periods  of  continuous  drouth  with 
which  large  provinces  of  India  are  af- 
flicted. Waterworks  on  a  scale  adequate 
to  guarantee  the  whole  of  India  from 
drouth  not  pnly  exceed  the  possibilities 
of  finance,  but  are  beyond  th«  reach  of 
engineering  skill.

Rave  Occurred  During  the 

Christian  Era. 


Phenomena    Presented    By 
Some  of  the  Brest  Vol- 
canoes When  Active. 


Vesuvius,  again  in  eruption,  .ilways  in- 
spires one  witu  honor  l>ecause  it  i.s  a.s.so- 
ciuted  with  t.'ie  destruction  of  Herculu- 
neum  and  Pompeii,  yet  many  disasters 
herein  named  have  greatly  exceeded  that 
great  epoch  in  vokitnic  history,  says  the 
Indianapolis  I'ress.  Sixteen  years  before 
the  fateful  79  A.  D.,  these  cities  were  par- 
tially destroyed  by  earthquakes,  and  even 
at  the  beginning  of  the  culminating  disas- 
ter the  people  renlly  did  not  fe:\r  the  worst, 
and   had   time   to   hasten  uway:   neverthe- 


less, the  loss  <if  life  was  appaling.    It  was

Th"  l>ehdadiass  stre  very  numerous. 
Sometimes  it  is  one  criminal,  sometimes 
a  dozen  and  sometimes  two  dozen.  So 
common  is  the  sight  that  the  ceremony, 
though  held  in  a  convenient  pla<-e  seldom 
is  attt-nded  by  a  large  crowd,  and  the  vic- 
tims themselves,  knowing  their  helpless- 
ness, go  to  their  death  with  seeming  un- 
concern. 

Such  Iwing  the  law.  it  cannot  be  sup- 
posed tliai  the  f.elings  of  the  people  ar*"- 
less  bloo.lthirsty  and  cruel.  Whenever  a 
riot  ofcurs  in  China  it  always  is  accom- 
panied b.v  cruelty  of  some  sort.  Tlius 
when  a  wicketl  ami  thieving  salt  commis- 
sioner in  the  provinee  of  Fokien.  whll> 
tile  writer  was  residing  there,  roused  so 
much  publii-  indignation  that  it  produced 
a  riot,  the  people  attacked  his  establish- 
ment, killed  man.v  of  his  servants  and 
relatives  and  captured  his  only  son.  Thi.^ 
luckless  young  mun  they  nailed  upon  a 
wooden  platform,  chopped  him  with  broad 
axes  Into  (luarters  and  then  crystallized 
him  with  government  salt. 

A  tax  collector  of  a  village  near  Can- 
ton was  seized  by  a  mob.  stripped  naktu, 
fastr*ned  to  the  ground  and  covered  wilii 
red-hot  copper  anil  brass  coins.  A  Likiiii 
commissioner,  which  corresponds  to  a 
collector  of  internal  revenue  in  this  coun- 
try, was  buried  up  to  his  neck  in  the  mid- 
dle of.  ant  hills. 

Prior  to  the  time  of  the  war  betwctii 
China  and  England  and  France,  it  was  noC 
known  that  the  Chinese  treated  captivos 
with  any  barliarity.  But  that  conllici 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  clvilize<l  world. 
What  few  prisoners  the  Chinese  took 
were  tortured  in  a  fiendish  manner.  The 
bodii .«  of  the  dead  were  beheaded  and  the 
heaiis  carried  as  trophies  upon  p<des. 

Finally  they  seize.l  Sir  llenrv  Parkt.s 
and  some  other  envoys,  carried  thetn 
about  in  cages  like  wild  animals  and  then 
inflicted  tortures  upon  them  which  must 
be  nameless. 

It  was  this  which  so  inflame<l  the  Eng- 
lish and  French  armies  that  when  they 
took  Pekin  they  massacred  more  than 
'AK>n*^  inmates  of  the  cit.v  and  looted  the 
wonderful    winter   palace. 

In  the  Taiping  rebellion  the  atrocities 
surjiassed  the  most  horrible  dreams  o'l 
the  imagination.  Children  and  young  girls 
were  svdtted  upon  spears,  heads  were 
strung  upon  lan«-es  like  beads  on  a  siring, 
men.  women  and  children  were  hurled 
alive  into  burnin.g  houses  and  molten  lead 
was  pouned  by  the  ladleful  upon  the 
heads  and  faces  of  ilistinguished  prison- 
ers. 

Even  Chinese  Gordon,  the  only  man 
who  could  control  the  Chinese  In  the  pres- 
ent century,  was  unable  to  prevent  cru- 
elty on  the  part  of  his  soldiers,  althoui;n 
he  shot  several  malefactors  caught  in  llag- 
r;'nte    delictu. 

In  the  war  with  Japan,  the  civilized 
World  was  shocked  to  rei>d  that  Chinese 
generals  had  offered  $10  for  the  heads  of 
Javianese  soldiers.  $10i)  for  those  of  r^inor 
officers  and  J>luOO  for  those  of  generals. 
But  that  was  mildness  itself  cojnpared 
with  the  treatment  which  Japanese  strag- 
glers and  captives  received  from  their 
Chinese  victors.  They  were  sliced,  maim- 
ed, unspeakably  maltreated  and  even 
choppeil  into  small  pieces.  It  was  that 
fiendish  cruelty  which  prompted  the  so- 
called  massacre  at  Port  Arthur,  when  the 
Japanese  did  slay  some  three  hundred 
Chinese  non-belligerents.  But  the  Jap- 
tiiese  on  that  occasion  diJ  not  kill  one 
fiftieth  as  many  as  the  English  and  French 
had    in    Pekin    years   before. 

In  the  present  conflict  with  the  Boxers, 
thire  have  beeti  many  Instances  of  cruelty 
and  ferocity  .already  culminating  in  the 
hideous  fate  of  the  German  ambassador. 
There  will  be  many  more  for  a  year  to 
come,  unless  the  civilized  forces  usy  the 
iron  hand. 

Honor  and  chivalry,  as  we  understand 
tltem.  do  not  apply  in  the  middle  kingdom. 
Lt'iiiency  and  Christian  forbearance  are 
looked  upon  as  ojien  confessions  of  weak- 
ness and  timidity.  When  Chinese  Gordon 
heard  there  was  a  mutiny  in  a  regiment, 
he  promptly  calleil  his  troops  out  upon  pa- 
rade, put  a  faithful  regiment  on  each  side 
of  the  suspected  one  and  then  walking 
down  the  liius  himself  with  two  revolvers, 
he  blew  out  the  brains  of  the  biggest  men 
among  the  mutlnei-rs.  There  never  was 
any  mutin.v  after  thcat. 

War  is  a  horrible  thing,  and  Is  doubly 
horrible  when  you  light  with  men  who  are 
combinations  f>f  human  beings  .and  tigers. 
The  only  way  in  which  to  save  life  and 
suffering  is  to  ask  and  give  no  ouarter. 
That  is  the  method  to  which  the  Chinese 
are  accustomed,  the  only  methods  they 
understand  antl  the  only  one  which  will 
teach  them  to  respect  the  principles  of 
Occidental    civilizations.

vessels  closer  at  the  commencement  of  tht; 
eruption,  that  he  might  more  closely  ob- 
serve the  phenomena.  Eearnlng  the  people 
of  Kesina  were  in  dan.ger  of  being  ovcr- 
whelmned,  he  launched  boats  fi>r  their 
safety,  while  the  red-hot  stones  frll  thick- 
ly among  the  ships  Increasing  In  volume 
with  each  moment.  When  he  hnally  decid- 
ed to  withilraw.  an  old  familiar  friend  of 
Pliny  was  about  to  leave  Stabia.  Notin.g 
this,  Pliny  ordered  his  l).ith  and  then  re- 
tired to  rest  with  apinireiit  unconcerti.  to 
encourage  friends.  Tho*\olumes  of  sul- 
phuric fumes  and  gasses  increased,  forcing 
their  way  into  the  hou.ses;  he  was  enjoin.=-il 
to  flee  to  the  open  plains.  Day  w;'.s  on,  l)ut 
the  blacknes.s  of  night  pre\ailed. 

The  belching  volcano  was  surely  obliter- 
ating every  trace  of  Roman  'voluptuous- 
ness In  the  surrounding  e.nintry.  The  .-^ea 
became  too  boisterouai  for  the  ships  to  sail. 
Prople  made  their  ways  from  the  stricken 
places  with  pillows  on  their  head.s:  sentries 
were  suffocated  while  on  guard.  Pliny,  ex- 
hausted by  the  vapors,  lay  down  on  the 
sandy  beach  and  was  suffocated.  A  little 
s.tllement  wa.s  formed  near  the  site  of 
Herculaneiim,  only  to  meet  the  same  fate 
in  -172.  dtiring  which  erujition,  ashes  and 
black  dust  were  blown  as  far  as  Constan- 
tinople. 

In  the  eruption  of  1036  many  thousands  of 
lives  were  lost.  The  eruption  of  Vesuvius 
are  nearly  always  characterized  by  the 
deafening  explosions,  repeated  again  and 
again,  as  If  the  whole  earth  was  being  ex- 
ploded at  one.',  throwing  ashes  and  stones 
to  a  prodigious  hdght.  F'rom  l.VK)  to  16."!. 
to  February.  1C!2.  great  volumes  of-  lava 
and  floods  of  boiling  water  frm  Vesuvius 
destroyed  thousands  of  lives.  In  In!*  stones 
and  scoria  were  thrown  10,000  feet  high, 
an<l  the  column  of  tire  r>'ached  l2.tMl  feet: 
a  hot  rock  17  feet  thick  and  IW  feet  in  cir- 
cumference was  ejected.  In  June.  1794. 
4t;.(Nlt».000  cubic  feet  of  matter  was  ejected, 
the  lava  running  Into  the  sea  I'tOO  feet 
wide  and  tlfieen  feet  deep.  In  1S22  the 
whole  top  of  the  mountain  was  blown  ..ft" 
and  the  crater  was  'iiM*)  feet  deeji.  in  iJittS 
4<KJ  feet  were  adde<l  to  the  mountain.  In 
the  spring  of  \^'2  2t»0  people  in  Naples  lost 
thtir  lives  and  the  city  was  covered  with 
a  shower  of  ashi-s.  In  the  summer  of  ls7i* 
the  eruptions  continued  for  eight  <lays  and 
nights  amid  the  most  frightful  explosions 
the  substance  covered  a  wide  terrtory.  7o 
to  100  feet  deep.  Thirty  violent  eruptions 
have  occurred  within  this  century.  The 
crater  is  2«K»>  feet  in  diamtter  and  'itlO  feet 
deep  at   the  jir  sent   time. 

In  1V»  an  Italian  c.immltted  suif-Jde  by 
jniniiing  into  the  se.thing  mass  in  the 
crater  of  Ve^^uvius:  in  1S'><'.  a  Frenchman, 
visiting  the  crater  with  his  wife  and  guide, 
)»ush'd  both  into  the  molten  lake  In  order 
to  be  free  to  marry  another  woman:  he 
\v-as  finally  executed  at  Naples.  The  king 
of  Naples  is  said  to  have  an  Insurgent  cast 
into  the  crater  In  lS4i>;  this  severe  i)enalty 
was  indicted  beca'use  the  rebel  spat  on 
his  portrait.  In  lStJ2  a  Frenchman  commit- 
ted suicide  in  the  fiery  lake.  In  1S91  a 
Brazilian  fell  into  th^  tioiling  lava  and 
was  never  se.'n  again.  A  band  of  brigands, 
who  held  fort  on  Etna  about  16W,  are 
charged  wiith  disposing  of  their  unran- 
somed  victims  by  dropi)lng  them  into  the 
yawning  craters,  and  many  are  believed 
to  have  suffered  in  this  way. 

The  Island  of  Isehia.  in  the  Bay  of  Nap- 
les, belonging  to  the  volcanic  seat  of 
\'esuvius,  has  many  extinct  cones,  among 
whicli  the  volcano  Epomeo  was  last  in 
eruption  In  j30i.  Much  damage  has  been 
done.    In  1S.S1  about  20')  people  of  the  small 


ers  can  be  read  forty  to  fifty  miles  di?tant. 
Kilauea.  an  active  trat^rr,  nine  miles  in 
circumference  and  800  to  1100  feet  deep,  is 
situated  on  the  side  of  Mauna  oa,  sixteen 
miles  distant  and  its  action  seems  com- 
paratively Independent  of  the  higher  crat- 
er. Nearly  all  the  vast  expanse  of  the 
main  crater  is  in  action  around  the  edges. 
The  famed  molten  sake  is  In  the  southern 
jiart  of  the  great  basin,  and  Is  .tOO  to  2600 
feet  in  diameter.  To  reach  the  lake  one 
has  to  go  down  three  apparent  lava  steps 
or  layers  to  the  floor  of  the  main  crater, 
coming  to  a  ridge  of  lava  like  the  ridge  of 
a  great  finger  bowl;  climbing  up  the  jagged 
sides  of  this  rim  about  '100  feet,  one  beholds 
that  from  which  the  most  self-possessed 
will  recoil  with  horror— liquid,  red-hot  mat- 
ter in  a  state  of  constant  ebullition,  an 
ever-changing  scene  and  panoramic  view 
amid  the  most  profound  <lesolation  that 
can  well  be  imagined.  Here  the  leaping, 
eddying  fires,  commingled  with  maizes  of 
gold,  silver,  red.  I'ui'ple.  green  and  the 
most  fantastic  colors,  cut  their  entrancing 
capers  at  intervals  of  two  hours. 

At  the  beginning  one  beholds  the  lake 
with  a  densely  black  sheet  covering  its 
tires,  with  numberless  jets  of  vapor  shoot- 
ing from  Its  sides,  the  whole  giving  out 
a  great  sputtering,  simmering  sound,  as  if 
lo.00t>,t»0(»  teakettles  were  at  work.  Then, 
through  openings  in  the  various  parts  of 
the  covering  streams  of  crimson  lava  are 
apparently  squirted,  and  all  again  sub- 
sides: with  renewed  boiling  the  edges  be- 
gin to  break  off.  the  whole  sheet  splits  as 
by  a  miniature  earthquake,  and  great 
cakes  of  black,  hardened  lava  slip  be- 
neath the  surface,  disclosing  a  vast  sheet 
of  li»iuid  fire.  The  general  movement  of 
this  milten  mass  is  from  the  sides  t<tward 
the  center,  and  the  great  central  mass 
toward  the  center,  and  the  great  central 
ma.ss  whirls  toward  the  south.  Thus  the 
bubbling,  boiling,  eddying  mass  contin- 
ues its  ebuillitions.  creating  the  most  in- 
tense heat,  only  to  go  through  the  same 
action  again.  At  time  gre.at  waves  start- 
ing from  the  sides,  gathering  force  with 
each  yard  of  progress,  meet  near  the  cen- 
ter, produchig  a  p.vramid  of  fire  of  the 
most  exquisite  colorings  fifty  or  sixt.v  feet 
high,  scattering  fire  in  all  directlon.s.  Soon 
after  the  surface  becomes  f|uiev«cent.  and 
the  return  of  the  black  covering  Is  noted, 
the  crust  thickens,  the  liquid  disappears 
and  blackness  reigns  suineme.  amid  the 
continued  simmerint,'  of  the  great  howl, 
only  to  be  again  repeat-d.  When  the 
<rater  was  visible  in  1x23  there  were  sev- 
eral lakes,  and  the  one  described  was 
nearly  4o<X»  feet  long. 

The  lava  was  in  the  fiercest  commotion, 
the  bubbles  bursting  and  casting  fiery  mat- 
ter seventy  or  more  feet  high,  and  the 
l>oiling,  ever-changing  mass  rolling  vio- 
lently toward  the  south.  Tiie  winds  catch- 
ing ihes.:  fiery  masses  as  they  arose,  blew 
some  out  into  fine  glassy  shreds,  called 
pele  hair  by  the  natives  in  honor  of  one  of 
their  gods  which  inhalilted  this  desolate 
legion. 

F'rom  17S9  there  have  been  seven  great 
eruptions  from  this  crater.  During  the 
disturbances  of  ls2.;.  1S32  and  I'Sl.i  the  great 
basin  was  fill.il  with  molten  matter  in  vio- 
lent agitation  to  the  depth  of  Tiou  feet,  when 
it  began  to  flow  out  at  the  openings  in  the 
sides. 

In  1S40  the  weight  of  the  accumulated 
lavas  was  so  great  that  an  opening  was 
made  twenty-seven  mil  s  distant  near  the 
sea.  through  which  while  hot  lava  flowed 
twelve  miles  into  the  'jcean  in  a  stream 
one  lo  four  miles  wide  for  three  weeks, 
without  abatement.  On  reaching  the  sea- 
shore it  rushed  over  a  cliff  50  fcCt  high, 
creating  the  wildest  coi amotion  on  contact 
with  the  waters,  causing  the  most  nause- 
ating stench  and  heating  the  water  to  a 
boiling  stall;  for  twmty  miles  out  to  sea. 
it  is  estimated  that  thi.-  volcan.i  has  eject- 
ed enough  substance  tluring  the  past  HX) 
vears  to  make  a  mountain  lO.'Juo  feet  hi.gh 
and  12.iMtO  feet  in  dian-rter  at  the  base. 
Mauna  Loa  is  conipar  itively  low.  as  all 
lava  moimtains  are,  and  the  productions 
from  both  these  craters,  together  with  the 
fissures  on  their  sides,  have  added  much 
to  Hawaii,  as  has  heen  seen.  There  is  an 
extinct  crater  on  Maui  island,  at  an  alti- 
tude of  10.000  feet,  whi  h  is  nine  miles  in 
diameter  and  nearly  liOto  feet  deep. 

The  great  volcano  E  na  rises  ll,0<iO  feet 
above  the  Mediterranean  on  the  eastern 
end  of  Sicilv.  and  is  ninety  miles  around 
the  base,  comprising  :  bout  4so  square 
miles.  The  top  of  the  mountain  is  com- 
paratlvelv  level  and  i.-  nearly  nine  miles 
around.  The  main  con"  is  lH""  feet  al>ove 
the  plain,  while  sixty  >r  seventy  smaller 
on-^s  can  be  seen  in  ev  ry  direction.  The 
main  crater  Is  1<K)0  feel  leep  and  about  one 
mile  In  diamttcr,  contii.ually  emitting  sul- 
'  iihurous  vapors  and  at  intervals  black 
'  smoke,  with  dull  rumbling,  boiling  sounds. 
The  minor  oncs  vary  ia  size  from  a  few 
feet  to  5<Hi  or  «(.«»  feet  in  height,  and  when  a 
big  eruption  occurs  all  Join  in  the  chorus  of 
disiilay,  the  sight  of  which  at  night  is 
most  magnificent.  . 

Etna  was  in  erupti'in  before  the  Trc.ian 
war.  Four  great  eruptions  were  recorded 
to  42.:  B.  C.  From  251  A.  D.  to  S12  the  fires 
.-,luml)ered.  The  most  irrirtc  eruptions 
were  those  of  1169,  T'-o,  1669,  1753,  17s7.  1.92, 
1S52  and  1S6S.  In  11'!:*  an  earthquake  de- 
strovtd  Catania  and  1."..(XI0  people.  The  ca- 
thedral, crowded  with  worshiiiers.  bishop.s 
and  monks,  was  buri-  d.  In  1537  a  stream  of 
lava  ran  fifteen  miUs  down  the  mountain. 
In  WiK  15.0(.H>  people  were  killed  In  Nico- 
losi  and  Cantania;  a  few  days  after  this

Mauna  Loa.  Hawaii.  Sandwich  Islands. 
is  estimated  to  be  130")  times  the  size  of 
Vesuvius,  and  the  center  of  some  of  the 
most  gigantic  volcanic  display  during  the 
past  hundre<l  years.  The  dome  is  nearly 
14.000  feet  bUh.  with  a  great  bowl  at  the 
top  nearlv  lO-K)  feet  deep,  and  in  this  great 


ran  from  near  the  base  of  the  mountain 
to  within  a  mile  of  the  top,  the  white-hot 
lava  glowing  with  iiUvnse  brilliance;  soon 
afterward  five  or  six  other  fissures  opened, 
ejecting  lava  with  the  most  frightfu 
noises;  the  melting  of  the  interior  caused 
the  whole  top  of  the  mountain   to  settle. 

The  lava  flowed  all  around  the  walls  of 
Cantania,  finally  pouring  over  a  wall  sixty 
feel  high,  which  had  been  erected  for  the 
protection  of  the  city,  the  licry  torrents 
tailing  over  the  houses.  Belpasso.  with 
sotNi  .souls  ,  was  engulfed  by  iHis  tidal  wave 
of  lava.  ,     .  .     . 

Eight  years  afterward  this  lava  was  so 
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the  accumulated  weight  forces  the  lava 
through  greit  fissures  near  the  base  of 
the  mountain,  from  which  the  li-ry  t.ir- 
rcnts  gurgie  and  burst,  throwing  whit'- 
hot  matter  many  feet  In  the  air. 

In  1N43  the  crater  was  tille.i  to  the  top. 
and  the  lava  broke  through  at  about  12.iiOtl 
feet,  the  stream  rushing  down  to  the  sea 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  miles  per  hour  in  .i 
red  robe  from  two  to  ten  miles  wide,  fill- 
ing up  the  great  basins  likt-  re.«ervoirs  and 
covering  sixty-five  miles  of  territory.  In 
1S55  the  volcano  began  an  eruption,  which 
continued  a  year  and  three  months  eject- 
ing :io.(i<,i0.(»jo.0tiO  cubic  tea  of  matter.  It 
resumed  in  the  early  part  of  1S.59,  and  shot 
lava  sheets  .^.»)  feet  in  diameter  over  2oo 
feet  above  the  crater.  Sailors  could  see 
this  display  over  150  miles.  In  IS^'*  many 
coast  cities  were  destroyed  by  a  lava 
stream  whh  h  gushed  from  a  great  chasm 
near  the  base  of  the  mountain.  From  this 
opening  boiling  lava  spurted  from  4.>i  to  .5'>ii 
feet  high.  This  display  could  be  seen  biO 
miles.  During  the  past  10i»  years  it  Is  esti- 
mated that  28.5.0OO.0t.K  1.000  cubic  feet  of  mat- 
t-r  at  least,  has  been  ejected  from  Mauna 
Loa.  AVhiU  the  volcano  Is  in  action,  the 
fiery  displavs  are  verv  beautiful,  and  the 
j  light  at  night  Is  so  brilliant  that  newspap- 
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able  for  the  How  of  lava  streams  over  the 
accumulated  snows  alxiut  the  summ  t 
causing  great  inundations  of  thf  surround- 
ing cities.  ^  ,__., 

In  S'lUthern  Italy  and  Sicily,  from  1..-!  to 
177ti.  950  earthquakes  were  felt.  SOO  of  which 
were  unusually  heavy.  In  1726  the  earth 
opened  In  the  streets  of  Palermo,  vomiting 
burning  sulphur  ami  rt-d-hot  stones.  Etmi 
was  in  eruption  from  May  2.>  to  the  middle 
of  Jure,  \i-'.\  and  the  sight  at  night  from 
the  surrounding  cith  s  was  beautiful  in  the 
extreme.  Huge  ball-^  of  fire  were  hurled  to 
a  great  height,  exploding  in  midair  into 
millions  of  sparks  which  slowly  returned 
to  earth.  A  stream  of  lava  2400  feet  wide 
poured  from  the  fissures  in  the  sides  of  the 
mountain.  Three  neW  cones  formed.  Etna 
began  eruptions  again  in  March  1S.'»3.  with 
manv  earthquakes  in  Italy  and  Sicily.  On 
Julv"  &  1S92.  Etna  had  anothe6r  eruption. 
Three  great  lava  sir?ams  poured  out  at 
different  vents,  and  five  craters  were  in 
violent  action   with  terrible   bellowlngs.

my$terious:box. 

Sfranft    Trust  Confldid    to  tht 
Librarian  of  Congrtss. 

A  box  was  deposited  In  the  safe  of  the 
library  of  congress  when  John  Russell 
Young  was  librarian,  under  the  pledge 
that  its  contents  should  not  be  revealed 
until  the  beginning  of  the  twenty-first 
century.  Mr.  Young,  so  far  as  can  be 
learned,  was  the  only  one  in  the  library 
who  knew  what  the  box  contains.  The 
name  of  the  depositor  is  not  known  to 
anyone  now  connected  with  the  library. 
It  is  a  .small  box  weighing  a  few  pound.s 
and  is  supposed  to  contain  manuscript. 
Mr.  Young  was  at  first  averse  to  re- 
ceiving such  a  charge,  but  after  consid- 
erable correspondence  he  agreed  to 
pledge  the  faith  of  his  successors  to  pre- 
vent the  box  from  being  oi)ened  until 
the  beginning  of  the  twenty-first  cen- 
tury. Its  contents  may  be  of  great  in- 
terest or  none,  but  presumably  Mr. 
Young  would  not  have  undertaken  to 
have  it  guarded  for  100  years  and  mjre 
unless  there  was  something  of  great  in- 
terest In  it.  It  is  .suppo.sed  the  naiiers 
contained  are  regarded  as  of  value  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States  in  the 
twenty-first  century.  Under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  trust  the  box  is  to  be 
opened  by  the  librarian  of  congress  any 
time  after  midnight  of  Dec.  31,  A.  D. 
2000. 

While  the  contents  of  the  box  can  only 
be  guessed  at,  sufficient  information  has 
been  obtained  regarding  them  to  give 
an  outline  of  their  character  and  to 
furnish  assurance  th.it  there  will  be 
.''Ome  intere.sting  reading  presented  when 
the  box  is  opened,  says  the  New  York 
Sun.  A  visitor  in  the  congressional 
library  was  once  informed  of  the  ex- 
istence of  the  box.  He  was  by  profes- 
sion a  literary  man  and  by  instinct  a 
detective.  The  thought  that  he  must 
.solve  this  mystery  to  obtain  mental  re- 
lief took  possession  of  his  brain.  For 
three  days  he  allowed  himself  to  be  ab- 
sorbed in  this  idea— that  he  must  pos- 
sess himself  of  this  knowledge.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  he  had  reached  certain 
conclusions  and  went  to  see  a  friend. 
The  second  man  was  an  amateur  scien- 
tist and  philosopher.  Possessed  of  an 
ample  fortune,  he  devoted  himself  to  the 
acquirement  of  knowledge  derived  from 
books  and  experiments.  So  the  imagin- 
ative literary  man  and  the  cold-blooded 
man  of  science  undertook  to  solve  the 
problem.  They  started  a  .search  thijt 
lasted  over  a  year. 

The  literary  partner  in  the  combine  re- 
cently told  this  story  to  a  Sun  re- 
iiorter: 

"We  agreed  on  many  points  before  we 
set  abjut  the  actual  work  of  tracing 
the  box  and  ascertaining  its  contents. 
First,  it  must  contain  something  of 
great  importance,  or  Mr.  Young  would 
never  have  accepted  the  trust.  Second, 
it  must  have  been  confided  to  Mr.  Young 
by  some  one  in  whom  Mr.  Young  had 
the  greatest  confidence,  and  for  whose 
reasons  for  wishing  to  keep  its  content"? 
unknown  for  100  years  Mr.  Young  must 
have  had  the  greatest  respect.  Third,  it 
must  contain  manuscript;  for  it  mu.-^t 
be  something  of  interest  to  the  library, 
or  the  donor  would  have  been  invited  to 
go  elsewhere;  as,  for  instance,  if- it  ha1 
been  money  or  jewels,  it  would  have 
been  nlaced  in  the  treasury  under  sim- 
ilar conditions.  If  it  had  been  a  relic 
or  relics  there  would  have  been  ni< 
necessity  for  keeping  it  secret.  It 
weighed  only  a  few  pounds.  Everything 
went  to  show  that  it  was  manuscript. 

'•It  was  suggested  that  it  might  have 
been  Mark  Twain's  impressions  of  Euro- 
pean monarchies  which  he  had  threat- 
ened to  leaA-e  for  the  people  of  the  twen- 
ty-first century.  But  this  was  easily  re- 
jected on  the  ground  that  the  box  had 
been  received  before  the  time  he  made 
the  suggestion.  The  United  States  secret 
service  was  appealed  to  for  information 
as  to  the  box,  and  as  to  the  possibility 
that  it  might  contain  the  history  of 
some  unrevealed  crime.  The  archives  of 
the  state  department  were  consulted; 
the  library  searched  for  any  account  of 
a  manuscript  answering  our  ideas,  which 
might  have  been  known  but  never  pub- 
lished; bribes  were  offered  to  employes 
of  fhe  library  for  scraps  of  information 
relating  to  the  box;  legislators,  states- 
men and  warriors  were  interviewed;  but 
all  in  vain.  We  came  back  always  to  the 
fact  that  we  must  search  for  a  manu- 
script whose  importance  justified  its 
being  taken  in  trust  by  Librarian  Young, 
containing  matter  of  interest  to  our 
great-grandchildren,  too  important, 
probably  too  dangerous  to  be  revealed  at 
nrepent,  and  donate<l  to  the  library  of 
congress  by  .someone  whose  standing 
must  have  been  unimpeachable. 

•On  this  foundation  we  built.  It 
took  a  year  of  work,  during  which  I 
acted  as  the  legs  and  my  friend  as  the 
brains  of  the  combination.  I  visited  and 
searched,  while  he  remained  at  home, 
examined  the  results  and  thought.  How 
we  found  it  we  are  not  prepared  to  tell 
at  present,  especially  as  it  was  largely 
the  result  of  an  accident,  but  here  is  the 
story. 

"At  a  dinner  table  in  Washington  one 
evening  about  seven  years  ago  there 
were  seated  a  number  of  gentlemen. 
The  host,  whom  we  must  designate  as 
Mr.  X,  had  been  in  public  life  for  many 
vears.  He  had  .sat  in  both  branches  of 
congress,  had  been  a  member  of  the 
cabinet,  and  had  even  had  higher  as- 
pirations. With  him  were,  among 
others,  a  well-known  state.sman.  a  diplo- 
mat of  more  than  usual  ability,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  cabinet  and  several  senators. 
While  not  altogether  a  political  dinner, 
it  had  that  com?ilexicn.  especially  in 
view  of  the  rumors  of  the  host's  desire 
to  become  chief  magistrate  of  the  na- 
tion. 

"During  the  evening  the  conversation 
turned  on  the  most  suitable  recreation 
for  men  who  worked  with  their  brains, 
especially  men  in  public  life.  The  dip- 
lomat confessed  that  he  found  outdoor 
physical  recreation  in  riding  and  indoor 
in  fencing.  The  latter  sport,  he  de- 
clared, was  the  proper  relaxation  for 
men  whose  muscles  were  in  danger  of  be. 
coming  set.  For  mental  recreation  he 
preferred  flirting  to  anything  more  ex- 
hausting. His  candor  was  greeted  with 
uproarious  laughter. 

"The  statesman  said  that  for  exercise 
he  went  driving  or  walking,  and  for 
mental  diversion  he  devoted  himself  to 
astronomy  and  occasionally  to  versify-

ing.  The  secreiary  found  mental  relief 
in  playing  a  peculiir  sort  of  chess,  where 
the  map  of  Europt  took  the  place  of  the 
chess  board,  the  knights  were  warriors, 
the  castles  fortresses,  the  bishoris  the 
commissarj'  and  iiospital  departments, 
and  the  pawns  wore  the  people, 

••After  several  more  had  advanced 
their  ideas  of  the  proper  way  to  relax 
their  minds  and  be  dies,  it  was  suggested 
that  !klr.  X  was  yet  to  be  heard. 

"  'I  fear  you  will  laugh  at  me."  he  said, 
.smilingly,    "when    t   tell  you  of   my   oet 
hobby.    I  don't  believe  I  have  ever  men- 
tioned  it  before.     You  all  know   that   I 
have  spent  some  :'orty  years  of  my  life 
in   public  service.     During  that   time   I 
have   found    it   necessary    to   study    the 
course  of  nations  from  a  somewhat  phil- 
osophical standpoint.     The  true  way  to 
judge  of  nations  is  to  examine  them  crit- 
ically,  not    with   our     judgments   influ- 
enced by  our  passions  and  our  personal 
interests,  but  as  tiough  the  events  with 
which  we  are  concerned  had  happened  a 
century   ago  and   nothing  we  could   do 
could  alter  the  tread  of  events.    In  other 
words,  correctly  to  gauge  public  senti- 
ment, accuratelv  to  weigh  the  influence 
something  we  art    contemplating  doing 
will  have  on  ourselves  and  the  world  at 
large,  we  must  isolate  and  insulate  our- 
selves and  view  it  with  the  calm  and  dis- 
passionate   mind    of    the    impartial    his- 
torian. « 
'■   It  has  been  the  object  of  my  life  to 
perfect  mj'solf  in  that  art.     During  my 
career  in  congress  and  while  I  sat  in  the 
cabinet   I   had    many  occasions   when   1 
was  called    upon     to    demonstrate     my 
theory,  and  it  often  worked  out  to  my 
entire   satisfaction,     I    have    had    many 
opportunities,  as  you  know,  to  obtain  in- 
formation denied  to  less  fortunate  indi- 
viduals, and  I   hfive  amused   myself  by 
digesting  the  unvrltten  history  of  our 
country,  as  far  a.s  possible,  for  the  past 
forty  years.' 

"Although  Mr.  X  had  already  given  to 
the  world  some  interesting  reminis- 
cences, no  one  had  ever  expected  that  he 
had  been  engaged  in  preparing  a  history, 
largely,  it  was  suspected,  from  docu- 
ments and  personal  knowledge  which  he 
alone  possessed. 

"  "And  do  you  intend  to  publish  this 
interesting  volume.  Monsieur  X?'  in- 
quired the  diplorrat. 

•'  'That  I  canno:.  answer  at  present,'  he 
replied.     "There  t.re  many  things  to  be 
considered.     A  public  man  must  guard 
his  per.sonal  knowledge  of  his  political 
and  social   associates   with   the   greatest 
care.     By  publisliing  such  matters  dur- 
ing his  lifetime  lie  may  make  for  him- 
self    powerful     enemies   where   he   had 
stanch  friends.    You  can  never  tell  what 
ma;-  wound  a  man  even  when  you  be- 
lieve you  are  pajing  him  a  compliment. 
If  you  publLsh  them  after  you  are  dead, 
while  vou  may  escape  their  resentment, 
vour  family  maj-  suffer,  or  if  the  man 
himself  is  dead,  his  family  may  suffer. 
Again,  if  they  are  published  years  after 
the  death  of  the  writer,  when  all  possi- 
bility  of  harming  anycme   is   vanlshe.l. 
the    question    arises,    would    anyone    be 
interested    in    th.-    matter?     Would,    for 
instance,  the  memoirs  of  Alexander  the 
Great,   of  Perlcks?.  of  Augustus  Caesar, 
if    puiJlished    today,    attract    any    more 
than     a     passing     notice     even     among 
scholars?    Would  the  .secret  information 
of  diplomatic  intrigue  possessed  by  Bis- 
marck and  Glad.stone  be  of  sufficient  in- 
terest a  century  from  now  to  cause  even 
a  mild  sensation"    I  doubt  if  the  authen- 
tic announcemen:  in  Bismarck's  memoirs 
that  he  caused  toe  war  between  Prussia 
and  France  by  forging  a  telegram  would 
arouse  the  ranco-  of  a  single  Frenchman 
in  that  vear  200<t.     It  may  even  be  oos- 
sible    that    by   tie    time    the    two   races 
will    have    been    amalgamated    or    even 
swept   away    by    some   other,    stronger 
race.    So  you  see  it  is  a  serious  problem 
as  to  what  disposition  I  shall   make  of 
the  work  on  which  I  have  been  engaged. 
'•  'Further  than  fhat.'  he  continued.  'I 
have  utilized  m>  study  of  the  conditions 
of    the    present  to  amuse   myself  with 
speculations  concerning  the  future.     At 
the  rapid  rate  with  which  inventions  are 
multiplying,     the     inhabitants     of     this 
earth  in  2000  will  be  surrounded  by  con- 
veniences  of   wliirh    we   have   not    more 
than    dreamed.        Steam    advanced    the 
world  1000  years  in  100.     Electricity  has 
advanced  it  2000  in  less  than  half  a  cen- 
tury.    .Some  ne\.'  discovery,  the  i^ropul- 
slon  of  machinery  by  ether,  the  diffusion 
of  light  without   heat  or  power,  and  so 
on  may  adA'anci?  it  1000  years  in  a  day. 
Based,   then,   on  a   study  of  the  effects 
which   discoveries  and    inventions   have 
had   on   the   human  race   up   to   date,   I 
have  ventured    to  peer  into  the  future 
and  frame  the  map  of  the  world  100  year? 
hence,  predict  lis  several  forms  of  gov- 
ernment, and  give  my  ideas  of  the  life, 
comforts   and   yursuits   of  a    citizen    of 
this  country  in  A.  D.  2000.     Of  course  I 
would  not  think   for  an  instant  of  oub- 
lishing  such   a    -omance  at  "the   present 
time,    £pny   mon    than    issuing    my    un- 
published  remir  iscences.     But   T   would 
like  to  feel  that  some  day.  say  about  the 
period  I  am  describing,  my  work  would 
come    out    fre.sh,    as    a    voice    from    the 
nineteenth  centjry  to  the  twentr-fir<;t. 
the  politician,  statesman,  philosopher.  If 
vou  will,  of  this  :  ime  and  country,  speak- 
ing to  the  man  of  100  years  hen«e.    They 
could   then  weigh  the  facts  I  have  col- 
lected  in  regard  to  the  unwritten   his- 
tory of  this  country,  our  secret  und?-r- 
st.^.ndings  with  other  governments,   the 
animus  behind  the  assassination  of  Gar- 
field,  the  true  causes  which   led   un  to 
the   civil   war.    ind   other   matters,   and 
perhaps  they  mght  derive  considerable 
information    concerning     events    which 
otherwise   must    pass   as   they   are   ac- 
cepted by  us  today.    Again,  they  mleht 
amuse  themselves  by  comparing  things 
as  they  will  be  then  with  things  as  I 
Imagine  they  vdli  be,  and  abould  my 


prophecies  be  any  way  near  correct,  I 
may  r»ossibly.  who  knows,  derive  some 
manner  of  post-mortem  satisfaction.' 

••The  dinner  party  broke  up  shortly  af- 
terw^ard.  and  in  the  rush  of  succeeding 
events  the  members  of  the  party  soon 
forgot   the   discussion    of   that    evening. 
It   was  recalliMi   to  the  mind  of  one  of 
them,  then  a  senator,  some  years  later, 
when  he  was  suddenly  summoned  to  the 
bedside  of  Mr.  X.     After  reviewing  his 
statements  on  that  occasion.

ITnder  the  condi- 
tions of  the  gift,  no  one,  not  even  he,  is 
to  be  permitteil  to  open  the  box,  «-xcept 
the  librarian  of  congress. 

•'You  would  like  to  see  the  donor,  you 
say?  Why,  to  be  sure,  he  is  still  alive, 
although  quite  old.  It  was  from  him  I 
heard  this  st  >ry.  I  cannot  give  you  hla 
name.  That  Is  a  little  secret  of  our  own. 
It  would  not  do  to  give  all  the  Informa- 
tion we  procured  to  the  public.  Then 
thev  would  know  as  much  as  we  do." 

The  box  reposes  peacefully  on  a  shelf 
in  the  library  safe.

"It  has  cost,"  says 
the     Detroit     News, 
"half   a   million    dol- 
lars to  make  the  sur- 
veys     for      a      detp 
waiTW  !\    .i>.m    the   great   lakes  to  tide- 
water. The  work  is  done  and  tiie  bills  ah 
paid,   but   the   peoi)le   living  in   the   great 
lakes  region  should  not  complacently  as- 
sume that  this  means  that  the  lake  ports 
are  presently  to   Iwcome  ocean  ix>rts,  or 
re.illv   that  they  are  evw  to  become  so. 
There   are  influences  in   this  same   region 
that  are  secretly  but  none  the  less  strong- 
ly opiMised  to  a  deep  waterway  to  the  .s»  a. 
They   are   influences    that    can    comman>l 
attention  and  accomplish   results  without 
attracting  t<io  much  notice  to  themselves, 
and  it  will  not  surprise  the  News  if  sev- 
eral generations  shall  come  and  go  before 
the  ground  is  broken  for  this  great  project 
that  is  to  make  Detroit  a  port  of  call  for 
oc'-an  liners.  To  find  thtse  influences  one 
has  to  look  no  farther  than  to  those  lake 
carrii^r    concerns     which     are     getting     a 
monopoly  of   the   lake   tra<ie   and   do   not 
care  for  open  compettion   from  the  high 
seas."  There  \a  no  doubt   that  the  News 
is  correct  in  its  assertion  al>t)ut  the  inllu- 
enee  of  certain  lake  carrier  concerns  In  ing 
exerted    against    the    construction    of    a 
waterway   that   would   permit  vessels   of 
deep  draft   to  carry  cargoes  direct  from 
Duiuth   to  IJverpool  and  other  European 
IK>rts  without  breaking  bulk,  and  if  con- 
gress can  be  induced  to  make  the  appro- 
priation constructing  this  deep  waterway, 
it    wi!    be  in  the  face   of  this   secret   and 
powerful  opposition.  The  only  way  for  the 
people  uf  the  Northwest  anil  the  lake  re- 
gion interested  in  this  project  lo  act  so  as 
to  meet  this  opposition  and  overcome  it  is 
to  elect  to  congress  men  who  will  not  be 
subservient    to   su<h    influences   and    who 
will    work   and    talk    in    favor   of    it    un- 
ceasingly. The  congressman  from  the  Du- 
iuth district  can  do  much  along  this  line- 
he    should    be   one   of   the   leaders   In    the 
fight  for  a  deep  waterway  to  the  sea  and 
should   advocate   it   in   preference  to   the 
Nicaragua  canal  project   that  would   not 
be  of  the  slightest  benefit  to  the  lake  re- 
gion or  the  Northwest. 


THK  TRVTH  FROIH  MANtijLA. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  a  let- 
ter written  by  Associate  Justice  Richard 
W.  Young  of  the  supreme  court  at  Man- 
illa, which  is  a  most  important  contri- 
bution to  the  mass  of  testimony  respect- 
ing the  situation  in  the  Philippines,  all 
of  which  tends  to  prove  that  the  rebel- 
lion of  the  Filipinos  is  as  far  from  being 
.<uppr?ssed  ns  it  was  on  the  day  the  first 
.=hot  was  fired.  It  is  evident,  from  what 
he  says,  that  there  is  not  the  slightest 
foundation  for  the  statements  that  the 
war  is  ended  and  that  the  Filipiniw  are 
about  ready  to  accept  the  offer  of  am- 
nesty, lay  down  their  arms  and  submit 
themselves  to  American  rule.  The  Fil- 
iuinos  are  rebels  from  love  of  rei>elli->n. 
They  will  never  yield  to  a  foreign  foe. 
Sedition  and  active  revolt  among  them 
can  be  crushed  only  by  their  annihila- 
tion. Any  nation  that  undertakes  their 
subjugation  can  maintain  an  appearance 
of  peace  only  by  the  garrisoning  of  every 
hamlet.  What  Judge  Young  says  on  this 
point  is  fully  sustained  by  Gen.  Mae- 
Arthur's  statement  that  he  cannot  spare 
any  troops  for  service  in  China  because 
they  are  needed  in  the  Philippines.  The 
large  army  now  under  his  command 
would  be  unnecessary  If  the  war  was 
ended. 

In  this  connection  it  :«  \\"L  liiy  of  n3te 
That  Judge  Youn*;  btliuv^s  the  Demo- 
cratic policy  with  respect  to  the  Philio« 
pines  to  be  inspired  by  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  situation  and  the  high- 
'^'st  statesmanship.  Th'.-  policy  inclu  l-Js 
the  ending  of  the  rebellion  by  informing 
I'le  Filipinjs  that  they  shall  be  given 
their  independence  as  soon  as  peace  has 
been  restored  and  a  stable  government 
has  been  established,  and  that  they  shall 
be  protected  from  outside  interference— 
in  £l;ort.  the  same  policy  that  has  been 
enunciated  with  respect  to  Cuba. 

Judge  Young,  it  will  be  noticed,  ex- 
presses the  belief  that  the  Filipinos  will 
be  "capable  of  self-government  after  a 
short  period  of  instruction  and  guid- 
ance." He  adds:  "There  can  be  no 
doubt  of  that.  They  furnish  men  of  let- 
ters, brilliant  jurists,  artists,  musicians 
and  artists  skilled  in  a  hundred  trades." 
In  support  of  this  opinion  we  have  Ad- 
miral Dewey's  statement  that  the  Fili- 
lincs  are  better  fitted  today  for  self- 
government  than  are  the  Cubans.  Jud.ge 
Young  is  opposed  to  the  retention  of  the 
islands  on  financial  grounds  also;  though 
It  is  his  belief  that  there  may  be  an  open- 
ing there  for  a  limited  amount  of  .\meri- 
can  capital,  there  is  no  opportunity  for 
American  labor.  AIL  the  benefits  thai 
might  come  to  a  few  American  sugar 
and  hemp-raising  syndicates  he  believes 
would  not  justify  the  expenditure  with 
certainty  of  nearly  $500,000  a  day  for  the 
increased  army  and  navy  that  will  be 
reinstated.  Half  a  million  a  day  is  a 
big  price  to  pay  for  the  Hanna-McKinley 
policy  of  imperialism. 

As  an  authority  on  this  subject.  Judge 
Youns:  must  be  accepted  as  one  of  the 
best.  He  is  not  a  politician,  and  his  re- 
view of  the  situation  was  not  designed 
for  political  effect.  It  was  written  to  a 
friend  in  this  country  for  his  own  infor- 
mation, but  that  friend  was  so  strongly 
impressed  by  the  importance  of  the  state- 
ments  that  he  concluded  the  letter 
.should  be  published  in  order  that  all 
the  people  might  learn  t^e  truth.  Judge 
Young  went  to  Manilla  as  senior  captain 
of  the  Utah  batteries  and  was  trans- 
ferred by  the  military  authorities  to  the 
bench.  A  graduate  of  West  Point,  he 
left  the  army  lo  study  law  and  was  en- 
gaged in  its  practice  when  the  Spanish 
war  began.  He  is  known  as  a  conserva- 
tive man  of  sound  judgment  who  thinks 
long  before  he  speaks,  and  those  who 
know  him  accept  his  statements  with  im- 
plicit faith  in  their  entire  truth. 


serfdom.  The  individual  enterprise  that 
is  possible  under  a  reign  t>f  trusts  is  a 
resort  to  the  <»conomic  conditions  of  the 
barbarian.

— the  trust  that  employs  him.  He  is 
a  creature  of  the  trust,  with  no  hope, 
no  future  in  which  he  may  be  master 
of  himself.  This  is  woman's  cause  for 
hating  trusts,  for  fearing  monopolistic 
tendencies  of  every  sort.  Her  boy, 
yours,  and  yours  are  defrauded  of  their 
American  birthriglit— liberty  and  in- 
dependence— while  trusts  operate  to 
create  a  royal  descent  of  money  kings 
to  rule  the  common  people.  Woman's 
enmity  against  trusts  is  not  on  econo- 
mic grounds.  It  stands  on  the  Ameri- 
can principle  of  liberty  and  equal  rights, 
and  the  strength  of  it  is  the  force  of  a 
mother's  prid.^  in  her  son." 

This  view  tif  the  trust  question  can- 
not be  emphasized  too  t.ften.  It  is 
cause  for  con.arratulation  that  the  Bazar 
is  impressing  it  upon  the  mothers  of  the 
T'niled  States,  because  they  can  exercise 
a  mighty  influence  in  forwarding  the 
movement  for  suppressing  the  trusts 
and  can  prove  a  potential  factor  in  the 
campaign  against  the  great  commercial 
evil  created  and  fostered  by  runious  leg- 
islation enacted  by  the  Republican  ])arty. 
May  the  Bazar  keep  up  the  good  work 
of  educating  the  wives  and  mothers  on 
this  important  issue.

Another  of  his  reasons  is  .so  by 
moving  to  the  county  seat  he  can  get  "re- 
ligious society  and  privileges  for  myself 
and  family."  This  includes  the  Grand 
Army,  the  Woman's  Relief  corps.  the 
grange  and  other  society  attendance.

The  Cleveland 
Leader  claims  that 
operators  of  steel 
mills  of  the  standard 
size  have  entered  into 

a  combination  to  freeze  the  small  mills 
out.  The  plan  is  to  reduce  the  price  to  a 
point  where  the  smaller  concerns  cannot 
live,  to  get  rid  thereby  of  a  certain  amount 
of  competition  which  underbids  present 
prices.  When  the  small  concerns  are  driv- 
en out  of  business,  prices  will  be  restored. 
It  appears  that  these  small  mills  acted 
upon  the  theory  that  when  a  trust  raises 
prices  above  a  reasonable  profit  there 
would  be  a  chance  for  mills  not  in  the 
trust  to  do  a  little  business.  But  theory 
Is  one  thing  and  practice  quite  another. 
When  the  trust  mills  found  they  were 
being  undersold  they  began  to  undersell 
their  small  competitors.  In  a  contest  of 
this  nature  the  large  concerns  have  an 
advantage.  They  not  only  have  abundai.t 
capital,  hut  fhey  know  that  when  the 
small  mills  are  crowded  out  ihoy  can  re- 
Store  prices  to  the  old  scale.    The  mar-

Harpei's  Bazar,  for  many  years  de- 
voted exclusively  to  women,  has  made 
a  departure  from  the  policy  which  it  has 
hitherto  followed,  by  venturing  into  the 
domain  of  politics  and  giving  editorial 
expression  to  thought  on  trusts  for 
wives  and  mothers.  It  truthfully  says 
that  the  mothers  of  the  country  have  a 
personal  interest  in  the  trust  question 
because  "following  upon  the  formation 
of  trusts  in  the  several  industries,  there 
has  been  a  rise  in  prices  of  all  these 
articles  of  household  consumption." 
Figures  are  presented  to  prove  this 
statement,  and  it  is  justly  argued  that 
the  low  price  of  sugar  and  oil  does  not 
offset  the  advance  in  other  articles  of 
daily  use.  Continuing,  the  Bazar  says: 
"It  is  human  nature  for  men  to  make 
money,  and  when  a  few  persons  control 
90  or  9.T  per  cent  of  a  business  supplying 
the  needs  of  a  whole  country  they  will 
put  up  the  prices  just  as  high  as  they 
dare,  and  they  dare  do  just  about  what 
they  please,  because  they  are  so  strong 
they  can  crush  out  any  individual  re- 
sistance." 

The  serious  truth  that  the  increased 
cost  is  not  the  most  dangerous  feature 
of  the  trusts  is  recognized  by  the  Bazar. 
"Far  more  serious  is  the  fact."  it  says, 
"that  the  field  of  opportunity  for  the 
growing  boy  is  almost  entirely  removed, 
the  chance  for  individual  effort  reduced 
to  a  minimum.  Take  the  Standard  Oil 
company  for  instance.  The  profits  of 
this  concern  for  the  current  year  are 
estimated  at  $92,000,000.  Would  not  Mr. 
Rockefeller  smile  if  your  son  set  out  to 
establish  a  business  that  would  snatch 
the  power  to  fix  prices  out  of  Mr. 
Rockefeller's  hands?  Precisely  there  is 
where  trusts  have  mothers  by  the 
heartstrings.

THE  HORSE  IN  BATTLE. 

The  thousands  of  horses  killed  in  every 
important  battle  have  to  be  disposed  of: 
they  are  either  buried  or  burned,  according 
to  the  climate.  In  South  Africa  burial  i« 
always  resorted  to.  but  in  some  of  the 
northern  parts  of  India  the  carcases  are 
left  where  thev  fall,  and  in  less  than  eight 
hours  afterward  are  picked  clean  by  the 
vultures.  This  \m  bv  far  the  best  way,  from 
a  utilitarian  point  of  view.  for 
the         bones  may         afterward         be 

collected  and  ground  down  for 
manure.  The  interment  of  slaughtered 
animals  is  always  left  to  the  burial  parties, 
and  can  scarcely  be  said  to  be  any  part  of 
the  veterinary  surgeon's  duties,  says  Pear- 
son's Magazine. 

In  a  cavalry  charge,  especially  when  the 
firing  is  at  long  range,  it  is  practically  im- 
nossible  for  the  enemy  to  aim  at  so  small  a 
iigure  as  a  human  being  with  any  certain 
chance  of  hitting  him,  and  so  the  horse, 
presenting  the  larger  target,  the  list  of 
casualties  among  horses  under  these  cir- 
cumstances is  naturally  greater  than 
among  men. 

At  Talavera  290  horses  were  killed  and  240 
men,  while  at  the  famous  charge  of  the 
Light  Brigade  at  Balaklava  the  losses 
among  horses  were  360  and  among  men  280. 

The  horse  is  more  liable  to  suffer  froin 
hunger  and  want  of  rest  than  a  mafi.  and 
consequently  we  find  that  in  all  protrajcted 
wars  the  loss  In  horses  from  disease  is  ter- 
ribly heavy.  Ini  Napoleon's  campaign 
across  the  Niemen.  out  of  60,000  horses  no 
fewer  than  45,000  succumbed  in  six  months. 
At  the  siege  of  Plevna  the  Russians  lost 
over  30  per  cent  of  their  draught  animals, 
and  In  the  Egyptian  war  of  1882  half  the 
English  horses  were  disabled,  of  which  600 
died  from  sickness  and  only  6Q  an  the  field 
of  battle.

Salt  Lake  Herald:  Th/  Herald  has 
been  given  permission  to  publish  a  letter 
written  to  a  Salt  Lake  friend  by  Maj. 
Richard  W.  Young,  as.sociate  justice  of 
the  supreme  court  at  Manilla.  It  is  the 
most  important  contribution  to  the  cur- 
rent discussion  of  the  l^hilippine  «iues- 
tion  that  has  recently  appeared  in  print, 
carrying  a  full  indor.«!enient  and  vin-li- 
cation  of  the  Democratic  policy  from  an 
unquestioned  authority  upon  the  sub- 
ject. Maj.  Young's  exceptional  oppor- 
tunities for  studying  the  Philippine 
problem,  his  military  and  legal  training, 
well  known  conservatism  and  sound 
judgment,  and  the  high  official  position 
conferred  upon  him  liy  the  military  grv- 
ernor  are  considerations  that  add  much 
weight  to  his  statements  concerning 
present  conditions,  and  his  views  as  "^  > 
the  future  disposition  of  the  itlands. 
His  letter  follows: 

"The  war  is  not  over  Ijy  any  means. 
The  end  is  not  in  sight.  Military  men 
seem  to  expect  it  to  last  for  months,  f  r 
even  years.  The  spirit  of  insurrection 
is  not  tamed;  the  natives  die  with  a 
stoicism  worthy  the  highest  admiration. 
We  have  few  real  friends  among  them, 
and  those  few  run  the  risk  of  speedy 
?psassination  in  making  manifest  their 
friendship.  The  present  policy  of 
Aguinaldo  is  Fabian;  he  risks  no  en- 
gagements, but  is  cor.stantly  alert  in  at- 
tacking our  weak  garrisons  and  way- 
laying our  straggling  troops.  He  boloe.* 
our  outposts  and  falls  with  a  bloody 
hand  on  the  hapless  town  that  has  wel- 
comed the  American  troops  when  aban- 
doned by  the  latter.  His  troops  (in  :  a 
suflicient  susttnatice  in  fruits  an<l  rice; 
they  require  but  a  few  yards  of  cotton 
cloth  as  clothing,  take  lo  a  tropical  sun 
like  duck.s  to  water,  and  expect  no  pay. 
"Our  officers  and  men  ate  killed  nearly 
every  day.  while  a  consideralile  number 
arc  constantly  falling  victims  to  the 
sun.  A  few  days  since  I  went  out  to  Las 
Banos,  on  the  Laguna.  where  Capt.  Hil- 
ton, formerly  of  the  Colorado^,  and 
Andy  Burt  are  stationed  with  their  com- 
panies. The  captains  were  both  "under 
the  weather,"  and  each  had  over  fifty 
men  out  of  the  ninety  in  sick  i-eport. 
This  is  exceptional.  Imt  as  a  general  rule 
the  men  cannot  do  much  campaigning 
in  this  climate  and  retain  their  strength. 
"The  present  volunteer  regiments 
must  be  mustered  out  in  one  year,  and 
it  is  already  a  serious  questitinhow  thc> 
are  to  l>e  replaced.  The  number  of 
troops  cannot  be  reduced,  in  fact  ilouble 
or  treble  the  number  seems  necesrury  in 
order  to  bring  a  speedy  order  o';t  of  "this 
chaos.  But.  when  apparent  peace  has 
been  brought  about,  how  long  will  it 
continue?  Their  ideals  of  independ- 
ence will  remain  unrealized.  The  bitter- 
ness of  a  two  or  three-year  cairtpaig:!. 
v>ith  its  horrors,  its  burning  of  churches 
and  homes,  and  its  death  of  tens  of 
thou.sands  of  their  fellow  countrymen, 
will  be  perpetuated  in  the  wailings  if 
the  widow,  the  fatherless  and  the  des  >- 
late.  Revolution,  too.  has  become  a 
habit  among  these  people. 

"Not  only  will  the  sense  of  personal 
affliction  and  lo.^s  actuate  them  to  re- 
newed insurrection,  but  the  failure  of 
the  Americans  to  solve  the  question  of 
the  friars  to  their  satisfaction  will  re- 
main to  vex  us.  *  *  *  Nothing  short 
of  driving  the  friars  off  the  islands  and 
confiscating  their  accumulated  estates 
will  satisfy  the  natives.  Nothing  is 
more  certain  than  that  the  United  Stated 
cannot  do  either,  ergo,  there  will  be  a 
siiltsisting  cau.«e  of  complaint. 

"For  the  life  of  me  I  am  unabi?  to 
SCO  what  the  commission  can  dj  except 
to  take  large  masses  of  conjectural  tes- 
timony. Neither  they  nor  their  agents 
can  poke  their  noses  beyond  our  lines- 
without  danger  of  getting  a  Mauser  in 
the  nostril.  Civil  government  will  be 
impossible  without  garrisons,  and  it 
would  require  200,000  men  to  garri.-on  the 
immen.se  group  of  islands.  Time  wl!^ 
develop.  "The  commission  is  compo.iel 
of  able  gentlemen,  and  will  doubtless  do 
as  much  to  clarify  the  situation  as  can 
be  done. 

"I  have  seen  the  so-called  Bryan  plat- 
form, as  adopted  in  Nebraska.  I  am 
fully  and  heartily  in  sympathy  with  its 
prov',-^ions  respecting  these  islands. 
'First,  a  stale  form  of  guvernment;  sec- 
ond, independence,  and,  third,  protec- 
tion from  outside  interference,  as  it  has 
for  nearly  a  century  given  protection  to 
the  republics  of  Central  and  South 
America." 

"T  believe  the  Filipinos  capable  of  self- 
government  after  a  short  period  of  in- 
struction and  guidance — there  can  be  no 
doubt  as  to  that;  they  furnish  men  of 
letters,  brilliant  jurists,  artists,  musi- 
cians and  artisans  skilled  in  a  hundred 
trade.s.  Without  considering  whether 
our  country  can  exist,  constitutionally, 
half  free  and  half  subject;  without  con- 
sidering whether  we  are  bound  by  agree- 
ments, express  or  implied,  to  give  these 
people  their  independence.  I  am  onpased 
to  the  retention  of  the  islands  on  finan- 
cial ground.s.  American  capital  may 
find  investment  in  the  sugar  and  hemp 
plantations  and  other  industries  of  the 
islands,  but  American  laboring  men  can 
neither  thrive  under  this  sun,  nor,  should 
they  attempt  it,  compete  with  scantily 
fed"  clothed  and  sheltered  natives. 

"Senator  Beveridge  would  convince  us 
that  trade  unlimited  would  spring  forth 
from  these  shores  to  envelop  the  entire- 
far  East.  I  cannot  believe  that  he  reads 
history  with  discernment.  Spain  pos- 
.sessed  these  islands  for  years  and  gained 
no  traffic  with  Asia.  Before  the  civil 
war  we  had  some  of  the  most  extensive 
mercantile  houses  in  the  far  East,  and  a 
fleet  of  merchantment  that  outnumbered 
thefleet  of  any  other  nation.  We  -^ad 
then  as  we  still  have,  the  American 
concession  at  Shanghai,  a  large  piece  of 
territory  in  which  we  were  and  are  free 
to  establish  our  mercantile  houses.  But 
notwithstanding  our  former  pre-emin- 
ence our  rights  at  Shanghai,  the  near- 
ne«;s'of  our  Pacific  ports  to  th'e  Asiatic 
continent,  we  have  about  ceased  to  do 
business  with  the  P:ast  until  withiri  the 
last  few  vears— since  then  our  trade  i3 
snringing" forward  with  leaps  and  bounds 
with  China  and  Japan,  at  the  exoense 
even  of  England,  with  Hong  Kong  and 
Singapore  at  the  very  portals  of  trade 
It  is  not  contiguity  that  produces  trade, 
it  is  the  fact  that  a  counti;y  produces  a 
surplus  of  merchandise  which  it  can  seU 
cheap  Water  is  no  more  certain  to  seek 
its  level  than  a  country  its  foreign  mar- 
kets under  such  conditions. 

"But  against  all  of  the  glittering  gen- 
eralities  of  the  'imperialist'  w-iio  prates 
of  'trade  and  commerce,'  is  the  certain 
cost  of  increased  army  and  navy,  which 
afa  conservative  estimate  will  amount 
to  60,000,000  good  gold  dollars  a  year

A  certain  Radcliffe  cottage  girl 
chaperon  lives  will  her  charges  in  a  pleas- 
ant house  on  one  of  those  streets,  behind 
Christ  church,  which,  as  all  Harvard  men 
will  rememlier.  aie  most  easily  reached 
by  the  convenient  little  alley  which  runt- 
past  that  old  burying  ground,  where  repose 
the  dust  and  ash(s  of  a  number  of  our 
civil  and  revolutionary  war  heroes.  Some- 
how the  Cubans  got  It  into  their  heads 
that  these  men  had  jierished  in  the  strug- 
gle for  (^uba  librc.  The  result  was  that 
that  method  of  reaching  home  had  to  be 
abandoned.  Each  individual  senorita  would 
otherwise  have  insisted  upon  staying  in- 
definitely to  weep  over  the  graves  of  the 
dead.  They  are  so  sympathetic  that  when 
one  of  their  number,  whom  most  of  them 
do  not  even  know,  received  the  other  day 
a  telegram  that  her  mother  was  ill  the 
whole  (."uban  band  was  dis.solved  in  tears. 
Vet  from  all  this  iachrymal  indulgence  a 
snatch  of  gay  mus  c,  a  mazurka  played  on 
a  cracked  piano  by  one  of  their  number, 
will  bring  them  bick  in  a  brief  five  min- 
utes. 

If  they  are  indolent  and  procrastinat- 
ing thev  are  al.^o  furiously  energetic. 
They  spend  hours  in  dolce  far  niente  and 
in  a'rranging  their  toilet  for  the  slightest 
festivity,  but  they  will  study  on  the  stairs 
by  the  dim  hall  lamp  long  after  they  are 
siipposed  to  be  in  bed,  and  they  frequent- 
ly rise  as  early  as  .1  in  the  morning  to 
attack  an  English  lesson.  Before  the 
school  sessions  oj  ened  they  couldn't  be 
gotten  up  before  9. 

What  a  Cuban  senorita  hasn't  told  her 
sympathetic  chaperon  about  herself  and 
her  family  at  the  end  of  fifteen  minutes' 
acquaintance  isn":  in  the  least  worth 
knowing.  One  girl  had  Invited  her  social 
Achates  to  come  a  id  see  her  in  Cuba  next 
summer  five  minutes  after  their  first 
meeting!  Yet  concerning  many  common- 
place things  the.se  damsels  are  extremtly 
reserved. 

As  for  enthusiasm- well,  their  self-im- 
jielled  Fourth  of  Jily  tribute  to  Washinu;- 
ton  shows  what  they  can  do  in  this  direc- 
tion. And  they  will  raise  vivas  any  lime 
and  anywhere  for  Alexis  Frye.  Yet  tluy 
say  vnry  little,  coasidering  that  they  are 
country"  folk  who  have,  many  of  them, 
never  before  been  more  than  a  few  miles 
from  home.  About  the  elaborateness  with 
which  thev  are  being  entertained  here 
Los  Estados  Unid  3S  is  "vera  nica  plazc" 
—  that's  about  all. 

"Quanto!"  said  he  senorita  as  she  en- 
tered the  room  ard.  without  a  momanfs 
hesitation,  walked  up  to  a  i)retty  Ameri- 
can in  a  muslin  gi)wn.  "I  lika  that.  .How 
much?"  The  Arrerican  was  unused  to 
such  Li  Hung  Cbang  interrogations,  so 
she  merely  remarked  that  her  mother 
bought  the"  dress  for  her.  This  (piite  satis- 
fied the  Cuban  girl  She  was  ab.solutely  un- 
conscious that  she  had  said  anything  un- 
usual or  that  her  American  guide  had 
evaded  anv  query.  They  have  almost  all 
of  them  two  months'  salary  to  spend, 
and  thev  want  to  gather  such  information 
as  shall  enable  them  to  u.se  it  to  good  ad- 
vantage. Hence  their  naive  questions.  Y'et 
they  never  think  of  telling  their  chaperons 
how  much  they  piid  for  their  clothes. 

Surely  one  might  reasonably  have  ex- 
pected that  these  angucous  beauties  with 
their  natural  grace  of  figure,  should 
dance  divinely.  But  they  don't.  Their  Ha- 
banera (Havana  d  mce)  and  their  Zapeteo 
(a  kind  of  jig)  ar?  as  ugly  in  movement 
as  their  dancers  are  awkward  in  a  vain  at- 
tempt to  make  th  >  things  beautiful.  The 
men  lead  badlv  and  the  girls  are.  not  even 
a  little  bit  attractive  as  they  jerk  through 
the  stiff  measure.';.  As  for  the  music,  it 
has  neither  rhythm  nor  harmony.  It  is 
as  slam-bangy  as  a  hurdy-gurdy  overture 
in  extremis.  Nor  lo  the  Cubans  soom  to 
get  a  lot  of  enjo.ynient  out  of  these  dances. 
Thev  look  through  them  all  as  solemn  as 
the  best  man  at  a  wedding  and  they  speak 
never  a  word  to  each  other  as  they  per- 
form   their    marlonette-like    revolutions. 

But  they  are  go -geous  when  they  go  to 
a  ball!  The  girls  spend  two  hours  and  a 
half  on  their  toilet  and  then  come  down 
with  face  and  neck  a  ghastly  white  from 
jinwder.  They  can't  understand  why 
Americans  neglect  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  aid  to  charm  "Vou  do  look  pretty." 
one  group  choru.sed  to  their  chaperon  at 
the  last  ball,  "but  why  not  .some  poder. 
iust  tin  noqulto.  only  the  wee'est  bit?" 
But  she  was  firm  is  she  explained  that  hi 
America  we  don't  use  it  like  that,  at  least 
some  of  us  don't. 

ITP  TO  DATE.

Gold  Fields 


By  Tappan  Adney,  Special 
Correspondent  of  Col- 
lier's Weekly. 


Nome  City.  Alaska.  June  29.— The 
morning  after  the  17th  tCie  day  breaks 
dear,  with  a  fresh  wind  off  shore,  warm 
sunaliine  and  fleecy  clouds.  The  first  to 
leave  the  ship  is  the  passengers'  checked 
l>assage,  and  when  this  is  ashore  safely 
tlie  passengers  are  taken  off  in  huge 
lig'iters  thirty  or  forty  feet  long  and 
carrying  200  passengers  each.  A  ship's 
officer  is  stationed  at  the  gangway  to 
prevent  the  crew  from  getting  off,  but  in 
spite  of  his  watchfulness  several  of  the 
stewards  and  cooks  smuggled  themselves 
over  the  side.  One  vessel,  we  hear,  has 
lost  nearly  all  her  crew,  another  half; 
they  leave  their  wages  beSiindanything 
ti>  get  ashore  upon  the  golden  sandt. 
They  will  be  hungry  presently  and  want 
to  get  back. 

"You  have  never  seen  the  like  in  your 
life."  Fays  Capt.  Humphreys,  the  Whal- 
ing company's  superintendent,  as  he 
clambers  aboard  out  of  his  launch  and 
endeavors  to  describe  the  time  he  is 
(laving  on  shore.  "There's  a  million  dol- 
lars' worth  of  goods  piled  on  that  beach. 
right  down  to  the  water's  edge,  and  if 
we  have  a  st  jrm  every  bit  of  it  will  be 
destroyed.  The  tents  are  six  deep,  and 
I  can't  tind  place  to  pile  my  goods.  My 
men  are  all  leaving  me.  and  I  can't  gel 
more  to  take  their  places." 

FORTl'NKS  IN  LKIHTERING. 
Men  in  rowboats  and  sailboats  swarm 
around  the  ships,  taking  people  ashore 
and  receiving  from  S2  to  $.">  for  each 
I>assenger.  Forty  or  fifty  of  our  passen- 
gers, unwilling  to  wait  for  the  lighter, 
have  gme  ashore  in  that  way.  One  man 
with  a  sailboat  is  said  to  make  asfnig'n  .is 
$75  a  day.  Others  are  making  $20  to  $30. 
Apparently  any  man  with  a  boat  is 
offering  to  take  p.issengers  to  and  from 
the  s.rlps.  Two  such  greenhorns  were 
brought  by  a  man  t5  our  ship  for  $.^. 
and.  the  sea  being  rough  and  the  wind 
off.  ttiey  had  to  pay  double  that  amount 
i»  an"th'r  boatman  to  take  them  .ishore. 
The  :  ■  ir  seems  to  be  in  the  hands 

.  •'  a  •  ins,  who  hav*  cornered  all 

the  available  lighters.  All  sDrts  of  boats 
for  lightering  the  people  ashore  have 
been  brought  up,  such  as  large  surf- 
boats,  but  all  prove  useless  except  largo 
flat-bottomed  scows  carrying  thirty  to 
flftv  tons.  One  of  these  is  made  fast  to 
the  side  of  the  ship.  Many  were  drenched 
to    tne   skin    by   the   heavy    seas   which 


broke  over  the  bows  of  the  lighters.  The 
lightering  •"company"  are  m.-iking  for- 
tunes. One  man  alone  is  said  to  control 
four  lighters.  He  receives  from  the 
.^leamsliip  companies  $2  a  head  for  pas- 
sen.gers  without  baggage  and  $2.:>0  for 
pas.«engers  with  baggage:  $22..'>0  per  head 
for  horses*,  and  $1.">  per  ton  for  freisht. 
t)ne  lighter  of  passengers  makes  $400  a 
trip,  and  three  trips  a  day.  Out  of  the 
$1200  a  day  earned  tSie  "comitany"  nays 
eighteen  men,  in  three  shifts  of  six  men 
each.  $1  an  hour— an  expense  of  $144  per 
(lay  for  each  lighter— and  $50  per  tow  to 
the  steam  launch,  taking  it  ashore  and 
back.  The  owners  of  the  steam  launches 
are  makins  several  thousand  dollars  a 
day. 

THE  NEW  ET.rM^RADO. 
From  the  deck  of  the  Valencia  it  is  a 
wonderful  sight.  Fifty  ships  and  small 
boats  without  number  daiting  hither  and 
thither  through  the  water.  Beyond,  the 
beach,  with  its  objects  too  far  away  to  l)e 
distinguished  separately,  but  present- 
ing in  the  sunlight  a  narrow,  glistening 
streak  of  white— the  tents—  with  some 
dull,  unpainted  buildings  of  Imards— 
the  old  part  of  the  town— apparently 
solid  for  the  space  of  a  mile  or  more, 
then  tapering  off  to  two  miles  on  the 
east,  and  on  the  west,  extending  as  far 
as  the  eye  can  reach,  a  thin  line  of 
white  dots— the  tents  of  miners  "rock- 
ing "  the  sands  of  the  beach.  Beyond 
the  town,  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  more, 
the  ground  gradually  rises  into  a  range 
of  hills,  or  mountains,  still  partly  cover- 
ed with  snow,  forming  a  partial  circle, 
terminating  on  the  right  hand,  at  the 
sea.  in  a  low,  rounded  headland— Cape 
Nome. 

Although  nothing  of  the  town  can  be 
plainly  made  out  to  the  eye,  upon  our 
ear  clearly  sound  the  steady  rap-tap  of 
hammers  and  the  wail  of  dogs. 

"If  you  want  to  go  a.shore.  Capt.  Pat- 
terson of  the  Senator  is  coming  over 
with  a  boat  and  yi>u  can  go  along,  " 
said  Capt.  Lane.  (Through  the  captain's 
courtesy  I  have  been  permitted  to  re- 
main al)oard  the  ship.)  The  boat  soon 
comes  alongside,  and  as  we  pull  in  to- 
ward the  shore  a  sight  gradually  en- 
larges that  I  never  expect  again  to  see. 
Brown  blotches  become  piles  of  baggage 
and  freight  of  every  description  and 
masses  of  white  resolve  themselves  Into 
innumerable  tents*  while  tiny  specks  of 
black  become  moving  men,  women, 
horses  and  wagons,  passing  to  and  fro, 
close  to  the  water's  edge  between  the 
sea  and  the  piles  of  freight  and  tents. 
Scows  are  unloading,  small  boats  are 
coming  and  going  and  all  is  indescrib- 
able. Far  up  arid  down  the  beach  is  the 
.•iame.  There  was  nothing  like  this  at 
Oav.son.  There  was  more  excitement 
there.  There  was  a  long,  hard  journey 
ahead,  and  an  Insane,  crazed  eagerness 
to  reach  that  journey's  end. 

A  WONDERFUL  SCENE. 
He IV  is  the  journey's  end.  and  here 
are  goods  and  people  within  a  few 
hundred  feet  or  yards  of  their  destin- 
ation and  no  agitation  immediately  per- 
ceptible beyond  that  of  each  person 
securing  his  own  goods  as  fast  as  he 
can  identify  it  among  the  heaps  and 
have  it  carted  off  by  wagon  teams  or 
on  small  carts  to  which  are  hitched 
strings    of   five   or   six   dogs.    Here   in 


one  place  is  a  pile  of  trunks,  thirty  feel 
long  and  fifteen  feet  high,  lying  without 
protection    from    the    weather.     Further 
«>n.    the    way    is    blocked    with    mining 
machinery,   much  of  which   will   rust   to 
pieces  where   it   lies.     Here  are  i)iles  of 
lumber,    and    every    available    space    of 
ground    aiound    and    between    the    piles 
of   freight   i.^   covered    with    tents   of  all 
sizes  and  descriptions,    five  or  six  deep 
in  pla<-es.  from  almost  the  water's  edge 
clear  lo  the  tundra,  and  even  out  upon 
the  tundra.     This  beach  is  a  city  by  it- 
self,    iieslaurants   are   being  opened    in 
large  tents,  where  a  meal  is  sold  for  a 
dollar.     Every    little    way    is    a    canvas 
booth,    where    a    cup    of    coffee    and    a 
sandwich  is  sold  for  25  cents.     Some,  who 
evidently  have  been  able  lo  get  at  their 
giiods.    are    hawking   oranges   at    three 
and    four    for   a   quarter — extraordinary 
cheap.     The       men    who    have       landed 
hor.ses    are    making   big    UKiney.   Warn- 
ing   has    been    given    al>out    the    danger 
of  leaving  g«K>ds  on  the  beach,  and  goods 
must   go.        Teamsters   get    almost   any 
price  they  ask.     Ten  dollars  an  hour  or 
fraction  thereof  ir  the  rule.     Five  dollars 
is    paid    for   hauling   a    trunk    perhaps 
five    hundred    feet.    Those    who    cannot 
afford    this    are    taking    their    l)aggage 
on  poles  over  their  shoulders  and  lug- 
ging it  off.     Many  persons  off  some  of 
the  steamers   have   been  ashore  a  week 
and    their    baggage    has   not   come   yet. 
They  are  lying  anywhere,  without  cover 
save  their  coats  or  what  more  fortunate 
friends    can    divide    with    them.     There 
are  many  ladies  among  th:>se  so  situated. 
H0MP:S  are  AT  A  PREMIUM. 
I  saw  one      party  of      ladies      calmly 
camped  a.gainst   a  pile  of  freight,   sur- 
rounded 1  y  pieces  of  hand  baggage  and 
partially    covered     by    a    tarpaulin.      I 
heard   another   lady    tell    how    she     hail 
been   sleejiing    in    a    goods    box.     Others 
have  tents  up.   with  comfortable  floors, 
and  cots.    Still  others  have  bought     or 
settled  ui'on  liiwn  lots,  and  ar?  iiuttiiig 
ui>  buildings  or  tents  and  opening  stores 
and    restaurants.     Enterprising    persons 
have  dug  wells  at   Intervals  along     Ihe 
beach,    and    put    in   crude   hand-pumps, 
and  are  nellin.g  water  at   three  or  four 
pallfuls  for  a  quarter  of  a  dollar.      The 
water  is  lirackish.   but  very  clear     and 
cold.     EV'.'ry  few  feet  some  one  is  build- 
ing a  boat,  to  take  his  goods  somewhere 
up  or  down  the  coast,   to  prospect     the 
beach  or  one  of  the  many  creek.^.     Only 
the  three  principal  companies  that    did 
business     here     last     year — the     Alaska 
Commercial  company,  the  North  Amer- 
ican Transportation   and  Trading  com- 
pany and   the  Alaska  Exploration  com- 
pany— have  warehouses  built,  and  even 
these  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  their 
goods. 

At  this  date  14.000  people  have  come 
off  the  ships,  which,  added  to  these  here, 
makes  new  al  least  20,000  souls — a 
greater  number  than  ever  was  In  Daw- 
son at  one  time.  • 

NOME  ALREADY  OVERCROWDED. 
Beyond  a  question,  for  the  state  of  its 
development.  Nome  is  already  overdone, 
greatly  overdone.  Half  the  people  whD 
are  here  must  go.  Klondike  v.-as  over- 
done by  *.he  same  kind  of  people,  but  a 
fewer  proportion  reached  Dawson.  They 
were  weeded  out  by  the  hardships  of  the 
tiail  and  extroardlnary  expense.  Here, 
any  person  with  $70  or  more  to  pay  for 


pas.sage  had  but  to  go  aboard  the  vessel. 
sit  still,  sleep  and  eat.  Even  if  he  wished 
be  could  not  turn  back.  And  now,  orie 
and  all  have  been  deposited  on  this 
beach,  their  final  destination,  and  dis- 
covered in  an  hour  or  a  day  what  it  Xon\ 
Klondikers  weeks  and  months  to  find 
out— that  there  is  little  to  be  bad  in 
Alaska  without  the  hardest  kind  of  work 
with  courage  and  patience.  The  same 
people  came,  saw  and  left  Klondike 
cursing  the  country  and  their  luck,  but 
Klondike  remained  as  good  a  camp  as 
ever.  So,  doubtless,  it  will  be  at  Nome. 
For  the  gold  unquestionably  is  Here. 


Tht  State  Fair,

$40,000,  and  it  is  now  certain  that  there 
will  be  comprehensive  exhibits  in  all  de- 
partments. The  'JOG  acre  grounds  have 
been  newly  tencfi:  buildings-  have  been 
put  in  perfect  rei>air  and  newly  painten 
and  everything  is  in  most  excellent  condi- 
tion. Not  only  are  the  exhibits  to  be 
varied.  Interesting  and  comprehensive 
but  the  amusement  program  v/Hl  be  es- 
pecially strong  as  well.  The  purses  of- 
fened  for  the  races  aggregate  $22,oOti. 
There  will  be  pacing  races,  trotting  races, 
two  running  racts  and  a  band  concert 
each  afternoon  besides  many  special  and 
i  up-to-date  attractions.  Each  evening  the 
grounds  will  be  brilliantly  lighted  and  a 
splendid  program  will  be  carried  out  in 
front  of  the  gran^l  stand.  There  will  be 
running  races,  a  band  concert,  a  long  list 
of  special  athletic  exhibitions,  closing 
each  night  with  a  brilliant  spectacular 
fireworks  display.

COL.    LOOMIS    DEAD. 

Chicago,  Aug.  2.— CoL  John  Mason 
Loomis.  one  of  the  best  known  lumber 
merchants  in  the  West,  died  here  today, 
aged  75.  Col.  Loomis  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut and  began  hi.-s  career  as  a  lum- 
berman in  Milwaukee.  In  the  civil  war, 
he  commanded  the  Twenth-sixth  Illinois 
infantry. 

Col.  Loomis  was  a  charter  member  of 
the  Loyal  Legion  and  succeeded  the  late 
Gen.  Phil  Sheridan  as  'head  of  the  Illinois 
commandery. 


Dululh  Paying  Two  and  a 

Quarter  Gents  a  Bushel  More 

Than  Is  Minneapolis. 


The  Minneapolis  Journal  a  couple  of 
days  ago  contained  an  article  booming 
Minneapolis  as  a  market  for  wheat.  The 
markets  at  Duluth  and  Milwaukee  were 
presented  as  "overflow  markets,"  merely 
taking  what  Minneapolis,  and  the  infer- 
ence naturally  drawn  from  the  article 
would  be  that  the  surplus  left  by  Minne- 
apolis is  small.     Part  of  the  article  s.;id: 

"The  flour  millers  of  Minneapolis  re- 
quire millions  of  bushels  of  wheat  to 
grind;  they  are  always  sure  of  a  supply, 
because  they  can  in  a  sense  control  ship- 
ments, they  always  pay  a  price  tha^  of 
itself  brings   wheat  to   the   Minneapolis 

market  in  quantities  suflScient  for  their 
requirements.  Other  Western  markets 
are  surplus  markets  only;  their  receipts 
are  confined  lo  the  shipments  that  are 
alove  the  needs  of  Minneapolis.  This 
has  been  so  for  twenty  years.  Duluth 
and  Milwaukee  are  surplus  markets  in 
this  sense. 

"One  section  of  the  Northwest  hi?s 
failed  to  produce  this  year  the  amount 
of  wheat  that  it  has  hitherto  shipped 
annually  to  Minneapolis,  Duluth  and 
Milwaukee.  This  means  that  Minne- 
apolis will  be  the  wheal  market  of  cen- 
tral interest  in  the  year  lo  come.  It  is 
here  that  a  good  price  relative  to  other 
markets  will  be  paid,  and  shippers  of 
wheat  should  keep  this  fact  in  mind  and 
turn  their  consignments  this  way.  ' 

Grain  dealers  here  do  not  object  to  the 
home  loyalty  and  pride  shown  '.n  the 
Journal's  article,  but  they  are  not  ready 
to  admit  the  truth  of  it.  The  answer 
which  they  make  is,  in  their  minds,  a 
very  effective  one,  and  it  will  seem  so  ti.» 
others,  too.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  Minneapolis  is  represented  as  the 
market  of  the  Northwest,  and  the  other 
loints  only  as  overtlow  marljets,  the 
nrice  of  cash  wheat  in  Dululh  at  the 
close  of  business  yesterday  was  2^,4  cents 
higher  than  that  in  Minneapolis.  A 
farmer  selling  No.  1  northern  wheat 
here  at  the  close  yesterday  would  have 
received  77  cents  for  it.  Minneapoli.-: 
would  have  paid  him  7i%  cents.  The 
best  place  for  the  farmer  to  .send  it  to  is 
easy  to  guess. 

The  article  also  gives  an  inference  that 
jroct  of  the  wheat  raised  in  the  North- 
west is  ground  in  the  Minneapolis  mills. 
The  fact  is  that  the  mills  there  grind 
about  60,000.000  to  65.000.000  bushels  a 
year  on  the  average.  This  year  from  the 
present  outlook  they  will  not  grind  more 
than  50,000,000  bushels.  Minneapolis  is 
endeavoring  to  persuade  the  world  that 
the  three  Northwe.stern  states  will  raise 
135.000,000  or  more  bushels  of  wheat  this 
year.  That  means  a  very  big  surplus  to 
go  to  the  "overflow"  markets. 

It  is  true  that  at  certain  times  of  the 
year,  when  the  Minneapolis  mills  are  in 
the  market  for  wheat  they  will  go  into 
Duiuth  territory  and  gel  grain  that 
would  otherwise  come  here.  This  con- 
dition will  undoubtedly  always  prevail, 
or  for  some  time  at  least,  but  after  .Min- 
neapolis gets  its  supply,  the  shipping 
demand  ;'t  this  point  puts  the  price  iior. 
above  that  at  Minneapolis  at  once, 
lllevator .interests  in  the  Flour  City  may 
bid  for  wheat.  wanting  the  storage 
charge,  and  gel  it.  but  if  they  do  they 
figure,  as  a  rule,  on  the  basis  r>f  ship- 
ping it  to  Duluth  and  down  the  lakes. 

The  Journal's  argument  is  a  good  one 
for  Minneapolis,  but  the  grain  men  heio 
are  not  ready  to  admit  it. 

There  is  another  thing,  too,  which  the 
Journal  does  not  say.  The  mills  of  that 
city  are  today  bringing  wheat  in  from 
Kansas  to  grind  there  this  fall.  They 
will  mix  it  with  wheal  from  the  North- 
west. Minneapolis  is  trying  to  persuad« 
the  world  that  the  crop  in  the  North- 
west will  be  much  better  than  expected 
—far  better  than  the  government  report 
indicated -and  is,  at  the  same  time, 
bringing  in  wheat  from  the  winter  wheat 
state  that  produced  the  bumper  crop. 
The  effect  of  this  very  naturally  is  to 
keep  the  price  down  in  the  Northwest, 
and  to  prevent  the  farmer  from  geltin'; 
any  hi.gher  price  for  his  wheat  than  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  give  him. 
When  the  millers  and  wheat  men  al  that 
place  get  the  crop  bought  they  will  be 
ready  to  see  the  price  go  up.  In  the 
meantime  Duluth  will  probably  continue 
to  pay  a  iietter  price  for  wheat  for  some 
little  time  al  least.

NEW  HCllSTINe  CRANE. 

Barge  Works  Putting  tn  a  Ntw  and 
Vary  IPowarful  Ona. 

The  barge  works  is  putting  in  a  new 
electric  traveling  and  steam  hoisting  crane 
alongside  of  tie  new  dry  Jock,  which 
was  built  in  the  yards  last  fall.  This 
will  greatly  fac  litate  the  handling  of  re- 
pair material,  new  propellers,  rudders, 
plates,  etc.,  which  arc  used  constantly  in 
the  repair  of  boats. 

Immense  tracks  are  already  being  la.id 
along  the  soutii  side  of  the  dock,  ex- 
lending  a  distance  of  900  feet  througii  the 
yarrls  and  terminating  al  Ihe  slip,  just 
west  of  where  tlie  old  shed  used  to  stami. 
The  stfi)  on  the  east  side  of  this  place  is 
being  filled  in  so  that  the  crane  will  run 
fioni  the  east  "nd  of  the  drydock  aU'iis 
the  water  front  a  distance  of  nearly  ]OtK» 
fe«t.  The  rails  upon  which  it  will  run  are 
of  the  heavlesi  railroad  stock  and  nre 
placed  twenty  feet  apart.  The  running 
mechanism  will  be  electric.  while  the 
hoisting  part   will   be  operated   by   steam. 

A  good  deal  if  the  machinery  for  the 
latter  part  is  already  in  the  yards,  and  it 
is  expected  that  the'  crane  will  be  put  iqi 
in  a  short  time  after  the  machinery  is 
all  on  hand. 

This  addition  to  the  drydock  facilities 
of  the  company  here  will  make  this  yard 
Mble  to  do  all  kinds  of  repairing  with  as 
little   delay    as    possible.

Herald.)— Pil  ion  Howard.        c<ilored, 

thought  to  be  at  least  65  years  old,  a 
veritable  giant,  who  has  .spent  all  his 
life  in  the  woods,  never  wore  shoes  mir 
stockings,  has  never  been  sick,  and  never 
been  in  any  city  before,  is  a  remarkable 
patient  at  the  City  hospital  in  Balti- 
more. Howaixi  Is  a  w<x»d  chopper,  and 
claims  to  be  from  Soldier's  Delight,  Bal- 
timore county.  While  loading  a  heavy 
log  on  a  wagon.  May  17  last,  the  chain 
broke    and    the    log    fell    .back    to    the 

ground,  knocked  Howard  down,  rolled 
completely  over  him.  and  broke  his  right 
leg  near  the  knee.  He  was  taken  to  the 
hospital  in  a  farm  wagon  May  24  by  or- 
der of  the  physicians  who  attended  him. 

H(  ward  is  jet  black,  six  feet  tall,  and 
weighs  over  250  pounds.  His  hands  and 
feet  are  of  enormous  size.  Each  foot 
measures   a     little     over     14     inches   lii 

length  and  6  inches  across  the  toe.s.  The 
soles  are  Hat  and  the  great  toes  are 
about  four  times  the  normal  size.  Ac- 
cording to  Howard's  account  he  was  not 
able  early  in  life  to  get  shoes  large 
enough  to  fit  his  feet,  so  he  concluded  to 
go  shoeless.  The  skin  is  thick,  and  so 
hardened  by  exposure  as  to  resemble 
leather.  He  says  he  has  endured  the 
coldest  weather  and  walked  in  the  snow 
without  discomfort. 

Howard's  forehead  is  extremely  low. 
the  hair  growing  to  within  two  inches  of 
his  heavy  eyebrows.  A  thick  growth  of 
straight  but  rather  short,  black  hair, 
sprinkled  with  gray,  covers  his  head. 
His  face  bears  a  growth  of  Idack  hair  cf 
varied  lengths,  and  thin  in  spots.  A 
razrr  has  never  touched  his  skin,  and  In 
all  his  life  he  has  only  had  his  hair  cut 
once.    That  was  many  years  ago. 

Howard  says  that  his  father  and 
mother  were  of  «irdinary  size,  and  he 
thinks  they  are  dead,  though  he  is  not 
quite  sure.  Prior  to  the  civil  war  he 
was  a  slave,  and  belonged  to  Walter 
Ford,  a  farmer  in  Baltimore  county.  He 
says  he  remembers  the  war.  because  it 
gave  him  his  liberty.  He  has  alway.^ 
lived  in  the  woods,  chopi)ing  wood  for 
whoever  employed  him.  In  the  winter 
he  sleeps  in  a  little  cabin  in  the  woods. 
In  summer  he  makes  his  lied  of  grass 
an<l  leaves  upon  the  ground  under  the 
trees.  He  was  never  married.  A  C(<1- 
ored  woman  in  the  neighborhood  cooks 
his  meals  for  him. 

To  live  alone  and  bo  let  alone  has  been 
his  sole  desire.  The  popular  diversions 
for  colored  peojile  of  dancing,  cake  walks 
and  shooting  crap  are  unknown  to  him. 
He  does  not  kno.w   the  taste  of  tobacco 

or  liquor,  having  nerer  used  either.

COULD  NOIJET  OVER. 

Kick  Ragistared  Against  Straat  Rail- 
way Tima  Card. 

A  very  strong  kick  has  been  register- 
ed with  The  Herald  against  the  time 
card  of  the  Duluth  Street  railway  which 
was  issued  July  1.  The  man  who  makes 
the  protest  took  the  car  labeled  "West 
Superior"  and  leaving  Third  avenue 
West  at  12:01  Tuesday  night.  He  had 
been  at  the  pavilion  and  expected  to 
return  to  Superior.  The  time  card  which 
he  had  with  him  said  that  the  car  was 
to  go  to  the  house  in  Superior.  Nothing 
was  said  to  him  to  convey  any  different 
idea  when  he  got  on  the  car  but  he 
found  later  that  the  car  was  going  to 
the  car  barn  in  Duluth.  His  demand  for 
an  explanation  resulted  in  nothing 
satisfactory  and  all  he  could  do  was  to 
walk  back  to  a  West  End  hotel  and 
stay  all  night.

TAXES  IN  CUBA. 

Effaet  -cf  tha    Changas  Mada  By 
fiavarnor  Waad. 

Havana,  Aug.  2.— There  are  126  muni- 
cipalities in  Cuba  and  all  are  interested 
in  changes  made  in  the  municipal  tax 
law.  Under  Spanish  rule  taxation  was 
practically  unlimited.  Gen.  Brooke 
fixed  taxation  in  municipalities  at  8  per 
cent  of  tlie  net  income  derived  from 
property.  Gen.  Wood,  however,  is  in- 
auguratinsr  a  tax,  not  above  12  per  cent 
on  preferred  properly,  pro  rata  to  ex- 
penditures in  the  principal  cities,  and  in 
others  6  to  8  per  cent  of  the  net  income 
from  property.

Farmar  Cape>  Calany  Pramitr  Sup- 
ports tha  Gavtrnmant. 

Cape  Town.  Aug.  3.— W.  P.  Schreiner. 
the  late  premier  of  Cape  Colony,  speak- 
ing in  the  house  of  assembly  yesterday, 
announced  his  intention  to  support  an 
amendment  to  the  government's  treason 
bill,  which,  without  disapproving  martial 
law,  declares  its  continuance  in  certain 
districts  contrary  to  the  rights  of  Brit- 
ish subjects.  He  took  the  giviund  that 
the  amendment  would  not  hamper  Im- 
perial action. 

He  vigorous  y  denied  the  existence  of 
an  Afrikander  conspiracy,  declaring  that 
sympathy  wit  1  the  Boers  did  not  mean 
disloyally,  provided  thorough  allegiance 
was  maintaim-d.  Mr.  Schreiner  paid  an 
enthusiastic  tribute  to  the  humane 
methods  of  Lord  Roberts.

African  market.  If  it  be  true  that  low- 
grade  tinned  meats  have  been  sent  by 
the  big  American  packing  houses  to 
South  Africa,  and  for  this  reason 
Australian  meat  is  preferred  to  Ameri- 
can meat,  it  is  simply  another  illustra- 
tion of  the  shortsightedness  of  some 
American  manufacturers.

CANAL  CONCESSION. 

NIearaguan    Prasldant    Announcas 
Dm  to  Cangrass. 

Managua,  Nicaragua,  Aug.  3— The  NIe- 
araguan congress  convened  and  was  per- 
sonally addressed  by  President  Zelaya.who 
declared  that  the  condition  of  the  country, 
especially  fr^m  the  point  of  finance, 
showed  distinct  improvement.  He  an- 
nounced the  termination  of  the  concession 
to  the  Maritime  Canal  company  and  for- 
mally proclaimed  the  existence  of  Eyre- 
Cragin  canal  <  oncession.  He  also  empha- 
sized the  government's  program  for  ex- 
tending the  National  railroad.  He  was  re- 
ceived throughout  with  enthusiasm. 


DEMOCRATSWIN  OUT. 

Tliay  Maka  a  Ciaan  Swaap  In  North 
Caralina. 

Raleigh,  N.  C.  Aug.  3.— After  one  of 
the  most  bitterly  contested  campaigns 
ever  known  in  the  old  North  state,  the 
Democrats  and  white  supremacy 
triumphed  yesterday  by  a  majority 
of  about  30,000.  Yesterday's  election  dis- 
franchised the  negro  and  changed  the 
state  legislature  from  its  combination 
majority  of  Republicans  and  Populists 
to  straight  Democratic,  insuring  the 
defeat  of  Marion  Butler  for  re-election 
as  United  States  senator.  The  negroes  as 
a  general  thing  remained  away  from 
the   polls. 

The  election  was  for  state  officers, 
members  of  the  legislature  and  county 
officers  and  for  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  looking  to  the  practical 
elimination  of  the  negro  from  state  pol- 
itics, as  its  adoption  disfranchises  the 
bulk  of  the  negro  vote.  Many  negroes 
voted  for  the  amendment.  The  faculty 
of  Livingston  college  at  Salisbury,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  negro  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  South,  voted 
for  it.  The  amendment  was  opposed 
by  the  fusion  of  the  Populists  amd  Re- 
publicans, headed  by  Senators  Butler 
and  Pritchard.  There  was  a  full  poll 
of  the  Democratic  strength,  which, 
combined  with-  a  small  negro  vote  and 
some  Populist  and  Republican  ballots, 
rolled  up  a  large  majority.  The  entire 
Democratic  ticket,  headed  by  Charles 
B.  Aycock  for  governor,  is  elected.  The 
legislature  is  Democratic  in  both 
branches.

DISCONTINUED. 

Work  of  Changing  Fire  Alarm 

Wires  to  Zenith  Company's 

Poles  Stopped. 

The  judgments  ol'  tlic  memliers  of 
the  board  of  fire  commissioners  and  the 
members  of  the  common  council  are 
diametrically  (.pposed  in  the  matter  of 
the  wires  of  the  fire  alarm  system. 
Some  weeks  ago  the  common  council 
ordered  that  these  very  important  wires 
be  taken  down  from  the  poles  of  the 
Duluth  Telephime  coinpany  and  put  up 
on  the  poles  of  the  Zenith  Telephone 
company.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the 
board  of  fire  commissioners  yesterday, 
an  order  was  issued  to  Chief  Black  to 
discontinue  the  transfer  of  wires. 

The  reason  given  is  that  the  poles  of 
the  Zenith  Telephone  company  are  not 
tall  enough.  On  the  old  poles,  the  fire 
alarm  wires  are  above  all  other  wires. 
On  the  poles  of  the  new  company,  it  is 
necessary  to  instal  the  wires  below  the 
telephone  wires.  Any  striking  (jf  the 
alarm  wire  by  a  broken  or  dropping 
telephone  wire,  causes  chaos  in  the  fire 
dejvartment   headquarters. 

To  avoid  this,  the  fire  department 
started  to  put  in  new  poles.  It  will  take 
400  of  them  and  IT.S  have  already  been 
purchased  and  a  few  of  them  set.  The 
ssetting  of  them,  however,  brought  out 
so  many  protests  from  property  owners, 
who  maintain  that  Duluth  streets  have 
enough  high  poles,  that  it  made  the  fire 
commissioners  scratch^iieir  heads  and 
think.  Again,  too.  the  expense  of  buy- 
ing and  setting  400  tall  poles  is  some- 
thing to  be  taken  into  account.  Re- 
membering that  they  are  the  servants 
of  the  taxpayers,  the  fire  cummi.«siimers 
issued  the  order  as  stated.  The  matter 
is  again  up  to  the  common  council  and. 
next  Monday  night.  Aldermanic  wis- 
dom probably  will  be  called  upon  to 
wrestle  with  the  problem. 

Incidently  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
some  time  ago,  Col.  Graves  of  the  Du- 
luth Telephone  company,  told  the  city 
authorities  that  the  wires  might  re- 
main where  now  located,  indifinitely 
and  without  prejudice  to  the  city's  rights

The  investigations  into  the  properties  of 
peat,  which  Mr.  Zschorner,  of  Vienna,  has 
been  marking  for  the  past  twelve  years 
have  apparently  shown  that  there  are  pos- 
sibilities of  utilizing  it  never  before  real- 
ized. At  the  exhibition  in  Vienna  last 
year,  one  of  the  buildings  was  furnished 
from  top  to  bottom  with  the  products  of 
peat.  The  carpets  on  the  floors,  the  cur- 
tains at  the  windows  and  the  paper  on  the 
walls  were  all  derived  from  this  substancv\ 

Mr.  Zschorner's  investigations  have 
proven  that  though  the  Jibres  of  the  reeds 
and  grasses  of  which  peet  is  composed  be- 
come altered  in  their  ph;irsical  and  chemical 
character,  they  do  not  undergo  any  ana- 
tomical change.  Nothirvir  in  the  vegetation 
that  Is  capable  of  fermentation  or  decay, 
but  the  flberous  structure  remains  intact.

In  fact,  the  variety  of  uses  to  which  this 
new  raw  material  has  been  put  indicate 
possibilities  that  may  make  the  peat 
bogs  of  Ireland  and  of  other  countries 
much  more  valuable  than  they  have  ever 
been  before,  says  the  New  York  Sun. 

For  some  years  a  great  deal  of  i>eat  has 
been  used  in  England  as  stable  litter  in 
place  of  straw.  The  peat  industry  for  heal- 
ing purposes  is  moic  valuable  than  ever 
before.  Perhaps  the  peat  deposits  In  Hol- 
land are  more  extensivel.v  worked  than 
elsewhere.  Denmark  also  has  a  large  peat 
industry  and  the  works  at  Sparkjaer  pro- 
duce annually  about  1.5,000  tons  for  local 
consumption  at  a  prcfit  of  90  cents  a  ton. 
In  many  places  in  Germany  peat  Is  the 
only  substance  used  fir  lieating.Ii  Is  found 
available  for  this  purpose  wherever  its  cost 
is  not  materially  increased  by  transporta- 
tion. It  is  also  turned  to  account  as  a  fer- 
tilizer and  as  building  material,  being  used 
as  a  filler  between  walls  in  reservoirs  and 
ice  houses. 

The  principal  use  of  peat  is  still  as  fuel. 
One-seventh  of  Ireland  is  covered  with 
pt.-at  bogs  and  there  are  large  tracts  of  peat 
lands  in  Scotland,  England,  Sweden,  Rus- 
sia and  France.  There  is  as  yet  no  peat  in- 
dustry of  any  import.mce  in  North  Amer- 
ica, though  there  are  peat  deposits  of  con- 
siderable thickness  extending  neariy  as  far 
north  as   the   Arctic    :ircle.'

All  the  mission  prop- 
ertv  has  been  clestroved.  Under  date  of 
Pekin,  July,  July  20,  Dr.  Robert  Coltman, 
Jr..  writes: 

"Under  a  flag  of  truce  a  message  was 
brr»ught  yesterday  from  Cheng  Lung  Yu. 
assking  if  Sir  Claude  MacDonald  was 
willing  to  conclude  a  truce.  He  replied 
that  he  was  willing,  provided  the  Chinese 
came  no  closer. 

"Shell  firing  iias  ceased.  We  hope  this 
means  relief.  Having  defeated  the  Chi- 
nese, we  are  fearing  treachery.  All  are 
e.xhausted  with  constant  watcfiing  and 
fighting,  building  barricades  and  digging 
trenches  night  and  day. 

"The  greatest  credit  is  due  to  H.  S. 
Squires,  of  the  American  legation.  Our 
I>resent  danger  is  treachery." 

There  is  every  indication  that  lh<= 
Chinese  government  is  awaking  to  the 
gravity  of  the  situation.  It  is  endeavor- 
ing to  throw  the  responsibility  for  tCie 
outrages  in  Pekin  and  elsewhere  on  the 
m  lb.  Through  diplomacy  it  is  seeking 
by  international  jealousies  to  iirevent 
the  advance  >  f  troops  on  Pekin.  to  es- 
cape lawful  punishment  and  to  patch  ur» 
a  peace.  The  foreigner.^  here  feel  that 
the  Chinese  government  is  res^onsibie 
for  the  chaos. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  every  one  that 
no  halfway  measures  should  be  used.

Fouriersberg.  Aug.  4.— There  are  2500

Lord  Roberts  adds  thai 
Gen.  Ian  Hamilton,  continuing  his  move- 
ment towards  Rustenburg.  engaged  the 
Boers  in  the  Magaliesberg  range  Thurs- 
day. 

Lieut.  Col.  Rhodes  and  Maj.  G.  A.

— Following  is  the 
text  of  the  commertial  agreement  with 
Germany,  upon  which  the  president's 
proclamation  was  issued  on  July  13,  1900. 
The  state  department  has  Ijeen  informed 
it  has  been  published  in  Germany  to- 
day. 

"Commercial  agr'-ement  with  Ger- 
many: The  undersigned,  on  l^chalf  of 
their  respective  governments,  have  con- 
cluded the  following  commercial  agree- 
ment: 

"1— In  conformity  with  the  authority 
conferred  on  the  i  resident  in  sectio.i 
of  the  customs  act  of  the  United  States, 
approved  July  24.  I's97,  it  is  agieed  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  that  the 
following  products  of  the  soil  and  indus- 
try of  Germany  imported  into  the 
United  States  shall,  from  and  after  the 
date  when  this  agreement  shall  l>e  put 
in  force,  be  subject  to  the  reduced 
tariff  rates  provided  by  said  section,  as 
follows: 

"Upon  argols,  or  crude  tartar,  or  wine 
lee.s.  crude,  5  per  cAitum  ad  valorem. 
Upon  l>randies  or  ether  spirits,  manu- 
factured or  distilled  from  grain  .;r  oth^^r 
malts,  $1.75  per  proof  gallon.  Upon  still 
wines,  and  vermouth,  in  casks,  35  cents 
per  gallon;  in  l)0ttl-s  or  jugs,  per  case 
of  1  dozen  Ijottles  or  jugs,  containing 
each  not  more  than  1  quart  and  no  less 
than  1  pint,  or  24  liottles  or  jugs  contain- 
ing each  not  more  than  1  pint.  $1.25  per 
case,  and  any  exce.ss  beyond  these  quan- 
tities found  in  such  bottles  or  jtigs  .shall 
be  subject  to  a  duty  of  4  cents  per  pint. 
or  fractional  part  tliereof,  but  no  sepa- 
rate or  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed 
pen  the  bottles  or  jt  gs.  I -pon  paintings 
in  oil  or  water  colcrs.  pastels,  pen  and 
ink  drawings,  statuary,  15  per  centum 
ad  valorem.

CHINA  MILITARY  MAIL. 

Instructions  For  Addressing  Letters 
to  American  Soldiers. 

Washington,  Aur-  4.— The  war  depart- 
ment desires  it  to  oe  known  that  mail  In- 
tended for  the  United  States  soldiers  in 
China  should  be  addressed  with  the  fud 
name  of  the  soldiei,  his  company  and  reg- 
iment with  words  "China,  via  San  Fran- 
cisco." In  the  cas(  of  staff  officers  or  ci- 
vilians of  the  arTiy.  the  same  means, 
"China,  via  San  I'^rancisco.  should  be 
employed.  .,  ^        , 

All  the  regular  China  mail  routes  in 
that  section  having  been  suspended  the 
government  has  been  obliged  to  devise  a 
service  of  its  own,  u.sing  the  army  trans- 
ports as  far  as  possible.  A  postal  agent 
stationed  at  Nagasaki  will  make  the  first 
distribution  of  these  malls,  and  another 
agent  at  Taku  will  care  for  the  details. 


MUST  UNITE. 

Bishop  NcFaul  Says  Catholics 

Must  Organize  to  Defend 

Their  Rights. 

Atlantic  City.  N.  J.,  Aug.  4.— At  the 
embarkation  day  reunion  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  held  here  today, 
the  princ'pal  address  was  delivered  by 
Rt.  Rev.  James  A.  McFaul.  bishop  cf 
Trenton,  on  "The  Influence  of  (Organiza- 
tion." The  bishop  discussed  at  some 
length  the  duties  of  Catholics  in  political 
affairs,  and  urged  them  to  organize,  to 
the  end  that  no  American  citizen  "be 
discriminated  against"  simply  because 
he  is  a  Catholic,  or  because  he  has  fav- 
ored Catholics  where  there  was  queBtlon 
of  rights  as  citizens.  Bishop  McFauI 
said  he  would  not  take  up  the  time  of 
his  hearers  to  enter  fully  int  >  the  griev- 
ances of  Catholics,  but  he  asked: 

"Can  any  man  for  a  moment  suppose 
that,  if  we  were  united,  not  as  the  sense- 
less American  Protective  association,  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  our  fellow 
countrymen  from  obtaining  their  right.-; 
as  citizens,  under  the  constitutions  of 
the  states  and  the  nation,  but  in  tlefense 
of  those  rights  .and  f'^r  the  retiresss  o:" 
grievances,  that  we  would  have  been 
obliged  to  listen  to  the  heartrending 
tales  of  desecration  and  pillage  which 
have  come  to  us  from  the  Philippines,  or 
that  several  representative  Catholics 
would  not  have  been  selected  to  investi- 
gate and  report  upon  affairs  so  Inti- 
mately connected  with  the  welfare  of 
the  Catholic  religion  in  tho.se  countries 
over  which  the  flag  of  our  country  has 
recently  been  unfurled?" 

Continuing,  the  bishop  said: 

"Among  recent  outrages  upon  the 
Catholic  conscience  is  the  civil  marriage 
law  in  Cuba,  whereby  it  is  declare<i  that 
only  civil  marriages  are  legal.  The  effect 
of  this  decree  of  Gen.  Brooke  is  to  de- 
grade marriage,  to  make  it  a  mere  civil 
contract,  and  the  religious  celebration  a 
mere  ceremony  without  valu*-  in  the  eye 
of  the  civil  law.  What  possible  neces- 
sity could  there  be  for  a  departure  in 
Cuba  for  the  law  existing  in  the  United 
States,  which  recognized  the  validity  of 
the  religious  ceremony  as  regards  civil 
effects.  This  is  simply  another  example 
of  the  disregard  of  Catholic  rights 
against  which  we  should  most  earnestlv 
protest.' 

The  speaker  urged  the  justice  of  stat'- 
appropriations  for  Catholic  Indian 
schooLs.  and  closed  with  an  ap^eal  for 
more  Catholic  chaplains  in  the  army  and 
navy.

BARN  BURNERS'  WORK. 

Fort  Dodge,  Iowa,   Infested  With

Fort  Dodge.  Iowa.  Aug.  4.— Incendiary 
barn  fires  continued  to  break  out  during 
the  night.  Three  occurred  this  morning 
but  the  fire  department  prevented  heavy 
losses.

St.  Paul,  Aug.  4.— Justice  Lewis  of  the 
supreme  <ourt  yesterday  rever.^cd  the 
order  of  the  trial  court  in  the  case  vf 
Charles  A.  Kbert,  appellant,  vs.  the  Mu- 
tual Itesirve  Fund  Life  at^sociation,  re- 
spondent. 

Ebi-rt  bi  eanie  a.  pidicy  holder  in  the 
eonipany,  an  assessment  eoneern.  when 
."hS  years  of  age.  Mis  bi-nioiUbI.v  assc.?.^- 
inenl  was  Hit  h  $1  per  thousand,  or  JlN.oit 
on  a  j;jtHiO  iinlic>-.  This  rate  was  advaner  d 
I'.nlil  when  be  was  7<i  >ears  of  ;ige,  when 
his  assessnicnt  bceaine  $lt;..';'».  Then  lie  re- 
fused to  p;iy  ami  bis  polity  w.is  canceled. 
He  sued  for  damages.  He  lost  his  cast'  and 
appealed  to  the  siqirenie  court,  wlileii 
reverses  the  judgmf  lit  01'  the  lower  court 
and  orders  a  new  trial. 

The  court  does  not  sl.ite  positively  tb.e 
rule  for  esliniating  daiuiiges  in  this  case, 
l>ecause  that  was  not  before  it  in  propi  ;- 
sh;ii»e.  but  intiniati  s  that  if  plaintiff  had 
been  in  gi'od  health  :ind  a!>!e  to  obviu 
other  ijismani/e  the  darnaH''s  shouitl  have 
bet  n  the  cost  of  the  iiew  insiiiance,  and 
the  cost  <if  carrying  the  <dd  fur  siudi  term 
as  it  was  carried  aceording  to  the  orig- 
inal tables,  or  in  the  event  of  his  health 
being  impaired  so  that  he  was  unable 
to  >{et  other  insurance,  the  prest  nt  value 
of  the  polley.  Eberl  had  su»d  to  recover 
the  preiniucus  he  had  paiil  with  interest. 
The  coiift  makes  the  following  ruUs 
with  regard  to  assessment  life  insuraticc 
eontraets: 

"1.  One  who  takes  out  a  policy  therein 
entt-rs  into  a  contract  which  include-s  and 
is  construed  with  reference  to  tlie  policy, 
applleation.  constitution,  by-laws  and  en- 
abling act.

■•3.  in  the  absence  of  sueh  authority 
by  the  coirract,  the  tlirectors  catinot  ar- 
bitrarily place  all  niemliers  who  joined 
prior  to  a  certain  year  into  a  class  by 
themselves  and  advance  thir  ages  each 
year  as  ash-essments  are  made,  while  all 
members  joining  after  that  date  are  as- 
sessed as  of  the  age  of  entry. 

"4.  Such  discrimination  against  the  old 
and  in  favor  of  the  new  membirs  is  not 
an  e(]uitable  distribution  of  the  increasing 
cost  of  carrying  the  older  mejnbers,  and 
was  not  conteniplated  by  the  terms  of 
their  contracts. 

"5.  In  ca.se  of  the  unlawful  cancellation 
of  a  member's  policy  for  refusal  to  iia.v 
such  illegal  assessment-^,  the  measure  of 
damages  is  not  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
mltuns  paid  by  the  member,  tj;.il  the  dgni- 
;^^,.  rcsidtiig  at  the  date  of  eancellation 
allowance  having  been  made  for  the  ni- 
surance  alre.idy  had.  As  to  the  proper 
method  of  «  s-tiinnting  such  damages. 
Query."

It  is 
that  of  his  royal  bigness  Prince  Rupert 
of  Bavaria  to  the  Duchess  Marie  Gabri- 
elle,  fourth  daughter  of  the  Duko 
Charles  Theodore,  the  distinguished  ocu- 
list of  Bavaria. 

I'rince  Rupert  is  one  of  Europe's  royal 
".Might  Have  Heens,"  being,  according  to 
tlie  Legitimist  genealogical  table,  the 
heir  of  the  throne  of  Britain,  and  con- 
sequently the  ju'seiit  alternate  prince  of 

If  Prince  Rupert  had  chanced  to  ex- 
ist .some  700  yeais  ago  he  tnight  n.yt  have 
been  going  around  in  the  careless  way 
that  he  does  with  a  ro\al  tag  ui-on  hini, 
conspicuous  to  all.  Had  he  \enture3 
around  vei  y  much  he  probably  would 
Efin  have  heen  rounded  up  by  the  myrmi- 
dons of  the  c(/url  and  placed  in  the  tower 
of  London  for  safe  keeping,  for  fear 
that  he  might  some  day  gel  an  itch  to 
wear  his  own  crown  himself.  Xow, 
however,  he  is  allowed  to  stroU  around 
like  any  ether  person  and  enjoy  himself 
right  in  the  .^^hadow  of  the  throne  to 
which  he  is  the  truest  heir. 

It  is  a  long  nay  to  wade  through 
pages  of  history  to  show  ujxm  what  base 
the  claims  of  Rupert  to  have  Albert  Ed- 
w  ard's  place  rest,  he  being  separated  by 
a  charm  of  at  least  two  centuries  from 
the  British  throne. 

The  trouble  all  came  through  the  act 
of  settlement,  an  instrument  perpetrat- 
ed in  1720,  which  deposed  one  section  of 


and  pleasures  of  regal  existence. 

But  in  case  of  the  death  of  Prince 
Luitpold,  the  present  occupant  of  the 
Bavarian  throne,  it  is  supposed  that  he 
will  be  succeeded  by  his  son,  Prince 
Ludwig.  Should  both  Otto  and  Lud- 
wig  die  without  heirs,  Prince  Rupert's 
chance  will  come  in.  Prince  Ludwig 
by  marriage  also  is  clo.sely  allied  to  the 
British  royal  family,  his  wife,  who  was 
Maria  Theresa,  arch  duchess  of  Austria- 
PJste-Modena,  being  the  most  direct  de- 
.scendant  of  Charles  I,  who  but  for  the 
act  of  settlement  would  have  lieen  Marv 
IV  of  England  and  III  of  Scotland.  Tli'e 
arch  duchess  could  net  have  reigned  in 
E.Tgland,  however,  as  her  grandmothei-, 
Mary  III  and  II  by  marrying  her  uncle, 
the  duke  of  Modena.  vitiated  her  claim 
acording  to  English  law. 

This  lino  of  possible  or  impossible  suc- 
ce«sion  iirings  in  another  string  of  royal 
"might  have  beens."  The  next  in  line 
on  this  Jacobin  branch,  therefore,  was 
the  arch  duchess'  sister,  the  durhess  of 
Palma,  who.se  living  representative  is 
the  present  ducal  head  of  that  house, 
he  iieing  also  a  de  jme  ro.val  personage 
and  figuring  as  Rupert  I  of  England 
and  IV  of  Scotland  on  the  other  side  of 
the  family. 

To  offset  the  snatches  of  pleasure 
which  must  accrue  from  the  feeding  that, 
according  to  one  slancjard  of  succession 
he  some  day  might  have  been  king  of 
the  greatest  emjiire  on  earth.  Prince 
Rupert  has  to  look  back  to  a  strain  of 
madness  running  in  a  more  direct  cur- 
rent to  him  than  his  royal  descent, 
namely  through  his  own  immediate 
family.

forget  that  he  ever  enjoyed  the  pains 


Otto's  grandfather, 
from  whom  both  branches  are  descend- 
ed, had  a  wild  streak  in  his  nature  if 
ha  was  not  exactly  mad,  and  had  to 
abdicate  his  throne  because  he  fell  undei 
the  s|)ell  of  the  celebrated  Irish-Spanish 
adventuress.  Ltda  .Miailez,  while  the 
father  of  both  King  Otto  ami  Rupert'.^ 
lather.

It  was  refused  and 
the  gang  quit. 

The  men  employed  in  the  grading,  alon^ 
the  trolley  line  aLo  declined  to  continue  to 
work  unlei;.-^  pail  $2  per  day.  The  con- 
tractor, Andrew  Johnson  wouldn't  ac- 
cede, and  as  a  consequence  the  men 
dropped  their  picks  and  shovels  and  took 
their  departure. 

Trouble  next  broke  out  on  the  lake  front. 
The  men  on  the  Quiney  dock  demanding. 
$2  per  day  and  walking  out  when  it  wa.s 
refused.

UBRABEE  IS  SC0HED. 

Stln|:iii{  Rtbuko  to  Lawyor  By  th« 
Suprtmo  Court. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  4.— The  supreme  court,  in 
a  decision  yesterday  by  Justice  Lewis,  ad- 
ministers a  slinging  rebuke  to  Attorney 
Frank  Larralx-e,  of  Minneapolis.  The  case 
arises  from  a  damage  suit  brought  by  Mar- 
garet K.  Martin,  widow  of  Josr-ph  A.  Mar- 
tin, in  which  the  widow  charges  Dr.  Wal- 
ter Courtney,  of  Brainerd.  with  malprac- 
lite.  Lartabee  was  attorney  for  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin. In  the  first  appeal,  the  court  hebl  that 
the  wrong  party  had  been  made  defend- 
;int.  The  stcond  decision  laid  down  th« 
rules  as  to  expert  testimony  that  the  prac- 
tices and  principles  of  physicians  of  a 
given  school  should  be  judged  by  physi- 
cians of  the  same  school. 

IxirrabeH',  it  seems,  found  this  rule  ob- 
.iectionable,  and  stated  before  the  jury, 
in  replj  ing  to  the  objection  of  delendaiit  s 
attorney  to  one  of  his  witnesses,  that  thu 
I  ule  of  the  supreme  <:ourt  Was  in  his  judg- 
ment   "rotten   as   hell   it.self." 

.Altoruty  Butler,  tor  the  defense,  a.skeil 
the  court  to  direct  the  attorney  lo  wilb- 
tlraw  this  statement,  but  the  court  said 
that    It   could   stanil. 

Then  Butler  asketl  the  court  tit  instruct 
the  jury  th.it  the  language  was  impro|H'r, 
shoiiltl  not  have  been  made  in  court,  and 
should  be  disr.-gardeil. 

Larrabee  objecttnl  and  staled  that  he 
woultl  not  consent  to  the  court  at  that  timo 
tharping  the  jury  regarding  his  contluct. 
in  any  resi>ect.  He  saiil  he  was  responsible 
to  the  court  and  not  lo  the  jury  for  nis  con- 
duet. 

Th.^  conn  refused  lo  albiw  Buller'8  mo- 
tion and  c'.uitenied  himself  with  a  state- 
ment that  attorneys  slioiild  not  erlticls»j 
the  tiecisions  t)f  higher  courts,  and  the  ex- 
amination e>f  the  witness  iiroceeded. 

Thtr  supreme  court  makis  the  following 
rulings  regartling  the  rulings  of  ihc  courL 
ill  the  controversy  and  wilh  regard  to  Lar- 
rahee's  language: 

"First— li  was  juejutlicial  ia  its  elTect  up- 
on the  jury. 

"Sec.ind— it  was  err<ir  for  the  trial  judgu 
lo  refuse  to  direct  the  attorney  lo  witH- 
tlarw   it. 

'"rhird— It  was  error  to  refuse  to  m- 
struol  the  jury  to  disregard  il. 

"Fourth— PJvitience  examined  and  lield 
that  it  WHS  not  error  lo  refuse  to  grant 
a  motion  by  defendant  for  judgment  not- 

wilhsianding  the  verdict." 

After  roasting  Larrabee.  the  court  says: 
"It  is  not  our  purpose  to  p<»se  as  critics  of 
the  trial  judges.  Their  tlulies  are  anluous 
and  often  they  are  called  upon  for  a  decis- 
ion which  has  been  denie<l  the  privilege  of 
rellcctlon.  .\fttr  making  all  allow.inces, 
we  can  account  for  the  rulings  of  iht^ 
court  upon  this  occasion  on  no  other 
grounds  than  a  failure  to  grasp  the  full 
meaning  and  effect  of  the  languag«!>  em- 
ployed by  ctiunsel.  It  was  error  to  permit 
thi»  use  of  such  language  in  a  court  of  jus- 
tice without  a  reprimand,  and  to  refuse  to 
attempt  at  least  to  remove  the  effect  from 
minds  of  ihe  jury.  For  these  reasons  a 
new  trial  must  be  granted."

Bearisii 
sentiment  Is  entirely  overshadowing  the 
legitimate  strength  which  in  our  opinion, 
places  eorn  values  intrinsically  above  their 
present  level.  Crop  advices  are  generally 
so  near  perfect  that  any  change  means 
deterioration.  However,  we  believe  a  two 
billion  crop.  This  should  not  prevent  a 
fair  view  of  prevailing  strong  statistical 
position.  How  aboKt  reserves?.  That  item 
made  this  year's  price,  and  are  not  the 
old  stocks  more  emphatically  cleaned  up 
now  ? 

Will  not  demand  he  as  good?.  It  could 
hardly  be  better  though  it  might  easily 
be  some  less. 

Old  corn,  that  is.  September.  October  and 
November,  is  in  an  entirely  different  po- 
sition from  new  corn,  or  December,  which 
option  is  selling  at  4c  discount.  Corn  is  a 
scalping  proposition  at  present;  a  sale 
on  rallies  and  a  nunhase  around  36c  for 
the  September  arid  32c  for  December,  at 
least  this  is  our  opinion  based  vipon  what 
we  consider  logical  supply  and  demand 
situation  now  prevailing. 

The  oat  market  has  been  firm,  up  a  lit- 
tle, with  a  fair  demand  ami  some  busi- 
ness.

Personally  we  are  inclined  to 
fidlow  the  latter  and  although  prices  may 
r.spnjiil  to  present  conditions  we  consider 
oats  a  better  sale  than  purchase.

this  year  that  it  was  no  use  to  elect  him 
and  then  tie  his  hands  by  electing  the 
other  state  officials  from  the  Republican 
party.

JOIN  BOXERS. 

Tho  Imperial  Troops  at  Can- 
ton Go  Ower  After  Li 
Loaves, 

St.  Petersburg.  Aug.  4.— A  dispatch 
from  Shanghai,  dated  Thursday.  Aug.  2, 
received  here  today  says  Chat  after  Li 
Hung  Chang  left  Canton,  the  imperial 
troops  joined  the  Boxers. 

The  disi>atch  adds  that  the  orovincial 
troops  along  the  Yang  Tse  river  remain 
Quiet,  on  account  of  the  promise  of  the 
viceroy  of  Nankin  n  the  foreign  con- 
suls. 

Boxers,  it  is  further  stated  in  this  dis- 
patch, are  inurdering  missionaries  in 
South  Ctiina.  but  are  not  disturbing 
treaty  ports.  Batteries  of  the  Tang  Tse 
river,  the  dispatch  says,  are  being  re- 
laired  and  new  ones  are  being  erected 
at  Wu  Sung,  despite  the  declaration  of 
the  viceroy  that  the  work  would  be 
stooped.    Five  guns  have  been  mounted. 

This  dispatch  accused  the  British  if  a 
secret  understanding  with  the  viceroy 
in  accounting  for  the  indifference  of 
the  British  fleet  to  the  strengthening  of 
the  Chinese  fortifications  at  Wu  Sung,

There  was  prob- 
ably 40  decks  in  all.  and  a  few  days 
later,  when  Ji  large  order  was  to  be 
filled,  there  vas  not  enough  cards  iit 
sight  to  make  up  a  respectable!  fortune 
deck.  Later  another  large  consignment 
«as  received,  and  a  v.eek  ago  yesterda.v 
morning  Black  broke  i:itr  the  store  and 
stole  about  4(0  more  decks.  This  was 
not  discovo-ed  till  Thursday,  and  Ihit 
night  Cornelijs  Dunker,  an  ex-police- 
man, and  a  young  man  named  Lciiz. 
weic  i>ut  on  guard. 

It  was  after  4:.'50  o'clock  this  morning 
and  broad  daylight  when  Black  walked 
('own  Michigan  stroet.  boldly  uiilockc"! 
the  fnuit  deior  of  the  Zenith  Paper  com- 
I  any  building  and  stei)ped  inside.  Th" 
l\v  watchers  heard  him.  but  could  not 
see,  and  in  miving  to  a  iietter  p.isitioii. 
one  of  them  made  a  slight  noise,  and 
the  colored  i  lan  was  off  like  a  dar'K 
streak.  They  only  saw  that  he  was 
l-'lack,  and  vc  y  busy  getting  aw..y. 

Police  headcjuarteis  was  c-omniunicat- 
ed  with,  and  a  iiiati  disp;itchcd  to  tlic» 
home  of  Detective  Tmyer.  The  lank. 
blonde,  plain  <  lothes  man  got  into  action 
without  delav.  and  having  heard  of 
Black's  story  of  the  b^st  key.  he  conclud- 
ed that  that  was  the  missing  link.  He 
hurrieci  to  Black's  home,  at  721^  West 
Superior  street.  Just  as  he  got  to  the 
Se\  eiith  avenue  incline,  the  colored  man 
Slipped  cautiously  out  on  the  sidowaU: 
and  looked  ur  and  down  the  street.  The 
detective  saw  him  first  and  stepped  back 
of  a  building.  Black  saw  Officer  Butch- 
art  wanderinx  quietly  up  the  Bowery. 
and  he  slipped  hack  into  the  house.  A 
moment  later  he  came  out  again  and 
started  west  rn  Michigan  stieet  at  a  f.tst 
walk.  Detective  Trover  surmi.'^ed  that 
he  was  goinr  to  the  Unio:i  depot,  by 
going  west  to  Eighth  avenue  and  turn- 
ing back  on  Michigan  street,  and  he 
broke  all  recc  rds  in  getting  from  Su- 
perior street  down  to  Michigan,  where 
he  hid  behind  the  Fontenal  block  and 
waited  for  the  colored  man  to  wa>lk  inti. 
his  arms.  He  waited  for  some  time  and 
couldn't  even  hear  Black  s  loud  wearing 
apparel.  So  he  chased  up  Michigan 
street  and  sa\v-  Black  hustling  along  near 
Tenth  avenue  west.  With  such  a  stat  t 
the  detective  <new  it  was  impo«si'.)le  to 
catch  him.  anl  there  wasn't  a  street  car 
in  sight  that  .vas  going  the  right  direc- 
tion. To  try  to  follow  him  afoot  was 
out  of  the  question,  and  the  offi.er  hailed 
a  cyclist  and  aske<1  him  for  the  use  of 
his  wheel  for  a  moment.  The  man  on 
the  wheel  parsed  out  a  congealed  smii-- 
from  his  January  countenance  and  rode 
away.  Just  then  another  man  cm  a 
wheel  came  sprinting  along  Michigan 
street,  and  kn  >wing  the  detective,  gladl.v 
loaned  tho  wheel.  Trover  scorched 
ahmg  till  he  rame  up  with  Black,  just 
west  of  Tenth  avenue,  ancl  jumped  off 
the  wheel  right  in  front  cf  tho  aston- 
ished negro.  The  latter  uttered  an  ex- 
clamation of  surprise,  turned  quickly 
and  started  b.tcn  toward  Eighth  ,lvenu^- 
as  fast  as  h'VA  stockily  build  underpin- 
ning could  carry  him.  The  detectiv.^ 
Irew  his  gun  and  ordered  a  lull.  The 
colored  man  lociked  back  over  his 
Lhoulder,  saw  the  gun,  the  d'"tf>rmined 
f:<ce  of  the  officer,  stopped  , turned  aliout 
biniled  blandly,  gave  himself  up  and 
iiipde  a  full  confession. 

His  home  was  searched  this  morning, 
and  very  naturally  the  officers  found  a 
full  house.  Most  of  the  cards,  hoAevr. 
have  been  s<  Id.  and  will  be  recovered 
as  rapidly  as  possihie. 

Late  this  afternoon  Detective  Troyer 
recovered  ninety-one  dozen  decks  of  thr- 
stolen  cards  and  placed  Louis  Desant.). 
an  Italian  cor.ducting  a  a  small  store  at 
hl^Vi  West  St  perior  street,  under  arrest 
for  receiving  stolen  property. 

Black  said  :hat  he  had  sold  sixty-one 
dozen  decks  of  cards  to  Desanto  and 
that  the  Italian  knew  the  property  was 
stolen.  The  detective  found  them  sec- 
reted in  Desanti/s  cellar  at  110  Twelfth 
avenue  west. 

Thirty  dczen  packages  were  recovered 
from  the  store  of  Priley  &  Muccilli  at 
603  West  Superior  street.  But  the  pro- 
:?rietors  were  not  arrested,  as  they  pur- 
chased the  cards  ignora^*  -)f  the  fact 
that  they  wen?  stolen  property.  It  is  now 
thought  that  there  are  only  nineteen 
dozen  decks  to  be  accounted  for. 


Chicago,  Aug,  4,-Th:-  grand  jury  today 
voted  a  true  bill  against  Lloyd  J.  Smith, 
former  manager  of  the  Chicago  Klevaior 
company  and  member  of  the  Chicago  board 
of  trade,  charging  him  with  fraudulent 
methods  In  the  management  of  the  elevat- 
ars. 

True  bills  were  voted  on  the  specific 
charge  that  Smith,  while  manager  of  tho 
Chicago  Elevator  company,  allowed  about 
.Srt'i.iiOii  bushels  of  grain  to  be  shipped  from 
the  elevators  of  that  company  without  the 
proper  cancellation  of  the  warehouse  re- 
ceipts, which  were  hvixithecated. 

Smith  was  charged  in  -May  of  this  .vear 
of  having  speculated  with  the  funds  of  the 
company  for  a  period  of  more  than  two 
years  and  of  h.iving  borrowed  funds  from 
i)romincnt  brokers  on  the  uncalled  ware- 
botise  receiitts.  The  net  deficit  shown  on 
the  books  of  the  company  was  $::4^.000. 

The  charges  against  Smith  were  investi- 
gater  by  a  commission  apiKitnied  by  Gover- 
nor Tanner,  which  Included  John  J.  Mit- 
chell and  which  has  not  yet  mad?  its  re- 
port, and  b>  a  committee  from  the  board 
of  trade,  which  found  against  Smith. 

Smith  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Republican  organization.  Be- 
sides being  a  memlier  of  the  Lincoln  park 
board,  he  is  a  candidate  for  drainage  trus- 
tee.

The  Herald  recently  stated  that  by 
circulating  partisan  English  literature 
stating  England's  case  against  the  Boer 
republics  in  South  Afilca.  the  ad- 
ministration has  become  a  partisan  of 
England  and  the  enemy  of  the  Boers, 
and  is  guilty  of  a  most  serious  offense. 
Several  people  have  questioned  the 
authority  of  the  information  which 
formed  the  basis  of  this  statement. 
For  their  benefit.  The  Herald  desires  to 
say  that  the  statement  is  absolutely 
true  in  every  particular.  It  has  not 
been  denied  by  the  administration.  On 
the  contrary.  Dr.  W.  T.  Harris,  the  com- 
missioner of  education,  through  whose 
bureau,  which  is  a  part  of  the  interior 
department,  the  documents  were  cir- 
culated, admits  it  and  has  tried  to  re- 
lieve the  administration  from  blame  by 
claiming  that  they  were  sent  out  during 
his  absence  from  the  country,  under  a 
mis-und'^rstandlng.  Dr.  Harris  says  that 
an  old  English  friend  of  his  wrote  that 
he  had  some  educational  matter  he 
desired  to  have  circulated  and  asked  if 
the  bureau  of  education  would  send  it 
out  to  American  teachers.  Dr.  Harris 
replied  that  he  would.  He  then  went 
on  a  trip  to  Europe  and  during  his 
absence  the  pamphlets  and  leaflets  in 
question  arrived  all  wrapped  and  ready 
for  mailing.  The  officials  of  the  bureau, 
supposing  Dr.  Harris  knew  the 
character  of  the  literature  he  had  agreed 
to  circulate,  promptly  adressed  and 
mailed  them.  This  is  the  explanation 
now  made,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that 
it  is  a  very  weak  and  lame  excuse. 

The  discovery  that  the  American 
government  was  engaged  in  sending  out 
pro-British  and  anti-Boer  literature  to 
the  school  teachers  was  made  by  a 
fonner  employe  of  the  bureau  of 
education,  who  happened  to  visit  the 
bureau  when  they  were  being  mailed. 
It  is  said  that  he  picked  up  one  of  the 
packages  prepared  for  mailing  and 
drew  out  its  contents.  This  aroused 
the  ire  of  the  foreman  of  the  folding 
loom,  who  bounced  upon  him,  snatched 
the  papers  from  his  hands,  and  said  to 
him:  "How  dare  you  interfere  with  the 
work  and  business  of  the  government 
in  this  manner?  It  is  no  business  of 
yours  what  the  contents  of  these  pamph- 
lets are.  and  furthermore  it  is  the  ex- 
press order  of  the  commissioner,  (Prof. 
Harris)  that  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to 
handle  or  examine  these  pamphlets. 
Not  even  the  employes  who  are  at  work 
on  them  are  allowed  to  know  their  con- 
tets  or  examine  them,  and  I,  myself,  do 
not  know  for  what  purpose  they  are 
being  sent  out.  In  view  of  these  facts, 
it  is  a  piece  of  gross  inpertinence  for 
you  to  deliberately  pick  up  papers  which 
do  not  concern  you  and  proceed  to  read 
them." 

The  gentleman  tried  to  explain  that 
he  was  Innocent  of  any  intention  to  do 
wnmgand  had  presumed  they  were  public 
documents,  but  all  was  in  vain  and  he 
was  invited  out.  Nevertheless  a  set  of

The  documents  were  issued  by  the 
"Imperial  South  African  association,  66 
Victoria  street,  Westminster,  S.  W., 
London."  Every  package  sent  out 
contained  each  of  these  publications. 
A  package  secured  from  the  bureau  of 
education  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
Congressman  J.  D.  Richardson,  chair- 
man of  the  Democratic  national  con- 
gressional committee.  The  English

TUB  CAVSE  OF  DELAY. 

The  question  has  been  asked  why  the 
allied  forces  at  Tien  Tsin  do  not  rush  to 
Pekin  and  release  the  members  of  the 
legations  and  other  foreigners  in  the 
Chinese  capital.  Many  people  cannot 
understand  elth(!r  why  it  should  take  .so 
long  to  establish  communication  be- 
tween Tien  Tsln  and  Pekin.  The  advance 
of  troops  is  greatly  Impeded  for  the  want 
of  roads  after  leaving  the  coast.  The 
few  roads  that  exist  are  In  very  poor  con- 
dition. Most  of  the  transportation  in 
the  country  is  carried  on  by  means  of 
canals,  but  these  are  In  poor  condition 
also.  The  Grand  canal,  the  largest  arti- 
ficial waterway  in  the  world,  starts  from 
Tien  Tsln  In  a  southerly  direction  and 
extends  for  600  miles  to  Hong  Chow. 
In  speaking  of  it  Lord  Beresford  said 
that  when  he  saw  it,  two  years  ago, 
there  was  no  water  in  it,  and  it  was  silt- 
ed up  where  it  should  join  the  Yang-Tse 
simply  for  want  of  care.  The  Yang-Tse, 
nearly  3500  miles  long,  is  navigable  dur- 
ing the  flood  season  in  summer  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  700  miles  from  the  ocean 
to  Hankow  for  ocean-going  vessels,  and 
a  further  distance  of  370  miles  for  river 
steamers. 

There  are  but  317  miles  of  railroad  in 
the  whole  empire,  one  road  leading  from 
Pekin  to  Tien  Tsin,  and  thence  to  S6ian- 
Haik-Wan,  300  miles,  the  other  from 
Woosung  to  Sh:inghai.  Russia  is  now 
building  1400  miles  of  road,  Belgium  700 
miles  and  China  an  additional  170  miles, 
but  the  construction  has  been  stopped 
by  the  insurrection,  while  the  roads  al- 
ready in  operation  have  been  destroyed 
and  made  Impassable  by  the  revolution- 
ary forces. 

The  Chinese  rebels  have  also  placed 
obstructions  in  the  waterways  and  thus 
prevented  the  advance  of  the  foreign 
troops  in  that  way.  The  slowness  of 
communication  is  due  to  the  limited 
character  of  the  telegraph  and  i)ostal 
service,  both  of  a  primitive  character. 

New  England  mill  operators  do  not  ap- 
pear to  be  reached  by  the  prosperity  which 
Mr.  McKlnley  has  sought  to  provide  for 
the  great  trusts.  E.  R.  Wallace,  of  New 
Hampshire,  .says:  •'The  condition  of  mill 
operatives  In  New  p::ngland  is  deplorable 
Competition  among  textile  manufacturers 
is  so  strong  that  wages  have  been  cut 
to  almost  nothing.  Many  women,  who  work 
in  the  mills,  are  compelled  to  support 
themselves  on  a  wage  of  $2  a  week.  This 
means  insufUcient  food  and  scant  wearing 
apparel.  As  they  do  not  get  proper  nutri- 
ment, their  health  suffers  from  the  close 
confinement  and  hard  work.  In  many 
respects  the  slaves  in  the  South  before 
the  war  fared  better  than  these  people." 


The  Boston  Traveler  says:  "We  do  not 
see  how  an  honest  anti-imperialist  can 
vote  for  McKlnley,  nor  how  he  can  view- 
bis  election  with  anything  but  alarm.  It 
is  plain  that  the  most  direct  way  to  defeat 
him  and  to  condemn  his  imperialistic  pol- 
icy is  to  vote  for  the  only  other  candidate 
who  can  possibly  become  president.  A  vote 
for  a  third  candidate  Is  only  a  half-way 
measure,  a  comp:"omlse.  It  will  be  to  the 
credit  to  the  anti-Imperialists  of  the  Re- 
publican party  If  they  decide  to  join  hands 
with  their  brethren  of  the  Democracy  In 
scotching  the  snake  of  foreign  conquest."

The  Dakotas  had  rain  in  spots 
and  thesi'  will  have  gocnl  crojis.  but  in  the 
sections  that  it  did  not  rain,  thtre  will  be 
no  crop. 

"This  is  not  my  first  visit  to  your  city, 
hut  I  must  c-onfe.ss  that  I  am  surprised  at 
the  niunber  of  big  1  usiiiess  blocks  that  I 
.«ee.The  city  is  certainly  growing.  1  have  al- 
ways contended  that  Duluih  has  the  finest 
High  School  building  in  the  world,  not 
even  Denver  exc-pted.  though  the  i)eoi)le 
there  .say  their  building  cost  the  most.

S.  A.  W.  V.  presided,  and  iienry 
Harris,  formerly  of  Company  G.  Foui- 
teenth  Minnesota  volunteers,  was  the 
speaker  of  the  evening.  Mr.  Harris  said 
in   part: 

"Comrades!  The  word  thrills  me.  The 
voung  vetrans  of  '98  bid  me  in  their  name 
lo  welcome  you.  the  old  and  tried  veter- 
ans of  the  '6Us.  Thi'y  would  have  me  tell 
vou  how  glad  they  are  that  you  are  with 
us:  how,  looking  at  you,  they  can  imagine 
to  themselves  tne  fi)ur  red  years  through 
which  you  .struggled,  your  toils,  your 
dangers,  your  brave  repression  in  the  hour 
of  victory,  your  noble  self-sacrifice;  how. 
also,  your  conduct  since  then  as  citizens 
crowns  your  achievement  as  soldiers  and 
inspires  them  tu  joi-i  with  you  in  the  pur- 
suit of  better  civic    hings. 

"Comrades:  Again  we  welcome  you.

away  you  may  carry  with  .vou  pleasant 
ineniories  of  your  •.isil.  For  a  few,  too 
brief  moments  limf  waits  and  the  work- 
ilay  world  is  still.  Instruct  us,  then,  uy 
song  and  story,  anc  for  our  good,  not  for 
yours,  live  over  with  us  the  brave  days 
n(  old.

We  are  young 
and  vou  are  old;  we  have  seen  little  ser- 
vice and  you  have  ^een  much:  our  labor.i 
were  few  and  lightsome,  while  yours  were 
many  and  hard;  but  at  least  we  make  up 
in  honest  intention  what  we  lack  in  ex- 
perience, and  until  that  happy  day  when 
the  last  of  vou  shal  strain  his  ear  to  hear 
'laps'  before  he  sinks  into  sweet  and 
peaceful  slumber,  we  are  one  with  you, 
brothers.  In  every  essential  thought  and 
feeling— one  in  hop*  and  resolution,  and. 
though  we  be  Impious  in  all  else,  one  In 
praver  for  the  futi.re  of  this  Godland  oi 
light  and  freedom  which  your  labors 
sa\'ed." 

M.  W.  Bates,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
.\rmv  veterans,  resixmded  to  Mr.  Harris' 
address,  speaking  o"  the  delight  of  the  old 
.<ol(liers  in  their  fraternity  with  the  Span- 
ish-.\merican  war  veterans.  He  al.so  re- 
ferred to  the  present  crisis  in  China  and 
urged  the  voung  soldiers  to  remain  con- 
stant Iv  on  "the  alerl  to  the  responsibilities 
of  their  American  citizenship,  for  no  per- 
son could  vet  predict  the  result  of  the  con- 
fiict  in  the  Orient.  Comrade  Bates  aiso

The  work  on  this  build- 
in.^  will  begin  at  once. 

J.  D.  Barrett  was  in  the  city  today 
making  arrangements  and  closing  up 
the  deal  for  the  property.  He  says  that 
the  contract  for  the  huildign  has  been 
let.  and  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
within  sixty  days. 

"We  expect  to  condtrct  a  sales  stable 
exclusively,"  said  Mr.  Barreti.  'and  this 
will  not  be  a  branch  of  our  Midway  busi- 
ness, but  will  be  a  headquarters  of  itself.

BOUNDjro  LIVE. 

Kot  Disceuraged  By  Losing  Part  of 
KIs  Lungs. 

It  would  be  supj)o>.fd  that  a  bullet 
passing  directly  through  a  man's  body 
so  as  to  let  the  lungs  run  out  with 
every  breath,  would  mean  speedy  disso- 
lution. K\'en  this  is  not  of  necessity 
fatal.  Auburn  has  one  or  two  men  to- 
day who  have  gone  through  this  ex- 
perience and  are  still  alive  to  tell  the 
tale.  George  W.  Harridon,  the  Minot 
avenue  merchant,  is  one  of  tiicse  sol- 
diers, and  he  told  a  story  that  is  too  ni- 
terestin^:  t>  lose.  It  seems  almost  in- 
credible   that    a    man    could    endure    to 

ininb  and  iivo,  says  the  Lc-wiston  (Me.) 
Journal. 

Mr.  Harridon  first  enlistetl  in  1861  In 
Ihe  three  months'  .service.  He  wa.s.scnt 
to  Washington  In  the  First  Maine  regi- 
ment, and  fir  a  time  scrve<l  with  Gen. 
.Mannin.e,  of  Lewiston.  For  a  while  the 
jcgriment  did  guard  duty  on  Meridian 
bill  in  that  city,  and  tlhen  at  the  ex- 
piration of  term  of  enlistment  the  men 
were  discharged  and  sent  himc. 

In  three  months'  time  Mr.  Harridon 
grew  tired  of  civil  life  and  re-enlisted  in 
the  old  Tenth  Maine,  and  was  first  sent 
to  the  Relay  house  in  Maryland  to  guard 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad.  There 
the  regiment  remained  for  eleven 
months,  and  were  then  taken  to  Duffield 
near  Harper's  Ferry.  They  stopped  at 
that  famous  place  and  saw  the  spot 
where  Jahn  Brown  was  cantured,  and 
heard  from  the  people  the  details  of  that 
war-producing  event.  Here  they  re- 
mained for  one  month  and  had  an  easy 
time  as  there  was  no  fighting  to  do  just 
then. 

Winchester,  up  the  Shenandoah  valley, 
was  the  next  objective  point  for  the 
regiment  to  move.  Here  they  took  oart 
in  the  big  battle  with  Stonewall  Jack- 
son, and  were  then  transferred  to  Bank's 
command,  where  they  received  a  sound 
drubbiner  fi-om  the  rebels,  and  were 
driven  back  to  Williamsport.  35  miles 
away.  The  Potomac  river  was  then  cros- 
sed "where  they  lay  in  camp  until  re- 
cruited, and  then  marched  on  to  Cui- 
pepper.  Then  on  to  Cedar  Mountain 
went  the  regiment,  where  they  had  a 
lively  racket  witCi  Gen.  Early,  who.=io 
forces  outnumbered  them  three  to  one. 
Banks  then  commanded  the  Union  army, 
and  during  the  fight  the  tenth  was  bad- 
ly cut  to  pieces.  The  battle  commenc- 
ed in  the  morning  when  the  regiment 
lav  behind  a  niece  of  woods  with  tb-- 
rebels  just  on  tfie  other  side.  The 
Union  colmn  marched  through  tli^ 
woods  and  were  twice  driven  back,  but 
finallv  succeeded  in  getting  througli, 
but  only  to  receive  volUy  after  vnilev 
from  the  enemy,  and  seeing  their  mm 
falling  like  leaves. 

The  story  of  the  battle  and  its  results 
can  best  be  told  by  Mr.  Harridon  hini- 

se:f: 

"I  saw  Gen.  Banks  that  niornmg  on 
the  battlefield  where  the  shells  were 
falling  thick  and  fast.  In  many  cases 
trees  were  cut  completely  off.  so  ter- 
rible was  the  fire.  One  .shell  struck 
the  ground  right  by  the  side  of  the  gen- 
eral's horse,  so  that  the  flying  dirt 
went  all  over  him,  but  he  remained  cojI 
as  ever.  Wtiatever  may  be  the  merits 
of  Banks  as  commander,  he  was  certain- 
ly a  brave  man  in  the  field. 

"We  fought  a  half  or  three  quarters 
of  an  hour  bv  the  woods  in  a  wheat 
field,  and  during  the  time  twenty-seven 
men  were  killed  or  wounded  in  Company 
H     That  was  my  company. 

"Well  we  were  driven  back  twice  dur- 
ing the  struggle.  The  last  time  Cor. 
Jumper  and  myself  wer^  togetner  The 
men  were  in  disorder  and  many  did  not 
hear  tlhe  order  to  fall  abck.  Jumper 
and  myself  were  among  the  number 
and  stayed  on  the  field,  not  knowing 
that  our  regiment  was  retreating.  Af- 
ter we  got  through  the  woods  to  the 
place  where  we  started  from  In  th^; 
morning  there  was  a  little  peak  of 
woods  on  one  side.  Cap.  Cloudman. 
of  Company  E.  laid  there  dead.  I  saw 
the  body  and  noticed  that  he  was  rid- 
dled witih  bullets.  The  rebels  or  sorne 
one  else  had  lugged  him  back.  I  look- 
ed un  to  the  left  and  saw  a  regiment  of 
men."  Jumoer  said:  There  is  our  resi- 
ment  '  But  I  told  him  I  thought  it  wa? 
not  so.  We  started  and  went  up  and 
when  about  half  way  two  shots  came 
from  the  men  above  us.  One  was  for 
Jumner  and  the  other  for  myself.  He 
escaped,  but  I  waa  struck.  It  was  a 
round  ball  and  struck  me  on  the  ng.it 
side  of  my  breast  just  below  the  nippl'^ 
and  went  clear  through  my  body,  com- 
'  gin  out  close  to  the  spine.    Of  course 


it  went  right  thmugh  my  lungs.  I  was 
very  numb,  but  managed  lo  walk  QUlte 
a  distance  before  I  fell;  then  I  went 
down  in  a  heap.  I  was  bleeding  very 
badir  and  soon  fainted. 

"After  1  came  to  1  laid  there  till  dark 
breathing  up  bl  )od  and  lungs.  Then 
I  got  up  and  ran,  but  soon  fell  again. 
This  I  repeated  several  times.  TEiere 
was  a  small  strip  of  pine  woods  near  by 
and  I  started  for  there,  leaving  the 
main  body  of  woods.  I  heard  sjme  one 
sing  out.  'Halt:'  and  I  soon  found  out 
that  I  wa.s  among  the  rebels.  They  shot 
at  me,  and  two  buck  shot  struck  me  in 
the  arm  and  mace  another  bad  wound. 
They  did  not  follow  me  up  and  I  man- 
accd  to  get  to  the  pines  just  as  it  was 
dark.  Ttie  moon  soon  came  up.  round 
and  full,  and  it  was  light  as  day.  I 
was  very  thirsty  and  was  suffering  ter- 
ribly. My  whole  body  was  numb  and 
stiff.  1  knew  there  was  a  spring  some- 
where in  the  pines,  for  the  boy.s  that 
morning  had  been  bringing  it  from  that 
direction.  That  nas  one  reason  why  I 
dragged  myself  into  the  pines.  I  tried 
to  find  it,  but  would  fall  about  as  fast 
as  I  could  get  on  ny  feet.  Then  I  would 
get  up,  and  down  I  would  go  again. 
Finally  I  saw  a  man  and  a.«ked  Ciim  if  he 
would  helo  me.  He  said  he  would  and 
started  off,  but  I  never  saw  him  again. 

"I  floundered  jdl  night  in  that  way 
growing  sorer  and  stiffer  all  the  time, 
while  every  breath  would  bring  up  clots 
of  blood  and  pieces  of  lung.  I  was  also 
dying  with  thirs:.  I  had  an  old  ban- 
danna handkerchief  and  I  stuffed  that 
into  the  hole  in  my  breast  and  r>artlv 
stopped  the  flow  of  blood,  but  it  seemed 
to  come  up  in  my  throat  all  the  faster. 

"In  the  morning  I  saw  a  train  of 
rebel  baggage  teams  parked  near  by. 
The  men  came  up  to  me  and  asked  what 
regiment  I  belonged  to.  They  said  it 
was  a  shame  to  see  a  man  sufferinc 
as  I  was  whether  Rie  was  friend  or  foe. 
They  would  not  even  take  me  a  pris- 
oner, but  said  that  I  was  entitled  to 
eet  back  into  my  own  lines.  If  i^ossible. 
One  of  ti'iem  asked  what  he  could  do 
for  me.  and  I  could  only  utter  one 
v^-ord— water:  They  Immediately  got 
a  canteen  full  aad  brought  me  and  I 
drank  it  all  before  taking  it  from  my 
llpp,  and  then  called  for  more.  The 
men  said  they  v;ould  send  a  surgeon 
to  see  me,   but  he  did  not  come. 

"I  lay  there  in  the  ,woods  all  that  day 
until  night.  Then  two  men  came  on 
horses,  and  one  proved  to  be  a  surgeon. 
I  took  the  old  (handkerchief  out  of  my 
wound  and  saved  It.  The  surgeon  said 
he  would  send  an  ambulance  for  me, 
which  he  did  in  about  one  hour.  The 
wound  was  kent  moist  with  wet  cloths 
and  that  was  all  the  treatment  T  ever 
had.  It  was  not  even  probed.  When  I 
breathed  the  rags  on  the  wound  would 
blow  up  and  down  like  a  valve.  Thir- 
teen pieces  of  mv  ribs  worked  out  be- 
hind and  I  coughed  up  many  more.  Dr. 
Sturcis  had  som-'  of  the  nieces  of  the 
bone  and  I  think  has  got  them  now.  T 
breatftied  un  clotted  blood  and  lungs  for 
a  long  time. 

"I  was  in  a  hospital  for  six  months 
and  then  discharged  at  Fortress  Mon- 
roe. I  was  wounded  Aug.  9.  1862,  and  it 
was  seven  months  before  the  discharge 
came,  and   I   was   sent   home. 

"I  was  first  s<nt  to  the  hospital  at 
Culpepper,  where  I  remained  for  three 
weeks.  During  that  time  all  tSie  wound- 
ed that  were  able  to  be  moved  were  sent 
to  Alexandria.  I  was  too  weak  to  be 
moved,  so  I  was  left  behind.  As  soon 
as  our  forces  moved  the  rebels  came 
and  I  was  taker  prisoner.  They  used 
me  well;  I  will  say  that  for  them.  In 
six  weeks  T  was  sent  to  Libby  Prison 
and  was  there  two  months  bef.)re  T  was 
discharged.  Then  I  went  to  the  Chesa- 
peake general  hospital.  Fortress  Mon- 
roe, and  remained  there  until  discharged 
on  the  28th  day  of  February,  1862. 

"Of  course  the  wound  was  a  terrible 
one.  Usually  It  I?  a  fatal  one,  but  there 
is  .9till  another  case  in  Auburn  very 
similar.  There  is  Enos  Stevens  right 
up  there  on  the  hill,  he  was  shot  thriugh 
the  lungs  in  the  :4ame  way.  Go  and  .see 
him  and  he  will  tell  you  how  he  feels. 
But  his  case  and  mine  are  very  rare." 

Mr.  Harridon's  patriotism  Is  well  il- 
lustrated by  the  fact  that  e\-*n  his 
terrible  experien  ?e  did  not  dampen  his 
ardor  for  war.  After  a  long  illness  and 
convalescence  hf  recovered  his  health 
and  again  enlist  :'d  in  the  old  Twenty- 
ninth  Maine.  Tliere  he  served,  takinr 
nart  in  the  battles,  selges  and  marchei; 
of  the  regiment  lill  the  close  of  the  wa' 
in  1865.  His  experience  was  varied  and 
terrible,  but  it  is  such  men  that  have 
made  our  flag  loved  at  home  and  re- 
.spected  abroad.

Board  of  Equalization  Agroes 

on  Two  of  tlio  looted 

Problems. 


INCREASE  ON  MINES 


Placed  Ten  Per  Gent  Above 

Figures  Submlited— Some 

Raise  on  Timber. 


The  members  of  the  St.  Louis  county 
board  of  equalization  feel  better.  After 
wrestling  .^ince  Tuesday  with  the  iron 
and  timber  assessments,  they  have 
finally  settled  them,  and  now  it  is  up  to 
the  state  board  of  equalization,  which 
will  pr:»bably  have  a  try  at  them  later. 

The  net  result  of  t*ie  board's  work  is  a 
net  increase  of  about  $2,000,000  in  the 
valuations  of  these  two  leading  interests 
in  this  county.  Of  this  $800,000  goes  on 
the  pine  interests  and  the  balance  on  the 
iron  deDosits.  Most  of  the  increase  is 
due  tj  new  property  placed  on  the  tax 
rolls  for  the  first  time,  and  the  valua- 
tions on  properties  that  were  on  two 
years  ago  have  not  been  increased  very 
much  on  the  whole,  though  indi\'idual 
properties  have  been  both  raised  and 
lowered. 

The  board  practically  agreed  on  the 
action  it  was  to  take  yesterd.ay  after- 
noon, and  roughly  speaking  this  action 
was  a  raise  of  10  per  cent  on  the  figures 
submitted  by  the  iron  interests  and  the 
placing  of  the  timber  interests  back  to 
a  figure  somewhat  in  excess  of  last  year's 
values.  This  morning  the  final  work  was 
djne,  and  the  board  adjourned  after  em- 
bodying all  of  its  work  in  a  resolution 
and  passing  it. 

Ttie  figures  submitted  by  the  iron  in- 
terests were  not  followed  absolutely. 
John  M.  Thomas,  who  holds  a  lease  on 
the  Xorth  Cincinnati  and  smelts  its  ire 
in  his  furnace  at  West  Duluth.  asked  far 
a  reduction  and  he  got  it.  the  asses.<- 
ment  being  lowered  from  $15,000  to  $6500. 

The  Franklin  group  and  the  Commo- 
dore and  Stevenson  properties  were 
It  wered  $78,000  in  response  to  requests, 
and  these  reductions  were  placed  on 
other  properties.  In  addition  tfie  board 
wanted  to  make  the  total  assessment  on 
iron  properties  $7,100,000.  and  after  mak- 
ing its  raise  of  lO  per  cent  it  was  still 
$129..3<Xt  short  of  that  figure.  Tiis  suiii 
was  distributed  between  half  a  dozen 
of  the  larger  mines,  bringing  the  tital 
up  to  the  figure  named.  The  as.sessments 
on  the  iron  interests  two  years  ago 
amounted  to  $.-)..si4.416.  and  this  year 
they  are  $7,100,000.  as  equalized  by  th'' 
board,  making  an  increase  of  $1,285,- 
.^84. 

The  timber  and  timber  lands  were  as- 
sessed two  years  ago  at  $4.8j8,»4.''..  and 
the  assessor  for  unorganized  towns  re- 
turned Knem  this  year  at  $9,29r.,R05,  In 
diing  this  he  reduced  the  values  on  thv 
lands  themselves,  but  raised  the  value.* 
on  the  standing  timber.  The  board  let 
the  lands  stand  and  reduced  the  values 
on  the  pine  50  per  cent,  as  The  Herald 
outlined  yesterd.ty  afternoon,  making 
the  assessment  $5,646,000  for  this  year, 
an  increase  of  a  little  less  than  $StKt.0OO. 

There  are  still  some  complaints  in 
cases  where  the  assessor  in  making  his 
valuation  allowed  for  more  pine  than 
there  is  on  the  lands,  accirdinff  to  tlK- 
ovvners.  and  some  of  the  owners  in  that 
situation  appeared  this  morning.  They 
were  told  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
the  board  to  go  into  individual  cases, 
but  that  they  had  a  remedy  in  an  appli- 
cation f  >r  an  abatement  of  taxes  before 
the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
They  were  told  that  if  they  could  show- 
that  the  pine  on  the  lands  owned  by  them 
did  not  amount  to  as  much  as  they  are 
assessed  for.  the  board  would  grant  the 
abatement. 

The  figures  below  show  the  equalized 
valuations  on  all  of  the  properties  for 
1^38.  and  the  figures  placed  upon  them 
this  year  by  the  board  of  equalization. 
In  many  cases  no  figures  are  given  for 
two  years  agi.  becau.se  the  properties 
were  not  then  included  as  iron  oroper- 
ties,,  though  of  course  they  were  as- 
sessed as  acreage.  The  figures  are  as 
follows:

Jamas  J.  HiU  Takes  Party  ef 

Naw  Yerk  Capitalist  fa 

Pacific  Geast. 

President  James  J.  Hill  of  the  Great 
Northern  road  came  up  from  St.  Paul 
on  a  special  train  last  night  to  meet 
a  number  of  prominent  eastern  men  by 

appointment,  the  party  leaving  for 
Seattle  later  in  the  evening.  In  the  party 
that  Mr.  HiU  met  here  were  H.  H. 
Rogers.  Mr.  Rockefeller's  well  known 
repre<»entative;  A.  C.  Burrage,  of  Bos- 
ton: C.  C.  Rice.  F.  P.  Addick  and  N.  H. 
liotherton  of  the  Amalgamated  Copper 
tympany  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Hill  estimates  the  shortage  in  the 
wheat  crop  in  the  three  states  to  be 
about  50,000,000  bushels,  and  thinks  that 
the  total  crop  in  the  two  states  will  be 
between  100,fH)0,000  and  110,0O0.0iX»  bush- 
els. Mr.  Hill,  while  he  thinks  this  is 
a  set  hack  to  the  farmers  in  one  wjwy. 
believes  that  the  shortage  will  not  be 
such  a  haidship  as  at  first  supposed, 
because  so  many  have  gone  into  di- 
versified fjirming  and  do  not  depend 
wholly  on  the  wheat  crop. 

Mr.  Hill  expressed  it  as  his  opinion 
that  a  safe  and  stable  government  will 
ari.«e  out  of  the  jiresent  Chinese  trouble. 
He  does  not  believe  that  China  can  bo 
parcelled  off  so  easily  as  some  Imagine, 
nor  does  he  think  a  piece  of  the  Chinese 
empire  would  be  a  desirable  iMjssession 
to  the  Cnited  States.

A  SHIPMENT  OF  PEAS

The  Duluth  farmer  has  been  getting 
there  in  an  unobtrusive  w-ay  while  atten- 
tion has  been  taken  up  with  what  Du- 
luth's  trading  and  manufacturing  inter- 
ests were  doing  and  expected  to  do. 

As  a  proof  of  the  Duluth  farmer's 
arrivedness  (a  word  approved  by  the 
congress  of  lexicographers  at  tlhe  Paris 
exposition),  there  is  to  be  noted  ihc- 
fact  that  during  the  past  week  a  ship- 
ment of  peas  has  been  made  to  the  Tw  in 
City  market.  They  are  short  on  peas 
there — excepting  the  hard  shell  kind — 
and  out  of  its  over-abundance  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  soil,  Duluth  helps  supply 
the  deficit. 

The  shipment  was  small,  it  is  true, 
twenty  bushels  or  so.  but  its  significance 
is  none  the  less  for  that.  Nor  is  it  the 
first  time  that  Duluth  has  come  to  the 
rescue  Avhen  the  Twin  Cities  have 
cried,  "There  is  no  peas."  Last  year  a 
small  shipment  was  made. 

It  is  expected  that  further  shipments 
will  be  made  this  season,  and  that  in  the 
aggregate  the  quantity  will  not  be  in- 
considerable. 

Eggs  continue  firm,  11^@12  cents 
being  the  figure.  The  weather  is  un- 
usually debilitating  to  eggs  this  year. 
Perhaps  a  connection  between  eggs  and 
sunspots  may  be  traced  in  this.  Astron- 
omers say  the  crop  of  sun  spots  is  abun- 
dant, and  that  they  are  arriving  in  large 
quantities.  WitCi  sun  spots  come  hit 
weather  and  a  highly  electrical  state  ot 
the  atmosphere,  and  it  may  be  this  com- 
bination caused  by  sun  spots  that  makes 
an  egg  feel  like  a  two-spot  very  soon 
atter  it  is  laid. 

F'oultrv  continued  firm  and  the  scar- 
city of  old  hens  was  a  feature  of  social 
circles  among  the  coops  on  Michigan 
street.  They  were  held  at  9  cents. 
Springs  held  at  14@lo. 

Potatoes  held  at  40  cents  as  the  t-uling 
figure.  Vegetables  were  moving  well. 
with  prices  practically  unchanged.  Green 
corn  moved  freely  at  S'Q9  cents. 

California  fruits  continued  firm  and 
fruit  generally  was  steady  at  Friday's 
figures.  AVatermelfjns  were  easier  on 
increasing  supplies,  and  were  arjund 
18@20  cents.  Washington  plums  and 
pears  were  on  the  maiket  at  2.5  cents  per 
package  under  California  stock. 

Cutter  and  cheese  were  firm.

Important  to  Dealers  io  Clarksville  Cider. 

The  internal  revenue  officials  of  this  state  recently  collected  the  government 
license  for  the  sale  of  liquors  from  several  dealers  selling  Clarksville  cider,  and  de- 
manded payment  of  the  license  from  all  who  dealt  in  the  cider.  This  cider,  how- 
ever, is  not  considered  a  liquor  by  the  government,  as  the  Clarksville  Cider  Co. 
secured  a  ruling  from  the  department  last  January  exempting  their  products  from 
the  tax.  Upon  being  shown  a  copy  of  the  ruling,  the  Minnesota  officials  refunded 
the  tax  to  all  who  had  paid  it.

SIR: — Your  letter  of  the  20th  instant  has  l>een  received,  relating  to  the  question  of  the  special  tax  liability, 
under  the  internal  revenue  laws,  of  persons  who  deal  in  your  ciders,  all  of  which  you  state  though  .sold  tmder 
the  name  "Blackberry,''  "Grape,"  "Orange,"  "Cherry  '  and  "Raspberry"  cider,  according  to  the  flavoring  that  you 
use,  are  made  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  formula  submitted  by  you.  -^ -i*. *-t3|?^  I 

It  is  held  by  this  office  that  a  beverage  thus  made  does  not  come  under  the  head  either  of  distill  ed  spirits 
or  wine  or  malt  liquor,  or  any  compound  thereof,  and  as  these  are  the  only  liquors  for  the  manufacturer  and 
sale  of  which  special  tax  Is  required  to  be  paid  und'^r  the  internal  revenue  laws  of  the  I'nitcd  Stales,  you  are 
not  required  to  pay  special  tax  as  a  rectifier  and  liquor  dealer  for  making  for  sale  and  selling  this  beverage: 
nor  are  any  other  dealers  therein  required  to  pay  special  tax  as  liquor  dealers  under  these  laws  on  account  of 
its  sale,  if  they  sell  it  without  the  addition  thereto  (if  any  spirits  or  wine  or  other  alcoholic  liquor. 

You  say   that  local  offices  in  the  states  of  Arkansas  and  Texas  "seem  to  hold  that  if  cider  develops  an 
alcoholic  strength  of  7  or  8  per  cent,  it  is  a  compound  liquor,  even  though  it  be  the  pure  apjde  juice;  not  taking 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  such  alcoholic  strength  is  the  result  of  fermentation." 

If  they  take  any  .such  view  of  the  law,  they  are  in  error.  A  beverage  made  out  of  tlie  juice  of  apples,  even 
though  by  fermentation  it  develops  "an  alcoholic  stiength  of  7  or  8  per  cent.'"  or  more,  does  not  on  this  account 
become  a  liquor  for  the  sale  of  which  the  internal  revenue  laws  require  special  tax  to  be  paid.

RESEARCHES  JN  PATA60NIA. 

A  series  of  elaborate  monographic  vol- 
umes are  now  in  course  of  r^reoaration 
as  a  result  of  the  several  scientific  ex- 
peditions sent  to  Patagonia  by  Princeton 
university.

The  Herald.)— The  owners  of  the  None- 
such mine,  at  the  southeastern  end  cf 
the  Porcupine  Mountain  district,  in  On- 
tonagon county,  are  figuring  on  the  in- 
stallation of  an  electric  process  of  copper 
saving,  whi(  h  is  claimed  to  retain  all 
the  fine  particle.-*  of  metal.  At  the  Hali- 
well  mine,  in  the  same  district,  a  dia- 
mond drill  has  been  set  at  work,  and  the 
stratiography  of  the  property  will  be 
determined  by  Its  use.  Both  the  None- 
such and  Halliwell  are  owned  by  Cleve- 
land capitalists. 

In  the  six  months  from  Jan.  1  to 
June  30.  1900.  openings  aggregating  1858 
feet  were  made  in  the  Victoria  mine. 
The  showing  of  copper  is  good,  and  the 
owners  of  the  mine  are  much  encourage  1 
by  the  results  of  development.  At  no 
point  in  the  mine  can  the  showing  be 
called  phenomenal,  while  it  Is  equally 
true  that  at  no  point  is  the  outlook  dis- 
couraging. The  happy  medium  seems 
to  have  been  attained,  and  the  mine 
should  become  a  large  producer  and  a 
sle.idy  dividend-payer  in  time. 

One  half  of  the  Champion  mine  is 
owned  by  the  Copper  Range  eompany 
and  one  half  by  Ste.  Marie's  Canal  Min- 
eral Land  company.  About  $125,000  has 
been  expended  to  date  in  the  opening 
work  and  Improvements  on  the  property. 
The  surface  of  both  the  Champion  and 
Trimountain  is  very  rolling,  necessitat- 
ing unusually  heavy  expenditures  for 
surface  improvements. 

No.  7  shaft  of  the  Quincy  will  not  be 
fully  in  commission  for  several  months 
to  come.  It  Is  40OO  feet  In  depth,  sunk 
simultaneously  from  top,  bottom  and 
several  central  portions.

If  the  copper 
h.lds  in  depth  at  the  present  richness?, 
the  Trimountain  is  certain  to  become 
one  of  the  largest  and  richest  mines  of 
the  district  in  time. 

The  contract  for  the  big  power  house 
of  the  Houghton  County  Electric  railway 
has  been  let  to  Frank  J.  Odbreth.  of  48 
Water  street.  Boston,  and  work  will  be 
begun  immediately.  It  is  intended  to 
have  the  main  line,  from  Houghton  to 
Calumet,  running  this  sea.scn.  The  road 
will  give  quick  and  cheap  communica- 
tion between  the  leading  towns  and 
mine  locations  of  the  coppei  district,  and 
will  be  of  much  benet. 

The  Isle  Royale  Is  maklig  good  pro- 
ress  in  the  sinking  of  the  h>'avy  caissons 
required  for  the  foundations  of  its 
stamps.  The  caissons  are  Ving  sunk  66 
feet,  to  the  solid  sandstone 

The  Mass  Mining  compary  has  finally 
decided  upon  its  mill,  and  has  let  the 
contract  to  the  Wisconsin  Bridge  and 
Iron  Works  for  a  steel  structure.  It  will 
be  built  to  accommodate  two  heads,  but 
will  start  production  witi  one.  The 
Mass  is  one  of  the  old-new  properties 
which  is  not  altogether  an  experiment, 
one  of  the  five  mines  in  tie  Mass  con- 
solidation having  jiaid  JIW.OOO  in  divi- 
de nth*  In  the  early  days  of  copper  mining 
in  this  district. 

The  Copper  Range  railmad  Is  doing 
the  largest  and  most  satisfactory  busi- 
ness in  its  history.  With  the  beginning 
of  production  by  the  mines  along  Its  line 
the  receipts  of  the  railroad  will  become 
much  larger  than  now.  An  unexpect- 
edly large  amount  of  local  md  through 
passenger  travel  and  a  largr  business  in 
through  freight,  logs,  lumbet  and  miscel- 
laneous freight  has  already  been  estab- 
lished.

the  Winona  mine,  and  expresses  great 
faith  In  Its  future,  and  surprise  at  the 
handsome  showing  now  being  made.  The 
Winona  has  lieen  unfortunate  in  having 
an  exceptionally  fine  showing  near  sur- 
face with  poorer  ground  below,  but  the 
tide  in  its  affairs  seems  to  have  turned 
and  the  developments  of  the  past  ninety 
days  are  the  most  encouraging  since  the 
first  work  was  done  at  the  mine.  Tiie 
location  of  promising  lodes  by  both  the 
Elm  River  and  Wyandot  also  adds  to 
the  prospective  value  of  the  Winona  and 
the  new  mines  being  opened  in  its  neigh- 
borhood.

The  Arcadian  is  making  a  second  test 
of  1000  tons  of  rock  from  the  Mesnard 
epidote.  Arrangements  are  being  made 
for  the  erection  of  permanent  buildlgns 
at  this  point  and  the  sinking  of  a  three- 
compartment  shaft.  A.  C.  Burrage,  of 
ISoston.  president  of  the  Arcadian  com- 
pany, is  visiting  the  mine. 
•The  Calumet  &  Hecla  is  building  a 
coal  shed  at  Lake  Linden  that  will  house 
100.000  tons  of  soft  coal. 

The  Homestake  gold  mine,  of  South 
Dakota,  now  leads  all  American  mines 
in  the  number  of  stamps  dropping,  hav- 
ing mills  with  1000  stamps.  These 
thousand  stamps  crush  about  half  a.-> 
much  rock  annually  as  is  treated  by  the 
twenty-two  steam  stamps  of  the  Calu- 
met &  Hecla. 

Local   shareholders   of  the   Tamarack 
are  looking  for  a  $9  dividend  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  putting  the  mine  back  on  its 
old  basis  of  $16  per  annum  in  profits.

ORANGE  SPONGE. 
Put  a  pint  packet  of  orange  jelly  Into 
a  basin  and  cover  it  with  rather  less 
than  the  required  quantity  of  hot  water. 
When  it  has  melted,  add  the  juice  of  an 
orange  and  a  squeeze  of  lemon  juice  and 
put  the  jelly  in  a  cool  place  until  It  Is 
just  beginning  to  set;  then  whisk  it  until 
it  is  quite  frothy.  Add  a  pinch  of  salt  to 
the.  whites  of  two  eggs  and  beat  th^m 
up  to  a  firm  froth;  stir  them  into  the 
half  set  jelly, and  whisk  together  until 
the  mixture  is  quite  spongy.  Rinse  a 
mold  with  water,  fill  It  with  the  orange 
sponge  and  leave  it  until  it  is  set;  turn 
it  carefully  out  of  the  mold  and  scatter 
some  very  finely  chopped  or  grated 
lemon  peel  over  il.

The  intense  gravity  and  all  absorbing 
nature  of  the  Chinese  question  at  the 
present  crisis,  renders  authoritative  in- 
IPormation  of  immense  value  to  the 
public  at  the  moment.  We  consequently 
have  procured  froin  Imperial  Consul 
General  Ho  Yow,  of  San  Francisco,  a 
special  signed  editorial  on  the  subject, 
which  is  the  most  important  statement 
yet  made  by  a  prominent  Chinaman 
upon  the  situation.  The  article  Is 
dignified  and  written  from  the  stand- 
lk)int  of  an  educated  Chinese  official 
who  has  absolutely  no  prejudice  against 
foreigners. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  4. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Eve  Its  crowd  each  other 
so  rapidly  in  China  now,  and  the  re- 
ports which  come  from  the  capital  are 
so  conflicting  tha:  It  is  impossible  to 
grasp  the  real  situation  with  sufficient 
comprehensiveness  either  to  analyse  it 
or  to  forecast  possibilities.  A  few  days 
ago  I  thought  the  foreign  ministers  had 
all  been  massacred  in  Pekin,  today  it 
seems  probable  that  all  save  the  German 
minister  may  be  a  ive.  A  few  days  ago 
we  were  told  by  the  dispatches  that  the 
emperor  was  dead  and  that  the  empress 
dowager  had  escaped  somewhere 
to  the  West.  Today    it 

appears  that  the  latter  has  resumed  the 
reins  of  governement,  and  that  it  is 
highly  unlikely  that  the  emperor  has 
been  destroyed. 

Undoubtedly  the  counter  revolution  to 
Prince  Tuan's  movement  developed  by 
Prince  Ching,  is  darfying  the  atmos- 
phere considerably-  and  permitting  the 
normal  functions  of  the  government  to 
gather  strength  and  reassert  themselves. 
It  is  comforting  and  cheering  that  the 
empress  has  commanded  Prince  Ching 
to  protect  the  foreigners  at  whatever 
hazard,  and  that  the  prince  is  reported 
to  be  revietualing  i  he  Europeans  against 
the  rebels. 

Along  with  these  reassuring  tidings 
came  the  statements  that  the  rebellion 
is  being  firmly  held  from  spreading  by 
the  viceroys  of  other  provinces,  and 
that  the  revolutionary  orders  sent  from 
Pekin  to  the  viceroys  have  been  by 
them  generally  disregarded.  All  the.se 
reports  .seem  clearly  to  indicate  that  the 
backbone  of  the  revolt  is  broken,  and 
that,  the  Imperial  government  being 
reinstated,  it  soon  will  be  able  to  re- 
store order  even  \vithout  the  assistance 
of  foreign  troops. 

That  such  assistance  will  come,  how- 
ever, there  is  no  doubt.  Japan  already 
is  on  the  move  and  is  supported  in  its 
action  by  the  allied  powers,  while  Ger- 
many, wrathful  and  breathing  ven- 
geance for  the  loss  of  her  minister,  is 
sending  ships  and  armed  thousands  to 
carry  the  flag  of  Prussia  to  the  walls  of 
Pekin.  The  disturbance  now  must  be 
short  lived  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
hope  that  wlun  the  smoke  of  the  trou- 
ble settles  but  f(^-  foreign  lives  shall 
have  been  found  lo  be  lost,  and  that  at 
no  time  did  it  really  present  the  danger 
of  becomingthe  widespread  conflagra- 
tion that  at  one  time  was  thought  to  be 
imincnt. 
In  such  aspect  of  the  situation,  what 


concerns  us  most  Is  the  casting  up  of 
the  accounts  which  China  must  make 
with  the  foreign  nations.  What  Is  to  be 
the  character  of  this  Indemnity  which 
they  will  demand'.'  The  United  States 
we  know,  will  ask  nothing  but  a  money 
Indemnity,  but  will  the  Integrals  of 
E:urope  be  content  with  this?  M^st 
new  Tonkins  be  cai-A-ed  out  for  France, 
new  Manchuries  for  Russia,  and  more 
Shantungs  for  Germany'.'  Must  Japan 
find  further  Formosas  on  the  main  land 
England  get  another  Wei-Hal-Wel'? 
If  this  is  to  be  the  result  of  the  revo- 
lution it  may  well  be  feared  that  the 
difficulties  have  just  started  in. 

The  dismemberment  of  China  is  spok- 
en of  by  many  writers  with  about  the 
same  levity  In  the  use  of  words  that  a 
careless  carver  would  employ  In  his 
operations  on  a  fowl.  It  is  spoken  of 
as  an  event  certain  to  transpire  in  the 
order  of  things,  and  that  China  Is  to 
be  partitioned  among  the  powers  has  so 
far  advanced  as  a  conclusion  In  the 
Western  mind,  that  we  even  are  told 
that  Europe  secretly  has  mapped  the 
thing  out,  and  determined  the  specific 
share  of  the  spoils  that  each  is  to  re- 
cei\'e.  Indeed,  in  these  contemplations 
the  continent  of  Africa  painted  as  its 
map  now  is  with  the  colors  of  Europ- 
ean states,  seems  to  be  the  model  by 
which  the  western  mind  measures  ub. 

Your  people  here  forget  tTiat  the  por- 
tions of  Africa  partitioned  to  the  pow- 
ers was  merely  the  roving  ground  of 
savages  little  better  In  their  capacities 
than  the  beasts  of  the  Jungle  on  whom 
they  lived.  Western  knowledge  of  us 
seems  to  be  about  on  a  par  with  the 
African's  knowledge  of  things  In  gen- 
eral. You  forget  that  we  have  a  civi- 
lization in  which  government  Is  under- 
stood and  applied,  In  which  industry  is 
specialized  and  assiduously  pursued, 
and  in  which  learning  is  diffused  and 
exalted. 

Moreover,  there  is  a  racial  continuity 
among  us,  streatching  from  Mongolia 
to  Cochin  China  and  from  the  strand 
of  the  Yellow  Sea  to  the  sands  of  the 
desert  of  Gobi.  It  is  the  racial  char- 
acteristic to  which  the  Chinaman  ad- 
heres wherever  he  removed  his  resi- 
dence. His  blouse  jacket  is  emphatl- 
call.v  Chinese  as  was  the  gabardine  of 
Shylock  the  Lodge  of  his  Jewish  na- 
tivity, iind  wherever  he  goes  all  about 
which  his  complexion  may  otherwise 
raise  as  to  his  nationality  among  the 
darker  races  of  the  world  at  once  is 
dispelled  by  his  queue  and  shaven  head. 
which  always  are  in  evidence.  The 
tribes  of  Africa  never  have  shown  any 
distinctive  cohesion,  and  it  Is  in  magni- 
tude of  territory  alone  that  my  parallel 
can  be  drawn  between  the  two  countries 
as  subjects  of  the  divisional  processes 
of  Europeans. 

If  it  shall  be  said  that  .some  of  the 
Chinese  in  various  parts  of  the  EJmpire 
show  profound  weakness  In  their  re- 
gard foi'  the  people  of  other  provinces 
and  for  the  government,  it  may  be 
stated  that  this  always  is  the  case 
where  t ountries  are  large,  population 
dense,  times  hard  and  intercommunica^ 
tion  so  difficult  that  people  do  not  move 
among  one  another.  All  of  this  can  and 
will  be  changed  by  the  network  of  rail- 
roads  which    within   a   few   years    will

Lord  Wolseley,  suryeving  with  his 
military  eye  our  vast  resources  of  men, 
has  said  that  if  China  ever  developed 
military  prowess  and  strength  she  would 
l»e  a  menace  to  the  nations  of  the  earth, 
he  recognizes  that  we  are  good  material 
for  soldiers,  needing  only  training,  iood 
and  fire  to  go  anywhere.  Hence  his 
Lordship  is  apprehensive. 

U  this  apprehension  were  just  rung 
InVi  the  European  sovereigns  in  some 
slight  degree,  what  clouds  of  possible 
trouble  might  roll  away!  They  then 
would  abstain  from  asserting  claims  lo 
Chinese  territory,  for  it  is  not  rea.son- 
able  that  when  the  mighty  dragon  of  the 
East  docs  raise  its  fiiv  breathing  head 
it  will  likely  swallow  those  who  have 
their  fingers  in  his  teeth  and  their  allies 
about  his  claws: 

Are  not  the  nations  setting  up  their 
government  on  Chincsi'  soil  .simjily 
stoiing  up  troul>le  for  themselves  in  the 
future?  Are  they  not  doing  the  very 
things  which  are  most  prone  to  lead  to 
possible  wars?  If  the  Hoxcr  moveni'-nt 
h.ul  any  meaning  at  all.  it  meant  that 
the  Chinese  wished   to  be  left  alone. 

China  and  the  Chinese  cannot  be  let 
alone  in  the  maimer  in  which  these 
Hox»'is  desire.  China  inu.st  roll  on  with 
the  universe,  or  roll  off  the  universe, 
roll  verily  she  must. 

Progress,  ever  advancing  progress, 
must  l>e  her  action,  and  slie  <an  tak(> 
no  back  steps.  I'.ut  this  .sentiment 
which  fills  the  Boxer  that  China  must  be 
for  the  Chinese  is  very  general,  n<»t 
that  it  is  general  in  the  narrow  and 
ht-rsh  sense  that  the  Boxer  feels  it,  but 
in  the  liroad  and  lofty  spirit  that  it  is 
felt  by  Li  Hung  Chang.  In  other  words, 
with  all  the  apparent  indifference  of  the 
Chinese  of  the  several  provinces  there  is 
a  Chinese  patriotism,  broad  and  deep, 
which  needs  only  to  be  well  handled  l>y 
a  strong  government  to  convert  it  into 
a  most  effective  weapon  of  national  de- 
fense. 

But    what   do   the   land    grasping   na- 
tions   propose    to    do    in    China?    If  we 
shall  study  the  history  of  Spain  in  the 
Orient   we  may  look  for  an   answer  to 
the   question.     But    England    and    Ger- 
many   contemplate       industrial    opera- 
tions which  must  have  the  effect  of  in- 
creasing the  power  of  the      people 
amongst    whom    they    are    placed.    By 
the    verv   progress   of   their   operations 
in    China,    they    produce    the    condition 
which  will    sulminate  in   their  removal. 
Their       presence    in    the    country       as 
governing    bodies    vastly    quickens    the 
Chinese  government   to  increase  its  in- 
dustrial and  military  strength  in  order  , 
to  be  able  to  defend  itself  against  future  ^ 
encroachments,    so    that    all    the    forces 
openuing      in  China  today,  even      the 
Boxer    force    itself    by    the    very    power 
of    its    excesses,    are    tending    to    bring

able  to  protect  herself,  and  moreover, 
,\iU  be  iiighly  leveloped  industrially. 
Even  in  the  little  skirmishing  which 
has  transpired  already  between  the 
Boxer  rabble  and  Prince  Tuan's  troops 
<m  the  one  hand  and  the  powers  on  tne 
other  at  Tien  Tsin,  we  have  seen  that 
the  Chinese  in  a:-ms  are 'infinitely  more 
effective  than  th  jy  were  in  the  Japanese 
war:  tliat  they  U'e  now  using  modern, 
weapons  and  know  how  to  handle  them. 
Assemble  a  million  or  more  of  these 
men  thus  drilleu  and  equipped,  and.  I 
repeat  where  is  the  power  of  the  earth 
that  can   stand   against  them?" 

But  Lord  Wolseley  need  have  no  fears 
that  China  ever  will  become  a  conquer- 
ing nation,  or  that  it  will  send  troops 
abroad  to  despoil  other  people.  As  I 
have  before  sail  somewhere,  China  is 
and  always  ha-?  V)een  surrounded  l)y 
small  kingdoms— Korea,  Japan,  the 
Philippines,  Borneo  and  the  rest.  China 
could  have  annexed  them  years  ago,,  if 
she  desired  but  she  never  has  harrmd 
ihem  and  she  rever  will  harm  an.vone 
if  she  is  not  imposed  upon,  and  then 
only  to  the  evtent  necessary  to  assert  her 
rights.  The  Chinese  people  are  not  per- 
sons of  a  military  temperament.  They 
are  industrial  and  meichantile,  and  wiH 
shortly,  as  I  pndict  raise  China  to  be  a 
nation  of  va:t  busines^s  and  of  enor- 
mous benefit  to  the  world. 

And  herein  lies  tho  real  policy  of  wis- 
dom for  the  nat  ous  of  the  West  to  pur- 
sue with  regard  to  China.  Instead  of 
.sending  their  ships  and  troops  thither, 
seizing  ports  and  pr<->vinees  and  putting 
in  operation  llieir  military  rules,  let 
them  combine  to  help  China  to  her  feet. 
Let  them  see,  .is  the  LTnited  States  so 
well  sees  that  the  real  gain  to  acquire 
from  China  is  tt  make  her  the  enormous 
industrial  nation  whi«-h  she  so  readily 
'  can  become,  to  join  modern  science  to 
'  her  vast  potentialities  of  labor  and  turn 
the  two  upon  ihe  endless  resources  of 
nature  of  which  in  her  land  there  are 
such  deposits  and  possibilities  as  would 
make  the  whole  world  marvel.  It  is  by 
trade  and  the  ransacti./ns  of  business 
that  the  nations  are  to  profit  from 
China  and  profit  immensely,  and  in  the 
ways  that  help  both  sides.  This  is  the 
way  of  nature  and  the  way  of  reason. 
If  I  were  of  your  religious  faith.  I 
would  sav  it  s  liods  way,  while  the 
other  is  the  way  of  the  prince  of  outer 
Umbo,  leading  <  nly  to  strife  and  endless 
disaster. 

Plant  a  foreij  n  nation  in  control  of  a 
district.  and  you  have  at  once  an 
"underground"  China  there.  Secret 
societies  orgar  ized,  ramifying  every- 
where, plottine  and  scheming  against 
the  ruling  power  and  to  foreigners  who 
sustain  it.  and  midst  all  this  there  is 
great  in.socurity  of  life  and  properly 
and  consequent  interference  with  busi- 
ness. 

The  I'nited  States  today  i?  the  great 
nation  of  the  Last.  Whatever  a  hand- 
ful of  labor  unionists  have  inflicted  up- 
on the  laws  of  your  country  regarding 
us  here,  the  minds  of  the  men  of  your 
administration  at  Washington  are  of 
different  stuff.  They  are  wise,  farsee- 
ing  and  noble  in  their  conceptions  of 
Justice  and  tleir  application  of  its 
principles.  Th'jy  are  wise  in  regard  to 
the  Chinese,  and  are  not  less  so  in  be- 
half of  their  cwn  country.  They  have 
taken  the  position  that  the  integrity  of 
the  empire  mist  be  maintained.    They 


are  men  t«to  profound  not  to  see  that  the 
rnited  States  never  <-an  allow  Europe  to 
front  this  country  on  two  oceans!  The 
balance  of  i>iwer  of  the  world  would 
be  destroyed,  and  peril  always  would 
ho  at  the"  doors  of  this  nation  on  two 
coasts.  As  our  minister.  His  Excellency 
Wu  Ting  Fang  well  has  said,  it  must 
be  the  policy  of  the  United  .States  to 
extend  the  Monroe  doctrine  to  Asia. 
Her  own  safety  demands  it.  •

Conse- 
quently, they  will  continue  to  throng 
the  great  Atlantic  ferry,  caring  nothing 
for  the  lonely  and  primitive  charm  of 
the  wide,  gray  ocean  l>eyond  the  Golden 
Gate.  But  there  are  some  who  renew 
their  youth  whenever  they  dream  of 
sailing  to  the  far  East  and  the  islands 
Of  the  South  Sea. 

Taking  New  York  as  the  port  of  de- 
parture,   we   find    the   nearer   ports    of 
Kuroi>e    at    the    following       distances: 
Queenstown,  ::S3'2  miles;  Liverixxd,  3053; 
Havre,   3169;    Gibraltar.   3::o4.     AH  these 
are  in  nautical  miles,  of  course;  if  any 
reason  for  rcdu<'it|«  them  to  statue  mile  s 
can  be  imagined.' Ihese  figures  may  be 
increased  fifteen  per  cent.    The  circuit 
can  be  continued  in  the  same  direction 
to   Y'okohama,    whence   the  distance    to 
San  Francisco      is  4536  miles.       and   to 
Vancouver    or    ports    on    Puget    Hound 
some    2.jO    miles    less.    These    ostimates 
cover  the  shortest  navigable  routes;   in 
the  Atlantic  such  routes  are  closely  fol- 
lowed—except fi'r  a  diversion  of  about 
l::0  miles  during  the  season  of  drifting 
ice;    in   the  Pacific   most   steamers  find 
their  profit  in       touching  at  Honolulu, 
which  is  2100  miles  from  San  Francisco, 
and   3400   from    Yokohama,   so   that    the 
visit  costs  1000  miles  of  navigation. 

If  more  remote  terminals  are  con- 
sidered, we  find  steamers  plying  to 
Hamburg  from  New  Y'oik  in  3600  miles; 
to  Antwerp,  3370  miles;  and  to  Naples, 
41110  miles.  Steamers  from  San  Fran- 
cisco extend  their  voyage  to  Shanghai. 
6700  miles,  and  Hong  Kong,  7.^00  miles, 
after  leaving  Japan.  Other  lines  cruise 
beyond  the  equator,  touching  at  Hon- 
olulu, Apia — Stevenson's  'sec<md  turn  to 
the  left"— and  Auckland  on  their  way 
to  to  Sydney,  and  covering  nearly  7200 
miles.  There  is  no  traffic  between  the 
Pacific  states  and  the  Philippines  ijy 
direct  steamers,  though  Spanish  and 
English  lines  connect  them  via  Asia  and 
Europe,  and  a  Japanese  line  to  Austrlia 
liroposes  to  call  at  M.milla.  The  fleet 
of  army  transports  rarely  makes  the 
direct  voyage  in  6215  miles:  it  is  con- 
venient for  them  to  coal  at  Nagasaki, 
and  reason.s  have  been  found  for  send- 
ing them  to  Guam  ani  Honolulu,  thus 
lengthening  the  track  to"  71S.j  miles. 

Translating  distances   into    time   sug- 
gests   that   artificial    limitations    delay 
passengers    across    the    Pacific.    While 
the  run  from  New  York  to  Queenstown 
has  lieen   cut  close  to  five  days,   it  re- 
quires sixteen  days   to  cross  from   S.an 
Fianctsco   to   Yokohama  via    Honolulu. 
Thus  thrise  the  time  is  required  to  make 
double   the  distance  in   the  Pacific,   the 
daily  run  falling  from  nearly  '>'->0  miles 
to  something  less   than  3."iO.     Of  course, 
this  reduction  rests  on  strict  commercial 
principles.     Companies    in     the    Pa^dfic 
trade    are    not    fon-cd    to    renew    their 
steamers    in    order    to    lalio    advantage 
of    the    largest    improvements    in     en- 
gineering.    In        fact,    it    is        doublful 
whether   the   oM    types   of   single-screw 
.steamers  have  not  wasted  coal.     Yet  it 
is  certain   that  the  s;i\ing  of  fuel   is  a 
controlling  factor  in  the  calculations  of 
those  who  manage  lines  of  ocean  steam- 
ers, and  that  they  refrain  from  driving 
their  vessels  at  full  speed  accordingly. 
There  is  no  need  of  citing  a  scientific 
formula    to   show    that   a   moderate    in- 
crease   of    speed    multiplies    resistance 
and   its   equivilents  in   power  and   wuel 
in   a  startling  ratio.     High  speed   is  an  j

Determined  to  hav  one  ot  the  greatest 
frotball  teams  in  the  Northwest  outsid'.- 
the  big  varsities.  Manager  Rene  Hugo 
and  other  members  of  the  High  school 
football  team  and  Athletic  association 
have  entered  upon  an  energetic  cam- 
jjaign  to  solicit  funds  to  properly  equip 
the  eleven.  To  carry  out  the  contem- 
plated triumph  on  the  inter-scholastic 
gridiron  this  season  it  will  l>e  necessary 
for  the  team  to  have  between  $400  and 
$1.00.  The  lack  of  money  has  been  the 
root  of  all  evil  in  high  school  athletics 
since  1S94.  That  year  the  circulating 
medium  was  always  forthcoming,  and 
thf  result  was  Duluth  received  rnuoh 
Ix-neficial  advertising  through  the  splen- 
did string  of  victories  on  th«»  cinder 
track,  gridiron  anil  diamond  by  the 
high  sihool  athletes. 

It  Is  the  generous  ambition  of  the  High 
School  Athletic  as.sociation  to  duplicate 
the  .succH.ss  of  '94  during  the  coming  fall. 
The  athletic  timber  is  there,  and  the 
ambition  is  there,  providing  it  has 
proper  training,  and  the  right  kind  of 
training  costs  money.  The  men  propose 
to  sign  Jack  L«^jmls,  last  season's  coach 
for  the  Minneapolis  High  school  team, 
to  develop  this  year's  eleven.  He  is  one 
of  the  very  best  that  could  be  obtained. 

Football  promises  to  be  even  more  pop- 
ular this  year  than  last  all  over  the 
duntry.  and  if  the  high  schiiol  men  su  ■- 
ceed  in  successfully  carrying  out  their 
present  plans,  immense  crowds  seem 
well  assured  for  the  six  or  eight  games 
that  will  be  played  out  at  Oneota  park.

fall. 


Every  little  while  a  howl  goes  up 
against  the  brutality  of  football  and 
prize  fighting.  l)Ut  a  calm  and  dispas- 
sionate study  of  statistics  will  show 
that  the  perils  of  the  squared  circle  aie 
Infinitesimal  as  comt)ared  with  those  of 
the  golf  link,  possibly  becau««e  its  e.xpo- 
r.ents  understand  the  game  better. 

A  scientific  boxer  spars,  sidesteps  and 
ducks  for  a  few  rounds,  or  rushes  in  and 
mixes  it,  and  the  very  worst  that  befalls 
him  Is  a  decisive  jolt  on  the  jaw.  He 
contemplates  the  ceiling  for  ten  seconds, 
and  suffers  no  more  lasting  injury  than 
the  mental  agony  resultant  from  acquir- 
ing the  short  end  of  the  |>urse. 

But  in  playing  golf,  whii-h  brings  no 
monetary  consftlation,  it  is  different.  You 
take  your  life  in  your  hand  and  blindly 
gamble  with  chance  conf-erning  the  re- 
tention of  your  personal  coniliness.  It 
doesn't  seem  to  matter  whethe;-  a  lady 
is  single,  like  Miss  Clark,  of  C'innecticul. 
Avho  had  a  cleek  driv»'n  int'>  her  skull 
last  week  by  a  gentleman  who  was  a 
mere  acquaintance,  or  whether  married. 
like  Mrs.  F:theridse.  of  Deal  Beach.  X. 
Y..  who  emerged  from  a  game  this  week 
with  a  broken  jaw.  a  cut  cheek  and 
several  teeth  missing.  l)ecause  her  hus- 
band, who  had  .<»worn  to  love,  cherish 
and  protect  her.  miscalculated  the  swing 
<  f  his  stick.  The  first  disaster  was  a 
matter  for  regret  and  apology,  and  the 
other  for  purely  family  discussiin.  Iioth 
alike  unfortunate  for  the  innocent  in- 
.lured  parties,  and  yet  they  are  not  Iso- 
lated cases.

Alonzo  A.  Stagg.  of  the  universiiv  of 
Chicago,  has  returned  from  Paris  much 
disappointed  at  the  French  treatment  >f 
American  athletes. 

The  only  thing  for  which  Professor 
Stagg  expressed  his  satisfaction  was  that 
of  the  thirteen  championship  events  at 
the  Olympic  games,  held  in  connection 
with  the  Paris  exposition,  the  Yankee 
cracks  won  ten,  despite  the  fact  that 
half  of  them  would  n>t  compete  on 
Sunday,  on  which  day  the  finals  of  sev- 
eral of  the  contests  were  held. 

"When    the    Americans    swept    almost 
everything  before  them   at   the   English 
championships  held  In  Ixmdon  just  prior 
to    the    Paris    contests,"    s;iid    Professor 
Stagg,    "the    continental    athletes    then 
saw  the  danger  of  defeat,  and  several  of 
the  English   athletes  decided   to  remain 
out  nf  the  exposition  games.    Strange  as 
it  may  appear,  it  wa.s  the  giant  weight - 
throwers    of    the    Ameri«-an    team    and 
not  the  little  sprinters  and  jumpers  that 
created  the  most  c<jmment  in  Paris.  Con- 
tinental athletes  accord  that  Europe  had 
nothing    to    show    that    would    compare 
■with  them  from  an  athletic  standpoint. 
It  so  happened  that  m'»st  of  the  Ameri- 
can team  were  of  the  tall,  lanky  variety, 
and  this  led  a  French  official  to  remark 
that    the    Americans,    with    their    long 
legs  and  thin  bf>dies.  were  built  perfef  tly 
for  running.     One  reason   for  th*^  rM>or 
showing  of  the  European  athletes  is  that 
they  have  not  yet  reduc-ed  training  the 
muscles  to  a  science.     As  a  matter  of 
fact,    outside    of    England    thev    hardly 
know  the  rudiments  of  track  and  field 
sports  as  unflerstood  in  America.     Most 
of  the  representatives  of  the  continental 
nations  caused  our  b  )ys  to  smile.  Their 
style    of      running    and    jumping      was 
clumsy  and  ludicrous. 

"The  success  of  the  American  athletes 
illustrated  to  the  world  that  our  method 
of  training  and  handling  them  is  a  su- 
perior one.  The  old-time  method  of  diet- 
ing men  and  not  all  nving  them  to  eat 
certain  food  or  to  drink  anything  but 
tea,  and  working  them  unnecessarily 
hard  is  a  lost  art  in  this  country.  So 
far  as  training  is  concerned,  the  athlete 
is  allowed  to  use  his  own  judgment  as 
to  what  he  eats  and  drinks,  so  long  as  he 
takes  his  regular  amount  of  exercise 
daily  and  gets  the  neees.sary  sleep.  This 
common -sense  method  of  training  is  now 
generally  used. 

"For  a  young  c-ountry,  whose  athlete.* 
twenty-five  years  ago  did  nf>t  hold  a 
world's  record  at  an.v  athletic  game,  the 
results  at  this  meeting  serve  as  a  good 
object  lesson  to  the  athletes  of  other 
nations.  In  sprinting  and  at  middle- 
distance  running  America  leads  the 
world,  as  it  does  in  weight-throwing  and 
jumping.  There  never  was  any  doubt  in 
my  mind  about  the  result  of  the  hurdles, 
.'shot-putting  and  hammer  competitions. 
England  excelled  America  in  the  dis- 
tance runs,  but  this  was  to  be  expected. 
but  it  doesn't  prove  that  the  English 
have  more  stamina  than  have  Ameri- 
cans. It  simply  shows  that  they  encour- 
age distance  running  as  we  encourage 

sprints  and  jumping."

The  knowl.Hlge  of  experience  is  bought 
with  weariness  and  care.  One  of  ti'e 
most  Important  branches  of  applied  do- 
mestic science  is  correct  measurements. 
All  reliable  cook  books  endeavor  to  im- 
press this  fact  upon  the  housewife,  that 
the  only  sure  road  to  success  lies  in 
strict  observance  of  the  rules  of  propor- 
tion. Good  housekeepers  know  that  only 
correct  judgment  and  experience  has  en- 
abled them  to  acquire  their  envied  pro- 
ficiency in  the  art  of  cixjking.  Knowl- 
edge gamed  in  this  manner  is  not  easily 
forgotten,  as  we  ])rize  that  which  costs 
us  dear;  and  training  gained  in  this  way 
is  often  dearly  bought  at  the  expense  of 
the  time  and  strength  of  the  hou.sekeep- 
er,  materials,  and  often  the  family 
health.  As  some  one  has  aptly  put  it, 
"experience  is  a  valuable  teacher,  but 
f^ie  tuition  comes  high." 

DEFINITE  RULES. 

For  the  majority,  and  especially  the 
beginners,  it  is  better  to  have  definite 
rules  and  a  clear  understanding  of  the 
terms  used  in  directions  given.  This 
prevents  any  perplexity  or  anxiety  on 
the  part  of  the  housewife  or  cook,  who 
often  fears  to  attempt  a  new  dish  as  she 
is  not  sure,  althougCi  it  reads  well,  that 
it  will  "come  out  all  right." 

UTENSILS    FOR    MEASURING. 

These  are  so  inexpensive  and  .so  easily 
obtained,  no  one  need  be  without  such 
necessities.  W'hen  once  accustomed  to 
their  use,  it  would  seem  impossible  to 
work  without  them.  Measuring  is  pre- 
ferred to  weighing,  and  is  the  method 
used  in  all  leliable  and  modern  recipe 
books  as  being  more  convenient  to  most 
housekeepers,   especially   in   small   fam- 

mf:asuring  cups. 

The  mea.'^uring  cups  used  are  made 
either  of  tin  or  glass.  The  latter  are 
more  readily  cleaned,  but  are  objection- 
able on  account  of  their  liability  to  chlu 
and  break,  besides  bring  unsuitable  for 
mea.suring  very  hot  liuqids.  The  tin 
cup  is  very  durable,  however.  They  hold 
half  a  nint,  and  are  divided  into  third,<: 
and  quarters.  Table,  tea  and  salt  spoons 
of  regulatif  n  size  are  used  for  measur- 
ing smaller  quantities.  Do  not  con- 
found the  iron  mixing  spoons  with  the 
larger  measuring  spoon.  The  spoon  used 
fir  thi.-?  purpose  holds  exactly  the  same 
as  a  silver  teaspt>on:  always  use  this  for 
measuring.  A  caseknife  also  belongs 
to  this  set  of  measuring  tools,  as  a 
convenience  for  leveling  off  when  an 
even  cup  or  spoonful  is  required.  By 
observing  «lirectlons  carefully  in  using 
these  utensds  you  can  be  as  accurate  as 
with  the  scales  and  find  it  much  less 
trouble.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  obtam 
the  above  when  you  get  your  house-fur- 
nishing supplies,  you  can  make  plam 
tumblers  or  glasses  answer.  These  are 
better  than  the  thi<-k  china  cups,  as  you 
can  see  the  cimtents  and  thus  gauge  the 
quantity.  Have  them  of  uniform  size, 
so  the  quantity  will  not  vary.  When  till- 
ing with  the  liquid,  place  a  spoon  in  the 
glass  to  prevent  breaking. 

TO  MEASURE  IN  GLASSES. 

When  a  half-cup  of  anything  is  called 
for.  fill  glats  level  full;  then  pour  part  of 
the  contents  into  another  glass  .same 
size,  until  you  have  the  same  quantity  in 

''^'    MK-VSURING  INGREDIELNTS. 

Flour  meal,  sugars,  salt,  soda  and 
.spices  should  be  sifted  before  measur- 
ing. Flour  es.oetially.  as  by  thorough 
sifting  you  introduce  more  air.  as  well 
as  break  up  any  possible  lumps  ajid  sep- 
arate the  particles.  All  recipes  that  will 
be  given  m  connection  with  these  articles 
will  have  Hour  measured  according  lo 
this  invariable  rule.  A  cup  of  ftour  taken 
up  carelessly  without  sifting  will  Ih 
found  equal  t )  three  times  the  bulk  after 
sifting  thoroughly.  It  can  readily  be 
seen  wher.dn  many  fail  m  the  hrst 
efforts  to  follow  a  new  recipe  if  not 
iware  of  this  fact.  Baking  powder  and 
mustard  and  all  material  in  boxes  set- 
tle and  for  same  reason  given  above 
sh«>uld  be  stirred  or  sifted  bef)re  using. 
Salt  is  apt  to  lump,  and  these  must  be 
broken  up  before  measuring. 

TO  MEASURE  A  CI^PFIH.. 

When  measuring  a  cupful  of  dry  ma- 
terial fill  and  heap  ligbtly.  but  do  iiot 
shake  down;  then  with  your  case  knife 
level  off  evenlv  from  the  top.  A  cui)- 
ful  unless  otherwi.«!e  designated,  means 
mm  h  as  it  will  hold.  A  cupful  of  liquid 
much  as  it  will  hold.  A  supful  of  liquid 
iv  always  level  without  running  ovcr^ 
not  just  full  enough  to  carry  without 
spilling.  While  filling  your  cup  have  It 
placed  on  a  saucer  or  small  plate  In  order 
not  to  waste  any  material  that  may  spill 

MEASURING  BUTTER  OR  SHORTEN- 
ING. 
To  measure  any  solid  fats,  pack  solidly 
into   cur.    with    a   spoon    and    then    level 
off  with  knife.     One  cup  may  be  made 
to  answer  for  measuring  dry  ingredients, 
Ihiuids  and  solids,   like  butter,   if  mea- 
sured in  the  order  given.    This  saves  the 
use  of  many  cups  or  frequent  washing 
of  one.     Use  your  brains  in  this  depart- 
ment of  housework,  if  in  no  other.  Con- 
stant exercise  will  not  wear  them  out  as 
soon  as  it  will  your  body.

they  are  covered  and  allowed  to  stand 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  before  put- 
ting in  the  oven. 

Rice  croquettes — Wash  one  cup  of  rice 
and  put  in  a  double  boiler  with  one 
quart  of  milk  and  cook  until  the  rice  is 
tender  and  milk  absorbed.  Add  the 
beaten  yolks  of  four  eggs;  mix  thorough- 
ly and  cook  a  few  minutes  longer.  Re- 
move from  the  fire  and  add  salt  and 
paprika  to  taste;  also  a  little  lemon  juice 
and  a  tablespoonful  of  minced  parsley. 
When  mixed  well  turn  out  on  shallow 
dishes  to  cool;  then  form  into  cylinders 
about  two  and  one-half  inches  long, 
dip  first  into  beaten  egg  and  then  into 
bread  crumbs  and  fry  in  vegetable  oil. 

Raspberry  foam — Take  a  pint  of  large, 
ripe  red  raspberries,  cut  them  in  half. 
Beat  the  whites  of  six  eggs  very  light, 
adding  a  pinch  of  salt  when  they  are 
about  half  done.  Then  whip  in  gradual- 
ly as  much  confectioner's  sugar  as  the 
eggs  will  take  without  falling.  Add  the 
berries,  a  few  at  a  time,  whipping  con- 
stantly. Heap  the  foam  In  a  glass  dish 
and  put  on  ice  to  chill.  .Serve  scmn  as 
possible  after  making,  with  whipped 
cream. 

Mutton  ragout — To  two  cupfuls  of  cold 
cooked  mutton  add  two  ounces  butter; 
a  small  onion  chopped  fine;  a  cup  of 
green  peas;  a  small  head  of  lettuce, 
shredded;  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  quarter 
of  a  teaspo(mful  pepper  and  one  cup  of 
water.  Place  all  in  a  stew  pan;  cover 
and  cook  slowly  for  an  hour.  When 
done  serve  with  a  border  of  plain  boiled 
rice. 

Blueberry  rolypoly — Take  five  ounces 
of  beef  suet,  chopped  very  fine  and  freed 
from  skin  and  filire;  add  half  a  pound 
of  flour  and  quarter  of  a  teaspoonful 
salt;  mix  well.  Add  gradually  sufficient 
cold  water  to  make  it  stick  together. 
Roll  out  about  an  inch  in  thickness; 
spread  thickly  with  the  berries,  roll  up 
and  lie  in  a  well-floured  cloth,  leaving 
plenty  of  room  for  pudding  to  swell. 
Put  into  a  kettle  of  boiling  water  and 
boil  for  two  hours  and  a  half  Serve  hot 
with  plain,  sweetened  cream  or  foamy 
sauce.  A  quart  of  bread  dough  that  It 
light  enough  to  bake  may  l)e  used  in- 
stead of  the  suet  paste. 

Rolled  flank  steak,  braised — Select  two 
nice  flank  steaks,  wipe  carefully  with 
damp  cloth;  trim  off  the  fat  and 
mu.scular  tissue;  make  a  dressing  for 
each  steak  with  a  cup  of  stale  bread 
crumbs,  t  tablespoonful  minced  parsley, 
half  a  teaspoonful  salt,  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  melted  butter,  a  dash  of  pepper 
and  a  few  drops  of  onion  juice;  put  this 
dressing  in  center  of  the  steak,  and  if 
they  are  thin  steaks  lay  the  second  on 
top  of  fir.st  and  add  another  layer  of 
dressing.  Roll  steaks  tightly  and  tie 
at  each  end  and  in  center,  to  hold  to- 
gether. In  bottom  of  braising  pan  i>ut 
one  carrot,  ane  turnip,  one  small  onion 
(.sliced)  and  a  sprig  of  parsley.  Plaee 
meat  over  these;  lay  meat  on  rack,  dust 
well  with  pepper  and  lay  bits  of  beef 
suet  on  top  or  spread  thickly  with  but; 
ter;  i)Ut  a  teaspoonful  salt  in  bottom  of 
the  pan  with  vegetables,  pour  over  them 
a  cup  of  boiling  water.  Put  cover  on 
braising  pan  and  place  in  a  very  hct 
oven  and  cook  fifteen  minutes  to  every 
oound.     This  is  nice  served  hot  or  cold.

Tomato  Omelet— Make  a  plain  or 
French  omelet  in  the  following  manner: 
Break  six  eggs  into  a  bowl;  beat  about 
four  minutes,  just  to  mix  thoroughly 
but  not  make  light;  season  with  half  a 
teaspoonful  of  •'^alt;  place  an  omelet 
pan  or  medium-sized  frying  pan  over 
the  fire  with  one  tablespoonful  of  but- 
ter; when  hot  pour  in  the  eggs;  shake 
the  pan  violently  for  a-  f^^'  seconds,  and 
give  an  extra  stir  or  two  with  a  fork. 
As  the  omelet  begins  to  set  around  the 
edges,  carefuUv  lift  with  a  spatula  or 
flexible  knife,  allowing  the  liquid  part 
to  run  under  the  other.  When  of 
custard-like  consistency  in  center  it  is 
ready  to  roll.  Prepare  the  tomatoes  by 
placing  one  ounce  of  butter  in  an  agate 
saucepan  over  the  fire;  add  three  fine, 
ripe  tomatoes,  peeled  and  cut  into 
quarters;  season  with  quarter  of  a  tea- 
spoonful of  salt,  same  of  paprika  and 
sugar,  and  cook  ten  minutes.  When 
omelet  Is  done  lay  half  of  a  tomato  over 
it:  fold  over  quickly  by  means  of  the 
spatula  or  very  limber  knife,  and  turn 
out  on  a  heated  dish.  Pour  the  remain- 
ing tomatoes  over  it  and  garnish  with 
toast  points,  and  parsley.  ^   ,,    , 

Delmonlco  potatoes— Cut  sold  boiled 
potatoes  very  fine,  and  to  each  pint 
allow  one  cupful  of  cream,  two  table- 
spoonsfuls  of  butter,  a  teacupful  of  salt 
and  a  dash  of  pepper;  season  with  the 
salt  and  pepper;  put  them  into  a  shal- 
low baking  dish;  add  the  cream,  which 
should  not  quite  cover  them;  melt  the 
butter  and  pour  over  them,  and  set  in 
oven  to  brown  n'-ickly.

A  New  Zea- 
land court  of  arbitration,  which  is  mw- 
adayp  regarded  as  pretty  good  authoriiy 
on  matters  of  industrial  equity,  has  d  - 
cided  to  settle  a  controversy  In  the  print- 
ing trade  between  employer  and  jour- 
neymen that  a  fair  day's  work  for 
typesetting  machine  operaors  shall  b' 
calculated  as  follows:  A  man  must  s'  i 
3000  ems  an  hour  to  be  called  efficient; 
he  shall  not  agree  to  work  for  bonuses; 
seven  hours  shall  constitute  -a  day  s 
work;  efficient  men  .shall  receive  44  cents 
an  hour  for  day  and  48  cents  for  mcnt 
work.  The  decision  provides  also  thit 
only  printers  shall  be  employed  as  ap- 
prentices on  the  machines.

NEW  KINO'S  ADDRESS. 

A  Proclamation  Issued  By  tho  Italian 
Monarch. 

Monza,  Aug.  4.— King  Victor  Emman- 
uel HI  has  addressed  the  following  proc- 
lamation to  the  Italian  people: 

"The  second  king  of  Italy  is  dead.  Es- 
caping, thanks  to  his  valor  as  a  .soldier, 
the  danger  of  battle,  and  departing  un- 
harmed, thanks  to  Providence,  from  ttie 
risks  he  confronted  so  courageously  to 
end  public  calamities,  this  good  and  vir- 
tuous king  fell  a  victim  to  an  atrociou.s 
crime,  wliile,  with  easy  conscience  an<l 
without  fear  of  danger,  he  was  partici- 
pating in  the  joy.s  of  his  people  in  their 
fetes. 

"It  was  not  permitted  me  tn  be  present 
at  the  last  breath  of  my  father:  but  I 
understand  iny  first  duty  to  be  to  follow 
the  counsels  he  left  me  and  to  imitate  tho 
virtues  of  the  king  and  first  citizen  of 
Italy. 

"In  this  moment  of  profound  sadness  T 
have  ti  aid  me  the  strength  which  comes 
froni  the  examples  of  my  august  father 
and  of  the  more  great  king  w  ho  deserves 
to  be  called  the  father  of  his  country. 
I  have  also  a  support  in  the  strength 
which  comes  from  the  love  and  devotion 
of  the  Italian  people  for  the  king  whom 
they  venerated  and  wept  for. 

"  There  remains  to  us  the  institutions 
which  he  loyally  preserved  and  which  h.^ 
attempted  to  render  permanent  during 
tho  twenty-two  years  of  his  reign.  Thes-.' 
institutions  are  given  to  me  as  the  sacred 
traditions  of  my  house,  and  the  warm 
love  which  Italians  have  for  them,  pro- 
tected with  a  firm  hand  from  assault  or 
any  violence  from  whatever    source  it 


comes,  assures  me.  I  am  certain  of  the 
prosperity  and  grandeur  of  the  country. 
It  was  the  glory  of  my  grandfather  to 
have  given  Italy  its  unity  and  indepen- 
dence. It  was  the  glory  of  my  father  to 
have  jealously  guarded  this  unity  and 
this  inde::>endence  to  the  end. 

"My  reign  shall  be  outlined  by  these 
Imperishable  remembrances.  May  GoA 
aid  me  and  may  the  love  of  my  j>eople 
fortify  me,  so  that  I  may  consecrate  all 
my  cares  as  a  king  to  the  guardianship 
of  liberty  and  the  defense  of  the  mon- 
archy united  by  indissoluble  bonds  of 
cduntry. 

"Italians!  Render  your  tribute  of  tears 
and  honor  to  the  sacred  memory  of  Hum- 
bert  of  Savoy.  You,  in  tCie  bitter  sorrow 
which  has  struck  my  house,  have  shown 
that  you  consider  this  sorrow  as  though 
it  were  that  of  each  individual  among 
you. 

"This  solidity  of  thought  and  affection 
will  always  be  the  most  certain  bulwark 
of  my  reign  and  the  best  guarantee  of 
the  unity  of  the  country,  which  unites  in 
the  august  name  of  intangible  R^me.  the 
symbol  of  the  grandeur  and  pledge  of  in- 
tegrity of  Italy.  Such  are  my  hopes,  such 
is  my  ambition  as  a  citizen  and  as  a 
king." 

WILL  RUSH  CANAL. 

New  Nicaragua  Ditch  Syndicate  to 
Sail  Right  In. 

New  Y'ork,  Aug.  4,— John  D.  Crim- 
niins,  of  the  syndicate  formed  to  con- 
struct the  interoceanic  canal  thmugh 
Nicaragua  under  the  concession  given 
hv  the  government  of  Nicaragua  to  Ed- 
ward Eyre  and  Edward  F.  Cmgin,  the 
existence  of  which  was  proclaimed  yes- 
terday by  President  Zelaya.  said  yester- 
day that  the  company  to  construct  the 
canal  organized  under  the  laws  of  New 
Jersey  will  proceed  to  carry  out  the 
terms  of  its  contract  without  daJay. 

The  capital  needed  has  been  secured, 
and  if  the  estima'Le  of  cost  made  for 
this  government  is  correct  the  canal  can 
be  built  for  the  same  money,  and  prob- 
aiilv  for  less.  This  estimate  is  about 
$130,000,000.  Mr.  Crimmins  said  that  the 
company  would  prefer  to  have  the  gov- 
ernment leave  the  matter  in  the  com- 
pany's hands  so  as  to  permii  of  private 
construction  and  operation  of  the  canal 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  world.  Hcw- 
ever,  he  added,  the  syndicate  had  no  de- 
sire to  embarrass  the  goverJiment,  and 
would  defer  to  its  conception  of  policy. 

The  route  has  not  been  selected,  and 
the  company  has  liberty  to  choose  any 
within  the  domain  of  Nicaragua.  That 
preferred  by  this  government  would 
certainly  have  preference.  The  proba- 
bility is  that  the  mute  will  be  that 
hitherto  called  the  Nicaragua.  Mr 
Crimmins  said:  "Our  concession  is  per- 
petual. It  gives  us  the  right  to  p.dice 
the  country  for  ten  miles  on  either  side 
of  the  canal,  whereas  the  maritime  com- 
pany's concession  policing  was  to  bt 
done  by  the  Nicaraguan  .goveiiiment.  ' 

SAY  PRETTY^  THINGS.

New  York,  Aug.  4. — The  follow  in.g  con-

"Executive  Mansion,  Washington.— His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Portugal,  IJsbon:  1 
take  pleasure  in  congratulating  your 
majesty  on  the  completion  of  telegraphic 
communication  between  the  United 
States  and  Portugal,  and  tender  my  best 
wishes  f  3r  the  perpetuation  and  increase 
of  the  friendly  relations  between  the  two 
countries.

Trade  Is 

Backward 

Fall  Demand  Smaller  Than 

Expected    and  Below 

a  Year  Ago. 


New  York,  Aug.  4.— Bradstreets  today 
says:  Trade  conditions  still  favor  the 
buyer:  general  fall  demand,  though  fair 
in  view  of  midsummer  conditions  is  still 
below  exiiectation.s  and  below  a  year 
ago:  bank  clearings  are  at  the  lowest 
for  two  years  past,  and  failures  are 
slightly  more  numerous  though  no 
marked  tendency  is  perceptible.  On  the 
other  hand,  gross  railway  earnings  hold 
the  percentage  of  gain  previously  shown, 
and  where  prices  are  made  low  to  satisfy 
buyers  a  heavy  business  is  uncovered 
and  readily  booked,  pointing  to  deinand 
being  still  present  and  awaiting  disposal. 
The  crop  situation  as  a  whole  is  better, 
the  outlook  as  to  corn  is  for  a  2.100,000 
bushel  crop.  Spring  wheat  is  turning 
out  better  in  quality  and  quantity  than 
expected,  and  there  has  been  an  un- 
questionable improvement  in  cotton  crop 
conditions.  The  yield  of  apples  was  the 
largest  for  many  years,  and  fruits  gen- 
erally are  yielding  liberally  and  com- 
manding good   prices. 

The  iron  and  steel  industry  furnishes 
the  most  notable  example  of  reduced 
prices,  inducing  a  heavy  business,  and 
while  the  outlook  is  still  a  confused  one. 
the  volume  of  trade  in  finished  material, 
notably  bars  and  plates,  is  very  large. 
P'oundry  pig  iron  has  been  in  better 
demand,  liut  at  concessions,  and  the 
drift  of  crude  prices  generally  is  toward 
a  lower  level.  More  export  inquiiy  i.^ 
reported  for  rails  at  the  West  and  for 
iion   in   the   South. 

Textile  demand  is  still  uncertain,  the 
future  of  prices  not  lieing  closely  out- 
lined. In  cotton  goods  .some  irregularity 
is  noted.  The  raw  material  is  lower  on 
a  fuller  realization  that  the  crop  outlook 
has  improved  and  that  the  higher  prices 
are  a  check  to  demand.  Wide  sheetings 
have  been  marked  down  in  price  this 
week,  and  while  the  Fall  River  prices  of 
print  cloths  are  insisted  upon  a  shading 
in  these  gods  is  reported  at  other  East- 
ern centers. 

The   cereals  are  all   lower  this  week, 
partly  on  better  crop  reports,  partly  on

Aug.  4.— I'resident  J.  J.  Hill's 
scheme  for  a  big  st<'amshlD  line  to  the 
Orient  seems  to  haw  taken  shane  in 
articles  of  incorporation  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  state  yesterday  by  the  Great 
Xorthern  Steamship  company,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  $6,000,000. 

The  purpose  of  the  company  is  stated 
to  be  ttie  building  and  operating  of 
steamships  on  the  high  seas  and  other 
navigable  waters.  Tie  incorporators  are 
.James  J.  Hill,  D.  M  Her,  W.  V.  Clough. 
M.  D.  Grover  and  A.  W.  Clark,  all  offi- 
cials of  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
company.  The  officers  are  not  named, 
but  the  date  of  the  first  annual  meeting 
is  fixed  for  Fi-b.  1,  in  Si.  Paul,  whiih  will 
be  the  headquarters  of  t?ie  company.

BRYAN'S  SPEECH  READY. 

His  Address  at  the  Netification  Is 
Finished. 

Lincoln,  Neb.,  Aug.  4.— Mr.  Bryan  yes- 
terday concluded  the  writing  of  his 
-•jpeech  to  be  made  at  IndlanaDolis  next 
Wednesday  in  acccp'.ing  the  Democratic 
nomination  for  the  presidency.  The 
speech  is  about  8000  A'ords  in  length.  Ho 
has  adhered  to  his  rriginal  intention  in 
devoting  the  document  almost  entirely 
to  the  question  of  imperialism. 

It  is  now  Mr.  Bryan's  intention  to  re- 
main in  Chicago  se\  eral  days  after  the 
Indianaiiolis  meeting:,  the  entire  time  to 
be  given  to  conferences  with  leaders  of 
all   the  forces  suppc  rting  him.

The  migrant  birds  have  been  simply  un- 
able to  fly  against  tliem.  Nature  supplier 
these  wandpring  crtatuns  with  Just  sufll- 
cient  strength  for  their  long  journey.  an<l 
no  more.  Kven  under  favorable  conditions 
they  are  often  completely  exhausted  when 
tht'j-  reach  our  shores. 

The  conse<|uenee  is  that  they  lo?e  their 
track  altogether.  Birds  do  not  find  their 
wav  from  Central  Africa  to  Central  Eng- 
land bv  Intuition.  They  simply  follow  tho 
"fly-lines  "  along  which  thousands  of  an- 
e'-stral  generations  have  passed  boforo 
them.  Th«'y  find  their  way.  In  fact  exact- 
ly as  carrier  pigeon.-^  do,  by  an  elaborate 
svstem  of  landmarks.  So  that  if  they  are 
iiiown  for  more  than  a  few  miles  out  of 
their  course  thev  are  absolutely  and  hope- 
lessly lost.  Half  the  birds  that  ought  to 
have  come  to  England  are  probably  some- 
where in  France  or  Germany.  The  Bay  of 
Hlscav,  with  a  stiff  northea.ster  blowing, 
was  too  much  for  them,  as  it  has  been 
for  many  a  traveler  before  them. 


FIRST  WOMAN'S  PAPER.

It 
is  dated  Jon.  4,  ISOS.  ar-i  ?f  called  LAthenee 
des  Dames.  The  articles  are  evidentl> 
written  bv  women,  and  the  object  of  t!'^ 
paper  seems  to  have  been  an  attempt  to 
place  women  on  an  equal  footing  with 
men,  savs  Literature.  The  feminine  pici- 
neers  of  1S08  were  evidently  nearly  bW 
years  ahead  of  their  times.  Ixi  P'ronde, 
the  Parisian  newspaper,  printed  and  pub- 
li.shed  by  women,  is  now  In  its  third  year, 
and  appears  to  be  successful,  while  only- 
one  copy  of  I/Athenee  des  Dames  Is  to  be 
found.
